The attached letter from^Gerald L.K» , Smitji was sent 
to me through the mail, and in reading it I noticed something 
that possibly amounts to violation of Military security Reg- 
lationsj and/or Postal Regulations. 

Certain paragraphs of the above-mentioned letter 
refer to one Major Robert H. Williams, whom the letter says 
"is in the Military Intelligence 1 ; and, further, the letter states 
that this Major Williams has issued a report to^mi'tl^ of matters 
relating to investigations by the Military Intelligence,, lnvest- 
gations being made by Williams. The letter states thatsimith is 
offering this report, in the form of a manual, to all those*who 
contribute money to him, in the amount of $1.00 or more. 

My view of this matter is that if there is such a person 
as Major Robert H. Williams in the Military Intelligence, and if 
he has issued' to the public matters relating to investigations by 
his branch — that he is liable to charges of a violation of 
Security Regulations, in that he released to unauthorised persons 
Classified Matter that is at least Restricted, and probably 
Confidential. If, however, Major Williams was authorized by proper 
authority to release this information, it seems to me that it 
would still be the property(in respect to re-printing for sale) 
of the Federal Government, 

Further, if this Major Williams is not on active duty, 
and if he. has released this investigation report of the Military 
Intelligence Division, he has acted in a manner prejudicial to 
the Government of the U,S. His conduct appears highly improper in 

any case. ^ „ 

Possibly"Smith,'also, is liable to charges of violations 
of the Military Security codesrpor the Postal Regulations, in that 
he offers, through the malls, the sale of UNlted States Government 
documents, if there are any such doouments-as he states.

ZIONISTS STAGE 
DUAL-LOYALTY MEETS 

Jews throughout the United States are holding parades 
and big money raising rallies to finance a foreign nation. By 
words and deeds they are putting themselves in a position of 
divided loyalty at a time when war threatens—posing the 
greatest military security problem of modem times. 

At Wilshire Boulevard Temple on the night of April 29 
Rabbi Max Dubin, supporting the United Jewish Welfare 
drive for $250,000,000, largely for Israel, harangued several 
hundred Jewish youths with a speech picturing America as 
a land of fascists and anti-Semites. 

In thousands of Jewish synagogue* and maw meetings tho 
"Children of Israel” arc being incited to bate their chosen country, 
to lovo Israel and in many instances to consider the SovietTTJnlon "the 
only peoples democracy.” 

Lessing Rosenwald, himself a Jew, has protested the 
program of Zionists and Israel as “seeking to^set up claims 
to authority over Jews beyond its own border.” 

Michael Blankfort, long identified with Communist activities (see 
California Tenney reports), writing for the special Fund drive edition 
of the Los Angeles B*nai B’rttb M essenger (Apr. 8, 1949), condemned 
"the failure, up to now, of American democracy,” but had only good 
words for Israel. 

Of the Los Angeles Fund committee 14 were cited in California 
Tenney reports for Communistic activities. 

The Jewish Community Council at its annual convention 
this year voted “about 3 to 1” demanding abolition of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities—the body of 
courageous Congressmen whose sole object is to expose the 
enemies of Constitutional America. The Pacific Coast Com¬ 
munist daily, Peoples World (Jan. 19, 1949), reporting the 
convention, pointed out that the Council “is the over all coordi¬ 
nating group for all Jewish membership organizations in the 
Los Angeles area with more than 300 affiliated . . . The 
resolution severely criticised both the methods and purposes 
of the Un-American Committee ” 

LOYAL TO WHICH NATION? 

A few day* later the Pacific Coast Division of the American 
Jewish Congress, official Zionist body, at its annual conference similarly 
denounced the Houso anti-Communist committee and also the Cali- 
forna Tenney committee and condemned "loyalty tests” for govern¬ 
ment employees. (California JeuAtb Voice, Jan. 28, 1949). 

At its annual convention early last Summer the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis similarly attacked the 
House anti-Communist committee. 

Jewish groups and individuals from coast to coast have 
attacked this splendid American committee. 

In a speech before a group of internationalists at Syracuse, N.Y*, 
Feb. 14, 1947, a Jew of the University of Chicago staff reportedly said 
"Wo must haul down the American flag. And if I wanted to be 
vulgar and shocking, I would go even further and say haul it down 
and stamp on it and spit oa it.* (Cogrcsdona! Record, March 6, 1947)

The sudden softening of the Kremlin toward the hated, 
Christian, capitalist West, may be the result of one or more 
of three conditions: 

1. serious internal troubles 

2. the need for time to perfect atomic weapons and j 
consolidate world gains 

3. a new Kremlin policy of cooperation with the White 
House in the belief that Mr. Truman is now safely ‘ in the 
bag” and that he can gradually be brought into a partnership 
for world rule, a dictatorship in disguise. 

There is evidence to support each of the three consider¬ 
ations,. though f the casual reader may be inclined to forget, 
in connection with No. 3, that the Marxist forces, largely 
from Russia, largely friendly to the Soviet regime, already 
are the dominant influence in the White House, the federal 
bureaus, over the armed forces, atomic weapons, radio net¬ 
works and international finance and diplomacy. 

If the fiew Kremlin policy of meeting the West in peace 
talks is the result of internal unrest in the U.S.S.R. it is the 
best news in years. But if the policy springs from the belief 
that the Red revolution in the United States has passed the 
decisive hour—has gained a grip which the people can never 
break—then the internal situation here is indeed serious, and 
Stalin's bid for peace will cost us dearly. For the Kremlin 
must know its power in America better than we can estimate 

. MUST CODDLE THEM 

Supporting the belief that the new Soviet policy of sweet¬ 
ness may be the result of internal troubles—there is tre- 
menduously good news. Counter-revolutionary resentment of 
the Soviet regime is raging in White Russia, the Ukraine 
(where 3,000.000 recently were said to be in revolt), and ap¬ 
parently all the “liberated” countries. Intelligence Summary 
has reported this condition from time to time, but fresh reports 
show a situation which is dangerous to the Kremlin: Be¬ 
cause of the cold war, the threat of war from the West, the 
Kremlin cannot afford to take drastic measures to liquidate 
or subdue the dissenters. For, if white armies once more inr . 
vade from the West, the scores of millions of sturdy w \ltz~ 
of the Ukraine, White Russia and the overrun countries will 
be the very people on whom the Kremlin must depend for 
survival. > 

These people, as civilians or conscripts in the Red Army, 
always have been anti-Kremlin, anti-Semitic; they always 
have believed the power over them to be Jewish, have blamed, 
and continue to blame, Jews for the viciousness of the 
Red regime.

in the first six months; they began fighting the the German 
armies only after Hitler made the stupenduous mistake of 
adopting a policy of cruelty toward the Russian prisoners 
and their people in invaded territory. 

Major General Holstrom of the Wehrmacht Intelli¬ 
gence recently wrote: 

"In June, 1941, the Wehrmacht had before it the Red Army, 
whose rank and file—80 percent peasant—were discontented with 
their government, having no wish to fight for the Soviet regime. Owing 
to the rule of terror, the Red Army was not able to organize a 
rebellion, but its passive resistance was manifested by the fact that 
within the first six months of the war, four million prisoners fell into 
the hands of the Germans, and there were no signs of a partisan (i.e., 
anti-German) movement (in the invaded territory) during the first 
years of the war." 

General Holmston added that Hitler's policy of cruelty toward the 
Russians "transmuted the Red Army into a Russian army and the 
consequences of such a change made themselves felt immediately." 

NOT OFFICIAL ANTI-SEMITISM 


Other observers have said that during the first months 
of the war millions of Russians looked to the German army 
as a liberator. 


Hitler’s aides were flooding the Red Army and Russian cities 
with propaganda reminding them of the viciousness and terrorism of 
their rulers, and pointing out the racial character of the Bolshevik 
power. At first this propaganda specifically reminded the soldiers that 
the entire Red Army was ruled by a Jew—Mekhlis. Victor Kravchenko, 
former high official who escaped from a Soviet purchasing commission 
in the United States and now is to become a U. S. citizen, gave us the 
picture from the Russian side of the battle lines, in his biographical 
I Chose Freedom (p. 428) . . . "Mekhlis, head of the Political Depart¬ 
ment of the Red Army, had been quietly removed from Ills influential 
post because, as a Jew, ho had become an effective target of Nazi 
propaganda" ... 

The masters of the Kremlin long before had begun to 
hide Jewish influence in the Communist apparatus, using 
various devices (identified in my Anti-Defamation League 
and Its Use in the World Communist Offensive) such as the 
"hidden director” device, whereby a clerk or petty aide is 
the actual head of a bureau or committee or department. 

And under the stress of German propaganda, Mekhlis 
and comrades had to remove Mekhlis—to get the Red Army 
to save Mekhlis and comrades. 

How much more urgent is the need today to hide Jewish 
influence in the Kremlin not only from Americans but also 
from Russians? It is considerable, without doubt. More than 
ever, the western-type peoples of the Ukraine, White Russia 
and Eastern Europe are dissatisfied and rebellious against a 
regime which once was entirely in Jewish hands and which 
still is largely subject to the wishes of certain Jews, and 
which reached its height of cruelty because of its ancient 
race hatred. 

The ricing resentment 2s forcing concessions from the Kremlin. 
« ^f,m>t certain that some element among the jealous, power hungry 
rulers is'not already longing to cater to the great latent power of the 
anti-Kremlin, anti-Semitic people. But so far there is not the slightest 
shread of proof that the Kremlin's new "anti-Semitism" is anti-Semitism 
at all. The current propaganda in America is highly deceptive till you 
analyze It closely, The facts seem to be that once more, as not in¬ 
frequently in the past, certain Jews, this time the "intellectuals’', have 
taken up a rival trend, and must be- whipped back into line in the 
public press. With the people so anti-Semitic, nothing will whip Soviet 
Jews back into line so quickly as the threat of pubic exposure of their 
preference for Jewishness (Zionism). 

An article in the German language Jewish newspaper, 
Aufbau, April 8, 1949, though deceptive at first glance, bears 
out the contentions of Intelligence Summary, in general. The 
writer of the article reported that he has been in contact with 
persons "intimately acquainted” with the Jewish situation 
in the U.S.S.R. (and Aufbau is a reasonably authentic 
source, if you read beneath its propaganda front) :

"The Soviets believe all the less that they would be a bio to ac¬ 
complish this precisely because they consider these very border lands 
and peoples as the springboard for ideological pressure against the 
western regions. A shroud of silence is cast over the startling tragedy. 
It would he necessary to bring to court only those persons who had 
been officially in the pay of the Germans. But for the reassurance of the 
people the death penalty would have to be waived." 

FIRING SQUAD RESTRAINED 

Bearing out this condition of counter-revolutionary anti- 
Semitism in the Ukrainian anti-Communist underground was 
a report by Von Wiegand to the Hearst papers, reported in 
the December issue of Intelligence Summary, quoting Ukrain¬ 
ians as saying that the reason President Truman has refused 
to aid them against the Kremlin is that they are said to be 
anti-Semitic. Von Wiegand said U. S. diplomatic officials in 
Eastern Europe admitted that they had instructions from 
Washington not to aid the Ukrainian anti-Kremlin forces. 

An Associated Press dispatch of Dec. 7, 1948, from 
Berlin, quoted a high ex-Soviet army officer as saying that 
“70 percent of the Russian people hate the present Soviet 
regime.” 

The aforementioned Aufbau article gives further evi¬ 
dence that the Soviet dictatorship is making concessions to 
the counter-revolutionaries, afraid to liquidate them as 
formerly it did: 

"The Jewish colony in the Krim which was destroyed by the 
Hitler array has *not been rebuilt because under the Hitler regime the 
Ukrainians and Tartars were given power over the fields and home¬ 
steads." 

So, with the cold war raging, the Kremlin dares not 
restore to the Jews that which the competing, capitalist West 
placed in the hands of gentiles. 

Apparently, as long as the cold war restrains the Krem¬ 
lin’s firing squads, the power of the Kremlin is challenged by 
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COMPETING WITH ZIONISM 

There is, at the same time, a growing unrest among cer¬ 
tain Jewish "homeless cosmopolitans,” "intellectuals,” as pre¬ 
viously mentioned. Recent News Week articles show that 
certain highly placed Soviet officials have publicly "whipped” 
these people, hinting at their Jewishness by putting the ori¬ 
ginal Jewish name in parentheses after the adopted last name. 
Aufbau told in detail how these Jews were dissatisfied be¬ 
cause their cultural centers, academies for teaching (Jews 
and gentiles) Yiddish culture, and their once thriving Jewish 
residential and racial centers, including Biro Bidjan, and 
their many Yiddish publications and publishing houses have 
been closed. 

Aufbau calls this an "anti-Jewish campaign.” But all 
such articles, if you read closely, reveal the fact that this 
campaign is directed by officials of the Soviet Union who 
are themselves Jews! Do not overlook this fact. 


News Week admits this. Furthermore, the history of 
Communism shows that from the very first, it was recognized 
as necessary to keep the Jewishness of the movement con¬ 
cealed. Karl Marx whipped Jews publicly for their special 
Jewishness but surrounded himself with fellow Jews; and 
even though 371 of the first 388 rulers of Bolshevik Russia 
were Jews, they too whipped the Jewish masses at times, try¬ 
ing to get them to drop special Jewish Talmudic nationalism ' 
(Zionism). 

This outward show of anti-Semitism fooled millions of 
gentiles and perhaps even many Jews, who had to be re¬ 
assured by special Jewish programs such as are in their 
heyday today in lecture courses by thousands in all big Jewish 
communities in America and Britain. It was, and is, very <, 
important to make the gentile world, inside and outside I 
Russia, believe that Communism is not pro-Jewish. 
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After Trotiky split the Commumaf^H}., r jKrcnc pro-Stalin wing 
liquidated (through Stalin and the Nl^TO) thousands of dissenting 
Jews along with tens of thousands of suspected gentiles, the' 
Western world began to say that the Kremlin was no longer pro- 
Jewish. That was an absurd deduction, as the Jews of Christendom 
know, for they became increasingly fervent in their praise of tfie 
U.S.S.R. as "the only peoples democracy,** and today they—with a few 
exceptions^—condemn the House Committee investigating Communists. 

There is now more abundant proof than at any time in 
years that the Soviet power still is friendly to faithful Jews. 
Not only are. Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Roumania, 
the Baltic states and all the fifth columns of the Western 
World under Jewish dictatorships, but testimony of Prof. 
Louis Budenz, Aug. 31, 1948, before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, quoted the Jewish master of the 
Communist underground as saying that he, Budenz, the 
gentile, one of the dozen highest Communist officials in the 
West, “knew nothing of the conspiratorial apparatus” of the 
Communist world machine. But the three top ranking men, 
all Jews, knew about this apparatus! 

The Aufbau article makes clear—on close analysis—that what is 
happening inside Russia in regard to the Jews is that the rising tide of 
anti-Semitism has forced the Kremlin to quit publicly favoring Jews. 
Aufbau quite objectively points out that Biro Bidjan, the Jewish it ate/ 
deep inside Russia, and all the special Yiddish cultural centers ;m< 
special Jewish life, so flourishing till recently, were granted the Sovie

Anti-Semitism has forced the Kremlin to push its 
staunchest supporters, its Jews, kinsmen of the masters of 
the Kremlin, into the background, denying them specia 
privileges, which the gentiles resent. Mekhlis had to remove^ 
Mekhlis as commissar of the Red Annies to get the Red\ 
Armies to save Mekhlis and his people. 

MUST SETTLE COLD WAR 

But now, seeing the meteoric triumph of the Zionists in Israel 
and seeing that the Zionists in America have their cake and eat it too— 
those Jewish intellectuals who have peeped outside the curtain are 
restive. They want back their special privileges. 

Thus, Stalin, the Mongoloid non-Jew, who rose by Jewish power, 
married a Jewess, and whose bureaus still are more than 50 percent 
■tailed by Jews (in a country where their people constitute about two 
percent of the population!) now is caught between counter-revolution¬ 
ary and mutually opposed forces. 

What an opportunity for Mr. Truman if he would but take ad¬ 
vantage of it. He could send supplies of small arms and sabotage 
weapons into the counter-revolutionary areas where millions of 
allies beg for help, and avoid a war which may destroy our sons, our 
country and civilization. But Zionists restrain the President because 
the anti-Communlsts are anti-Semitic! 

It is just possible that the Zionist advisers who sur¬ 
round Mr. Truman are holding him in restraint with the 
tale that they will themselves upset the Kremlin—and bring 
about close cooperation in a world government! The fact is 
the Zionist papers and speakers have been and still are very 
friendly to the Soviet Union; Zionism does not attack Com¬ 
munism ; only Communism (outwardly) attacks Zionist Tal¬ 
mudic Jewishness. 

And if the “intellectual” Jews and the “passportless 
vagabonds” and “stateless cosmopolitans” with Jewish names, 
now being whipped in the Soviet press, should upset the 
Soviet regime with a sort of Trotskyite rebellion, these 
rulers would face the same problem confronting the present 
rulers—unless they settled the cold war with the West in 
the name of world peace so they could then liquidate millions 
of cuonter-revolutionaries. 

And that is what Stalin himself just now seems to want to do. 

If Stalin can settle the cold war and slow down the arming of* 
Atlantic nations perhaps he can then deal forthrightly with thcT 
counter-revolutionaries, liquidate the anti-Semites and compromise 
with the pro-Zionists, as he always did before.

WHY FOI^Ei>^R HAD BREAKDOWN 

No doubt much will be told someday about the •resigna¬ 
tion and subsequent nervous breakdown of Secretary of 
Defence James Forrestal. 

Forrestal used to be figurehead of the Jewish world 
banking firm of Dillon, Read & Co. Supposedly he was loyal 
to the New Deal and its Marxist, largely Jewish, creators. 

But last October, when it looked as if Mr. Truman 
would lose the election and the Democratic Party would fall 
I into the hands of a Communist-New Deal pro-Wallace coali- 
' tion, it was reported privately that the Secretary was work¬ 
ing with Southern Democratic leaders to try to capture the 
party. That revealed much about the Secretary’s inner senti¬ 
ments. 

In the same month, Oct., 1949, it wsu reported that he was 
planning to set up a system of auxiliary police and secret informers 
in cities and tpwns, under direction of local police. Unlike many 
fedoral bureaus, the local police generally are nnder staunchly anti- 
Communist control. It looked as if Forrestal was makin g a desperate 
effort to sec up a counter force against the private secret polico of the 
Communist Party and allied groups, to prevent or put down a 
revolution and protect the people. 

Very soon Walter Wincbell, known to voice Zionist sentiments, 
launched a smear campaign against the Secretary; and presently 
Forrestal was out. Then ho went to a hospital in a state of nervous 
exhaustion. 

There was plenty to give him a breakdown. The Army 
and Air Forces infiltrated a thousand ways with Zionists— 
but who would dare oust Zionists as long as they held 
the President’^ confidence and kept him hoodwinked? 

Lilicnthal, not only Zionist but a member of several Communist 
fronts, held the key to the atomic storage vaults; while his tribal 
kinsman, General Le May,- had been promoted to command of the 
mightiest striking force in history, the strategic air arm, which could

November, 1945, shows that the plan is now complete. Mos¬ 
cow set forth the plan in the words of Alexander Bittelman, 
(now under indictment facing possible deportation), Com¬ 
munist Party executive committee member and secretary of 
the Morning Freiheit Association, publisher of the Morning 
Freiheit, the official Communist daily in the Yiddish language.

The plan was to bring so much pressure on the President, through

Now a study of Mr. Truman’s program for the past 10 months 
shows that he vigorously champions every single plank in the Com¬ 
munist platform. He has been captured. He even talks peace with Stalin, 
now. Last week he said he took "In good faith” the desire of the 
Kremlin to talk about calling off the cold war. 

Peace with the world gangsters I 

If the President is at last a complete captive, either 
knowningly or stupidly, of the Reds, how easy for them to 
establish the dictatorship here! They need only set off a 
chain of city-burning terrorist acts across the country and 
persuade the President to clamp on martial law, with special 
police and three-man courts. 

Reports from two different observers in Washington 
say that Senators and Congressmen are disturbed at the 
situation. One reports that several Congressmen express fear 
that we will be taken by a dictatorship soon after Congress 
adjourns. 

This may be far fetched. Or it may not be. Only time 
will reveal, perhaps, the real secrets of current policies be¬ 
hind the two iron curtains—that of the Kremlin and that of 
the White House.

MILLIONS OF SUSPECTS 

Perhaps Forrestal did not doubt Le May’s loyalty. Per¬ 
haps Le May is as loyal as any gentile. But with the masses 
of the Jewish community (not including all of our Jewish 
neighbors, but most of them) denouncing America, praising 
Israel (whose officials say it will not fight the Soviet Union 
in case of war between the East and the West), even praising 
the Soviet Union as “the only people’s democracy ’—it is 
only normal that we feel disturbed with Jews in complete 
charge of our atomic and air weapons. 

Le May, justly or unjustly, is blamed by some because it was his 
bombing crew who dropped the atomic bomb squarely on the little 
suburb of Hiroshima known as the Christian Capital of Japan. There 
were dozens of more important targets than Hiroshima, itself. But the 
one and only seed of Christianity in Japan was wiped out. True, this 
aiming point may have been selected in Washington and Le May might 
hay* known nothing about the Christian Capital of Japan. But was 
the man who chose it, still in position to chose targets in a future 
conflict? 

There is the picture of millions of minorities so friendly to one 
or^ore foreign powers that Mr. Forrestal without doubt was uneasy 
lestlthey sabotage moral industry, communications and transportation, 
in 1 critical hour. The FBI can round up behind barbed wire a 
hundred thousand or so, but what can it do with millions of suspects? 

The nation’s security was Mr. Forrestal’s responsibility. 
Small wonder he had a breakdown. Why does he not now go 
before the people to warn them of the danger and lead them 
out of it? 

i 

There has been another delay in the hearing of my suit against the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith. When there is news to report 
on the case I will also give additional details of the League’s recent 
of charges that it exercises censorship over the American press, 
spies on private citizens and engages in propaganda destructive to 
Americanism.

These "minor¬ 
ities” ere propagandized and voted as political captives for the party 
which offers the most Communistic program—and this has been the 
Progressive and New Deal Parties, and the Republicans could never 
get tbo Jewish and Negro vote—the decisive, balance-of-powor, vote 
in recent presidential elections—short of embracing Communism in its 
entire tly. Why do Republican Party leaders keep on forsaking Ameri¬ 
canism in the foolish hope of winning over the "minority” vote? 

The only sane way would be to offer an American program, and 
sweep the country!

on page 41 of "Palestine, a Study of Jewish, Arab and British 
Policies,” Yale University Press, shows the Zionists contemplate: 

"The organization and binding together of the whole of Jewry by 
means of appropriate institutions, local and international . . . 

"The strengthening and fostering of Jewish national sentiment 
and consciousness.” 

Boasting of the success of this, program on May 12, 1947, Moshe 
Shertok, Israel’s Foreign Minister, told a Cleveland, O., audience, 
"Tha World Zionist Organization has today local organizations in 
nor* than 60 countries.” 

That is, political beachheads in more than 60 gentile nations. 

It does not take an FBI agent to understand that those 
who consistently attack the exposers of Communism put 
themselves in position of siding with Communism. This is not 
dual loyalty; it is rank disloyalty. So overwhelmingly anti- 
Committee, pro-Soviet has been the Jewish vote that Presi¬ 
dent Truman repeatedly condemned the House Committee 
to win favor with this vote, the vote which put him back 
into the White House in the 1948 election. 

One of the most consistent and most famous offenders, 
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favoring MoscoiPai* cSiemning American anti-Commu- 
nists, was the late Rabor Stephen S. Wise, founder and 
outstanding leader of the World Jewish Congress and the 
American Jewish Congress. This religious leader, supposedly 
a man of God, spent his active life promoting Marxism. The 
Morning Freiheit, official Communist daily in the Yiddish 
language, spoke approvingly of him despite the fact that he 
was one of the leading Zionists. 

Headlines in American dailies March 7, 1949, carried word from 
Israel'* President Weizmann to the effect that "Israel appeals to 
world Jews to be loyal”—that if, loyal to Israel. Arriving in the 
United State* late in April, to stimulate fund raising, Weizmann went 
still further: "The United Jewish Appeal commands the wholehearted 
and dedicated service of every Jew who is interested in the future and 
well-being of the Jewish state.” The qualifying clau* Is almost wholly 
nullified by the frenzy with which Jewish organizers and propagandist* 
whip their people into fear and hatred of America and love of Israel 
and the Soviet Union. 

At all time* since the shooting stopped America has been faced 
with the threat of a still greater war than the last. What will the 
FBI do with six to eight million people of a single race, the pre¬ 
ponderant majority of whom have become seriously affected with the 
hate-Americanism virus? 

Recently Israeli officials said their country would not fight Russia 
—would stand neutral in case of war between the East and the West. 
That is, Israel refuses to side with the Christian West against the 
anti-Christian gangsters of the East. At the same time Israel claims, 
and generously gets, control of the loyalties of American Jews. 

What a problem for military intelligence, not only if war comes, 
but right now, when the civilian and fighting forcei must be purged 
of likely saboteurs and spies! 

With Jewish generals occupying an increasing number 
of high positions in the armed forces, what intelligence offi¬ 
cer will dare submit to his (perhaps Jewish) commander a 
brief showing the disloyalty and lack of trustworthiness of 
Zionists, many of whom no doubt occupy key positions, or 
will in time of war? 

The Zionist organizations made their objective for 
years that of establishing a Jewish state in Palestine. That 
mission has been accomplished. It is now time for the Jews 
to disband their organizations, or accept the status of Israeli 
fifth columnists in America—enemies of this state. 

And it is time for you and me to write our Congress¬ 
men, Senators, state and local officials urging them to take 
action to break up these organizations, before we are caught 
in a Pearl Harbor attack from without and paralysis within.

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FUTURE NEW DEAL 
LAUNCHES FDR, JR. 

The election of Franklin D, Roosevelt, Jr. ,to Congress 
to fill the seat made vacant by the death of Representative 
Sol Bloom was not just another election of a Marxist re¬ 
presenting a Marxist district. It was the birth of another 
New Deal in American politics. It was the deliberate groom¬ 
ing of a man who is to become the Stalin for the Jewish 
Party, if we may put the case bluntly and honestly. 

Three famous Jews, all radical left wingers, despite the 

J ifted deception of one—Bernard Baruch, Albert Lasker and 
oseph Davies—were openly advertised during the campaign 
as supporting young Roosevelt. Like Roosevelt, none of them 
even lived in the district .They had simply gone from their 
respective states, with him, into this Jewish-Negro-Porto 
Rican district where victory for anyone named Roosevelt 
was a certainty, and where the Jewish civil rights program 
was sure to be a winner, in order to launch their man with all 
overwhelming fanfare. 

In this New Deal, we see the rise of David Dubinsky, 
anti-Moscow Marxist (exiled for revolutionary activities 
at age 16), whereas it was Sidney Hillman, pro-Moscow 
Marxist, who held the balance of power in the last terms 
of the original Roosevelt New Deal.

It 
was trie civil rights ticket in the extreme. Immediately after 
the election Roosevelt paid homage to his masters in a quick 
flight to Israel. That makes matters so plain that even the 
Anglo-Saxon should be able to understand who owns young <

It is an inter¬ 
esting sociological phenomenon."

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PRESS FAILED PUBLIC 
IN FORRESTAL TRAGEDY 

Several matters related to the death of former Secretary 
of Defense James Forrestal stand out with appalling signi¬ 
ficance : 

1. The failure of the gentile press to report the racial 
character of the attack on the man charged with the nation's 
security; 

2. The manner and effectiveness of the Anti-Defamation 
League's two Sunday evening radio voices in harassing a 
high public official who displeases their supporters; 

3. The general subversion, both Zionist and Communist, 
which, together with the necessity for holding the oil of the 
Near East, caused Forrestal to set a course objectionable to 
political Jewry. 

It is in a spirit of apprehension for the immediate fu¬ 
ture of this counrty rather than of I-told-you-so which 
prompts me to point out that Intelligence Swmnary reported 
the facts as early as January, and again in May, about For- 
restal's defensive position—meaning that the facts were 
available to the public press if the newsmen in Washington 
and the editors had been willing to probe behind the iron 
curtain of the invisible government. Readers will recall that 
this publication predicted in January Forrestal's early de¬ 
parture from the cabinet, giving the principal reasons be¬ 
hind the Winchell-Zionist attack on the Secretary. 

I have a photostat copy of a statement, issued confiden¬ 
tially by the Anti-Defamation League many years ago, boast¬ 
ing that it had got an agreement from the Associated Press 
that this influential agency would no langer reveal the racial 
identity of a Jew in connection with such objectional acts as 
crime. Our press is censored by a Jewish immigrant machine 
and does not enlighten the people on the gravest dangers in 
the world today, the racial conspiracies. 

SUICIDAL TOLERANCE 

Forrestal's fate was the fate, literally or figuratively, of 
thousands who have attempted to divert the New Deal tc 
the interests of the American people. Unless we find fearless 
leadership, unafriad of Jewish smears and hidden threats, 
and unless much of the press throws off the censorship, I am 
afraid Forrestal's fate will be the fate of a nation. 

Forrestal and the Pentagon were "accused" last year of 
siding against the Jews because they were trying to find ways 
to insure the military establishment it would always have 
access to the oil of the Near East, without which we can hard¬ 
ly hope to save ourselves in a third world war. Israel, in the 
closest collusion with the Soviet Union, was, and is, bent on 
y taking over Arabian oil fields—as I am sure Forrestal fore¬ 
saw. The Jews never have been able to dominate Oil; they

Forrestal began in the Fall working with Southern 
Democrats to keep the remnants of the Democratic Party 
(should Truman lose the election) from falling into the 
hands of a Wallace-Communist-Zionist coalition. He also, 
about October, began alerting local police to the internal 
situation, encouraging them to set up auxiliaries, including 
secret informers. Unlike many federal bureaus, the local 
police are under strongly anti-Communist control and might 
be counted on to put down a revolt and protect the people. 

But the federal agencies would not be able to dominate 
such forces; therefore such men as Felix Frankfurter, Ber¬ 
nard Baruch, Sam Rosenman, David Neyhaus, David Du- 
binsky, Henry Morgenthau, Ben Cohen, Meyer Steinbrink, 
and the radio smear artists, Pearson and Winchell, resented 
Forrestal. 

It must have been a slap in the face to the elders that 
their protege, Forrestal, whom they once had elevated to 
figurehead the Jewish banking firm of Dillon, Read & Co., 
would dare side against their ambitions in the Near East. 
Not since Secretary of War Woodring resigned in protest 
against the activities of Roosevelt and what Woodring termed 
(in the Chicago Tribune, Aug. 3, 1940) “a small clique of 
international financiers’* to get the United States “into the 
European mess with everything we have, including man 
power”, had the highest defense officer dared to oppose the 
Jewish masters of the New Deal. Stimson and his successor 
Patterson both were appointed under the direct influence of 
Felix Frankfurter and Patterson was the ever willing tool 
of the Anti-Defamation League. (Under Stimson and Pat¬ 
terson Intelligence officers had great difficulty in removing a 
Communist from the most sensitive position.) 

Forrestal must have become disillusioned as a result of / 
Russia’s postwar reversion to type, Roosevelt’s betrayals at 
Yalta and Teheran, Truman's stupidity at Potsdam, all these 
pro-Stalin betrayals accomplished under the advice of Com¬ 
munists or Jews, or both. He must have become alarmed at 
the rapidly growing power, arrogance and subversion of 
American interests by the Zionists and his old friends the 
international bankers. It could not have failed to disturb him 
that Lilienthal, sponsor of the Southern Conference for Hu- . 
man Welfare, Moscow’s agency for bringing about a Negro 
uprising in the Old South, had been the principal link (with 
a multitude of Jewish scientists and fake scientists) through 
which Israel had acquired complete control of America’s 
atomic energy projects. 

The last straw was the threat to the oil of the Near East ' 
—with Truman captured by the Zionists. 

Forrestal was a sensitive person, unwilling to hurt the 
feelings even of his destroyers on the vicious left wing. The 
welter of abuse from the two radio racketeers and their 
mimics stunned and baffled the earnest Secretary. He em¬ 
bodied the suicidal trait all too prevalent in the Anglo-Saxon: 
blind tolerance, tolerance even for the enemy. 

Forrestal died a victim of Jewish psychological warfare 
no less than did Jan Masaryk and perhaps the kindly, stupid 
Wynant, wartime Ambassador to England, who evidently 
became disillusioned when his “great new world” the welfare 
state did not materialize after we had destroyed millions of 
our own kind of people in Europe. ^

"Mr. Forrestal’* illness manifested itself in an acute feeling of 
insecurity and persecution, according to hi* friends and associates who 
had seen him recently. One of the chief sources of his condition, it was 
said, was his feeling that he was unjustifiably blamed for what was 
regarded as the insubordination of the Air Forces while he wa* Secre¬ 
tary of Defense, and the military considerations involved in Near East 
oil in conjunction with the aspirations of the Zionist movement in 
Israel... 

"Mr. Forrestal also considered himself the subject of unfair attacks 
in regard to his attitude toward Zionism and the Near East. As 
Defense Secretary, he was responsible for the security of the nation, 
which included the preservation of the oil supplies in the Near East area. 

"He was widely denounced by persons who felt that he favored 
the Arabs over the Jews, and Mr. Forrestal was said to be particularly 
distressed by a statement that 'he cared more for oil than he did for 
the Jews.* 

"Mr. Forrestal also felt he was being deserted by hi* former friends 
in basinets, at well as unjustly attacked by so-called liberals who mis¬ 
understood his role on the Palestine question. Shortly before leaving the 
government, it was learned, he called a Senator who is known to 
represent the somewhat 'left of center 1 Democrats and invited him to 
come to his office. At that moeting, Mr. Forrestal, who had a very 
slight acquaintance with the Senator, expressed hi* feeling of being 
caught between his friends on the right and others, whose respect he 
also sought, on the left,” 

The Forrestal case is of such significance that it would 
blow the invisible government out of Washington if it were 
widely understood. But these gigantic tragedies which sub¬ 
vert the highest order of administrative government are un¬ 
derstood by very, very few people. They are not revealed by 
the great gentile press or the Jewish influenced networks. 

What is to be done about the licentious Sunday evening 
propagandists and the scores of little immitators who out¬ 
number pro-gentile commentators by an estimated nine to 
one? Is there no way the Congress can forestall their re¬ 
volution? For revolution they are precipitating as they con¬ 
tinue to drive out of office the men on whom we must de¬ 
pend for security and American leadership. 

Can Congress touch these men? 

^ How long must the American people tolerate such abuse? 

There is one partial remedy which should be invoked. 
A Federal Communications Commission provision allows 
(theoretically, at least) the victim to require time to reply on 
the defamer’s own program. I suspect this rule was enacted to 
accommodate Communists; at least it seems to be the smart 
Communists and their smartly advised fellow travelers who 
make use of the regulation. But has not the time come when 
we too must make use of it? When Winchell, Pearson or 
their kind defame an honorable American citizen, we must 
urge that citizen to demand time to reply, or time for a trained 
radio speaker to reply on his behalf. 

It likely would be necessary in some cases to go into the 
courts to force the radio commentator and network to com¬ 
ply. But is it not time also that we begin to establish a great 
fund to defend fellow victims of the Smear Bund with the 
best legal talent in the country? 

The leftists have established many huge funds, such as 
the $30,000,000 Rosenwald Fund, to intensify the race war 
and to promote Marxism and destroy Americans and Ameri¬ 
canism. 

Surely some Americans with means soon will match 
enemy funds to offset their evil influence The enemy is so 
guilty, the people at last so eager to find out the truth about 
the subversive invasion, that one American dollar properly 
directed will undo the mischief of 50 dollars spent by the 
invaders. 

I believe a compartively small sum astutely spent in 
1950 might well turn the tide. 
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Political Piogiam For 1950 


, In a recent issue of the Intelligence Summary I 
promised for the August or September number a political 
program designed to encourage and guide local citizens in 
findiug and electing courageous American leaders in the 
1950 campaign. Here is that program. 

It frequently has been pointed out in the Summary 
that the situation, external and internal, is so critical that 
only a few years remain in which to drive out spies, or¬ 
ganizers and saboteurs from government and the military, 
and to break up the deceptive machine which makes use of 
10,000,000 or more civilians of unassimiliated races in¬ 
side our borders, for revolutionary purposes.

Many of the very men and women who helped promote

States, holding positions of power so great that the Presi¬ 
dent (as reported in a recent issue of the Saturday Evening 
Post) will not permit his cabinet to mention the subject 
of Israel—not even to discuss possible military measures 
made necessary as a result of the rapid rise of that am¬ 
bitious world state. He will not even permit discussion 
of Jewish power and intrigue, though he could not fail to 
know by now that the masters behind the Communist ap¬ 
paratus for the entire Western Hemisphere are Jewish, 
and every spy ring yet exposed in Canada and the United 

States was under Jewish direction. — 

The President of the mighty United States is paralyzed 
by the world’s greatest weapon— fear. He dares not offend 
the Zionist machine which returned him to office last year 
and which is powerful in the press and the publishing 
houses and completely dominates the big radio networks. 
He has not forgotten, we may be sure, the whipping he 
took in April, 1948, as he hesitated on the dangerous step 
of supporting Israel’s bid for independence, when Zionists 
stormed denunciations in 6000 synagogues, branding him 
. a Hitler and driving him to capitulation in a week. 

Doubtless he has not forgotten that his own Secretary 
of State, George C. Marshall resigned after Zionists got 


tired of him, and that Secretary of Defense Forrestal was 
driven out of public life and to suicide by Zionist smear, 
hounds, with free use of the great radio networks, after 
Forrestal tried to put American defense interests ahead of 
the commercial and political designs of Israel. 

It is people , not a utopiau economic proposal, which 
drives America to destruction. Our highest officials are 
under the whip of a foreign power--a double-tongued whip, 
serving both Moscow and Tel Aviv. . 

If you break up the weorot urn ear machinery, taka . 
away its power over the radio networks and deport its 
principal agents, we can have peace, for the Soviets will 
not then dare strike at us. 

Wall of Time 

If you deport the mischief making people, Marxist 
internationalism, with its squandermania, its corruption, 
its five-percenters arid fifty-percenters, will pass like a 
nightmare, and American integrity will be restored. 

Our problem is to find and elect candidates who will 
challenge the enemy—not in a campaign of race hatred, not 
because the handful of trouble makers are Jews, using their 
own people as well as Henry Wallaces. But challenge them 
despite their efforts to hide behind the Jewish religion 
while carrying out their work of destruction. 

Out in front of us somewhere is a wall of time, the 
hour when the Soviets will have enough atomic weapons 
stockpiled to strike a surprise blow, in combined operations 
with the hundreds of thousands, perhaps millions of friends 
of Israel and the U. S. S. R. here in our cities.

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U. S. Senate Cowed 

The great United States Senate itself is awed by the 
machine. Brewster of Maine disclosed on the Senate floor 
. lute in July that his fellow Senators were pacing the halls 
talking privately and apprehensively of the imminence of 
Communist success' in this country. The Senator, who 
served Israel last year at $1000 per lecture, and is an 
obsequious tool of Zionism, dared not point out that what 
held most of the Senators in a state of paralysis was fear — 
fear that the Zionists will brand them Bilbos and 
anti-Semites if they take action to interfere with the Zion¬ 
ist march to world power. 

Senator Brewster might have pointed out that only 
last month when Senator Cain of Washington began call¬ 
ing for the deportation of pro-Communist Charles Chap¬ 
lain, the Zionist smear man, Pearson, began viciously air¬ 
ing Senator Cain's divorce problems over the networks. 

Under the same threat the Senate dropped the case of 
Lilienthal’s abuse of power and his subversive background 
like the hot potato that it was. 

All the Zionist machine has to do to win now is, keep 
-America marking time, keep officialdom from breaking up 
the world gangster apparatus, while the Soviets stockpile 
weapons and Israel maneuvers to get control of the oil of 
the Near East, without which we can hardly hope to defend 
ourselves in a future war. 

The program of political sabotage by the Zionist fear 
mongers is working with the'precision of a time bomb. 

The problem becomes increasingly military. The real 
danger is here at home. When the surprise blow falls and 
the cities start burning—perhaps blasted with bombs 
taken from LilienthaPs lightly guarded storage vaults— 
will the FBI be able to round up behind barbed wire 
millions of suspects T 

Most of the suspects will be Jewish, Will Truman or 
his successor allow the FBI and police to touch such sus¬ 
pects, even in the chaos of a civilian wart. 

The problem is accentuated in New York on the east¬ 
ern seaboard and California on the western, where we 
openly invite attack from within and without. Los Angeles 
and New York City perhaps are the most tempting targets 
because they are the key harbors, lie near the open water 
and house enormous production and communication facili¬ 
ties. To seal them up with atomic bombs would leave the 
Navy largely homeless. 

Los Angeles No. 1 Target 

The lios Angeles industrial area probably is the Sov¬ 
iet's fitst target because here is the world’s largest aircraft 
industry and supply of skilled labor. Deep diving, long 
range Soviet Snorkel submarines would have little diffi¬ 
culty in lobbing over a few bombs from 30 or 50 miles at 
sea, paralyzing the area, leaving it a prey to the organized 
fifth column. 

The New York and Los Angeles immigrant organiza¬ 
tions dominate, or readily could dominate, the radio net¬ 
works, for their work of spreading confusion and fear. 

Yet so anxious are Governor Warren and Governor 
Dewey to please the rich Zionist political strategists that 
they apparently have given no thought whatsoever to the 
situation in which they and the federal government leave 
|the people they are sworn to protect. I have reported 
how these two Governors are proselytized by Zionists, how 
they champion the FEPC by which the Zionists plan to 
continue moving streams of Negroes from the Old South 
and. Jews and dark peoples from abroad into the key in¬ 
dustrial states for use as political captives and pliock troops. 


Far from cir aging subversives, these Governors 
of key states meet a Zionist groups, encourage them and 
appoint their leaders to high office. There is not room 
for the documentation here but be assured I shall furnish 
it during the coming campaign for all who will make use 
of it. 

Opposing Warren in California next year likely will. 
be James Roosevelt, and for Governor of New York may 
well be his equally Red brother, Franklin D., Jr., just 
back from a visit to Israel where he paid homage to his 
masters after they elected him to Congress from a New 
York district in which he did not live. 

These proselytes urge more and more immigration, 
the highest priority measure among both Communists and 
Zionists, the measure which most directly feeds the mi¬ 
nority machine in the key industrial states, where a bloc 
of perhaps 3,000,000 race votes kept Marxist Roosevelt 
in the White House for life and re-elected Truman (who 
promised them socialized medicine, immigration, FEPC, 

* 1 civil rights’' laws, socialized housing, federal aid to edu¬ 
cation, a law to jail those who criticise Jewish power pol¬ 
itics) ._ — ^ 

Warren in Zionist Camp 

A law put on California statute books under the in¬ 
fluence of the New Deal prevents an employer from firing 
a Communist or Zionist as such. Industry in the key Los 
Angeles area is crawling with suspects. But the Warren 
machine in June, 1949, ridiculed and defeated a bill by 
Senator Jack B. Tenney which would enable employers to 
purge their industries. 

All such Warren activities strike directly at his own 
people, their future freedom and their physical protection. 

Never have we been governed by such ignorant, stupid, 
selfish, pomp-loving and/or cowardly men. Where can 
you find a single high official who dares tell the people 
the facts, who dares challenge the immigrant machine T 
Even a Governor could do much toward discouraging if* 
not actually cleaning up the dangerous organizations, and 
he could pressure the federal government to protect the 
people of his state. But Republican New Dealer Warren, 
like Democratic New Dealer Truman, red herrings the 
anti-Communist investigating committees. 

General Douglas MacArtkur alone of all the potential 
presidential candidates in 1948 had the courage or honest 
patriotism to challenge the minority machine. In a long 
message, published on page 1 of the Los Angeles Examiner, 
March 24, 1948, MacArthur challenged “minority rule by 
whatever devious means", pointed out that the same "vi¬ 
cious minority" tactics as destroyed freedom in Eastern 
Europe are now destroying America, and declared himself 
for "an America rededicated to the principle of majority 
rule." 

This was not a challenge to the Jewish people, but it 
was an open challenge to Jewish political machinations, 
and the Jews recognized it instantly. They redoubled their 
long war of smear on him. The gentile reader did not 
understand the significance of MacArthur's statement.’ 
If he had come back to the United States, explained to the 
people the full meaning of "minority power", described 
the smear bund, how it is driving the country toward a * 
system in which both gentile parties are dominated by (i 
single alien party, and .promised to break up the conspira¬ 
torial apparatus and deport its agents—he would have 
won the election despite the balance-of-power race bloc and 
the radio networks. That may have been our last chance 
short of a race-fomented war. 




Can We Find Leaders? 

Can we find leaders in the 1950 elections who will 
undertake the disagreeable and hazardous job! I believe 
we can. I believe the time is ripe for a show-down fight 
with the immigrant influence. If we can get candidates of 
stature, integrity and leadership, who will fight, I believe 
' they will now find financial backing. Or given financial 
backing, I believe we can get the candidates. The enemy 
is so guilty that one dollar wisely spent in telling the truth 
will match many alien dollars. 

A political candidate cannot be censored over radio, 
not legally at least. The Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission favored a rule which prevented censorship of 
political candidates, perhaps because the rule gave Marxists 
and Zionists freedom to propagandize over radio. Now, we 
must take advantage of this rule to tell the American 
people the facts. 

Recently I have talked with more than a score of well 
informed men and women, some of them highly influential. 
Almost all agree that the time is here when we must take 
action to break up the Zionist and Communist program if 
we ever expect to. That is our Job Tor 1350. 

This is no campaign of race hatred. Quite the con¬ 
trary; it is to eradicate the fomenters of race hatred. It 
must be on the highest plane, calling for laws and action 
to save millions of American men, women and children 
of all races—all who are willing to be law abiding. It is a 
campaign to urge the Jews themselves to wake up and 
prevent their vicious leaders from destroying the paradise 
on earth which has given them freedom and fabulous 
wealth. 4 

It is a crusade to inspire a revival of the great Anglo- 
Saxon traditions of freedom and justice. But it is a war 
to the end, against all who are guilty of trying to subvert 
those traditions. 

We have been losing the “cold revolution ,,J of 17 New 
Deal years because the people did not realize its aims, its 
racial character, its destructiveness. We shall keep on los¬ 
ing it till we are willing and able to tell the people the 
truth. I think the truth never was so mighty as now, and 
never more desperately needed. 

When I contemplate the liquidation of some 15,000,000 
white Russian people at the hands of the small terrorist 
machine, and the rape and bodily mutilation of uncounted 
thousands of women aqd girls in Eastern Europe by 
youths turned monsters under Communist influence, and 
the same rapine and mutilation of Arab women and chil¬ 
dren by Communist-Zionist Jews in and near the Holy 
City—I marvel that a man could be so small visioned, so 
pompous or cowardly or so steeped in petty Pendergast 
politics as to lend official support of the United States 
government to such destroyers, and to shut his eyes to 
the power of the same destructive machine here in Amer¬ 
ica. 

‘ The Program 

The first essential of a victorious program is to in¬ 
form the people. At last there is a nearly adequate supply 
of literature available showing the nature of Communism 
and Zionism, showing their racial character, their un¬ 
alterable conflict with Western traditions, their attack on 
Anglo-Saxon existence, their smear activities and tech¬ 
niques. It is my intention to make literature available for 
this purpose as needed, and no doubt many other writers 
will do likewise. 


I believe the sary program embraces the follow¬ 
ing essentials: 

1. Outlaw the Communist Party and all its fronts as 
agents of a foreign power, but also as revolutionary forces 
destructive to Constitutional government under majority 
influence. 

2. Outlaw Zionist organizations and activities as 
agents of a foreign power, but also as interfering with 
Constitutional government under majority influence. 

Among the groups specifically to be outlawed are 
the Zionist Organization of America, the American 
Jewish Congress (Communist dominated in many 
areas), the Teehnion Society which openly declares 
(as in the California Jewish Voice) that its purpose 
is “to make American industrial and technical 
know-how available to Palestine”. (It has stolen 
billions of dollars worth of American secrets. It 
boasts many atomic scientists among its members, 
including Dr. Karl Compton and Albert Einstein, 
the latter also honorary chairman of the Jewish 
Black Book Committee, compiling names of gentiles 
to he liquidated.) Also to he outlawed are the 
scores of educational groups and the Israeli train- 

fn rtno , ownh «• Po»na- *«ua* O i^n ■ , 

Suzanna, Calif., where youths are steeped in race 
hatred and trained for underground and military, 
as well as collective farming activities. These 
groups violate Sections 14, 15, 16 and 17 of Title 
18, U. S. Code, which requires that foreign agents 
register as such and whicli restrains them from 
bearing arms or engaging in fifth column military 
training or activities. 

3. Break up such secret organizations as the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, which serves both 
Communism and Zionism. 

4. Deport the master strategists and their agents, re¬ 
gardless of race, and continue to deport their agents as 
fast as they become active. Deport them to an island pro¬ 
tectorate where they may enjoy their Communism and 
Zionism without harming others. 

It is not possible for the Governor of a state to 
solve this problem but he can use his influence to 
urge suitable legislation and action by his * Attorney 
General. Failing that, he can at least conduct 
public investigations and see that the people are 
informed,* so that they will demand action. The 
Governor of California could bring so much pres¬ 
sure on the federal government to deport sub¬ 
versives as to inspire perhaps a nation-wide clean¬ 
up, ns the public became roused. Deportation is- 
necessary. Imprisonment is only a poor stop-gap in 
a semi-permaneut race war. The Russian people 
could have saved themselves if they had deported 
subversive organizers whenever revolution threat¬ 
ened. Spain, after centuries of internal strife 
with invading Moors, under Jewish incitation, 
virtually ended her trouble by deporting most of 
the Jews and Moors after defeating them at 
Granada in 1492. (But Spain did not take this 
decisive action till the centuries-long kaleidoscopic 
invasion had turned almost all her fair people ex¬ 
cept the Castillians to a light brown.) 

5. Guarantee freedom of speech, over radio, except 
speech destructive to Constitutional governmnt. 

A Governor has a moral obligation to represent 
his people in combatting the alien propa¬ 
ganda originating in and flowing into his state. 
The Governor, or candidate for Governor of Cali¬ 
fornia, especially, should work to clean up the 
greatest center of subversive i*adio and picture 
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propaganda in the world. •. ink he would meet 
. a storm of applause if he _ omised—within the 
limit of his powers—to clean up Hollywood. If he 
is unable to shut off the spigot whence the propa¬ 
ganda spouts, he at least can guarantee patriotic 
groups police protection when they attempt to 
reply to the propaganda. He has a duty to break 
up such terrorist conspiracies as the Voice of Free- 
m dom, whose 2000 members harass radio station 
owners and speakers to suppress programs which 
displease the Communist Party or the Zionists. 

. He. has a duty to explain to the people of his state 
the program of the Anti-Defamation League which 
boasts approximately $4,000,000 worth of free 
radio time each year—promoting a line of false 
tolerance which intimidates Anglo-Saxons against 
defending their iitetitutions and traditions and 
against daring to .think that the invasion is Jewish. 
The Governor of any state should challenge the 
FCC and the network owners to permit replies to 
the “civil rights’ * hokum being spread daily, al¬ 
most hourly, but which no man is permitted to 
answer adequately over the networks. Mutual 
.4^ Broadcasting. Company last year presented, for 

ten consecutive nights, speakers promoting this 
Communist invention, with the most absurd false¬ 
hoods and innuendos, but no American was allowed 
to reply. When the Attorney General of California 
recently wanted to' reply to charges made by the 
Warren pro-Minority machine, even this high state 
official was at first denied use of the principal 
network and was finally allowed to speak only after 
censorship of his script by a private citizen, an 
official of the network. 

6. Designate a radio control or command station for 
use in case of insurrection, when other stations may be 
seized and used to spread confusion. Such a station would 
be needed by state troops or police, to keep the public in¬ 
formed, dispel confusion and fear, and perhaps to move 
civilians out of danger zones. 

In time of chaos it would be difficult for the voice 
of the state to make itself heard or establish its 
authority. The enemy would claim that it was the 
state authority (as witness the fifth column inva¬ 
sions of Europe of recent years). A state com¬ 
mand station should be guarded continuously, the 
state should lease time, if only an hour a day, to 
.establish its voice with the people. This time 
could be used in part for public forums and to 
guarantee adequate publicity for -commissions 
investigating subversive groups. California, be¬ 
cause of its geographic pattern, needs two official¬ 
ly designated command stations. 

7. Repudiate the program of the Communists and 


Zionists and sho S destructiveness to the traditions 
and the very existe of this gentile republic. 

Among the measures to be challenged and exposed 
are immigration, FEPC, “civil rights” laws 
against the majority interests, socialized medicine 
and housing, socialization of industry, class and 
race favoritism, laws to punish gentiles who criti- . 
cise Jewish political and secret organizations, 
squandering and taxing, trying to feed and clothe 
the world, world government as against world 
cooperation. 

Stopping inter-state' “immigration” might be diffi- 
cut, but the Governor and all officials of an indus¬ 
trial state into which Negroes are being brought, 
have a duty to their own people to publicly warn 
the minorities that they will have difficulty in get¬ 
ting jobs unless they have been residents for a con¬ 
siderable time. The Governor of California should 
warn them now that there is no FEPC in this state 
to take a white gentile’s job and give it to a “mino¬ 
rity”, and that there will be no FEPC in this state 
since the people voted down such a measure in 
1946 by 1,680,000. tQ. less than 700.000. 

It is both fantastic and tragic that the time has come 
when the United States has to begin deporting masses 
of its inhabitants, as Old World nations have had to do at 
times and as others should have done. But nothing could 
be as fantastic and tragic as the invasion of the invisible 
government from the Old World—a group of alien strate¬ 
gists bent on world domination, speaking an alien language, 
yet able in half a century to accumulate such financial 
power and such propaganda, political and terrorist facili¬ 
ties and techniques as to raise a whip over both gentile 
political parties. 

I offer this program in the hope that it will be of use. 
It is only a suggestion, subject to improvement. 

I hope it will inspire and aid citizens to get together 
and find their men, persuade them to fight this battle, and 
get behind them with campaigns to inform the electorate 
of the cause and nature of the trouble and the job to be 
done. Next year offers us our opportunity; let’s make the 
most of it. Let’s begin now.

Retiring Atomic Energy Commissioner Lewis Lichten¬ 
stein Strauss said on a telecast program (quoted by the In¬ 
ternational News Service April 9) that it was "the possible 
presence of the hydrogen bomb in the arsenal of another 
county” which caused the President to decide to undertake 
to build the weapon.

Here was a Zionist, with a pro-Communist record, with no title but 
fhe free run of the White House and the President's mail, holding the 
power to prevent known anti-Ccmmunists from talking with their President 
about how to save the country from Communism. 

With Niles virtually Acting President, we have the 
maximum security risk. It will be dangerous to enter a war 
with him there, helping to shape policies and direct mili¬ 
tary operations. 

Mr. Truman continues to appoint men pleasing to the 
Zionists. When he appointed and the Senate approved 
Thomas K. Finletter as Air Force Secretary Senator Herbert 
Lehman, one of the world’s leading Zionists, commended 
the President and the Senate, saying "Mr. Finletter is an 
outstanding citizen of New York. I have known him inti¬ 
mately for a very long time.” 

Do you suppose the Senator who recently was able to 
carry the revolutionary ghettos of New York in an elec¬ 
tion, would say such kind words about any man who is 
effectively battling Communism, such as for instance, Senator 
Joe McCarthy?

Soviet strategists knew they must win or at least split 
postwar Germany. They began as early as 1942 planning 
the psychological and organizational conquest of the people 
whom they most feared and hated among all the ami-Com- 
munist elements of the world.

behind the Soviet and the American governments, was play* 
mg a double game: having Russia court Germany while 
America made Germany hate us—thus to drive the coveted 
prize, the powerhouse of human energy and inventive skill, 
into the Soviet camp. 

Truly, the German people must have felt that America 
was almost as Red, almost as brutal and anti-Christian, al¬ 
most as completely in the Zionist trap, as the Soviet Union. 

As the Soviet threat grew, the grip of organized Zion¬ 
ism on the U.S. apparatus in V^cst Germany became pro¬ 
gressively less secure. 

There arc not so many Jews in conspicuous positions in 
our occupation forces in West Germany and Austria. (Jew¬ 
ish civilians, too, arc moving back out of both Germany and 
Austria, perhaps told to get out of an area marked for 
atomic decimation.) 

And now, at last, the people of West Germany defi¬ 
nitely are facing Westward. They will be lost by the Soviets, 
they will become allies of the Christian West, unless some 
dramatic, sweeping move is made soon by the cult. What 
can the enemy do to turn back the German sentiment and 
drive it Eastward? 

Hokum 

For four or five months the enemy operation has been taking shape. 
The Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith is raising the cry of Nazism 
agoin. Never in the 1900-year history of anti-Christian operations have 
the leaders of radical Jewry held such a weapon as Nazism .| They have 
all but gained the world by playing it against the sympathies of unin¬ 
formed and hoodwinked gentiles. Now—though Nazism is as dead os 
Hitler—the Anti-Defamation League and the Daily Worker are parading 
its ghost; they arc trying to make the Jewish people and our people think 
that Nazism is sweeping Germany and. though disarmed and helpless, will 
presently burst oul all over the world, if wc don't suppress it. 

This campaign now is raging in deadly earnest—phony 
though it is—in the Communist and almost all the Jewish 
newspapers in America, and in such Jcwish-owned dailies 
as the Washington Post, the Philadelphia Enquirer and 
the Wichita Beacon, and to a lesser degree in Sulzberger’s 
New York Times. 

The May 26, 1950, issue of the California Jewish Voice 
headlines the propaganda story: SEE GERMANY AS 
’COLD WAR’ VICTOR, quoting a Jewish Telegraph 
Agency dispatch from New York: 

Failure of the American denazification program has resulted in the 
blossoming forth of a 'Germany renazified' and made Germany 'the real 
winner in the cold war thus farthe Anti-Defamation League declared 
in a report made public today by New York Supreme Court Justice Meier 
Steinbrink, national chairman of the League." 

The Communist official publications, including th* 
Daily Worker and Jewish Life, paint pictures of a new and 
threatening Nazi state. 

Is it possible that the Jewish people believe this hokum? 
It must take a great deal of will-to-bel ievc. 

The propaganda gradually is finding its way into the 
non-Jewish press, but not so readily as in former years. It 
now is necessary for the strategists to hold polls, create inci¬ 
dents and otherwise devise publicity stunts. 

An Anti-Defamation League facility has just conducted 
a poll which, according to the Jewish Telegraph agency 
dispatch above cited, '’shows” that more than half the 
American people arc distrustful of ever "democratizing” the 
Germans whatever that means. This poll is only one of 
many excuses and devices for stirring distrust and hatred 
between two great segments of the white race. 

l m- ThC ‘ hafe ' Gcrman Y campaign explains the strange and otherwise 
battling incident at the national convention of the Anti-Defamation League 
in Chicago, May U, when the League's chairman, Meier Steinbrink, can¬ 


celled a speech wfitci -in J. Buttenweiser had been invited to make, 

reporting on Germany . 

Buttenwieser is one of the richest men in the world, a 
partner of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., international bankers. He is 
socialistic (a graduate of the New School for Social Re¬ 
search!), an ardent internationalist, a Zionist and one of 
those who tricked America into the recent war between the 
Germans and the Jews. His wife, the former Helen Leh¬ 
man, niece of Senator (international banker and Marxist) 
Lehman, is a close friend of Mr. and Mrs. Alger Hiss and 
(as reported in New York newspapers) kept them in the 
Buttenwieser home during the recent trial in which Hiss was 
convicted of perjury in swearing he did not aid a Soviet spy 
ring. 

Which Way? 

However, Buttonwieser’s prepared speech did not follow 
the ADL-Zionist line. Buttenwieser was going to tell the 
ADL that the so-called rise of Nazism in Germany is only 
normal nationalism, or love of country. Why he deviated 
from the line I do not pretend to know. It is noted that 
his firm has acquired new and dominant influence over 
Germany, with new, reportedly extensive holdings there, and 
a report comes from a reliable eye-witness that a Buttcn- 
weiser-dominated firm is shipping critical war materials in¬ 
cluding submarine parts to a Soviet base on the Adriatic— 
in the Mediterranean Sea—while some of the German fac¬ 
tories still being dismantled (under the Buttenweiser regime) 
arc being shipped to Iron Curtain countries. 

Whatever his own interest, aims and strategy, Butten¬ 
wieser could not be allowed to upset the ADL program of 
alarming the West against Germany and making Truman in¬ 
stitute new vengeance policies to make Germans hate Ameri¬ 
cans, and thus prevent cooperation of the two powerful peo¬ 
ples against the Soviet Union. 

Meier Steinbrink created a dramatic incident by abruptly cancelling 
Buttenweiscr's speech just before he was scheduled to go on. Steinbrink 
said ho had read the speech and could not allow such talk on the ADL 
platform. Ho reiterated the phony propaganda cry of the new Nazism. 
Thus, by stunning the world Jewish community he focused attention on the 
new propaganda theme. 

High Commissioner McCloy rushed to the press with 
a statement defending Buttenweiscr’s position, but in a hurt 
and cpncilliatory tone; and we need have no doubt that Mr. 
Truman broke out in a sweat—for the one pressure group 
he dares not ignore is the Anti-Defamation Lcaeue of 
B’nai B’rith. 

Hate fomenting incidents are developing, such as the 
c gg i,l g of the 16-man German soccer team which landed in 
New York City the other day. by youths of the Revisionist 
Zionist Organization of America who carried signs labeling 
the visiting gentiles "Nazis” and "murderers”; while the 
Soviet Union attempts to lure West German youths by 
staging a German youth goose-stepping parade in Berlin. 

And perhaps Mr. Truman and Frankfurter’s man, 
Dean Achcson and his man John J. McCloy will presently 
adopt new oppressive measures which will give our poren- 
tial allies in Germany fresh cause to hate and distrust us. 

We may be sure that, as the propaganda machine stirs 
dark races all over the world against the Christian West, 
rhe Communist Party and the Zionist cult which uses it as 
a glorified gangster army, will go to desperate lengths to 
keep the White West divided for the conquest. 

Wc, on the other hand, must win and hold the friend¬ 
ship of West Germany. German resistance is the only re¬ 
sistance in Europe feared by the Reds. If that hard core of 
gentile spirit is turned against us, God help the white race.

TRUMAN STILL COULD 
STOP USSR WITHOUT WAR 

Whatever the outcome of the fighting on the Korea- 
Manchuria border, reports from strategic areas the world 
over leave little doubt that the President could defeat the 
Soviet power without a world war, if he had the vision or 
the will to do so. 

The President need only render intelligent, honest aid 
and encouragement to the anti-Communist forces, chiefly in 
Communist dominated countries. And the time is now. 

Pressure from the Chinese underground, for example, 
could quickly turn the tide in North Korea. 

The peoples of the "liberated” countries of Eastern 
Europe still look to us for help to free them from the 
Jewish-dominated secret police of Communism. Under¬ 
ground forces in those countries are estimated, at from 
3,000,000 to 5,000,000, but once a movement got going, 
almost the whole populations of the various countries un¬ 
doubtedly would rise to its support. The United States 
could start such a movement almost overnight. 

Both through the public press and.through Ukrainian 
exiles in Southern California (who are organizing to en¬ 
courage aid to their underground in the Ukraine) I find 
evidence that the 40,000,000 people of the Ukraine are 
fighting on, resisting the Soviet power in a multitude of 
ways, after 33 years of terrorism and bloodshed. 

One of their fabulous heroes, General Taras Chuprynka, recently 
was killed in underground warfare . His loss is mourned by Ukrainian ex¬ 
iles throughout the United States and Europe. 

Readers of the Intelligence Summary doubtless will recall that Presi¬ 
dent Truman, In 1948, instructed American representatives in Europe not 
to aid the Ukrainian underground. His reason for refusing aid was that 
the underground elements were "anti-Semitic". His position apparently

Inside China proper ihere is increasing resistance to the Red dictator. 
A Nationalist Chinese spokesman at the United Nations late in November 
said guerrilla forces had risen in recent weeks from an estimated 400,000 
to between 1,600,000 and 2,000,000. Several whole divisions of Red troops 
have joined the guerrillas. The time is ripe for extensive aid to Chiang 
Kai Shek . 

Nehru, for many years friendly to the Communists, 
has been jolted by the Red Chinese invasion of his border 
neighbor, Tibet. He might now be swung to the side of the 
West and India consolidated against Soviet expansion. 

It is stupid for Truman to send more and more US 
troops to Asia to "put down aggression wherever it oc¬ 
curs.” The more troops we send the more will the Com¬ 
munist cry of American imperialism make enemies for us 
among the Orientals. All the aggression, including the 
serious guerrilla war in French Indo-China, and all the 
threats to the oil reserves of Iran and the Middle East, could 
be shut down almost instantly if Truman would throw 
American influence and reasonable aid, in material and f 
military advisers, behind Chiang Kai Shek. 

Just os the blood of every American youth who died in Korea is 
on the hands of Harry Truman and Dean Acheson, so will be the blood of 
every one who must die on future Asiatic battlefields, as a result of their 
Communist-aiding policies, notably their suppression of Chiang Kai Shek. 

Apparently Mao Tse Tung sent Chinese " volunteers " into North Korea 
to fight so that Americans would welcome a compromise, presumably Mao's 
price being admission to the United Nations. That would virtually throw 
Chiang Kai Shek into the underground, in the position of a revolutionary 
against his own country! Acheson has subtly and openly maneuvered to 
bring about recognition of the Red Chinese regime, as has been fairly 
obvious to newspaper readers for months. 

Congressman John Phillips stated in his column in the 
Santa Ana Register Sept. 28: "The U.S. is reported to have 
instructed the members whose votes we can influence, such 
as the small Central American republics, to vote for Red 
China when the issue is presented again by Russia or India. 
On the surface, the U.S. will fight the plan, but Mr. Acheson 
certainly won’t use the veto.” 

Like all faithful Communists, Acheson has a seemingly plausible 
excuse for wanting to seat the Red Chinese in the UN. He stated at the 
recent big three meeting (as quoted in New York papers Sept. 19), "We've 
got to. It's inevitable. If we can't talk to them, we can't ever hope to 
make a Tito out of China's Mao Tse Tung—and that's what we want to do." 

It must be remembered that Tito still is a Communist. Under such 
a ruse, Acheson can help the Soviet Unions allies all over the world info 
the UN and then send your fax money to build up their forces —even as 
Tito’s forces. Presently all the Asiatic powers thus would become 
"Tito-ized", seated in the UN, boosted to power —and we would remain 
pretty much alone in a Communist world. 

Congress has given away its right to vote in the UN. 
It can’t make Acheson veto the admission of Chinese Reds. 

Congress thus has allowed a handful of willful men to 
set up a world power machine called the United Nations, 
over and above the elected representatives of the people of 
this Republic. It now is up to Congress to take back the 
power of representative government from the UN, or to 
remove those willful men—such as Truman and Acheson— 
who drive us further and further down the road to,/ ruinous 
war and perhaps defeat.

For years many rank and file voters have been trying to 
hammer into the thick heads of the Republican high com¬ 
mand that if they would expose the crime, the graft, the 
perversion, the degeneracy, the subversive stench of tlfe New 
Deal, they would win elections, and serve their country to 
boot.

of John Reed who was one of the earliest Communist leaders In the United 
States. Reed died in Russia shortly after the Bolshevik revolution and his 
ashes arc interred in the Kremlin in Moscow." 

The John Reed Clubs have been among the most vio¬ 
lent and active Marxist groups in America. Mrs. Rosen¬ 
berg could not have belonged to them without knowing their 
true character and their objectives—that of destruction of 
the Republic of the United States and all "capitalist” na¬ 
tions, the subjugation of the dominant (White) race, the 
extirpation of Christianity, and the establishment of "the 
dictatorship of the proletariat”—actually, the Zionist power.

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NILES, ROSENB'G TO BRING DISCHARGED FOR AIRING 
IN HORDES OF IMMIGRANTS COMMUNISM IN GOVERNMENT 


Also Plan Fedral FEPC 

Wc are witnessing the beginning of another mass dis¬ 
placement of population such as that which, during the re¬ 
cent world war, for political purposes poured 4,000,000 to 
5,000,000 persons of the so-called minority races into our 
industrial cities (New Deal votes into Republican areas). 

Soon after the Senate confirmed the appointment of the 
Zionist, Anna M. Rosenberg, as Assistant Secretary of De¬ 
fense in charge of the nation’s manpower, a plan began to 
be talked up which, if not blocked, will bring in hundreds of 
thousands, perhaps millions, of Negroes from the Bahamas, 
Cuba, Puerto Rico and Jamaica. 

A move fo transplant 1,500,000 Southern Negroes into industrial 
centers already had been initiated presumably by David K. Niles, Mr. 
Justice Frankfurter's foremost aide, the Marxist Jew who spends the first 
three days of each week at the Blair House conducting the President's 
program favoring racial minorities and labor unions. The January Intelli¬ 
gence Summary announced this move, stating that the National Negro 
Council on Dec. 30 asked the President to set up a committee of governors 
of industrial states "to make available to war industries some 1,500,000 
Negroes 

Such tampering with the freedom of industry to procure 
its own labor, such regimentation of colored masses, delib¬ 
erately moving them into the white cities of America 
constitutes one of the major weapons of the Communists. 
Their friends, under the name of Zionism, protected by the 
Anti-Defamation League which maligns any critics as anti- 
Semites and white-supremacists, are thus shaping up a pro¬ 
gram for use of the dark races which will do permanent 
injury to American freedom if it is not stopped. 

HOLDS WHIP OVER WHITES 

Coincident with these moves, the President has announced his In¬ 
tention to set up another "wartime" Fair Employment Practices Com¬ 
mission. Here again is the hand of Mr. Niles, the man who drew up and 
incorporated into Mr. Truman’s program in 1947 and thereafter, the so- 
called Civil Rights measures (including FEPC). You may recall that the 
"Civil Rights" measures were combined into o package demand, by that 
title, at a meeting of approximately 100 Communist and Zionist fronts 
in Detroit, April 27 . 1946 , when the Communist group know,, os the Civil 
Rights Congress was charged with responsibility for imposing these dis¬ 
criminatory measures on the white population of America (in the name of 
anti-discrimination!). The Zionist Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B’rith 
expanded its Civil Rights section, with agents in 1200 American cities, 
pushing the same Communist program. If you will investigate you doubtless 
will find an Anti-Defamation League committee in your city, meeting in 
the synagogue or the residence of a member, promoting this Communist 
program. (In my home city, Santa Ana. the Anti-Defamation League holds 
its mootings, as well as its indoctrination classes for Jewish children, in 
the temple annex.) 

In case some reader"may not understand the nature of the so-called 
Fair Employment Practices Commission: it usually consists of five or seven 
appointed members, chiefly Negroes and Jews with perhaps one person 
of Nordic blood. This commission holds a mighty whip over the white 
employer and employe. Not in o single instance of which I have knowledge 
has it molested other employers, though in Philadelphia three Clears ago 
a Jew fired a German girl stating ho just didn't like Germans, and she 
was unable to get the FEP Commission to so much as consider her case. 
The Nogro choirman said FEPC was not set up to make Jews hire non- 

The FEP Commission goes into the offices of white 
employers of more than five or six persons, directing them 
to hire so many persons of each of the various racial minori¬ 
ties represented in the neighborhood. Meanwhile, Anna

Because I exposed the Communist-aiding record of 
Anna M. Rosenberg and the coddling of Communists and 
subservience to Communist-Zionist policies by the Adminis¬ 
tration, my commission in the AUS and assignment in 
Military Intelligence Reserve have been revoked. 

Strangely enough, my discharge v/as dated Dec. 21, 
1950. It was on the morning of that date that the Senate 
confirmed the appointment of the Zionist, Anna Rosenberg, 
as Assistant Secretary of Defense in charge of manpower. It 
is this old time Communist aide who has charge of the man¬ 
power, the personnel, and it would be her privilege to fire 
me—and therefore I am left only to conclude that one of 
her first official acts after confirmation was to order me 
discharged. 

My discharge wo * honorable. It could not Mo been otherwise, tor 
my record as an Intelligence officer was at all times either Excellent or 
Superior. For 15 consecutive months it wos Superior. I have a letter of 
commendation from Brig. Gen. (now Major Gen.) Thomas S. Power, my 
commanding general on Guam when I was the Counter Intelligence Officer 
for the 314th Bombardment Wing (of B-29s). My only offense since going 
off active duty in the fall of 1945 has been to attack Communism and 
its friends and tools. Therefore Mrs. Rosenberg could not have given me 
a dishonorable discharge. 

Mrs. Rosenberg, be assured, did not dare give me a hearing. I was 
discharged without my knowledge ond was not even notified fill the order 
come down channels, reaching me Jan. 13. 

TO SILENCE CRITICS 

Actually, there was no justification for my discharge, 
for my status as a Military Intelligence Reserve officer did 
not preclude my exercise of freedom of speech, as a civilian. 

I violated no law or regulation when I showed, for instance, 
that the Truman-Acheson policies have thrown China to the 
Reds, have involved us unnecessarily in the Korean mess (at 
a cost of lives of thousands of good American sons), and 
have all but stripped us of allies, while building the Soviet 
Union to unwarranted power. I was within my right when I 
stated in the December, 1950, issue of the Intelligence Sum¬ 
mary that Anna M. Rosenberg had wr*V-n rv article for th* 
widely known Communist organ, the New Masses, Dec. 8, 
1942. (No mistake about her identity; the article bore her 
title as “NY Regional Director, War Manpower Commis¬ 
sion.”) I was within my right as a civilian, holding a Re¬ 
serve commission, when I quoted her own son as saying that 
she had long been active with Zionist groups, and in point¬ 
ing out that the Zionist world revolution is the same as the 
Communist world revolution. 

But I am happy to be out of the Reservo, for now Mrs. Rosenberg 
cannot recall me to active duty and ship me to some Pacific island to 
silence me. The real fight for American survival is here at home , against 
such gifted Zionist revolutionaries as Mrs. Rosenberg, and to that fight 
I re-dedicatc my growing program. 

But please do not overlook the significance of my discharge. It 
was for one and only one reason: that I had shown the Communist bias 
ond destructive policies of the Administration, under the influence of the 
Frankfurter machine (of which Anna Rosenberg is a cog). It wos fo put 
other Reserve members on notice that they must not criticize the Communist- 
coddling Administration. 

This is part of an elaborate and growing move to silence 
criticism. In January the newspapers published an order, 
which had leaked out, designed by the Administration

the first steps in White Russia; the third is proceeding fast. 

The revolutionary leaders regiment the minorities in 
our cities by flooding their communities with propaganda 
demanding something for nothing (socialized medicine, fed¬ 
eral housing, rent controls), and promoting hatred of the 
white man. I quoted figures from Jewish and Negro pre¬ 
cincts in Los Angeles in the December, 1950, Intelligence 
Summary showing that the vote for Helen Gahagan Douglas, 
the Communist choice, was nine or ten to each vote for the 
anti-Communist candidate, Richard Nixon.

'TAc 'National Educational Association Journal' published 'Promising 
Practices in Intergroup Education' which they apparently received from the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews and which was developed 
by Leo Shapiro of the Anti-Defamation League, and Benjamin Goldenborg 
of the Bureau for Intcrculturol Education. The idea seems to be that these 
minorities ought to like each other better, which they used to do anyhow 
before they were split up into minorities." 

EMPLOYER MUST DISCRIMINATE 

Sokolsky then quotes the document, which tends to keep 
minorities race-conscious while, among the non-minority, 
fostering "pleasant experiences with members of other 
groups. Actually, it stirs race consciousness among those 
whom the Communists incite to hate us, while it shames us 
as bigots and anti-Semites if we dare look behind the racial 
iron curtain to see what’s really going on there. 

As the colored population increases in our cities and 
as employers are forced to hire them, race hatred rises, Com- • 
munist and Zionist revolutionaries finding a fertile field for 
operations. In the nine states whose White legislatures have 
stupidly sold out their own people by instituting FEPC laws, 
there was a rising tide of race strife in 1948 and 1949 where 
there was some unemployment. I had a number of letters 
from white men who said the FEPC had forced their em¬ 
ployers to fire them—because they were White! 

/ do not condemn discrimination in employment. It is absolutely 
necessary for an employer to discriminate to the best of his judgment in 
hiring personnel, as we all must discriminate in choosing our associates 
and the atmosphere In which we rear our children. 

But compulsory discrimination, the forced discrimina¬ 
tion in favor of certain elements, denies the employer the 
right of Freedom of Choice, which the Constitution cer- 
tainly grants him by any sane interpretation. strips the 
white man of his most priceless right, that of' surrounding 
himself with people of his own kind. With manipulated 
immigration and the Zionist-inspired Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion of 1949 which destroyed the legal status of restricted 
covenants, the Jewish master minds who direct Communism 
and Zionism have denied the Anglo-Saxon the right to pre¬ 
serve his own culture and actually his own kind, in his own 
country. The Jewish strategists already have won an ap¬ 
palling victory over us. 


Meanwhile, the fabulously endowed program of the Anti-Defamation 
League plants m our schools and churches and in innocent-sounding radio 
programs a daily stream of propaganda for toleranco and against "group 
prejudice", and uses Drew Pearson, Walter Winchell and many other radio 
voices to smear and malign the American who dares speak up for self- 
preservation. This is the world revolution. The object is to destroy the 
industrious, self-reliant, resourceful white man and his religion called 
Christianity—because the white man is the stubborn obstacle blocking the 
world power ambitions of those Marxist and international banker Jews 
who engineer Communism and Zionism. The dark races are happy, indolent, 
docile peoples, far more readily regimented, misled, abused and enslaved 
by Jewish master minds, than the also gullible Nordics. 

The Jewish leaders, meanwhile, drawing on the experience of cen¬ 
turies of consciously directed activities, and their ancient Talmud, keep 
their own people from breeding out; keep them substantially regimented 
toward whatever objectives the leaders choose for them. 

It is the right of the Jews to preserve their ethnic iden¬ 
tity. They also have the right to try to dominate us, if they 
can. We need not hate them for trying. But their methods 
are criminal, and they will destroy us if we do not stop their 
march to power. Hatred is not the solution. 

WE MUST UNDERSTAND 

Understanding is what we need. We need only to un¬ 
derstand the aims and methods of the handful of leaders of 
radical Jewry—and with understanding, we will no longer 
be tools in their hands. VC^e will then, no doubt, revive a 
consciousness in our own people of the necessity to preserve 
the Anglo-Saxon race and culture, including the Republic 
it has built. • 

To fully comprehend the scope of the Zionist's ambition we should 
observe that by precisely such methods the early Jewish strategists softened 
Greece and then Rome and almost destroyed medieval Spain, and in our 
time, destroyed perhaps 15.000.000 to 25,000.000 of the most capable 
of the White Russians. If has always been the Jewish technique to import 
hordes of dark peoples, or finding them already among white elements, 
to pit them against the Whites and use them as political tools. 

Madison Grant, in his magnificent "Passing of the Great Roce" 
(Scribner i, 1920), reminded us that it wos the energetic, ambitious fair 
Nordics from Central and Northern Europe who built the great Greek 
civilization. He reminded us that after a time the infiltrating African 
blood began to mix with the Nordic blood and the energy and drive which 
had maintained civiliiatlon, began to wane. Every two or three centuries 
there would come another wave of the big, ambitious, restless white men, 
and presently Greek vigor would revive. Each wave of blond emigrants 
would build its wall against intermarriage with the dark population; but 
in a century or so some influence would break down the wall. Then Greek 
energy would lag again. 

Rome went the same way. It was the fair Nordics 
(probably Celts) who wandered southward into Italy and 
built the first great Western republic, with its industry and 
commerce, and its system of laws and justice from which we 
borrow. Rome took in slaves outnumbering the Patricians, 
the white "ruling class.” Eventually ethnic lines broke down 
and the Romans bred themselves out of existence, leaving 
behind only an indolent, if happy, dark people, unwilling to 
bother to maintain the institutions of culture and production. 

When the men who invented these institutions no longer 
were there to maintain them, they disappeared and twilight 
fell on the earth. 

The well known Jewish writer of our time, Marcus Eli 
Ravage, in articles in the January and February, 1928, issues 
of Century magazine, reminded us that it was his ancestors, 
certain Romc-hating Jews, who brought about the subversion 
and destruction of Rome. He steered craftily around the 
subject of race, and he ridiculed Christianity as a phony; 
but his article reminded us that certain Jews, infiltrating the 
Christian movement, propagandizing for "equality” for the 
slaves (most of them of African origin), while shaming the 
Patrician masters as bigots if they resisted, induced strife and 
subversion; and we know from Gibbon’s Decline and Fall 
of the Roman Empire and from Mommsen’s great works, 
that the process speeded the fatal interbreeding of Romans 
with their slaves.

Rome was destroyed because the Romans had not the 
courage or wisdom to free and deport the slaves—just as 
our grandfathers were prevented from deporting the African 
slaves after the Civil War.

He 
is keenly race conscious, and one glimpse of the white man, 
with features distorted to look brutal and arrogant, sets him 
off in a rage of race hatred.

TO TAKE OVER U.S. IN NAME OF UN 


In the July issue I reported what 
appeared to be a serious threat at seizure 
of power in an emergency by the infil¬ 
trated Civil Defense Agency. 

It now appears that this agency prob¬ 
ably will be subsidiary to and at the 
command of still another new force, the 
Military Government (Reserve) units 
now in training. 

The Military Government units have 
sprung up apparently without Congres¬ 
sional authority, and they are issuing 
their training proclamations in the 
name of the United Nations, a thing 
half Communist and largely under the 
influence and direction of Zionist revo¬ 
lutionaries. They are being trained to 
govern us with absolute power if and 
when the President proclaims mar¬ 
tial law. 

It may be that martial law—rule by the 
army—would be necessary in time of 
emergency, to help police and the FBI 


cope with the millions of Communists, 
Zionists and willing “liberal** tools inside 
our borders. All good Americans would 
want to cooperate with the military. But 
martial law does not require specially se¬ 
lected and trained “Military Government” 
units—to rule over their own people. The 
Army would need merely to back the local 
police and the FBI in their operations. 
The now forco Is to be a complete govern- 
ment—stemming from Washington and 
the United Nations—sweeping aside our 
local self government. 

During July Military Government units, 
trained at Fort MacArthur, seized several 
cities in Los Angeles county in “dry runs" 
for training, and in each instance they 
issued their proclamations as coming from 
the United Nations Security Council. They 
said they were being trained primarily to 
govern foreign territories captured by our 
armies, but they said also they would 
take over American territory if and when 
it has been occupied by any enemy and 
then liberated by our troops. There 1 b 
much talk also that they will take over if 
the West Coast is threatened with attack.

We got a still stronger warning from a meet¬ 
ing of the Military Government Association in 
June at 210 West 7th Street, Los Angeles, in 
which a high public official, a member of the 
association, said "we are going to have military 
government whether we like it or not," and other 
association leaders spoke in a like vein. While 
the association is unofficial, evidently these asso¬ 
ciation leaders expect to wield great influence in 
the MG dictatorship if and when it comes . 

The personnel of the new Military Gov¬ 
ernment units seem to be largely out of 
the old American Military Government 
(AMG) crowd which Roosevelt and Tru¬ 
man sent to rule conquered peoples as we 
took territory. Reporting the “seizure” of 
Culver City the Los Angeles Times (July 
17) said: “Many of the troops who engaged 
in the practice maneuver had experienced 
the same problems in actual warfare, for 
they were veterans of military government 
teams employed in the liberation of cities 
in European and Asiatic war theaters dur¬ 
ing World War II ” 

Will Suppress Newspapers 
I know some of them who are solid 
Americans, sick of what they saw inside 
the New Deal. But most of the appointees 
were wholly unable to distinguish a Com¬ 
munist from their own “liberal” shadow. 
I am afraid they will be willing tools in 
the hands of the political adviser which 
the Truman Administration (or the revo¬ 
lutionary Anti-Defamation League) will 
furnish in each city. They may be directed 
against the enemies of the Truman admin¬ 
istration—meaning the anti- Communist, 
anti-Socialist Americans. 

When one of the MG units “seized” 
Huntington Park, its commander, Lt Col. 
Roy C. Evans, told the local Rotary club, 
(as reported in the Huntington Park Dally 
Signal, July 18), “The military unit will 
take over administration of all business, 
lock, stock and barrel, telling the business¬ 
man what he can make and how much, 
what he can sell and who he can sell it to 
and for how much, and what supplies he 
can have . • • 

“ , . the intent of Military Government 
as outlined by our Army is primarily in¬ 
tended to be beneficial for residents com¬ 
ing under its control, but the rights of in¬ 
dividuals are coldly disregarded if they 
conflict with the better interests of the 


c/ff'es. They will follow orders from up channels. 

The proclamation issued by the com¬ 
manding officer who “seized" Huntington 
Park (which was fictitiously designated 
as the town of Agressi), read in part: 

“Whereas, in prosecuting the war 
against Agressi, it has become necessary 
for the armed forces of the United Na¬ 
tions under my command, to occupy this 
town . • . 

“Now therefore I ... by virtue of the 
authority vested in me by the United 
Nations Security Council, do hereby pro¬ 
claim as follows: 

“All persons in occupied territory will 
obey promptly all orders given by me or 
under my authority and must not commit 
any act hostile to the forces under my 
command or helpful to the AgTessi forces; 
may not commit acts of violence or acts 
which may disturb public order in any 
way. . • 

“Your existing customs, religious be¬ 
liefs and property rights will be fully re¬ 
spected and your existing laws will remain 
in force and effect, except insofar as it 
may be necessary for me in the exercise of 
my powers and duties to change them by 
proclamation or order issued by me or 
under my direction.” 

Over the radio networks we are now 
getting the propaganda build-up for such 
a dictatorship. We are beginning to hear 
more and more the expressions “Defense 
Government” and “Military Government,” 
as if it is a foregone conclusion that we 
are to have all our institutions of self- 
government and justice swept aside as in 
the Soviet Union, and to have imposed on 
us a completely new and absolute gov¬ 
ernment. 

Organizing As In the USSR 

I have no information cs to how long it will 
take to train enough MG units to take over the 
country, or the principal cities. It should not 
require many thousand men, lor, since this is ob¬ 
viously the creation of minds promoting the United 
Nations world power plan the Anti-Defamation 
League and its affiliate, the American Jewish 
Congress, would bo the planning agencies. There 
is also the fact that none of the left wing 
agencies have said a word against the Military 
Government and Civil Defense developments; on 
the other hand, they seem to favor these develop¬ 
ments. Their people are infiltrating . the new 
forces.

If these forces were likely to 
round up the scoros of thousands of Communists, 
the ADL and AJC would be holding mass meet¬ 
ings condemning the military government units and 
program. 

Wherever either the USA or the USSR 
has established Military Government forces 
each MG commander has been furnished a 
political “adviser.” The military man. may 
not have the slightest knowledge of the 
issues at stake. He may be a thoroughly 
loyal American, but he will have to comply 
with thp instructions from his political 
adviser.' In most instances of which I 
have any knowledge this adviser has been 
a Jewish nationalist, or Zionist, favoring 
all the measures and terrorist devices of 
the Communist revolution. For example, 
the adviser to General Clay over Germany 
was the Zionist Rabbi Philip Bernstein and 
the adviser to John J. McCloy is the for¬ 
mer vice president of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
Benjamin J. Bultenwieser, in whose pala- 


Rosenberg is the Assistant Secretary of 
Defense in charge of George C. Marshall 
and would wield great power over the 
military dictatorship. I have felt from 
the time of her appointment that she was 
to be the key. figure, perhaps the Ann Par¬ 
ker, of the Communist (“Zionist”) revolu¬ 
tion in America. 

True, the mighty US Senate was fooled 
and scared (by the threat of being smeared 
as anti-Semitic) and stampeded into con¬ 
firming Truman's appointment of her, but 
her old Communist record still stands. 
Her whole life has been on the side of the 
Marxist minority power and her son ad¬ 
mitted to Jewish newspapers that she had 
long worked with Zionist organizations. 
She contributed an article to the official 
Communist organ, New Masses, Dec. 8, 
1942, a harmless article, but to an official 
Communist paper. She was at that time 
New York Regional Director, War Man¬ 
power Commission (a government em¬ 
ploye).

Warrens legislative program is only shades 
less socialistic than Mr. Trumans program. War¬ 
ren advocates federal aid to education, public 
housing , controls ... He was so bent on rent 
control that when federal controls went off in 
most cities, he called a special session of the 
legislature to set up a rent control system over 
his fellow Californians. 

Wants Socialized Medicine 

In 1945 he tried to force through the 
legislature a socialized medicine bill and 
an FEPC bill. Again in 1947 and again 
in 1949 he tried to force these Communist- 
inspired and Communist-backed measures 
through the legislature. Again this year 
he tried the FEPC bill (which always has 
the support of the leftwing Democrats) 
and abused his fellow Republicans in the 
public press when they refused to enact 
the coercive, "minority” courting measure. 

Warren's bills for compulsory health 
insurance all have been so nearly identical 
with those submitted by the AFL and 
CIO as to leave no doubt of collaboration. 
In private conference with the House of 
Delegates of the California Medical Asso¬ 
ciation (Dec. 13, 1944) he stated that so¬ 
cialized medicine "is inevitable,” that the 
CIO bill was far more drastic than his and 
urged support of his bill. The physicians 
refused to be stampeded, and when the 
CIO submitted its bill a few weeks later 
to the legislature it was identical in all 
important details to Warren’s bill. This 
is typical Warren double dealing. 

When he tried for the third consecutive 
legislative session (1949) to force this so¬ 
cialization bill through the legislature, the 
president of the California Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, Dr. Vincent Askey, wrote: 

"For the third consecutive session, com¬ 
pulsory health insurance measures—decis¬ 
ively defeated in the last two sessions— 
have been presented and are now pending 
before the California legislature* Senate 
Bill 157 is being sponsored by Governor 
Warren while Assembly Bill 863 was intro¬ 
duced by the A. F. of I* . . • 

“Both bills are as economically unsound 
as they are medically dangerous to the 
health of the people of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

“Both measures (many of their provis¬ 
ions are absolutely identical) would set up 
socialistic systems of compulsory health 
insurance and make the State the ‘middle¬ 
man of medicine' between physician and 
patient. 


( 

AFL Teamsters Union) have turned against social 
zation of medicine. 

Warren’s FEPC bills have been even 
more soundly trounced than his socialized 
medicine bills. FEPC, as you perhaps 
know, is a commission usually of five or 
seven appointees, who are empowered to 
go into the offices of an employer and 
make him hire so many Negroes, so many 
Jews, so many Asiatics. I know it is hard 
to believe that any sane human being 
in this land famed for justice and human 
liberty, ever would dream up such a law; 
but Dewey in 1944 stumped New York 
and succeeded in imposing such a measure 
on the employers and employes of that 
state. Seven or eight other states and a 
few cities have followed suit. 

FEPC is one of the ten so-called “civil 
rights” measures concocted by the Com¬ 
munist Party at Detroit, April 27, 1946, 
and promoted by the Communist Civil 
Rights Congress, officially listed by the 
Adjutant General's office as a Communist 
front. The Zionist Anti-Defamation League 
is promoting the same “civil rights” pro¬ 
gram through its ♦Civil Rights Division, 
with headquarters in Washington, D. C., 
and (by its own statement) “2000 key men 
in 1200 American Jewish communities," 
that is, agents in 1200 American cities. 

In practice, FEPC has applied only 
against the white employer and the white 
employe, rarely if ever for their benefit. 
In demanding it, the Communists and 
Zionists are asking our legislators to en¬ 
act a law against us, in favor of them 
and the endless stream of racial minorities 
which their agents are skillfully steering 
into our industrial cities—there to regi¬ 
ment them and vote them as political 
captives, to make the white man give 
them jobs, and to create a potential for 
riots and revolution when hard times 
come. 

This race-fridion meosure, this "fair employ¬ 
ment" device to make his own people give up 
their jobs for imported minorities, is the hobby 
horse of Governor Warren. 

When the Communists and their Political Ac¬ 
tion Committee put if on the California ballof 
in 1946, the people voted it down by 1,682,646 
to 675,691, almost three to one. 

Why, you may ask, does Warren con¬ 
tinue to champion measures so unpopular 
in his state? 

Because Warren has been running for 
President since 1944 or earlier, and cir¬ 
cumstances have been such that he could 
continue to be elected in California, while 
catering to the Anti-Defamation League— 
which has come to dominate the Demo-

Silberberg, Warren 9 s Boss 

You have only to talk confidentially 
with old time politicoes who know what's 
going on to begin to understand how pol¬ 
icies and appointments are made behind 
the scenes. Warren's whole political ca¬ 
reer is a living example of hidden machi¬ 
nations. The politicians understand that 
the dominant personality behind him is 
Mendel Silberberg, Los Angeles attorney, 
who is the big fixer for the Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League of B’nai B'rith out here. I 
imagine Silberberg takes his orders from 
Arthur J. Goldsmith in Waldorf Towers, 
New York City, the political and financial . 
arranger for the Anti-Defamation League 
in the national political scene. (You doubt¬ 
less have read much about Goldsmith in 
Pegler's columns—in which Pegler lament¬ 
ably seems restrained from mentioning the 
ADL.) 

One of Silberberg’s right hand, or 
should we say left hand, men is Judge 
Isaac Pacht, president of the Loa Angeles 
Jewish Community Council. Warren ap¬ 
pointed Pacht to head his famous Crime 
Commission in the fall of 1947. During the 
organizational conference of that commis¬ 
sion a prominent; California woman re¬ 
minded Warren privately that Pacht was 
attorney for the late (Jewish) gangsters 
Bugsy Siegel, Allen “Smiley” (Smikhof) 
and Mickey Cohen—the last named a 
friend and associate of Art Samish, Jewish 
liquor lobbyist, called by Colliers, Aug. 13 
and 20, 1949, "The Secret Boss of Califor¬ 
nia.” This woman also reminded Warren 
that Pacht had a long record of Com¬ 
munist front activities and affiliations, 
as shown in the official California Un- 
American Activities Committee reports. 
Warren simulated surprise—and went 
right ahead and appointed Pacht. 

There never was a greater fraud or 
misnomer than Warren's “Crime Commis¬ 
sion.” It smeared out of public life War¬ 
ren’s rival, Attorney General Fred Howser, 
though if it ever had a sliread of evidence 
that Howser was in league with crime or 
otherwise corrupt, the Commission's smear 
releases did not so indicate. No charges 
were filed. The campaign was entirely 
ADL-type smear. Howser was extremely 
popular with Republicans and Democrats 
who hated Warren’s double-dealing and 
his Socialism, and Howser would not 
oblige the Anti-Defamation League. Pacht 
is one of the ADL’s foremost personalities, 
under Silberberg.

Pacht’s record is so Communistic that

Warren's system, almost identical to the so- 
cialized medicine biff which Truman has tried re¬ 
peatedly to impose on the American people, 
would make the patient stand in line like a Gl 
in the army, for medical treatment. It would be 
forced on every employe and employer, and the 
money to support it would be taken forcibly out 
of the wage earners' pay checks. Lenin said

some union bosses (including Dave Beck of the

It seems to me that at last Soviet 
strategy for the final showdown with 
the capitalist, White West, is reason- 
ably clear. The following discussion is 
not a prediction, but is rather an an¬ 
alysis of what I believe to be Soviet 
plans at this time: 

1. The Soviets ore extremely reluctant to have 
their European and Russian armies meet Western 
armies on tho battlefield. For one thing, the 
Red armies of the USSR and of Eastern European 
countries are shot through with anti-Communist, 
anti-Kremhn sentiment and might surrender en 
mane if we issued the proper propaganda appeals 
to them. For another thing, the Western war 
making potential, other than in strength of num¬ 
bers, is jor beyond that of the Soviet Union and 
its satellites. 

2 ' Tho Kremlin wilt, of course, try to involve 
the West in more and more wars with non-White 
peoples notably in Asia, to draw our defenses 
away from home and spread them across the 
oceans. I do not believe the Soviet Union would 
risk a world war in Iran, unless and until she 
hod first managed to destroy or seriously cripple 
Western wor potential by other means. She 
must have Irons oil intact, but the USSR is in 
fact now taking Iran by way of propaganda and 
underground activities, her ace card being hatred 
of tho West. 

(U. S. friendship with Iran has been sabotaged 
P° IIcIq * and by double dealing in 
which, the Jewish U. S. Major General Lyman L 
Lemnitier had o hand os director of the Office 
of Foreign Military Assistance. General Lcm- 
nitscr reportedly tricked the Iranians and the 


U. S. Congress by sending almost entirely 
worthless junk" to Iran for defense weapons.) 

3. At the propitious time the Soviets will 

strike (or such is surely their plan), but not in 
open warfare. They undoubtedly intend to strike 
at' principal cities and ports of Western notions 
with atomic explosives placed in advance by 
specially trained agents, to be detonated by 
time or remote control devices. This statement 
is not intended to be frightening; ther c is no 
point In indulging in nightmares; but we must 
face the facts in order to know what steps to 
take. * 

4. If the initial blast substantially destroys 
or seriously cripples the industries and trans¬ 
portation facilities of Westorn nations, notably 
the United States, sealing up most or many of 
the principal ports, virtually leaving Western 
navies homeless and our armies stranded in 
Europe and Asia, then the Communist high com¬ 
mand will be in position to decide whether 
/o invade the United States (perhaps using 
Chinese Red hordes) or to leave the situation 
up to the powerful U. S. Zionist leaders and 
their underlings to stampede the fear-stricken 
nations into a "world peace" deal with the 
USSR, under a Communist-dominated world gov¬ 
ernment. disarming Western nations. This would 
leave the white race enslaved, as it is in East¬ 
ern Europe and Russia. 

These conclusions seem increasingly 
valid. Over four years ago I forecast the 
danger of a surprise blow in my Anti- 
Defamation League and Its Use in the 
World Communist Offensive (page 39): 
'Our next war is more likely to be fought 
by civilians, at least unless we can do 
something about our massive Fifth Col¬ 


umn. By organized sabotage our major 
cities all could be laid low In a few hours 
by super-explosives smuggled across our 
borders or out of our own atomic stores, 
planted and timed to a pre-determined 
D-Day." 

Never was the likelihood more logical, 
never the situation more inviting to the 
enemy, than it is today, with our immi¬ 
gration agencies dominated by the Jewish 
nationalist (Zionist and Communist) in¬ 
fluence which also dominates the Soviet 
Union, and which continues to keep Pres¬ 
ent Truman from restricting the acti¬ 
vities of the tens of thousands of enemy 
agents, who have the run of the country. 

Confirmation of enemy intentions in 
part is found in a report in the May issue 
of de Courcy's Intelligence Digest (Em¬ 
pire State Building, New York, N.Y.), 
quoting excerpts from a top secret address 
delivered March 28 by a high Soviet offi¬ 
cial to a limited group of his fellow offi¬ 
cials. The speaker declared that the 
USSR soon would outstrip the U.S. atomic 
bomb production and that the high com¬ 
mand planned to plant the bombs in 
Western cities: 

"Not one of our bombs will fall on open 
space. In the very beginning, our bombs 
will crush everything of importance with¬ 
in the enemy's war potential. Bombs will 
be in the right places, and our'only task 
will be to explode them." 

The report quoted the speaker as say¬ 
ing that the bombs would be taken to 
Leningrad, Archangel and Odessa, thence

M. Oak and Harry Fleischman. I don't know Mr. 
Oak, but Fleischman is a Jewish nationalist (and 
remember that it was a clique of power-craving, 
Christian haling Jewish nationalists who captured 
Russia in the Communist revolution and who still 
principally rule that forlorn country, just os the 
same clique of Jewish nationalists is trying to rule 
America through a multitude of Socialist, Com¬ 
munist and Zionist fronts).

Fleischman declares, “In no sense did 
the American government act (in Korea—

What hope does this drivel hold out to 
the Russian who hears the same one- 
world hokum from the absolute dictators 
who enslave him? This must make him 
icel that America too has gone anti-capi¬ 
talist, anti-nationalist. pro-Communist. 

On March the 8th, the Russian lan¬ 
guage unit of the Voice broadcast a pro¬ 
gram commemorating the “Foundation of 
the Red Army.” After reading this script 
I could not be sure whether it was written 
in the Kremlin or the U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment, It praises Trotsky; it quotes Lenin 
as praising Trotsky; it quotes Stalin as 
praising Trotsky. Trotsky, as you know, 
was even more Impatient for complete 
liquidation of the Christian, the gentile 
nations, than wa9 Stalin. 

The Voice of America said to whatever 
anti-Communist Russians were listening 
8: . “Gorky speaks of the great 
faith that Lenin had in Trotsky. He 
quotes Lenin as saying on one occasion: 

. . . show me another man who could or¬ 
ganize an almost model army, within a 
single year . . 

In this entire broadcast, not a word or 
hint of condemnation or opposition to the 
Communist world gangsters, Lenin, Trot¬ 
sky, Stalin. 

Throughout these broadcasts runs a 
thread glorifying the mixing of the races 
and associating with that process the word 
democracy." Jewish names are frequently 
given favorable mention.

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Soviets Plan Atomic 
Sabotage of Cities

by submarines and merchant ships to 
places near the objectives in the United 
States and other countries, where special 
agents would receive them. 

FBI Handcuffed 

The above course—striking at Western 
cities and ports with atomic explosives 
placed by Communist agents — entails 
hardly any risk on the part of the Soviets. 
On the other hand they might possibly 
succeed in destroying most of the Western 
war making potential at a single blow. 
The USSR might not even run the risk of 
being involved in war, should the plan 
fail or only partially succeed; for Stalin 
could disavow any connection with the 
sabotage—and a terrified President, under 
the trickery of the pro-Communist revolu¬ 
tionaries, Frankfurter and Acheson, might 
decide not to retaliate, but instead to beg 
for peace terms. 

About the only important risk to the 
Soviets would be that their initial blow 
might be frustrated, might only "scotch 
the snake," causing Western peoples to 
rise up and throw out the Communist ap¬ 
peasing governments, clean out the sabo¬ 
teurs and plug the immigration rat holes. 

The plan is entirely practical, especially while 
the present Socialist governments ore in power 
and enemy agents in the highest circles of gov¬ 
ernment. It will take only a few squads of 
trained agents to place the bombs. These men 
likely are members of the inner circle of Jewish 
nationalists who steer both Communism and 
Zionism, and if just does not stand to reason 
that even the FBI con penetrate that high circle 
of Jewish strategists. The FBI is, in fact, per¬ 
mitted only to gather and file information, not 
to take action; while electronic detecting de¬ 
vices furnish inadequate guarantees of safety . 

When Will the Reds Strike? 

Any course other than the above would 
confront the Soviet masters with grave 
hazards. They would be foolish to engage 
the West in open warfare, even though 
an initial surprise atomic rocket and air 
raid might damage us badly. The Soviets 
could never win such a war. An angered 
public would rise up and clean out the 
fools and traitors from Western govern¬ 
ments, and the new leadership would round 
up internal enemies and rally the anti¬ 
communist guerrillas in China and behind 
the iron curtain, and the world revolution 
would fail. 

Readers of the Intelligence Summary 
and Know Your Enemy doubtless recall 
that some 4,000,000 Red army soldiers sur* 
rendered or were readily captured by 
German armies in the early part of the 
recent war, because the drafted Red sol¬ 
diers, violently anti-Communist, looked to 
the German armies as liberators. If we 
had intelligent and honest leaders today 
we doubtless could take the Kremlin apart 
by aiding the underground forces, thus 
avoiding a devastating war. 

I make no prediction but it stands to 
reason that the Soviet high command will 
try sabotage before 1952 elections in the 
United States. They have all to gain and 
hardly anything to lose. Mr. Truman in 
America, Mr. Atlee and associates in Eng¬ 
land, and the kindred Socialist government 


* 

of France have hardly lifted a finger to 
hamper the operations of Soviet agents. 

Look who hold the key power positions 
in these governments: President of the 
United States is Harry S. Truman, of 
gangster background and mentality, who 
was "cleared" by the late Sidney Hillman, 
born Schmuel Gilman, a rabbinical stu¬ 
dent and Marxist revolutionary, head of 
the CIO-PAC and associate of the mighty 
Anti-Defamation League. When David K. 
Niles, Jewish Nationalist, resigned as 
Presidential aide in May, Mr. Truman 
wrote "Dear Dave" that he had been "a 
tower of strength to me during the past 
six years." Some three years ago J. Ed¬ 
gar Hoover and the then chief of Central 
Intelligence, Rear Admiral Hillenkoetter, 
personally laid Niles' Communist-aiding 
record before the President showing that 
Niles had served the Kremlin. Not only 
did Mr. Truman Ignore the facts; he be¬ 
came increasingly cool to both Hoover and 
Hillenkoetter, and you will recall that 
Hillenkoetter was "permitted" to resign 
and go to sea duty last summer. 

Secretary of State is Dean Acheson, favorite 
pupil of the loading Zionist revolutionary, Justice 
Felix Frankfurter, who advises with Acheson al¬ 
most daily. Acheson follows the same line as 
his close friend, Alger Hiss, convicted Com¬ 
munist, for whom Frankfurter was a character 
witness. Acheson's record leaves us only to 
conclude that he, too, is a conscious, deliberate 
Communist. 

Secretary of Defense is doddering George 
C. Marshall, who helped Acheson throw Chino 
to the Communists, and who otherwise obliges 
Acheson. 

Enemies in Key Positions 

Assistant Secretary of Defense in charge of 
all defense manpower is Anna M. Rosenberg, 
Jewish Nationalist, with a long Communist-aiding 
record (including contributions to known Com¬ 
munist organs.). She was appointed at the re¬ 
quest of Marshall, who *seems pleased with her 
activities designed to regiment the American 
people. (For example, the Universal Military 
Training bill which the House of Representatives 
fortunately emasculated, was designed to give 
her power oyer the American people hardly less 
complete than that oi the Kremlin over the 
Russians. If you read your newspaper you saw 
that the UMT measure was principally the work 
of the Jewish Nationalist, Bernard M. Baruch, 
who sponsored Mrs. Rosenberg for her appoint¬ 
ment.) 

The other Assistant Secretary of De¬ 
fense is Marx Leva, Jewish Nationalist. 

In England: The Prime Minister is 
Clement Atlee, Socialist whose whole 
adult life has been under the influence 
of Marxist Jewry, including the late father 
of Britain’s Socialism, Harold Lasky. At¬ 
lee was photographed in Spain during the 
Spanish Civil War, giving the clenched- 
fist salute, reviewing Communist troops 
with Tito and Togliatti. 

Minister of Defense is Emmanuel Shin- 
well, a Jewish Nationalist bo pro-Commu- 
iiist that^American army officers long re¬ 
fused to 'allow U. S. secrets to flow to 
Britain. 

Minister of War is John Strachey, 
another Jewish nationalist, whose Com¬ 
munistic record has repeatedly been ex¬ 
posed by responsible newspapers. 

In France: The government heads are 
Socialists; while the Jewish Nationalist, 
Jule Moch, is Minister of Defense, and the 
Jewish Nationalist Robert Hirsch is direc¬ 
tor general of the Surete Nationale, "in 
charge of all police in France except the 
Paris metropolitan area" and "responsible 
for counter-espionage and general intelli¬ 



gence.” (The quotation is from the Cali¬ 
fornia Jewish Voice, Apr. 27, 195L) 

When you recall that the Soviet gov¬ 
ernment is the creation of Jewish Na¬ 
tionalists (who, since the war,' helped 
about 1,000,000 of their fellow Jewish Na¬ 
tionalists to get from Russia to Palestine 
to establish the Zionist state), you will 
doubtless be appalled, as this writer is, at 
the danger confronting the Christian peo¬ 
ples of tlie West, whose governments are 
so nearly captured by the enemy. 

Why should the Soviet Union wait and 
risk the election of such a man as Doug¬ 
las MacArthur to the presidency, risk los¬ 
ing the most powerful fifth column ever to 
invade any nation? Why should the So¬ 
viets strike in open battle, no matter how 
provoked, without first sabotaging Ameri¬ 
can cities and ports? 

Observe that the Truman administra¬ 
tion has been obliging the Soviet masters 
almost 100 per cent—if my analysis of 
Soviet plans is correct. Truman and 
Acheson have insisted on spreading US 
forces to Asia and Europe, doing nothing 
to strengthen home forces except as pres¬ 
sured by Congress and the people. Even 
now there are, I believe, only three divi¬ 
sions to defend the 48 states. It is too 
late to arm Europe with other than the 
weapons of sabotage and underground 
warfare. The Soviets can capture it at 
will. Acheson and Truman continue 
to appoint Jewish Nationalists to rule (in 
U.S. uniforms) over conquered Germany 
and to carry out policies which keep mak¬ 
ing the Germans—potentially powerful al¬ 
lies or enemies—hate and distrust Amer¬ 
ica. Repeatedly we hear Jewish National¬ 
ists on U.S. networks condemn the Ger¬ 
mans as Nazis, thus tending to keep the 
American people from making friends and 
allies of the Germans. For example, Da¬ 
vid Ben-Gurion, Premier of Israel, re¬ 
peatedly in speeches on his money-raising 
tour of the United States in May, "warned 
against rearming Germany"—and Mr. Tru¬ 
man usually obliges Ben-Gurion. 

And Truman and Acheson prolong the 
fighting in Korea—which gives the Soviets 
time to train Chinese fliers. 

We Boasted Of Our Tolerancel 

We need not hate "the Jews" because 
they have permitted a few thousand of 
their leaders to regiment most of them in 
the war against Christianity and the white 
race. We need not even hate the power 
seeking strategists themselves, the master 
minds of Jewish Nationalism which uses 
Communism and Zionism as fronts. 

We ourselves are to blame for the sit¬ 
uation. We were sound asleep when we 
permitted the hordes of fanatical revo¬ 
lutionaries to come into the country; we 
were blind when we let them begin organ¬ 
izing secret espionage and propaganda 
forces against our own leaders and insti¬ 
tutions; we have helped the Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League of B'nai B'rith and its multi¬ 
tude of associates in Zionism and Commu¬ 
nism to build a tolerance iron curtain be¬ 
hind which most of our leaders now dare 
not look to "finger" the enemy, for fear 
the Red smear bund will hound them out 
of public life as bigots, anti-Semites, hate 
mongers. 

The threat to the survival of our children and 
grandchildren is our fault, and it is we, the 
people, who will have to take the necessary 
security steps if such steps are taken. We have 
been disappointed month after month, year after 
year, in expecting enough Congressmen and

of his crossing the Formosa Strait to in¬ 
vade the mainland would force th<3 Reds 
to pull their troops out of Korea and 
rush them to Southeast China to defend 
the coast. 

That alone would give us a complete 
victory in Korea in a short time. 

With adequate equipment, mostly light, 
and supplies, mostly rice, Chiang's forces 
could rally the Chinese people, drive out 
the Communists and then engage the 
USSR proper, completely reversing the 
world military and political situation. I 
believe the announcement of such a policy 
by Truman would alarm the Kremlin and 
force the Red generalship immediately on 
the defensive. 

4. Extend full scale aid and encourage¬ 
ment to the potentially powerful anti¬ 
communist elements in Eastern Europe 
and Russia. Probably 99 percent of all 
white peoples, Slavic and Nordic, in those 
countries, and many of the non-Jewish 
racial "minorities”, are anti-Communist. 
They could destroy the Kremlin, with U.S. 
backing. We should supply them with 
hand grenades, concealed arms, portable 
radios and printing presses and give as¬ 
surance of u continuation of Western sup¬ 
port I frequently am in contact with 
Influential leaders of Ukrainians, Rus¬ 
sians and other Eastern Europeans in 
exile, who in turn have contact with their 
people there, and I am confident that 
this is the way to destroy the world re¬ 
volution without a full scale war. Mr. 
Truman, after years of pressure, has an¬ 
nounced that he is now helping the anti- 
Communist underground; but we know 
who his advisers and appointees are; he 
is only pouring money and supplies into 
some rat holes, which in some instances 
will directly benefit the Communists. 

5. The most important step is to round 
up the 200,000 or more potential saboteurs 
in the U. S. and put them behind barbed 
wire. They never had any business in 
America, we should not have admitted 
them. We should settle them, with their 
families, on a suitable island and instruct 
the Navy to keep them there. 

The FBI has a plan to round up some 
13,000 of the most dangerous known ene¬ 
my agents as soon as hostilities start. 
That would be an hour too late. They 
should round them up now—together with 
all others who might be used by the 
enemy. 

Last year there was still time to wait. 
Mr. Truman has used up that priceless 
year doing nothing. The enemy has al¬ 
most absolute freedom in America, and 
the time for him to strike must surely 
be near at hand. 

Let us urge Congress to force action 
now.

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RED PLAN FOR SEIZING POWER BELIEVED COMPLETE; 
STRATEGISTS DECEIVE, HOPE TO USE, EISENHOWER 


I had hoped to report encouraging 
news in this issue, hut I must devote die 
issue instead to a disturbing situation. 

I must report part of the developing 
strategy by which the internal enemy 
hopes to catch us up, and perhaps in 
a matter of months. This is not a pre¬ 
diction, but rather a warning. 

There Is evidence of infiltration of the 
Civil Defense Agency from top to bot¬ 
tom by old time Communist fronters, 
many of whom are known Zionists. There 
are reports of closed meetings in which 
these Zionists are frankly stating that 
they will supersede local and state law en¬ 
forcement bodies when the full scale emer¬ 
gency comes. Zionists seem to be taking 
over this potentially all-powerful agency, 
and _ we must not forget that it was 
Zionists (a cult of Jewish nationalists) 
who imposed Communism on the Rus¬ 
sians and that Zionists still manage the 
Communist apparatus everywhere. 

While ft seems lhat Mr. Millard Caldwell of 
Florida, federal Civil Defense director, is a 
good American, he is disliked by fhe Communists 
and related organized minorities, and if the pri¬ 
vate secret police now working inside the de¬ 
fense agency succeed in setting tho pattern of 
operations, in a moment of hysteria they will 
sweep Mr. Caldwell aside or ignore him—just as 
pro-Communist Acheson already ignores Congres¬ 
sional enactments and resolutions. There is reason 
to believe , in fact, that the plan is fo have the 
President, when disaster strikes, immediately 
throw the entire civilian defense forces to Anna 
Rosenberg, the admitted Zionist, as Assistant Sec¬ 
retory of Defense in charge of manpower. 

Pro-Soviet advisers of Mr. Truman 
have made the President so cool to J. 
Edgar Hoov er that the President may no 
longer heed FBI warnings. 

Eisenhower’s Record 

I want to explain the plan which seems 
to me a distinct enemy capability, and I 
want to review also the record of tho man 
most wanted by the Zionists to head 
the government. I refer, of course, to 
General Dwight Eisenhower. 

While it always was a mystery that 
the New Deal would dig far down in the 
barrel and haul up an unknown major 
and promote him rapidly to a five-star 
general. Eisenhower did not begin to dis¬ 
close publicly his willingness to go along 
with Communism till toward the end of 
the war in Europe. There he became 
unduly helpful to the Soviet Union and un¬ 
wisely intimate with Communists. 

He caroused with Zhukov and other 
high Soviet criminals. He liked the kind 
of parties and companions they furnished. 

I am not concerned here with the Gen¬ 
eral’s private life; I am however concerned 
that a man who may become President in 
the most critical time in the history of 
this nation could be so easily taken in by 
such notorious enemies of civilization. 
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Zhukov, Communist General, decorates 
drinking partner Eisenhower, at 
Frankfurt, Germany 

Eisenhower received and accepted with 
apparent pleasure, the Communist decora¬ 
tion, Order of Suvrov, from the Kremlin. 
He has not returned it. At their last 
national convention (in New York, May 20, 
1944) before the so-called break between 
Tito and Stalin, the Communists adopted 
a resolution praising "the three great 
men”—Stalin, Tito and Eisenhower. 

You have not forgotten, I am sure, how Eisen¬ 
hower forced General Patton to stop driving to¬ 
ward Berlin and Prague and to pull back out of 
advanced territory, marking time to allow the 
Communists to capture enormously important ter¬ 
ritory. The Reds roped hundreds of thousands of 
German women and girls, and killed untold num¬ 
bers of unoffending, honest Germans, thanks to 
Eisenhower's generosity. The commander of Allied 
forces in Europe was so pro-Communisf that, in 
October, 1945, the Hearst newspapers unleashed 
a scorching condemnation of his relations with 
the Reds: 

"Receptly General Eisenhower visited Russia- 
on invitgtion. He was wined and dined and deco¬ 
rated sjn every possible way. He of course de¬ 
served it all. Russia owed him everything. He 
owed Russia nothing—the decorations were mere 
baubles compared with the vita! service he had 
rendered Russia. But when he left Russia, laden 
with honors, he assumed to feel it necessary to 
show his gratitude by assailing the American 
press for its criticism of Russian diplomacy and 
duplicity. He called the journals which were 
critical of Russia 'crackpots' and fold the Russians: 
‘We must keep our sense of values and not be 
upset by a few crackpots.' “ 

Even Winston Churchill, one of the men 
who gave Stalin so much during the war, 


in a book nearly ready for publication, 
places the blame on Eisenhower for 
ordering U.S. forces back and letting the 
Reds take Berlin. 

As American troops began taking Ger¬ 
man territory late in the war, Eisenhower 
sent back to the states for a political ad¬ 
viser to set up for him the rulership over 
the vanquished Germans. Though 
America and Germany both were gentile 
nations and both supposedly Christian and 
anti-Communist, Eisenhower asked for the 
Jewish nationalist, life-long supporter of 
Communist activities, the late Sidney 
Hillman. 

Sent for Sidney Hillman 

By this time Eisenhower could hardly 
have kept from knowing that Communism 
was a Jewish movement, a movement in¬ 
vented and managed by a specific cult of 
Jewish nationalists, who also promote 
Zionism. He could hardly have kept from 
knowing that it was the ancient hatred for 
Christianity and the white race which 
caused the needless slaughter of white 
population inside Russia at the hands of 
the Jewish dominated secret police and 
other inflamed minorities. 

Nor could Eisenhower have failed fo observe 
the great volume of publicity year offer year in 
American newspapers and mogatincs calling at¬ 
tention to the fact that Sidney Hillman's CIO 
and his CIO-PAC were virtually arms of the 
Communist Party. Eisenhower could have dis¬ 
pelled any doubts, if such he harbored, by merely 
asking his Intelligence staff; for any Intelligence 
office down to company grade could have given 
him the facts. Wherever I served in Intelligence 
during tho war, I had such facts at hand. 

Perhaps Eisenhower had become so thoroughly 
indoctrinated with the one-world government thesis 
that he deliberately courted the Reds, hoping to 
combine with them in an international power ma¬ 
chine. This is the logical explanation, in view of 
the General's sentiments and actions. 

Sidney Hillman, you doubtless recall, 
was born in the ghetto of Lithuanian 
Russia; original name Schmuel Gilman. 
He was educated for the rabbinate; be¬ 
came a revolutionary in the very earliest 
outbreaks of Bolshevism. He fled Russian 
police, changed his name, became one of 
the early leaders of Communist-catering 
unions in America. 

He went to the USSR, made various 
deals with Lenin and Stalin, became one 
of the managers of the Garland Fund 
which for years financed Marxist propa¬ 
ganda in the United States. 

In the summer of 1945 he went to Paris 
where he met with other delegates more 
directly from Russia and together they 
organized the World Federation of Trade 
Unions, the arm of the Communist Party 
through which the master minds planned 
to bring about the "general strike" all 
over the world, as the opening gun of the 
final revolution. He became vice presi¬ 
dent of the WFTU but died a few months

later. 

General Eisenhower's first political speech 
alter the war must have surprised many Americans 
for he chose a CIO convention at Allantic City 
for his audience. At that time the CIO was at 
the peak ol its Communist serving career. Gen¬ 
eral Ike told the CIO gangsters, who during the 
war had called strike after strike as a moans of 
building a disciplined revolutionary machine, that 
they had had a wonderful record in winning the 
war —o nauseating lie, for the CIO had cost the 
life of many a good American lad in the Pacific 
who fought without adequate supplies while the 
union gangsters struck. 

Not long after the war the Anti-Defam¬ 
ation League of B'nai B’rith—which has 
become the power behind the scenes in 
American political life, building up several 
left wing presidential candidates inside 
both major political parties and always 
since 1940 managing to get one of them 
nominated on each ticket—worked with 
Tom J. Watson, president of International 
Business Machines Corp. and chairman of 
the Board of Trustees of Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, to get Eisenhower into the presi¬ 
dency of Columbia. Columbia, as you 
know, is in N]ew York City, and virtually 
a ghetto Institution, an incubator of 
proselytes and international Jewish 
revolutionaries. 

Inside Story of Eisenhower's 
Withdrawal from 1948 Campaign 

This was a further step in building up 
Eisenhower for the presidential nomina¬ 
tion. Watson himself seems interested in 
appeasing all the governments of the 
world because they are customers. The 
Soviet Union has bought many millions of 
dollars worth of his machines. He once 
catered to Hitler, accepting a decoration 
from him—and selling Germany some more 
IBM equipment. Eisenhower, the inter¬ 
nationalist, the friend of “international 
Jewish nationalist*’ revolutionaries, such 
as rule Russia and Eastern European 
countries, would just suit Mr. Watson, as 
President of the United States. 

And here I want to publish the facts about 
Eisenhower's withdrawal Irom the campaign of 
1948. Those facts arc known to a number of per¬ 
sons, including Sulzberger, the Zionist who owns 
the New York Times; but I am reasonably sure 
they never have been published in full. I have 
held them in my files for over two years. 

The Anti-Defamation League had Eisenhower 
slated for the Democratic nomination. Truman 
(himself cleared by Sidney Hillman and fhe ADL) 
had offered fa help him if he wanted if. 

(See Eisenhower’s own statement to 
this effect in his “Crusade in Europe”: *T 
shall never forget the President’s answer. 

. . .He suddenly turned toward me and 
said, ‘General, there is nothing that you 
may want that I won't try to help yoif 
get. That definitely and specifically In¬ 
cludes the presidency in 1948.’ ”) 

But Tom Watson, being a Republican, 
wanted Ike on his ticket. 

Early in 1948, while the matter was 
hanging in the balance, a garrulous former 
army major told a large meeting of Co¬ 
lumbia alumni that Ike’s campaign was 
well under way, with the full support of 
the General himself. Note that all the 
while, Eisenhower publicly was disavow¬ 
ing any presidential ambitions. His 


b. .cers, then as now, had many publicity { 
writers and friends on newspaper and 
radio staffs faking up or playing up stories 
to make the General a great hero. 

Eisenhower probably could have had 
the Democratic nomination for the asking. 
The Americans for Democratic Action— 
Chester Bowles, Leon Henderson, James 
Roosevelt, David Dubinsky and fellow 
travelers—dominated the 1948 Democratic 
convention, defeating the efforts of good, 
loyal Southern Democrats to name some 
outstanding anti-Communlst. The ADA is 
one of the many shadows of the Red Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith. 

But in the Republican party there was a grow¬ 
ing anti-Communist, pro-Taft spirit and Eisenhow¬ 
er's Red-catering record might cause a row 
of the convention. One dangerous item in his 
record was then about to break into public viow: 
his granting the Communist government of Poland 
a "Chair of Polish Studies “ (the Adam Mickie- 
wicz chair) in Columbia University. Eisenhower 
accepted the deal to please the Zionists, headed 
by the Anti-Defamation League, who spend so 
much money on their candidates. 

But Dr. Arthur P. Coleman, assistant profes¬ 
sor of Polish at Columbia (now president of Alli¬ 
ance College), who saw how Poles were being 
slaughtered by the Communist government, 
launched a fight to keep Eisenhower from accept¬ 
ing the Red "chair” or, failing that, to get a 
pro-American to head it. 

Cowardly Evasion 

Prof. Manfred KridI was named to head 
the Polish Studies and Eisenhower ac¬ 
cepted a subsidy of $25,000 a year from the 
Polish government. Dr. Coleman declared 
that KridI was an underling of the Com¬ 
munists and appointed at the insistance 
of the Polish government. Eisenhower 
refused to see Coleman or discuss the deal 
at all. 

(Dr. Coleman's charges were borne out in 1949, 
when, on August 21, the official Communist lit¬ 
erary weekly ol Poland. Odrodienic, published 
the statement: "Our government entrusted the 
chair (of Polish studies or Columbia—Ed.) to the 
excellent scholar. Prof. Manfred KridI.”) 

To keep from being forced into a 
discussion or a decision which would of¬ 
fend the Americans on the one hand or 
his pro-Communisl and Zionist backers on 
the other. Eisenhower did the thing which 
you would least expect of a soldier: he 
took his hat and ran. He went fishing, 
leaving the decision to his assistants. 

Dr. Coleman resigned from Columbia 
issuing a strong protest. The New York 
Journal American, the Saturday Eve¬ 
ning Post and many another publication 
backed him, while the leftwing press 
either attacked him or remained silent, 
as Coleman began a lecture tour to enlist 
public support. 

Eisenhower appealed to Tcm Watson, 
who appealed to Sulzberger, owner of the 
New York Times, who also was a member 
of the board of trustees of Columbia. 

A trustworthy educator with inside contacts has 
supplied IheJoUowing statement: "Mr. Sulzberger 
ordered his reporters to cover every meeting where 
Professor Coleman presented his side of the cose, 
but not to print the stories. Instead, they were to 
take the reports of the meetings upstairs to Mr. 
Sulzberger himself, he could use the reports as in¬ 
telligence information on behalf of Eisenhower 

Dr. Coleman later confided that sus¬ 
picious persons, believed to be agents of 
Sulzberger (and the Anti-Defamation 
League) put in their presence wherever he 
spoke. 
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J * te were other serious obstacles in 
Eisenhower’s way: His past was catching 
up with him. Mrs. Patton, widow of the 
great fighting tank general who had 
Berlin within easy grasp in 1945 reportedly 
threatened to tell the inside facts about 
Eisenhower (his stopping of Patton and 
his machinations with the Reds) if Eisen¬ 
hower ran. 

Dewey was obviously a strong con¬ 
tender for the Republican nomination and 
was wholly acceptable to the Anti-Defam- 
ation League. 

Caught in the vice largely of hit own making, 
unwilling to lace the charges which still wore fresh 
in public memory, Eisenhower heeded counsel and 
decided to withdraw (giving Dewey off-the-record 
backing).. Reportedly, Dewey agreed that if not 
elected in 1948 . he would bock Eisenhower in 
1952; and note that a short time ago Dewey 
made the announcement that he would do just that. 

As for the Chair of Polish Studies, 
Eisenhower never closed it out. It still 
is carrying on, spending money from the 
Communist government of Poland to in¬ 
doctrinate students in Columbia Univer¬ 
sity, and the last I heard, Prof. KridI still 
was in charge. As late as October, 1949 , 
Dr. Coleman inquired and got this reply 
signed by Grayson Kirk at Columbia: 

“On behalf of President Eisenhower, 
I am writing to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of October 12. Up to the pres¬ 
ent time there has been no change what¬ 
soever in the University’s policy with re¬ 
spect to the Adam Mickiewicz Chair since 
ils establishment.” 

Ike Agreed With Communist 
On Morgenthau Plan 

By 1948 the real purpose of the Mor¬ 
genthau Plan was more than evident, It 
was a deliberate Zionist and Communist 
device for continuing—in time of peace— 
the enslavement and actual starvation of 
the whole German people, the strongest 
single anti-Communist spirit on earth. 

Furthermore, the cat was out of the 
bag showing that Eisenhower was one 
of the persons who got the plan adopted 
Harry Dexter White. Morgenthau’s right 
hand man in the Treasury Department, 
had told in an article in the March. 1947, 
issue of the United Nations World how 
he took the idea to Morgenthau and 
Eisenhower in conference, and how Eisen¬ 
hower readily agreed, expressing the senti¬ 
ment that the German people ought to be 
decimated anyway. Go to the library and 
read the article. 

Very soon after the article appeared, 
former Communists revealed that “White,” 
the author, was a long-time and very 
important Communist. White was called 
to testify before an investigating com¬ 
mittee but died “of a heart attack." It 
then came out that he was not only a 
Communist but also a Zionist. His real 
name was Weiss and, Communist though 
he was, he was buried by a rabbi! 

Here was a Zionist, one ol those steering the 
Communist Party, carrying the "Morgenthau Plan” 
to Morgenthau and Eisenhower, and the supposedly 
Christian general went head over heels tor it, 
conniving in the decimation of a great segment of 
Christendom, the most anti-Communist segment, 
at O' time when Communism seriously threatened 
to wipe out oil Christendom. 

If Elsenhower withdrew in ’48 because 
of the total accumulation of his own guilt,

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it seems to me that he is no less vulner¬ 
able today. But for the very reason of his 
softness toward Reds, the powerful Zionist 
machine seems determined to have him. 

Here Are Ike’s Backers 

I have referred repeatedly to the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith as the 
principal influence behind the General’s 
campaign. It is a fact that the ADL is 
behind the campaigns of all Socialist, New 
Deal, Zionist obliging candidates in both 
parties. The ADL is the power behind the 
revolution in this country. 

I have already mentioned Eisenhower’s 
conniving with Sidney Hillman and his 
catering to the CIO. The Hillman and 
Anti-Defamation League machines inter¬ 
locked intimately. 

At all times since the war, at Colum¬ 
bia and elsewhere, Eisenhower has been 
surrounded by personalities involved in 
the propaganda machinery of the ADL, 
with which Sulzberger of the New York 
Times is affiliated. 

You doubtless remember the hysterical 
pro-Eisenhower broadcasts by Walter 
Winchell for months before the 1948 con¬ 
ventions. Foremost of the Zionist propa¬ 
gandists, Winchell is an agent of the Anti- 
Defamation League. (Abundant photostatic 
proof is in government files if there is 
any doubt. He talks Anti-Communist but 
is used in big hatchet operations against 
real anti-Communists, such as the late 
James Forrestal.) 

Red ADL Wants Ike 

You may recall also that an inconspicuous little 
man, Leonard Y. Finder, became known in 1947 as 
a sponsor of Eisenhower for President Finder 
appeared io be just fhc owner of a daily paper 
in a small New England city, I am sure few if any 
of his neighbors dreamed that he was a mighty in - 
fluencc in the most powerful revolutionary ma¬ 
chine this side of the iron curtain, a non-gentile 
machine which makes and breaks genfile officials, 
from Presidents down, in a gentile nation. 

Look at a letterhead from the mighty Eastern 
Regional Office of the Anti-Defamation League 
of B'nai B'rith and you will see Leonard V. Finder 
listed as "director and secretory." 

When it was arranged that Eisenhower would 
decline to run for the Presidency, it was to 
Leonard Y. Finder that he wrote his formal letter 
of "regrets." (See Joseph Kamp's "Open Letter 
to Congress," page 35.) 

One evening last fail I was idly half-listening 
to a program of political garbage in which some¬ 
one was interviewing a man who spoke with a 
slightly Yiddish accent. The discussion was cen¬ 
tered on whether or not Eisenhower could be in¬ 
duced to run for President. The man who was 
supposed to know the answers weighed ail sides 
and considerations and said he felt sure that 
Eisenhower would not refuse to "serve his coun¬ 
try” if he "should be drafted." 

At the end of the broadcast we were told that 
the man who had rendered the profound opinion 
wes named Leonard Y. Finder. It brought into 
sharp focus the unpleasant fact that we who be- 
, beve ourselves so free are already far under the 
power of the radical, cultist leaders of an alien 
race, promoting a movement which has destroyed 
15,000,000 to 30,000,000 gentiles in Russia. 

It should have become obvious long 
before now that Eisenhower is a willing 
tool of tlic Roosevelt-Truman New Deal. 


They have used him repeatedly. 

One of his good friends was Harry 
Hopkins, Socialist friend of Stalin, strate¬ 
gist and spender for Roosevelt in keeping 
the regime in power. Eisenhower wrote 
in a letter dated January 31, 1946: "Harry 
Hopkins will always live in my memory 
as a gteat personality, a wonderful friend 
and an invaluable public servant" 

The new drive for Eisenhower for 
President is in the hands of the same alien 
influence as the old drive. An Associated 
Press dispatch dated March 23, 1941, from 
Sacramento, Calif., read: " We-Llko-Ikc, 
Inc.’ has been formed to raise $10,000,000 
to boost General Dwight Eisenhower for 
President in 1952 and 1956. 

"The organization filed articles of in¬ 
corporation here as a non-profit Southern 
California corporation. Its directors were 
listed as A. A. Golden, F. C. Golden and 
P. A. Golden, all of 4032 Goodland ave¬ 
nue, the Los Angeles suburb of Studio City. 

"The articles of incorporation disclosed 
committees would be established In each 
state and each state chairman would be a 
veteran of *World War I, II or ITT. 1 * 

And in the New York Times, May 1, 
1951, under the head DRIVE STARTED 
HERE TO PICK EISENHOWER: 

"A drive to obtain support for General of the 
Army Dwight D. Eisenhower for the Republican 
nomination for President next year has been start¬ 
ed here by Arthur J. Goldsmith, a wealthy busi¬ 
ness man who in 1948 headed the Harold E. 
Stassen supporters in this city. 

"Mr. Goldsmith, while not claiming any au¬ 
thority from General Eisenhower himself, has sent 
out a circular to Republicans in this city declar¬ 
ing that General Eisenhower probably would ac¬ 
cept the Republican nomination, although he 
would not campaign for delegates . , . 

"One of the weaknesses of the Eisenhower 
drive is that the general has never declared 
whether he was a -Republican or a Democrat. 
Another is that no one can say, with certainty, 
that he would accept the nomination. He is being 
represented, howevor, os definitely opposed to the 
nomination by the Republicans of an 'Isolationist' 
candidate like Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
and Mr. Goldsmith's appeal is definitely to the 
internationalist members of the Republican party 
here." 

Ike On Both Tickets? 

This small story means little unless 
vou know who Mr. Arthur J, Goldsmith is. 
The Zionist readers of the Times know. He 
is the leading financial agent and fixer for 
the Anti-Defamation League in political 
campaigns. Note that in 1948 he was 
sponsoring Harold Stassen for the Repub¬ 
lican nomination, while his fellow ADL of¬ 
ficial, Leonard V. Finder, was backing 
Eisenhower. The ADL boosts all candi¬ 
dates who will oblige it; attacks all who 
won’t; it can’t lose as long as it can make 
them alL fear to offend it, make them all 
feel that they cannot win without ADL 
suppoft. The same ADL, through still 
other agents (Jesse Steinhart, Judge Isaac 
Pacht and Mendel Silberberg) is backing 
Governor Earl Warren of California for 
whatever nomination he can get; and 
through the very same agents it backed 
both Warien and his opponent, Jimmie 
Roosevelt, in the 1950 California guberna¬ 
torial campaign; and through David K. 
Niles and other agents it supports Harry 
Truman for reelection, while through still 
other agents (including Walter Winchell 
and James Roosevelt) it is backing Eisen¬ 
hower also for the DEMOCRATIC nomi¬ 
nation. 


.Uite a machine, the ADL. It is truly 
"the secret government of the United 
States" (as the Chicago Tribune May 29, 
1950, labeled its three leading brains. 
Justice Felix Frankfurter, Senator Herbert 
Lehman and Henry Morgenthau). 

Perhaps I may be permitted to express 
an opinion as to the real wishes of the 
Anti-Defamation League: I believe its 
policy makers are really hoping they can 
get Eisenhower on both tickets, in 1952. 

If that sounds absurd I would agree 
with you but for a few considerations: 
We have seen the American people swal¬ 
low almost anything under the sun in 
recent years. The most discouraging thing 
to any man who tries to alert our people 
against Communism is their lack of polit¬ 
ical understanding. The hypnotists, the 
Voodoo medicine men from Palestine and 
the USSR have come into our country and 
charmed "the masses’’ with their medicine 
show—for which Congress continues to 
appropriate your tax money. 

The Military Dictator 

The campaign for 1952 is not just rou¬ 
tine; it is going to be the last one if we 
do not win. The enemy is playing for big 
stakes; win all or lose all, next year. It 
may well be that he will have Communist 
agents create hysteria before the conven¬ 
tions, by sabotaging some of our cities, and 
the innocent appearing voices of the Anti- 
Defamation League will rush to the radio, 
so friendly to them, and propose that both 
conventions nominate Eisenhower, give 
him full emergency powers "to save 
America," then call off the election for the 
sake of "unity." They will then have Dic¬ 
tator Eisenhower transfer the Civil De¬ 
fense Agency to the Marxist Mrs. Anna 
Rosenberg, Assistant Secretary of De¬ 
fense in charge of manpower. She will 
make the dangerously infiltrated agency 
into a secret police by-p a s s i n g FBI, 
and courts, remove any police chief who 
protests, clamp censorship on press 
and radio—and arrest anti-Communist 
leaders as "anti-Semitic" and disrupting 
the "war effort." You will not be able 
to communicate with your Congressman, 
or if you succeed in doing so, the secret 
police will no more heed Congress than 
does Acheson. Congress will be so smeared 
and harassed that It will be completely 
futile. The Communist revolution will 
then be complete, all but the mopping up. 
Red revolutions are won by pushing Red 
Jewish agents and projects forward, then 
condemning any who oppose them as anti-

Thus a Soviet lover was using the Soviet scare 
to win power for pro-Soviets in fhis country. This 
is good revolutionary technique. 

Observe that the Democrats set their conven- 
tion tor a date two weeks after that of the Re¬ 
publicans. If the Republicans can be induced to 
name Eisenhower, then the USSR could order 
agents to start atomizing American cities, creating 
hysteria, to give the ADL and ADA an excuse for

also nominating Eisenhower on the Democratic 
ticket. 

As previously stated: I do not offer this article 
as a prediction, but as a warning of a distinct 
danger, a likely enemy capability — unless Mr. 
Truman should suddenly wake up and remove Anna 
Rosenberg and Dean Acheson and take shackles 
off the FBI.., We are not dealing with ordinary 
people; we, who are almost totally disorganized 
end leadcrless arc up against the most daring and 
disciplined revolutionaries. 

"Look” magazine, often used by its 
friend the Anti-Defamation League as a 
propaganda medium, seems to be softening 
up the reader for Eisenhower as "the coali¬ 
tion President," In an article June 5, 1951 
(“How Eisenhower Really Feels about 
Running for President"), an ADL friend 
who was planted as one of Ike’s aides, 
during the war, says in 1943 he approached 
the general about the presidency. The 
aide reports: 

“The cold, blue eyes came into play 
again, and he said, *1 would not accept a 
nomination unless it were by both parties, 
and it would have to be unanimous, and 
you know that is impossible.

The author, Ike’s wartime aide, repeat¬ 
edly speaks of Eisenhower as a possible 
"coalition President" To the ADL appar¬ 
ently no manipulation of the American 
people and their institutions seems Im¬ 
possible, not even this sudden jump into 
full-scale dictatorship. 

In any event, the ADL is now getting 
into the swing of a great campaign, to 
smear as never before the leaders of tradi¬

' He is above all power minded. Ho woula 
force people to do his way—even as Stalin. As 
Congressman Werdel said in his now famous 
speech exposing the recent conspiracy for an 
absolute dictatorship couched in the first Univer- 
sal Military Training bill (written by Baruch and 
other friends of Mrs. Rosenborg): "We cannot 
overlook General Eisenhower. Ho urged the 
adoption of the idea with every ounce ol his 
persuasive personality. . . Yes, General Eisen¬ 
hower believes wo will have an Obor Kom- 
mando, a great robot military brain. . . ," 

Ghost Writers Pushing Ike 

You cannot know what Eisenhower 
thinks by what his publicity stories say. 
Publicity men grind out sweet-sounding 
phrases for him. But we know that these 
phrases are written by people who think 
the wrong way. They are filled with the 
catch-phrases of the social revolutionaries 
. . . about do-gooding alf over the world, 
about "the elimination of social and eco¬ 
nomic evils that set men against men." 
Any man with half u brain must know 
by now that it is not "social and economic 
evils"—in the most prosperous times in 
history—that set men against men; it is 
men who set men against men. It is evil 
men, cunning and calculating, all over the 
world, men working tirelessly in a cult 
called Zionism, to make Christian hate 
Christian, employe hate employer, Negro 
and Jew hate white man, Asia hate the 
white West . .

1 Another well in¬ 
formed and prominent citizen of Kansas writes 
that Eisenhower's parents "were Riven People "— 
and River People rarely if ever are Jewish. This 
citiien pointed out that Eisenhower's mother was a 
rabid, crusading Jehovah Witness.

I hope you will dedicate yourself to get¬ 
ting the Reds out of positions of authority 
and localizing civil defense authority 
before the USSR induces a full scale 
emergency in this country. Enlist the aid 
of as many of your neighbors as you can.

ENEMY INSIDE U.S. BELIEVED READY; MAKES USE OF 
DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE; AMERICANS MUST ORGANIZE 


In previous issues I have refrained 
from painting the revolutionary situa¬ 
tion inside our borders in its ugliest 
colors, partly because I do not want to 
seem sensational, partly because many 
of our people are too uninformed or 
softened to accept the full implications. 

But the time has come when any adult 
American worth saving must stand up 
and face the enemy. 

The Communist Party, I am told, began 
"ome time ago issuing “action lists,” names 
and addresses of the foremost anti-Com- 
munist leaders to be eliminated when the 
hour of chaos strikes. I do not predict such 
overt action. But we must begin—at this 
late hour—to prepare for the worst that 
the enemy might attempt. 

In the August issue I reported that, 
since the appointment of the life-long 
Marxist revolutionary, Anna M. Rosenberg, 
as Assistant Secretary of Defense (in 
charge of military personnel and defense 
manpower, managing the politically blind 
George C. Marshall), the Army has begun 
training Military Government Reserve 
units. The excuse was given that these 
units were to govern foreign territory 
which might be captured by our troops, 
but it was reported that these units expect 
to govern America in the event of the 
“threat of atomic attack”—which simply 
means, if war is threatened. 


beneficial for residents coming under Us control, 
but the rights of individuals arc coldly disre¬ 
garded if they conflict with the better interests 
of the community or the desires of the occupying 
forces ’* 

Colonel Evans said specifically that 
newspapers would be suspended till pub¬ 
lishers and editors could be replaced by 
appointees of the military government. 

This is a dictatorship as absolute as 
that of Stalin, and it is obviously inspired 
by United Nations world government 
backers some of whom are Alger Hiss, 
Doan Acheson and friends, the Communist 
Party and the far more powerful Zionist 
organizations, notably the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B'rith, its full partner the 
American Jewish Committee and the 
American Jewish 'Congress. All of the 
more influential backers of the United 
Nations are Marxists, promoting the world 
revolution, promoting a world government 
with absolute power to suppress any nation 
or people whose desires conflict with theirs, 


Congress never has authorized the set¬ 
ting up of any foreign government over 
us. Any such force, even though it will 
use, at first, our own officers and en¬ 
listed men (who will have to take orders 
from the UN or the Rosenberg cult or 
be treated as rebels), will be an unauthor¬ 
ized force, an alien dictatorship over us, 
and thus an enemy power which every 
citizen will be duty bound to oppose. 
Knowing the subtle and deceptive 
methods of the Marxist revolutionaries 
(that cult of Jewish nationalists who 
direct both Communism and Zionism and 
try to regiment and herd their own people 
for Messianic power for themselves), I 
anticipate that if Congress begins probing 
the Military Government development, 
Mrs. Rosenberg, Marshall and fellow 
travelers will assure Congress that there 
was no intent to govern American territory 
in the name of the United Nations. 

But the same conspiracy, merely drop¬ 
ping the title United Nations, will be no 
less a Marxist invention, and its intent 
must be viewed with the gravest suspicion. 

I anticipate, too, that if Congress begins 
to probe the Military Government threat, 
Mrs. Rosenberg and associates will assure 
Conress that there was no plan to use the 
units inside our borders. That is hokum; 
let us name it in advance. This is obvi¬ 
ously to be part of the Universal Military 
Training plan which, as worded, gives Mrs. 
Rosenberg authority to regiment civilian 
labor, just .as in .

of the newly organized Military Government 
Association In Los Angeles in June spoke 
repeatedly and confidently of the coining 
military government of this country. One 
public official, occupying a highly re¬ 
sponsible office, who seems to have been 
fooled by the ruthless and bloody-handed 
Zionists in their humanitarian and perse¬ 
cution pose, said, “We are going to have 
military government whether we like it or 
not.” We could doubt and dismiss the plan 
were it not so likely an enemy capability. 

Marxists 9 Last Chance? 

it seems a distinct possibility, that the enemy 
can create an emergency, chaos and hysteria, then 
turn over the Republic to the military units hand¬ 
picked by agonts of Mrs. Rosenberg, taking orders 
from the Department of Defense In which she is 
the new center of power, the representative of the 
Invisible government. No editor, official or 
patriotic leader with whom I have discussed the 
matter, sees any sure way to prevent It from 
coming about. (I shall suggest some resistance 
measures later in this article.) 

There Is not only the possibility of this 
“coup,” but there is the urgent necessity, 
from the enemy point of view. The Com¬ 
munists and their Zionist backers from 
Eastern Europe and Russia who brought 
Marxism to America and built power 
through hundreds of secret propaganda 
and gangster organizations, to destroy 
Christianity and the white race, know 
they are losing ground among the people. 
They are “crying" in their newspapers 
and magazines, calling for government 
intervention against the anti-Communists, 
whom they always characterize as the 
anti-Semites (thus tacitly admitting that 
Communism is a Jewish movement). 

The men and women who spend their 
lives thinking up strategy and working for 
our destruction must take some drastic 
action to prevent or influence any future 
presidential election. They must not allow 
the American people another free national 
election. The signs are unmistakable; if 
the election were today MacArthur or some 
other conservative would sweep the nation. 

The Danger Is Here 

In the growing crisis, when any day 
may see the Initial explosion. It is sicken¬ 
ing that most of our national leaders divert 
their eyes from the real danger, the 
internal enemy. Gifted left wing props* 
gandists, including WinoholJ, are support¬ 
ing the crime headlines, not because they 
want to lose the Truman who obliges them 
almost abjectly, but they perhaps want 
to draw another red herring across the 
trail of the entrenched Communist agents. 
What do they care which party wins an 
election If they can steer the political 
battlers away from the government en¬ 
trenched spies and saboteurs? 

They do not want the public to believe 
there are more than a few thousand Com¬ 
munists in this country. They want the 
voters to howl down Joe McCarthy when 
tluit fighting Senator shows that Dean 
Acheson’s record is the record of a gifted 
Communist tight rope walking to hold high 
office. They do not want tile record of 
Frankfurter or Anna Roseberg to be 
mentioned. 

For this and additional reasons they 
tr y to keep the eyes of our foremost politi¬ 
cal and military men focused on the inter- 


n! ,.ial scene. Both the crime and the, 
international situation are nauseating * 
enough, thanks to the confusers them¬ 
selves, but, as MacArthur said in his 
Boston speech, the danger is here at home. 

The world will be won or lost in the battle for 
the United States of America, fhe battle inside out 
borders. Stalin will not risk war unless he can first 
destroy much of our mighty industrial potential by 
atomic and other sabotage. 

Air Secretary Finletter goes around Ihe country 
making headlines about what the Soviet air power 
may do to us and what our air power may do to 
the Soviets. Nerer a word to remind our people 
that if the Marxists who have virtually captured 
our Department of State and Department of De¬ 
fense, tighten their grip on our peoplo, the Soviets 
will only have to make warlike noises—enough war 
or threats to enable the Frankfurter machine, Anna 
Rosenberg et al, to havo the President proclaim 
and maintoin a state of martial law, 

Mrs. Rosenberg has $ aid that the war emer¬ 
gency must be expected to last ten years. 

Only a war emergency, with an ex¬ 
ternal enemy threatening, will enable this 
or any other administration sufficiently to 
bamboozle and suppress the American 
people to make them submit to full-scale 
Stalin-type dictatorship. Even the cautious 
and stealthy approach of the Marxist dic¬ 
tatorship eventually would reveal itself and 
be opposed, probably destroyed by an 
aroused citizenry. 

Mr. Finletter is a successful lawyer, 
but he seems to be blinded to the designs 
of the Marxist revolutionaries. Evidently 
he holds high office only by virtue of the 
fact that he is blindly tolerant toward the 
Jewish nationalists. His mental condition¬ 
ing perhaps is due to the fact that his wife 
is Jewish, (the daughter of Walter 
Damrosch). 

General Eisenhower likewise talks only* 
about the foreign enemy. If he ever has 
pointed the finger at the internal enemy 
I did not see the gesture. This is all the 
more lamentable because he might have 
saved his country. 

Politically 6tupld Bradley and the ma¬ 
jority of the Senators likewise are blind 
to the internal threat. Why will they not 
look down at their feet?.They are stand¬ 
ing on dynamite, planted by the enemy, 
who will detonate the charge whenever the 
time suits him. 

We are walking into the trap not only 
because our people are naive but also be¬ 
cause most of our principal political 
leaders cannot or will not recognize a 
Marxist revolutionary unless he displays 
a Communist Party membership card. The 
Senate took the step which may have 
consigned us to civil war or worse when 
It permitted itself to be stampeded into 
confirming the appointment of Anna 
Rosenberg. It was obvious from the fierce¬ 
ness and vehemence with which the 
massed forces of the Marxist world rushed 
to the defense of Mrs. Rosenberg that they 
attached extreme significance to her con¬ 
firmation. 

It should^ave been evident to any Sen¬ 
ator that the defenders of Mrs. Rosenberg 
w’ere the Communist and related Marxist 
elements. They raised the cry of anti- 
Semitism, which is their chief weapon 
(in a land blinded with tolerance propa¬ 
ganda), and so frightened and confused 
the Senators that they were happy to find 
an excuse for confirming the noted Red, 
and washing their hands of the case.

Mrs. Rosenberg Wrote for Reds 

All or nearly all the papers owned by 
Jewish nationalists, the New York Times, 
the Washington Post, the Philadelphia 
Enquirer, the Wichita Beacon, the New 
York Post, etc., ran smear articles paral¬ 
leling those run in the admittedly Com¬ 
munist papers, completely evading the 
facts about Mrs. Rosenberg's record and 
attacking her critics as anti-Semites. The 
New York Post, published by Dorothy 
Schiff, granddaughter of the late inter¬ 
national banker, Jacob Schiff, who princi¬ 
pally financed his fellow Jewish national¬ 
ists to power in Russia, devoted an entire 
page to attacking a few of us, running 
photographs of Conde McGinley’s Common 
Sense and of my Intelligence Summary. 
We and all other opponents of Mrs. Rosen¬ 
berg were just anti-Semites, therefore the 
facts we presented .about the appointee's 
Communist record did not count!

Identified by Ex-Communists 

The same Issue of the New Masses ran 
a glamorized drawing of Mrs. Rosenberg 
which I reproduce herein, together with a 
photograph of her. Compare them. Is there 
any case of mistaken Identity? 

The editor of the New Masses at that 
time was Frederick Vanderbilt Field, one 
of the Communists now under indictment. 
We must suppose that he and Mrs. Rosen¬ 
berg were on the friendliest terms, polit¬ 
ically. As we approach the final crisis in 
the world revolution must we turn over 
so much of the direction of our defense 
forces to one so beloved of the Com¬ 
munists?

Ralph DeSola, a former Communist, 
submitted a sworn statement to the Sen¬ 
ate committee debating confirmation, af¬ 
firming In part: 

“Anna Rosenberg, one of the founders „ 
of a Communist-inspired magazine for L 
social workers, one of the founders of

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‘Science and Society,’ a Marxist quarterly, 
and later associated with the New Deal 
administration ... is the same Anna 
Rosenberg that I recall attending meet¬ 
ings with at the John Reed Club on 
Sixth Agenue near 8th Street in New York 
City and to whom I was introduced by my 
Communist Party sponsor, James 
Magraw." 

DeSola met Mrs. Rosenberg in a com¬ 
mittee session and identified her as the 
same Anna Rosenberg. She said it must 
have been some other Anna Rosenberg. 

DeSola’s sworn testimony was dis¬ 
credited by the amazing smear power of 
the Marxist machine, on the networks 
and in the newspapers, so that Senators 
seemed anxious not to touch it; but it 
never has been refuted, except of couse, by 
Mrs. Rosenberg. Three witnesses named 
by DeSola as persons who might be able 
to verify his statements, got caught in 
the storm of abuse and smear and, no 
doubt fearing that many Senators would 
not stand behind them and protect them 
from the goons, just didn't know anything!

No man, of course, is apt to be called 
a Communist unless he has traveled dan¬ 
gerously close to the Communist line. 
But note that the President boa put him¬ 
self positively and definitely in the posi¬ 
tion of defending the Communists. This 
goes much further than his "red herring" 
remark about Alger Hiss. The President 
actually is fighting the Communists’ 
battles for them (just as Roosevelt had 
American soldiers attack the Germany 
which stood as a wall against Communism. 

This is the opportunity which the 
Frankfurter machine will not likely over¬ 
look. 

The President accused his enemies of 
creating disunion. That is the key to 
future persecutions and liquidations of the 
eadership of our* people, if Mrs. Rosen¬ 
berg s military government succeeds. 

I think the Communists will be directed 
to create chaos, blasting our cities, murder¬ 
ing and raping. That will solidify the 
people behind a presidential proclamation 
of martial law. 

The Rosenberg military government 
will have to round up hundreds or thou¬ 
sands of the most conspicuous Communists, 
to make a convincing show of anti-Com- 
munism; but they will also try to round 
up the anti-Communists, charging them i 
with “anti-Semitism” (which—by their own ] 
definition—has been made a crime in tke 1 
Communist dominated countries) and with * 
creating DISUNION in time of war i 
emergency. 


A Ten Year War? 

They can afford to send thousands oi 
Communists to prison for a few years If 
at the same time they are able to destroy 
the anti-Communist leadership and break 
up the movement That will leave the 
Zionists in command of the field. And it 
was Zionists (Jewish nationalists) who im¬ 
posed Communism on the Russian people. 

And with Zionists controlling American 
forces and their friends and kinsmen con¬ 
trolling those of the Soviet Union, they 
would perhaps want to have us fight such 
a war as would leave both nations in ruins, 
with all opposition liquidated. This is the 
danger some of us long have warned 
against. 

If the Communists strike violently, I 
have no doubt that we will need martial 
law. And we would like nothing better 
than the chance to cooperate with our ow-n 
forces, our own President and law en¬ 
forcement bodies, in rounding up the Com¬ 
munists and establishing order. 

How then will we know whether the 
military government is for us or against 

If the proclamations are issued in the 
name of the United Nations—that will be 
an open admission that we have been 
captured by an alien power, “the United 
Nations,” a Zionist invention, today domi¬ 
nated by Zionist concepts and influence. 

If the “occupying” United Nations forces 
arrest or liquidate opponents of Commu¬ 
nism and the New Deal—no matter how 
many Communists they arrest, we must 
then realize that the control Is in Zionist

ATTACK WILLIAMS 

This is to thank the many good 
friends, including a considerable num¬ 
ber of new ones, who wrote in about the 
smear by Congressman Samuel Yorty, 

Yorty recently wrote the House Com¬ 
mittee on Uu-American Activities asking 
the committee to investigate what he 
called my “antl-Jewlsh” publications. He 
said my “entire attack seems to stem from 
the one scintilla of evidence that a number 
of Communists happen to bo Jews.” 

His charge seemed to bo that “we are 
now at such a point of danger in world 
affairs that any group dedicated to the 
gospel of hate instead of union constitutes 
a threat to our security." This Is the new 
battle ory of the Communists and their 
agents. Hoping to hide their own hate- 
fomenting activities and to silence the 
Anti-Communists, they now raise the cry of 
"dis-union” in a war emergency—which 
they themselves created. 

For the sake of union we must quit op¬ 
posing the Communists. 

The Long Beach Press Telegram and 
several Los Angeles and New York dailies, 
including those Jewish owned, ran Yorty’s 
smear story, the former paper bannering 
it, quoting only one sentence of my reply. 

The Santa Ana Register bannered my 
reply, which it ran almost in full, showing 
that Yorty comes from Helen Gahagan 
Douglas old Red 14th District of Los An¬ 
geles and must oblige the Marxist minority 
machine in order to be re-elected next 
year. 

My reply also brought out the fact that my 
attack is not against "the Jews" but only ogoinst 
those Jews who brought Marxism to America and 
who have organised hero to make us destroy our¬ 
selves. 

Naturally, I would welcome on opportunity t* 
appear before the House Committee, which /oi 
done such a good job in exposing Communtrn. 
Bui Mr. Yorty would be the lost man to tally 
want me to appear before that committee, be¬ 
cause I have many documents which the commit¬ 
tee should release officially, which woi'd expose 
the guilty face of Yorty's Red friends. 

The Communist and Zionis.' press and 
their front sheets including the little 
weekly throw-away called the Santa Ana 
Independent, which was bought recently 
by a friend of the Anti-Defamsnon League, 
a former editor of the Wlc&ita Beacon 
which openly praised Stalin, greatly rel¬ 
ished the Yorty release. The National 
Jewish Post devoted an entfre page to 
name-calling my publications. 

The Communists smears have all but 
worn out their influence. 4ur neighbors 
are beginning to see through the smear 
curtain and wonder abo*t the smearer. 
The Yorty attack was, fact, helpful to 
this cause .giving wide publicity to some 
facts which I have been trying to get our 
people to see. 
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thousands of their fellow Marxists to Aus¬ 
tria and Germany, while refusing asylum 
to Gentiles fleeing the NKVD, who was 
to have retired In May, still is in com¬ 
mand of all Army Field Forces. 

We can try again to get Congress to 
remove Truman, Acheson, Marshall and 
Rosenberg.

They are taking 
the risk that the Reds will seize the 
country In the meantime, a risk they have 
no right to take. 

I am going to suggest three moves, 
which seem possible of realization: 

}) f*eMwoc/e Congress to revise the definition 
of the duties of the Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion to moke it unmistakably clear that the FBI 
will at all times have full responsibility and 
authority over all civilian loyalty cases. A presi¬ 
dential proclamation in 1939 put the FBI in charge 
of all investigations of civilians regarding loyalty 
(espionage, sabotage, treason, etc.) Congress 
should extend this definition o I duty to loave no 
possibility of encroachment by the military, even 

Co!'™ ° f m ° r . r ‘ al ,aw > exce P f 01 directed by the 
FBI. The military, in other words, would use its 
forces to execute FBI policies, if such forces wore 
needed. 

I am aware that the revolutionaries utterly 
scorn and will disregard our laws But J. Edgar 
Hoover will not. If Congress says it is his duty 
to handle all civilian loyalty casts (including the 
cut lining of policies for Army action in the case 
cd moss civilian demonstrations), then Hoover will 
carry out such duties, if it it within his power to 
do so. And, in a showdown with the Marxist 
machine, he could certainly rally the people to hit 
sueport. Martial law then would increase the 
power of Mr. Hoover, instead of nullifying it. 

Th* threat alone of thus dividing the country, 
oi giving the Anti-Communists a great official, 
legal leader, might well deter the revolutionaries 
from bringing about a situation requiring martial 
law. 

2) Repeal the UMT act 
What You Can Do 

I urge you to write many Senators and Con¬ 
gressmen, and to go see tome of them, showing 
them the necessity of taking this or other suitable 
action, now, while there is time. You moy not 
be allowed to communicate with your Senators and 
Congressmen 1 after martial law is invoked, throw¬ 
ing all facilities into the hands of the Rosenberg 
element. 

3) My other suggestion is that you or¬ 
ganize at once a few small cells in your 
city. Choose one courageous, dependable 
friend; educate him. Then choose another, 
till you have not more than eight Then 
build another like celL Let no member 
of one cell know the identity of a member 
of any other celL Secrecy makes the 
enemy powerful, and we must now defend 
ourselves intelligently. 

Do not act; do not talk. Get names, 
office and home addresses and pictures 0 ! 
the Marxists who are likely to dominate 
your city/;machinery if the enemy suc¬ 
ceeds in capturing the national adminis¬ 
tration and clamping a Marxist dictator¬ 
ship on this Republic. 


J Th w military government comman¬ 
ders rf _,oably will be steered by political 
advisers or commissars, since this was the 
practice we followed (adopting it from the 
Soviets) with our military government 
organization ruling conquered territories 
just after the war, and since it is'the pat¬ 
tern we now follow in Germany. You may 
be sure that the advisers to unit comman¬ 
ders in American cities will be Anti-Defa¬ 
mation League agents. These already 
exist in 1200 American cities, just a few 
in each city. They will be the master 
minds behind the revolution. 

Be prepared to act offensively, If the 
time comes that you have to fight for 
your family and your country. Know* your 
objectives. It is not Illegal to devote 
your loyalty to the country and the Con¬ 
stitution, rather than to some official who 
may be a usurper and an enemy. 

Only a few hundred men and women, 
Zionists and gentile stooges, constitute the 
real threat of a Marxist dictatorship. 
A few small cells of honest, intelligent 
and fearless Americans can free a city 
or furnish the necessary rallying leader¬ 
ship. 

If the Russians had organized in small 
cells in advance aqd singled out no more 
than 200 of the leaders, striking offensively 
at the right time, they could have saved 
millions of their countrymen. Take a 
few hundred ADL officials and propa- 
gand agents out of circulation, and you 
will have freed Congress and the govern¬ 
ment from its machinations, its smear and 
fear power. 

Make clear that you are not attacking 
the Jews, but only the power cult which 
aims to destroy America. 

Act locally, on your own determination 
not to lose your country. Do not look for 
a national leader. Any national figure is 
so closely watched that ho would only 
draw fire on your cells. It is your country; 
don't let the enemy have it. 

This is not a sensational article; It is 
merely a factual preview of the revolu¬ 
tion which will come unless YOU stop it. 
The enemy would be foolish to undertake 
such direct action, for overt action failed 
in Hungary, Italy, Germany, Spain, and 
would surely fail in the end hero, after a 
bloody struggle. If you organize secretly 
and the enemy realizes that you arc so 
organized and determined to fight for your 
freedom, your preparedness might prevent 
bloodshed. 
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CRUSADE FOR FREEDOM BROADCASTS 
IN EUROPE AID COMMUNISTS 


The Crusade for Freedom has 
launched a new money-raising drive, and 
again, as in its original campaign last 
year, it is sweeping millions of well- 
meaning Americans into its camp. It is 
the most deceptive front yet organized, 
and so successful that it shakes confi¬ 
dence in the ability of the American 
people to survive the impact of Oriental 
psychological warfare. 

I have now some reports from Europe 
which reveal a shameful program of 
double dealing and treachery with mon¬ 
ey contributed by generous, kindly 
American people. 

It was Anti-Defamation League officials 
who principally organized the Crusade, but 
this fact was not told in the big news¬ 
papers; hence even Buch Informed Anti- 
Communists as Col. Rupert Hughes and 
Rev. James Fifield were induced to lend 
the use of their names and influence. 

When revelations of spies and other 
Communist agents began to make the 
going rough for the Marxist revolution¬ 
aries inside our borders, it became neces¬ 
sary for the big-name Zionists—those fig¬ 
ures wh« have the ear of Presidents and 
shape policies helpful to the world revolu¬ 
tion, and who have fought doggedly if 
subtly to protect Communists, to reor¬ 
ganize with new window dressing. They 
had to whitewash themselves to hold their 
influence, and they wanted, among other 
things, to continue to confuse our Euro¬

Packed With Reds 

Quietly, behind the scenes they set up 
plans for a ''Radio Free Europe" short 
wave propaganda network. Then they laid 
plans for a big popular front in America

Before any public announcement was 
made of their plans, they handpicked the 
men who were to control the new 
national front. These names composing 
the national council never were made 
public intentionally, so far as I know; but 
some of them were inadvertantly publi¬ 
cized. For instance, in a question-and- 
answer program on a radio station, the 
eminent General Ira C. Eaker, who lent 
his name to the crusade at that time, re¬ 
vealed that the organization had choseri 
Walter Wanger and Benjamin H. Kizer 
as two of its national councilmen before 
he, General Eaker, ever heard of its 
existance. 

"Wanger" h a notorious old time Communist 
fronter, cited many times in official tiles of the 
California Un-American Activities Committee. He 
is a big Zionist and brother of the equally Red 
Lion Feuchtwanger. Kiicr likewise has a long 
Zionist and Communist front record. 

longer, in addition to his national office, 
became head of the Crusade for Los Angeles ; 


Kiser became director for Washington state. 

But the two top figures from the outset were 
Senator Herbert H . Lehman and Barney Balaban, 
both vice presidents of the Anti-Defamation 
League, Balaban recently chairman of the exec u- 
five board of the ADL These men are foremost, 
with Felix Frankfurter, among the revolutionary 
strategists id America. Isolate them and 100 of 
their fop associates and the revolution would be 
stunned and staggering. 

Lehman, as you doubtless have observed in 
news reports, has fought every effort to enact 
legislation against Communists. He fought the 
He Canon act and is still fry nig to get it nullified. 

Sen. Tenney Condemned Crusade 

He was described by the Chicago 
Tribune (May 29, 1300) as uonatltuting, 
with Felix Frankfurter and Henry Mor- 
genthau, Jr., "the secret government of 
the United States." As governor general of 
UNRRA long after the war, Lehman deliv¬ 
ered $400,000,000 of American goods to the 
Red Army which then occupied Yugo¬ 
slavia. He attacks General MacArthur in 
the same way the Communist papers 
attack the General. He has a life-long 
record of revolutionary activities, de¬ 
structive to the Christian West 

To dramatize the new front and give it 
a great send-off, the national council chose 
Carl Byoir and Associates, public relations 
specialists (who engineered many of the 
big New Deal splurges, such as Roose¬ 
velt's birthday balls, and Wendell Willkle’s 
one-world campaign). Mr. Byoir is a crypto 
Jew. He seems to have the full coopera¬ 
tion of the Anti-Defamation League's 
mighty propaganda machine (including 
Winch ell and Pearson) in his left wing, 
internationalist campaigns. 

They “christened” the new front Cru¬ 
sade for Freedom. 

Generals Lucius Clay and Dwight Eis¬ 
enhower, who owe their promotions and 
pompous reputations entirely to the Anti- 
Defamation League (see the July, 1961, 
issue of the Intelligence S ummar y for 
the backers of Eisenhower), were chosen 
as window dressing. Millions of Ameri¬ 
cans followed tlieir lead. Men who 
should have had their eyes open failed to 
observe that all the old Marxist groups 
which call themselves Zionist (including 
their radio spokesmen) jumped onto the 
whitewash bandwagon. 

State Senator Jack B. Tenney, for ten 
years chairman of the California Commit¬ 
tee on Un-American Activities, deceived 
by tlie new front for about two weeks, saw 
behind its curtain and resigned, issuing a 
statement to the newspapers that he could 
not associate , himself with an organization 
of which Walter Wanger was one of the 
managers.': 

This writer tried in his small way to 
point out that the control of the Crusade 
for Freedom's short wave propaganda 
would be in alien hands and would pro¬ 
mote our enemies, or at best, confusion 
and delays. But the Crusade fooled mil¬ 
lions of good people and raised millions of 
dollars. 

Now the Crusade Is once more in a big 
drive for American money, and it has sent 
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copies of some clean, innocent broadcast 
scripts to its various chairmen in America. 
But I have some reports from Europe that 
the Crusade’s Radio Free Europe is not 
innocent. It Is using not a single uncom¬ 
promisingly Anti-Communist speaker or 
device. It is promoting the old fellow 
travelers who lost their countries to Com¬ 
munism. It is still fighting the now-dead 
Nazism, and with such emphasis and 
technique as stir friction, create division 
and make It difficult for us to consoli¬ 
date other Europeans with the Gorman 
people against Communism. And it is 
flagrantly advertising Jewish speakers and 
causes, thus showing the Anti-Communist 
white Russians and Ukrainians, Poles, 
Hungarians, Roumanians, etc.—who know 
that Communism is Jewish—that America 
is so much in the hands of Jews that they 
even dominate Radjo Free Europe. 

Thus, they are hardening our land of 
people, the Anti-Communists, behind the 
Iron eurtaln against surrendering to our 
armies in case of war. Those people will 
bo afraid that we loo are Communist and 
they will say, “What's the use of surren¬ 
dering to the Americans? Reds cannot 
liberate us from Reds.” 

The device may cost us millions of 
men. 

Europeans See Double-Dealing 

There is a rising protest among the 
more thoughtful peoples of Europe. For 
instance, the Salzburger Nachrichten, one 
of the great dailies of Austria, recently 
featured an article showing the dangerous 
duplicity of the broadcasts. 

The eminent displaced Hungarian 
scholar, Dr. Koloman Rattkay, author of 
Anti-Communist books and for 30 years an 
active opponent of Communism, agreed 
with the Austrian paper and wrote the 
manager of the broadcast network pro¬ 
testing. Referring to the author of the 
article in the Austrian paper, Dr. Ratt¬ 
kay wrote Radio Free Europe; 

"He is correcf in stating that it is absurd 
that the new radio, functioning on German soil, 
and thus enjoying German hospitality, should 
utter throughout weeks of broadcasting, no word 
of recognition for the Gorman people; but rather 
should repeatedly seek to wound its self-respect, 
and to besmirch the honor of its soldiers who 
have valliantly battled against the Soviet 
hordes. 

"The German nation has atoned for all its 
sins. . . . What is the sense, therefore, of the 
new radio raining just as many blows of its whip 
upon fhe no longer extanf bogey of 'Nazism' as 
upon the very much alive and deadly peril of 
Bolshevism? . . . 

"What is true in regard to Germany is 
equally true in regard to the Hungarian, Roman¬ 
ian and Cxecho-Slovakian broadcasts. The pro¬ 
grams beamed toward Prague, Bucharest and 
Budapest are not content with censuring the 
pro-Bolshevist government now in power in 
those countries: they proceed to vilify in the 
same terms the legitimate Romanian, Slovak and 
Hungarian governments of fhe war years and 
the old nationalist parliamentary parties of the 
right (the Anti-Communist parties — Ed.). . .

Opposed Loyalty Oath 

It was Governor Warren and he alone who 
blocked the move by the Board of Regents to 
require a thorogoing loyalty oath of employes of 
the University of California. Warren delivered 
the main speech in Board meetings against the 
oath requirement. 

The first show-down fight inside the 
Board of Regents was scheduled for the 
night of March 30, 1950. The day before, 
Warren filled the only vacancy on the 
Board with the appointment of his old 
friend and adviser, Jesse Stelnhart, San 
Francisco attorney, a national commis¬ 
sioner of the Anti-Defamation League. 

It goes without saying that Stelnhart 
voted against requiring the antl-Com- 
munist oath. He thereby tied the vote, 
10 to 10, winning a delay, and for weeks 
Warren fought the loyalty oath, succeed¬ 
ing in watering it down. This fight raged 
during Warren's campaign for redaction, 
and this catering to the powerful minority 
bloc might have defeated him had he been 
opposed by a fighting American. But, as 
usual, his opponent was more radical than 
he, and therefore again Warren’s Red 
record was not exposed to the voters. 

In the morning papers, July 22, 1950, the 
Associated Press reported: “Governor Earl 
Warren cast the deciding vote today as 
the University of California board of re¬ 
gents voted 10 to 9 to retain high rank¬ 
ing professors despite their refusal to sign 
contracts disavowing Communism.” 

A sort of loyalty oath finally had gone 
through but newspapers of April 8, 1951, 
carried the following INS report: “Ruling 
of the third district court of appeals de¬ 
claring unconstitutional the special loyalty 
oath requirement of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia was greeted today by Governor Earl 
Warren. The Governor said: 

11 ‘I was happy to read the decision of 
the court, and I hope that the final judg¬ 
ment will be in accordance with its pro¬ 
nouncements.” 

And July 24, 1951, Warren vetoed a 


bill “which would have permitted the dis¬ 
charge of state college professors advo¬ 
cating Communism on or off the campus 
or joining Communist front organizations.” 

To be sure, Warren always finds some 
excuse for his position. So does Dean 
Acheson. So does Felix Frankfurter. So 
does Harry Truman. So does any Com¬ 
munist. The important point is: Warren 
has fought consistently to keep university 
personnel from having to swear that they 
are not Communists. There is no possible 
excuse for his stand. 

If you follow the Jewish newspapers 
and magazines, and the official Commun¬ 
ist papers, you will see that B'nai B’rith, 
the ADL, the Central Conference of Amer¬ 
ican Rabbis, the American Jewish Com¬ 
mittee and the American Jewish Congress 
—collectively the mighty power of the or¬ 
ganized minority machine which consti¬ 
tutes the Marxist revolution in America— 
you wijj see that they oppose and con¬ 
demn all the measures designed to seri¬ 
ously hamper Communists, and they are 
especially sneering and contemptuous of 
loyalty oath requirements.

Hundreds of millions, perhaps bil¬ 
lions of dollars of wealdi is evading the 
income tax under non-political clauses, 
while promoting the world Marxist re¬ 
volution.

The Ford fund supplies money for the 
Workshops in Human Relations, a scourge 
of seminars set up in colleges and high 
schools indoctrinating teachers and se¬ 
lected students in “brotherhood" and one- 
world, one-race concepts—indistinguish¬ 
able from the Communist racial program.

Among the contributions by the Ford 
fund is an $80,000 assist to Grenville

"The American Zionist Council, which includes 
all Zionist groups in this country, was a leader 
in working for a Jewish state in Palestine, is now 
active in supporting the Government of Israel . 

"Both the American Jewish Committee and the 
American Jewish Congress and non-Zionist groups, 
concerned primarily with strengthening civil 
liberties and civil rights.

BURNED DOCUM^\^ 
INDICTED FORD 


Some interesting documentation expos¬ 
ing the Red slant of the Ford Foundation 
caused the burning of the April-May 1963 
issue of FREEDOM FACTS, the official 
publication of the All-American Confer¬ 
ence to Combat Communism, a thing 
which was started by the American Le¬ 
gion but taken over at the very first 
meeting by the ADL. (See the Summary 
for December, 1949, and January and Feb¬ 
ruary 1950, In which I for warned that the 
ADL would use this new anti-Commnnist 
combine to prevent serious attacks on 
Communist activities.) 

When certain officials of the All-Ameri¬ 
can Conference arrived in the nation’s 
capital for the 1953 convention and found 
in the April-May issue of their paper the 
factual report on the Ford Foundation, 
these officials ordered the entire issue 
burned. Apparently few if any of the 
delegates representing the various mem¬ 
ber organizations, such as the Legion, 
VFW and National Grange, ever saw a 
copy of that issue of their paper. 

"The Ford Foundation, which practically 
owns the Ford Motor Company , has set up a 
$15,000,000 fund that is all to be spent. . . in 
an intensive drive which it says is 'directed 
toward the elimination of restrictions of freedom 
of thought, inquiry and expression in the United 
States, and the development of policies and 
procedures best adapted to protect these 
rights' . . . 

"The Ford Foundation asserts that 'individual 
freedom' has become unrespectable in the United 
States 'We propose,' it says, 'to help restore 
respectability to individual freedom.' . . . 

"It is contended by many anti-Communists 
that the Ford Foundation is anti-anti-Communist 
and that it will spend the $ 15,000,000 fund to 
protect the 'rights' of Communists as teachers 
and movie, radio and television writers, oefors, 
directors, producers and so forth. As a result, 
it is argued, the Communist Fifth Column will 
be protected in the name of 'civil liberties.' 

"Henry Ford II . . . and his brother Benson . . . 
are regarded as leaning heavily on the advice 
of anofher board member, Robert M. Hutchins. . . 
Hutchins has charge of all the foundation's work 
in the fields of 'education and civil liberties'. 

"He (Hutchins) has repeatedly insisted that 
Communists should be allowed to teach in col¬ 
leges and schools. 

"In 1951 Hutchins denounced the Supreme 
Court decision upholding the conviction of 11 
members of the Communist Parly's Politbureau 
before Judge Medina for conspiracy to advocate 
overthrow of the United States government. 

"Testifying before an Illinois legislative group, 
Hutchins said, 'It is not yet established if it is 
subversive to be a Communist.' 

(NOTE—the . Yiddish use of “if” for 
“whether”. Is it possible that Hutchins is 
Jewish? Does any subscriber have any 
pertinent information ?—RHW) 

"Eric Sevareid, CBS editorialist who has long 
opposed Congressional investigations of Com¬ 
munism, made a broadcast enthusiastically prais¬ 
ing the Ford project. . . 

"Sevareid denounced persons who try to bar 
Communists from employment in schools, col- 


radio, television, movies and the theafe. 
called them ' racketeers' and declared that 
Hutchins’ new $15,000,000 project would *ferret 
out and challenge' them. 

"The American Legion's newsletter, THE 
FIRING UNE, says the Ford $15,000,000 fund is 
regarded by many anti-Communists os a 'huge 
slush fund for fulhscala war on all organisa¬ 
tions and individuals who have ever exposed and 
fought Communists'. 

’Rep, Donald L. Jackson of California, a 
member of the House Un-American Acfivifies 
Committee, says: ‘The Ford Foundation. . . 
announced the grant of $15,000,000. . . for the 
purpose of investigating the Congress of the 
United States and its committees. . . The total 
appropriations made for all (House) investi¬ 
gating committees do not exceed one million 
dollars for the period of a year. . . 

"The Ford plant in Dearborn is a seething 
mass of intrique and conspiracy. . . the Local 
union, the world's largest, is dominated and di¬ 
rected by Communists and Communist sympa¬ 
thizers. In the face of the evidence available, it 
appears criminal folly for the Ford Motor Com¬ 
pany to associate its name and its prestige with 
any effort to hamstring the vital investigations 
designed to render sabotage and subversion less 
likely in case of war.' " 

As for the All-American Conference, 
some time after I forewarned that the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith 
was in it and would take it over unless 
Legion and VFW men put on their fight¬ 
ing clothes, California State Senator Jack 
B. Tenney, then head of the state Un- 
American Activities Committee and an in¬ 
fluential delegate to the conference, told 
me how right I had been; and Jewish 
newspapers reported how B’nai B’rith 
members had privately threatened to walk 
out of the conference if the then Legion 
Commander Craig permitted Merwln Hart 
and certain other genuine, fighting anti- 
Communists to be seated. Craig should 
have said Good riddance and let the Zion¬ 
ist Gromykos take a walk; but instead, 
he knuckled under—and we see three and 
a half years later, that the Zionists have 
kept the All-American Conference from 
iallying the nation against Communist 
encroachment.

The Eisenhower forces managed to trim 
the Reece Committee fund to a,, piddling 
$50,000 (to investigate the financial 
giants). 

Human Events likened Reece to David 
against Goliath. 

Speaker Joe Martin, a sad disappoint¬ 
ment to his old friends of the MacArthur 
and Taft camps, handicapped Reece by 
naming to the committee two Congressmen 
who had actually voted against the in¬ 
vestigation; and Ray Tucker reports that 
the Eisenhower men have organized 
against Reece. Already it looks as if Reece 
will have to ignore the major aspects of 
guilt (the contributions to the Communist 
revolution) and confine his inquiry to the 
question of violations of the tax exemption 
privilege. 

It is going to call for agility to find the 
fine line dividing “religious, charitable and 
educational” endeavors from political ac¬ 
tivities—activities designed to influence 
legislation.

So was 
Upton Close’s Broadcasts, Inc. Isn’t this 
bias just about as extreme as in the Soviet 
Union? We are permitted exemption only 
if our donations support the revolution. 
Has America already degenerated into a 
banana republic in which the In’s axe the 
Outs? 

It is my hope that so many Americans 
will hammer on this unequal taxation, 
this bias against anti-Communist, pro- 
American contributions, that the Reece 
committee will call Upton dose and repre¬ 
sentatives of Judge Armstrong and other 
patriots and give them » hearing.

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DOCUMENT REVEALS NEW SECRETIVE ALLIANCE OF 
NATIONAL COUNCIL CHURCHES WITH RED GROUPS 

Fresh Tidal Wave of Marxist Propaganda Sweeps Nation; Millions of Dollars From Tax-Exempt 
Foundations to be Poured into Propaganda Through Churches 


Two of the three biggest revolution¬ 
ary organizations in the Western world, 
engaged in the subjugation of the 
Anglo-Saxon influence and of Chris¬ 
tianity, and establishing "a new ra¬ 
cial domination” of the world, have 
affected an alliance with the National 
Council of Churches. 

The two organizations are the American 
Jewish Committee and its organizational 
partner, the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B'rith. 

The alliance, agreed to by the con¬ 
tracting parties a little over a year ago, 
puts at the disposal of the two Zionist 
organizations the full channels of com¬ 
munication of the major Protestant de¬ 
nominations in America, claiming mem¬ 
ber-churches with over 30,000,000 mem¬ 
bers, more than half of all Protestants in 
this country. 

The alliance means that the literature 
of the National Council and its member 
churches—Christian churches—in the fu¬ 


ture will be slanted to please the great 
enemy of Christianity and the Anglo- 
Saxon-Nordic race. 

I had observed for some months a 
new burst of speed and boldness in the 
literature of the Methodist, the Northern 
(not the Southern) Presbyterian, the 
United Lutheran (not the Missouri Synod) 
and other National.Council members; but 
not till this week did I have the docu¬ 
ments establishing the source of this new 
high-gear revolutionary program. 

I have been noticing that the literature 
of these churches, the old line once- 
conservative denominations including 
some in the Old South, in recent months 
have become so bold that they defend 
the Anti-Defamation League, champion 
its full program and actually name it 
as a source of material. We have long 
known that the ADL was influencing the 
literature of National Council of Churches, 
but the document shows that hereafter 
the sky is the limit as regards Zionist- 
Marxist propaganda through these 
churches and we must now expect tens of 
millions of dollars of Zionist money to be 


thus used to mislead our children in the 
Sunday schools and ourselves in the con¬ 
gregations.

In a booklet called FACTS recently 
issued by the American Jewish Commit¬ 
tee I find the source of the new revo¬ 
lutionary tidal wave; 

"Through fhe newly c reafed Division of 
Christian Education of the National Council 
of Churchei, the AJC and ADL will jointly have 
an unprecedented opportunity to aid in the 
preparation of lesson materials, ehidy guides, 
audio visual aides, etc., for use in educa¬ 
tional purposes sponsored by the Protestant 
churches and organizations.” 

"Under the auspices of Drew Theological 
Seminary, we have conducted an exhaustive study 
of religious textbooks currently used in Protes¬ 
tant schools. Errors, misstatements and miscon¬ 
ceptions of the historic role of the Jews in 
the earliest days of Christianity hove been and 
will continue to be tabulated and brought to 
the attention of Protestant educators and text-

PRESIDENT'S FOREIGN POLICY CLEAR AT LAST: 

GET ALONG WITH THE COMMUNIST GOVERNMENTS 

—So as to Build a World Government . President has Swallowed the Hokum that the Anti-Communist 
Underground Forces are Fascists 


After eight months in office Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower’s foreign policy has 
become clear: Like the man himself, it 
is a policy of softness in all respects, 
with interest centered, not in American 
preeminence, but in a world govern¬ 
ment. 

The President has completely aban¬ 
doned any plans he may have had, or 
which may have been imputed to him by 
wishful thinkers, of tearing apart the 
world Communist enemy. His plan is 
to get along with the Soviet Union so 
as to build a world government. An 
examination of bis moves leaves no 
doubt about it. 

We have good reason to believe tbat 
advisers have convinced him that the 
anti-Communist forces in the captive 


countries are “Fascists” and that there¬ 
fore if we help them destroy the Com¬ 
munist tyranny they will set up a 
Fascist tyranny throughout the vast cap¬ 
tive regions. 

To a born do-gooder, one nurtured 
on the Marxist panaceas for die world’s 
ailments, nothing is more fearful than 
the rise of something loosely called 
Fascism. The New Deal mind and 
heart are^ not capable of seeing that 
Fascist id a name the Communists, 
Zionist# and false liberals bestow on 
their enemies, including the most ardent 
advocates of human freedom. 

Anti-Reds Want Freedom 

The President is so taken in by the 
world government hokum that he is 
willing to get along with the Com¬ 


munist governments on the advice that 
their fire will gradually burn out, 
rather than risk the rise of nationalistic, 
patriotic governments in Eastern Eu¬ 
rope, Russia and China. Though such 
governments probably would not now 
follow fascistic lines (a matter which is 
none of our business if they do not 
threaten us), they most certainly would 
not submit to the tyranny of a world 
government. For what they want is 
freedom. 

Truman permitted the State De¬ 
partment to pursue the same course. 
Anticipating that the Kremlin power 
might possibly be blown up by counter¬ 
revolutionaries or by internal rivalries 
in the Politburo, Acheson actually went 
so far as to give off-the-rccord back¬ 
ing to a socialistic coterie which went 
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to Europe and, as best we hav^been 
able to find out, considered itself 
a sort of Socialist government-in-exile, 
hoping to grab power over the Russians 
if the Communist regime blew up. 
Kerensky, whose soft Socialist govern¬ 
ment in 1917 gave way to full-scale 
Bolshevik Communism, was head of 
the coterie, with Isaac Don Levine, 
Russian-born anti-Stalinist, closely as¬ 
sociated with him. 

They were in contact with a group 
which tried to organize all the exiles 
and escapees of various political be¬ 
liefs. 

While none of the inner circle want¬ 
ed to admit any of the above stated 
intentions, or even a connection with 
the State Department, informants said 
the State Department backed the 
Socialist coterie because State was fear¬ 
ful of the rise of Fascist governments 
if the Soviet Kremlin broke up. But 
some of our contacts who had dis¬ 
trusted Kerensky since his regime was 
so easily pushed over by the Bolsheviks 
in 1917, felt that the stand-by lefties 
would be used again by the Commu¬ 
nists as a transition back to full scale 
Communism. 

"Be Kind to Commies” 

Whether the Eisenhower-Dulles- 
Weinberg regime has any such stand¬ 
by "anti-Fascist” one-worlders in Eu¬ 
rope or elsewhere we have as yet no 
way of knowing. 

Eisenhower never has struck a solid 
blow against the Soviets, much less 
against internal Communists. His 
foreign policy became clear beyond any 
conceivable denial when he refused a 
victory in Korea. We say advisedly 
that he refused a victory: Every single 
commander of the Korean forces and 
many a high ranking subordinate has 
made clear that we could have a Korean 
victory if the political high command 
really wanted victory. 

As a matter of fact, we could have 
had victory in Korea without any major 
drive on that battle front by supplying 
Chiang Kai-shek’s troops as a deversion 
to draw the Red armies out of Korea. 
There is now and has been for a long 
time such a general rebellion in spirit 
among the Chinese people against the 
Communist regime that we are assured 
by no less than General Claire Chen- 
nault, long time adviser to Chiang— 
as soon as the Formosan troops landed 
on their home shores they would be 
swamped by volunteers. South China 
would rise tip to greet its liberator. 
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and the Red high command would have 
to snatch its divisions out of Korea 
and rush them southward some 1500 
miles, over two rickety railroads, to 
try to stop the all-important threat of 
Chiang. 

With Chiang’s potentially limitless 
manpower supplied by America’s fabu¬ 
lous industrial might, there would be 
no stopping the Nationalists short of 
the Soviet border. 

This, there is ample reason to be¬ 
lieve, is the thing which would most 
alarm the men in the Kremlin. And 
it is the easiest, the most practical, the 
lowest cost route we could take to 
counter-attack the world revolutionary 
machine whose leaders long ago declar¬ 
ed war on capitalist, Christian Amer¬ 
ica. 

Ike’s Oppo*. unity: 

Victory Without War 

We could equip a Chinese army at a 
fraction of the cost of our own or a 
European army. Chinese fight for three 
bowls of rice a day. They would need some 
modern planes and tanks but mostly they 
would depend on masses, with light equip¬ 
ment—and on rallying the whole populace 
against the Red invaders, many of whose 
generals would be expected to lead their 
divisions back to Chiang’s side. 

These generafs defeefed to the invading Com¬ 
munists only because the White House deserted 
and largely disarmed Chiang. 

It is not only Eisenhower’s unwillingness 
to let us win in Korea but also his con¬ 
tinued unwillingness to let Chiang Kai- 
shek drive the Communists out of China 
which confirms our diagnosis of his 
foreign policy. He continues to squander 
several billion dollars a year on Socialist 
or otherwise impotent governments which 
have not the slightest intention of harm¬ 
ing the Soviet Union, which governments, 
in fact, howl to heaven and the UN if 
we so much as make a face at Malenkov. 
He avoids any substantial help to any 
of the militantly anti-Communist gov¬ 
ernments (Korea, Cuina, Germany, Spain). 
He said pointedly last summer that he 
had no intention of sending arms to the 
anti-Communist underground forces be¬ 
hind the Iron curtain. 

Of all the compounded frauds of our 
time, none is more doubly compounded 
than Eisenhower’s contention that his 
give-away program is to rally the free 
nations against Communism. By putting 
about a third as much money behind 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Chinese Nationalists 
Eisenhower could launch a force that 
WOUI 5 I lead directly—and without involv¬ 
ing ifs In war—to the disintegration of the 
boasted Soviet power. Chiang is one of two 
remaining leaders in Asia on whom we 
can absolutely depend to stand by us 
against the Communists. He has fought 
them since 1927. He is wiley and tough. 
The Reds can’t fool him, buy him, scare 
him or militarily outwit him. Next to 
Douglas Mac Arthur, he is probably the 
man in all the world most feared and 


hated by the Marxist one-worlders—not 
only those in the Kremlin but also those 
in and about the White House. 

Why shouldn't they be afraid of Chiang? 
If he had just a fair portion of the backing 
with which we are bribing and, maintain¬ 
ing in power the socialistic pro-UN gov¬ 
ernments of Europe, he could rally a 
nation of nearly 500 million people against 
the Soviet Union, and this nation would 
not have to move its armies across six 
thousand miles of ocean; it lies already 
jammed up against the Soviet border for 
thousands of miles. 

Easy Victory 

Chennault, who ia constantly informed 
on the situation on the China mainland, 
has told me from time to time that the 
Formosan command would take back all 
of South China (to the Yangtze River) 
as fast as troops could advance and 
consolidate and advance again. He points 
out that the Soviets know their own weak¬ 
ness and long ago stripped factories 
*outh bf the Yangtze : of machinery,' mov¬ 
ing it northward beyond the Yellow River. 

If the President wanted to destroy the 
Soviet power he could do so through this 
Asiatic route, and without seriously risk¬ 
ing our involvement in outright war, 
since the USSR would be foolish to attack 
us while potentially mighty China was in 
rebellion right on the Soviet border. The 
Reds must consolidate all of China and 
probably French Indo-China before at¬ 
tacking the West. 

But the President sends a pittance to For¬ 
mosa and recently bound Chiang to agree to 
confer with the State Department before under¬ 
taking any major operations to liberate his 
homeland . 

Billions for harmless governments of Europe: 
little genuine encouragement for a revived 
German army (the only potential in Europe 
which the Soviets fear); chains on Syngman Rheei 
handcuffs on Chiang Kai-shek. And now some 
wooiy plan for sending several hundred millions 
of dollars worth of supplies fo the barefoot 
bamboo soldiers of Indo-China, where even if 
trained and equipped, on that front they co*W 
only hack at the snake's fail. 

How fraudulent therefore is Eisenhower's 
latest pitch " against" the Communists: fn hts 
Boston Republican .dinner speech September 21 
(as reported by the Associated Press) he said 
no national defense sacrifice—including any 
tax—was too great for Americans in the struggle 
against “enemies of freedom equipped with the 
most terrible weapon of desfrudion''—meaning 
the hydrogen bomb. 

What is he up to? We told you at the 
beginning of this article, but he himself 
has told us repeatedly that his aim is to 
“strengthen” the United States. When the 
heroic Rhee was fighting to keep Eisen¬ 
hower from surrendering in Korea, Eisen¬ 
hower was quoted (in the Hearst Los 
Angeles Examiner, July 9, 1953) as saying 
he understood Rhee’s hope for a united 
Korea “but he declared that the continua¬ 
tion of the war must be weighed against 
the future of the United Nations and 
what the free world expects to accom¬ 
plish through the U.N.” 

If the President did not count on the 
Communists as allies in “strengthening" 
the United Nations we must suppose that 
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he would not have been unwilling to 
smash them. 

Mr. Eisenhower’s Secretary of State for 
years has been a United Nations booster 
and during the recent session of Congress 
he and the President both threw their 
weight against the Bricker Amendment (to 
prevent the UN world power front from 
imposing laws directly on the people of 
the United States, in lieu of laws made 
by our own governmental bodies). That Is 
about as plain as the President could 
make his position. 

Dulles already is campaigning for re¬ 
vision upward of the UN charter In 1955 
when it is due to he reviewed. Before the 
recent meeting of the American Bar As¬ 
sociation he said he would recommend 
rigid atomic disarmament; and a code of 
international law for all nations. 

Only One Year Left? 

Meanwhile, by halting the war in Korea 
without victory Eisenhower and Malenkov 
meet on common ground jointly support¬ 
ing what we must view (not without 

alarm) as the nucleus of- a *TVorld police 

force, already taking orders from the UN 
military command! All they have to do 
to expand this UN army is for Malenkov 
to start more Koreas and Eisenhower to 
match him in each, and pretty soon we 
will have the bulk of our troops and per¬ 
haps our secret weapons all pooled in 
the world army. Thus relieved of the bur¬ 
den of defense weapons we can submit 
in “peace'’ to the enslavement of a world 
government. 

Meanwhile, however, the Soviets need 
only two or three of four more years in 
which to consolidate in the Far East and 
complete their development of our secrets 
into a sizeable atomic arsenal. They 
may never be able to whip the United 
States, given intelligent leadership here, 
but they will, as sure as the sun rises, 
be in a position to devastate many of our 
industrial cities—and they may be willing 
to take the risk. As we wait we must sup¬ 
port a fantastically expensive defense 
force. 

Eisenhower has now, while the Soviets 
are known to be suffering economic and 
other internal distress, his great oppor¬ 
tunity to destroy them without a war of 
unspeakable cost to us. This may well 
be his last opportunity without risking 

atomic war,,and tikis'Opportunity will not 

exist much longer. 

Even the Truman appointed Gordon Dean, 
past chairman of the Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion has just warned that America has only 
about one more year in which to do something 
to cause the USSR to lift the curtain and drop 
its war aims. 

It is not without point to take a look 
now at the foreign policy of all the Com¬ 
munist governments, which Mr. Eisen¬ 
hower is counting on to help him bdild a 
United Nations world government. The 
policy of all these governments, including 
Mao’s and Tito's, always has been pub¬ 
licly proclaimed. It is unchanging. We 
quote is from the former head of the 
Comintern (or Communist International), 
Dmitri Manuilsky, as he explained it to his 
Comrades in 1930: 

"War to the hilt between Communism and 
Capitalism is inevitable. Today, of course, we 
are not strong enough to attack. Our time will 
come in 20 or 30 years. To win we shall need 


the element of surprise . The bourgeoisie will have 
to be put to sleep. So we shall begin by launch¬ 
ing the most spectacular peace movement on 
record. There will be electrifying overtures and 
unheard of concessions. The capitalist countries, 
stupid and decadent, will rejoice to cooperate 
in their own destruction. They will leap at 
another chance to be friends. As soon as their 
guard is down we shall smash them with our 
clenched fist!"

now is being edited and in part written 
by the arch-enemy of the Anglo-Saxon-

have the New Deal Marxist political party 
hogwash fed to us and our children 
through more than half our churches. 

It will directly influence elections in favor 
of a world government (composed of all 
the motley races and nations of the world) 
over our country; for the vicious FEPC 
and other coercive “civil rights” measures; 
for mass immigration of the so-called 
minorities and for the “welfare state” 
measures of Karl Marx Socialism. 

In, another American Jewish Committee 
publication, THE HOME FRONT, Vol. 6, 
No. 1, apparently published in 1952, the 
cultists are so scornful of Christianity 
that they attack one of the directors of 
an anti-Marxist educational organization 
by the single statement that he “discloses 
his sentiments sufficiently by a CHRIST¬ 
MAS (they underscored the word) card he 
sent out* TJuy as a Christian* he exhorted, 
‘vote as a Christian, pray as a Christian, 
and you will do your part toward reversing 
America’s current trend toward immor¬ 
ality and paganism." 

THIS outrignt condemnation or ttie 
American for preferring Christianity was 
published only for Jewish readers, of 
course. 

Sex Education Too 

In the booklet FACTS we get a brief 
summary of the revolutionary program 
which the AJC says it and its partner, the 
ADL are pouring into our churches and 
Sunday schools, some Catholic churches 
and schools and other submissive organi- 
zationsy The program champions the so- 
called, “civil rights” measures (which long 
ago "Were established as of Communist 
origin and which brand themselves as 
such by their very nature, stirring the 
colored races against the whites); UNESCO, 
the human rights covenant, the United Na¬ 
tions, “democracy” (Marx variety, trying 
to force equality and the mixing of the 
races); world brotherhood—all those Com¬ 
mie things which make our people more 
willing to throw open our gates to the 
colored masses of the world and forget 


the welfare, the survival of our children, 
in our zeal for the “minorities.” 

The HOME FRONT obliges us with 
two items which the AJC says it cham¬ 
pions in public schools: “intercultural un¬ 
derstanding” and “sex education.^ There is 
probably the main source of the persistent 
sex "education” in the public schools. 

The HOME FRONT also defends and 
emphasizes its “in-training workshops for 
teachers, committees on human relations 
and child guidance" and attacks the ad¬ 
vocates of segregation (though the latter 
group includes, of course, many Negroes 
whose instinct tells them the Zionist Jews 
are taking both races for a long ride). 

Here you have the essentials of the 
world revolution. To date the efforts of the 
ambitious Jewish leaders to socialize 
American industry and wealth have 
had only partial success. The hardy 
individualism of the Nordic American is 
resisting collectivisation. It is necessary 
for the strategists to further “educate” 
our people not to resist the encroach¬ 
ments of the minority racial machine. 
It is necessary to further make us 
afraid to criticize and expose the facial 
revolutionaries. It is necessary to make 
us accept more and more “minorities” 
especially indoctrinated Jews into our 
country, into our cities, into positions of 
governmental and military power. 

But it won’t take very long now. The 
big final drive is under way, the drive 
which began to take shape when Harry 
Ward left the Communist labor organi¬ 
zations, a partner of the late Sidney 
Hillman (as reported in the Daily Worker 
itself), and an associate of William Z. 
Foster, head of the Communist Party, 
and got a job as a teacher of ministerial 
students in the Union Theological Semin¬ 
ary, where he soon organized a cell of 
teachers which for a third of a century 
has been turning out Communist minded 
ministers by the thousands. 

Now To The Factories 

The latest development of the new 
revolutionary program is a plan to take 
“religion” into the factories. This plan was 
announced in the Los Angeles Examiner, 
Sept. 27, 1953, in an Associated Press 
dispatch from New York. 

“Starting this fall, state and local church 
councils across the country will call citizens to¬ 
gether to discuss how farmers and merchants, 

lawyers and laborers ^a n put C/irlsrlan prin¬ 
ciples (sic) into realistic practice. 

"It's part of a concerted church effort to 
weld worship to work. 

"Dudley Ward, who has directed studies 
for the Nationol Council of Churches' de¬ 
partment of 'Church and Economic Life' says 
such conferences will be held in perhaps 400 
communities in the next 12 months. . . 

"As part of the wide interdenominational 
action . . . the National Council , under a Rocke¬ 
feller Foundation grant, has sponsored broad 
research projects into ihe 'ethics and economics 
of society'.” (ft is now ready for action.) 

There you have the picture of the new 
program for all our factory people and 
business houses. The employer will be 
expected to herd his flock together to 
see motion picture films produced by the 
National Council, under guidance of the 
ADL and AJC, using their fabulous wealth 
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plus the endless millions of the 
tax-exempt foundations. 
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The Red churches have been using ADL 
literature for a long time, but it was 
sometimes hard to pin it on them be¬ 
cause the National Council, which dom¬ 
inates the church literature, operates in 
secrecy not unlike the ADL and Com¬ 
munist Party. 

However, some three years ago Ethel 
Alpenfels prepared completely, using her 
name as author, one of the Sunday school 
quarterlies of the Congregational church. 
It was used here in my home town, Santa 
Ana. You know about that Red smoothie 
Alpenfels. If not, read page 14 of my 
Anti-Defamation League booklet. In one 
of its recent annual conventions the ADL 
put her on a dais under a spotlight, prais¬ 
ed her lecturing and writing and awarded 
her a medal. 

She tries to discredit the Anglo-Saxons 
and other races by preaching that because 
you can’t tell one man’s blood from 

anftthfl? tinder a micrnscftpa there is no 

difference in the races of mankind, other 
than the color of the skin, and therefore 
we are supposed to forget about our own 
interests, the future freedom and actual 
survival of our own white children in 
a world In which the flood gates of Jewish- 
incited masses are ready to spill over on 
us. 

When I was on the editorial staff of 
the Denver Post, just after the end of 
the second world war, I interviewed Miss 
Alpenfels in the city room and, just out 
of uniform as an Army counter-intelli¬ 
gence officer, I was flabbergasted at the 
openness with which she embraced the 
Communist line and Zionist interests. She 
even insisted that we give our atomic 
secrets to all the "United Nations,” which 
included of course the enemy which had 
always vowed to destroy us.

Zionists could not afford the words “Jewish 
Communists” and “Red Jews” in the 
headlines of American newspapers. A 
few weeks of that kind of reporting across 
the continent would have done irreparable 
harm to the world power cults, confirm¬ 
ing every charge the anti-Communist and 
anti-Zionist publications such as mine— 
ever had made, leaving the newspaper 
readers aware that Jews had been running 
the Communist governments. 

Was it this perhaps unexpected develop¬ 
ment which put a sudden stop to the 
stories from Iron Curtain countries of 
persecution of Jews and trials of Jewish 
officials? The Beria story was softpedaled 
and Beria not once in American news¬ 
papers (so far as I saw) was revealed to 
be a Jew. Some European dailies dared 
to say so, and you may recall the photo¬ 
stat of one such newspaper report which 
I reproduced in the Summary. 


Was It Fear of GOP? 

The reports of anfi-Semitic, or at least anti- 
Zionist, purges, had a powerful appeal to the 
Arabs and to a great many Germans, and if 
this was the motive behind them, then obviously 
they did not represent a genuine anti-Jewish 
altitude in the Kremlin (whose finances still are 
under the direction of the Jewish financier, Ash- 
berg). 

There is another approach to this ques¬ 
tion which often occurs to me: Was 
the outbreak of so-called anti-Semitic 
purges related to the election of a Re¬ 
publican ndmini.slration? All political 
Jewry on both sides of the iron curtain 
must have felt safe about the election of 
Eisenhower, who always had been the 
protege of Baruch and friend of political 
and financial Jewry. 

But the Republican administration put 
McCarthy, Jentier and Velde in charge 
of the. three big Congressional investi¬ 
gative committees: three strong, patriotic 
Americans, wise to the Communists and 
determined to destroy Communist power 
over the American government. 

Did the Communist leaders (both Jews 
and non-Jews) fear that the Republican 
regime might bring on war before the 
Reds were ready or at least force the 
appointment of good Americans to head 
the Voice of America, and thus begin to 
remind the anti-Semitic, persecuted 
Christian Russians, Hungarians, Poles and 
other East European captives, of the 
alien anti-Christian character of their 
slave masters? The Kremlin’s most vul¬ 
nerable flank is its violently nnti-Coiu- 
muuist, anti-Jewish, pro-Christian popu¬ 
lace. We can destroy the Soviet Commu¬ 
nist monster by appealing to its enslaved 
subjects to rise up at a given hour, and 
by furnishing them the weapons of un¬ 
derground warfare. 

It may well bo that the Kremlin began 
the anti-Semitic purges to make its cap¬ 
tive peoples believe the Kremlin no longer 
lu Jewish bands, no longer pro-Jewisb, 
so as to nullify any pro-Christian, anti¬ 
alien propaganda which a Republican re¬ 
gime might decide to broadcast. 

The sudden .end of the so-called purge 
triuls against Zionists could certainly be 
explained on the ground that the Re¬ 


publican regime was unable to get Eisen¬ 
hower and Dulles to oust the leftists and 
put fighting, gentile Americans at tho 
microphones of the Voice of America. If 
the purge trials were to prepare the Rus¬ 
sian people against pro-Christian, anti- 
Semitic appeals from the West, the trials 
were not needed because Eisenhower per¬ 
mits no such appeals. 

The fact that many of the high Jewish 
functionaries reportedly liquidated in the 
Hungarian purge of last winter later 
came alive and went back to their old 
jobs or assumed other influential roles 
(as reported by the New York Times 
and other papers) weakens the entire 
case of the Communist purge trials against 
Jewish nationalists. Even Rakosi, the 
Jewish former dictator of Hungary, is 
reported to be steering tho government 
from behind the scenes and some weeks 
after his removal from office, went on 
the radio to outline to the Hungarian 
people the new policies of the "peoples 
government." And I have now a report 
(in the December/ 1953, issue of the bul¬ 
letin published by the Roumanian Na¬ 
tional Committee, Washington, D. C.) that 

”. . . there have been recurrent rumors of late 
concerning the impending comeback, not only 
by Ana Pauker (Jewish ex-dictator of Roumania 
— RHW) but also by such now almost for¬ 
gotten purgees os Lucretziu Patrassanu, previously 
reported dead.” 

These resurrections of the purged dead 
give support to the question I have asked 
for several years: Were any of the Jewish 
Old Bolsheviks really liquidated? Or was 
lhe show necessary to offset the anti- 
Semitic propaganda broadcast by the ris¬ 
ing Nazis to the enslaved anti-Semitic 
Russians? 

Have Beria and the Jewish Old Bolshe¬ 
viks been smuggled away to retirement in 
green pastures? 

Regarding the position of the Jews in 
Russia, I recall a statement made in 1941 
by First Lieut. Jacob Djugashvili, the late 
son of Joseph Stalin by his first wife. 
The son had just been captured by Ger¬ 
man soldiers and was being interrogated 
by a German major. The Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, publishing the interrogation, Febru¬ 
ary 12, 1951, said: 

"The Nazi officers tried to establish that 
Jews held controlling positions in the Red gov¬ 
ernment. Yasha (Jacob) argued, on the other 
hand, that Russia yields to no country in its anti- 
Semitism. 

"He seemed touchy on oil aspect of the 
Jewish question. When the Germans brought up 
the widely discussed subject of widower Sialin's 
'common-law marriage' to Rosa Kaganovich, 
sister of the only Jewish member of tho Polit¬ 
buro, he literally sputtered denials 

Question: “Why should there be such hatred 
against the . . . Jews in all the villages and 
towns we hjive passed jo far?” 

Answer; ”What do you expect me to answer? 

. . . As to the Jews, all I can say is that they 
cannot work; that the Jews are like the gypsies. 
They don't want to work. Business is what they 

like” 

Question: "Do you know that your father's 
second wife is a Jewess? The Kaganoviches are 
Jews, aren't they?" 

Answer: "Nothing of the kind. A Russian wom¬ 
an she was. Yes, Kaganovich is a Jew, all right. 
My father's wife? What you are saying is just 
rumor. There is nothing in common. Never.” 


Here is what appears to be a sincerely 
anti-Jewish attitude. But this was the off¬ 
cast son of Stalin, rarely allowed to see 
his father after the Man of Steel rose to 
dictatorship, never permitted td>take the 
name Stalin (as were to two children by 
Stalin's second wife). Jacob failed in en¬ 
gineering and Stalin had him sent back 
to the province of Georgia. Later he work¬ 
ed in a factory in Moscow. 

We must expect him to have approxi¬ 
mately the same sentiment toward Jews 
as the peasants and “working class” 
among whom he worked and lived. It may 
well be that he had less actual informa¬ 
tion about high policies and personali¬ 
ties than many of his associates. 

Stalin did live with Rosa Kaganovich 
as a sort of third wife, as is well known. 
In the summer of 1951 Stalin's daughter, 
Svetlana (by his second wife) got rid 
of her husband by some means and mar¬ 
ried the son of Lazar Kaganovich, head 
of the powerful Jewish Kaganovich family, 
close friend of Stalin and ruler of all the 
great cities of gentile slave labor. 

It would seem absurd to call Stalin 
anti-Semitic. 

It does seem reasonable, however, to 
suppose that he was jealous of Zionist 
competition for world power, and in any 
case he could not but have been con¬ 
scious of the violent hatred of the people 
for the Jews, whom they held responsible 
for their secret-police enslavement. 

The situation is so confused and com¬ 
plex, the facts so censored and hidden, 
that we can do little more than watch 
and analyze, analyze and wonder. Let 
use bear in mind that the Jewish Com¬ 
munists must havo the non-Jews as 
fronts; whereas the non-Jews must have 
the support of the massive Jewish fifth 
columns of the world, and must not an¬ 
tagonize the leaders of Jewish nationalism, 
or Zionism, because under the names of 
Zionism, liberalism, Socialism, New Deal- 
ism and other forms of Marxism, they are 
also promoting world government, are 
keeping America from adopting policies 
which could destroy the Soviet regime and 
—if antagonized, would throw tho West 
into war against the Kremlin (whereas 
the Kremlin must reserve for Itself the 
chance to strike the surprise blow, pro¬ 
bably through atomic sabotage of our 
cities). 

To appease the populace (who furnish 
the armies) the Kremlin must no longer 
appear pro-Jewish, as long as there Is a 
war in the offing. The Kremlin remembers 
that some four million Russian soldiers 
went over to the invading German armies 
in the recent world war, looking to tho 
Germans as liberators from the Jewish 
secret police. Yet for reasons above stated, 
the Kremlin dares not appear genuinely 
anti-Semitic, even if Jews lose control. 

The policy seems to be about as it was 
described in tho May, 1951, bulletin (No. 
(5, “Jews Behind the Iron Curtain”) of 
the American Jewish Committee: 

* With Jewish Communists in control of every 
sphere of Jewish communal fife, organised re¬ 
ligious and cducafional activities are fast com¬ 
ing to an end, though some elderly Orthodox 
Jews are making valiant efforts to arrange, on o 
small scale, Hebrew training to counteract the 
tendency towards assimilation . . . One sad 
effect of Communist domination is the neglect

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DAC LOSES FIRsfVoUND BUT WILL FIlW DULLES 
ET AL "CLEAR TO SUPREME COURT IF NECESSARY" 

Sanctity of American Citizenship under the U . 5. Constitution is at Stake in this Legal Test; 
New Task Force Headed by Famous Generals Won’t Stop Short of Victory 


The judge of the U. S. District Court 
in Washington, D. C., denied the peti¬ 
tion of the Defenders of the American 
Constitution, Inc., on behalf of Pvt. 
Richard Keefe, but Col. John H. Coff¬ 
man, general counsel for DAC, has ap¬ 
pealed. 

The case should be heard in the next 
few weeks and Lieut Gen. P. A. del Valle, 
retired Marine Corp field general, says 
DAC will carry the fight to the Supreme 
Court if necessary, and if that (packed) 
court also rejects the plea, DAC will carry 
the fight to the people. 

This is the fighting spirit America 
needs. 

You doubtless remember the Keefe case, 
mentioned in the January Summary as the 
very first project undertaken by the new 
pro-American task force, DAC, led by del 
Valle, Col. E. C. Pomeroy, Maj. Gen. 
Bonner Fellers, Maj. Gen. Claire Chen- 
nault, Dr. Lee De Forest and other 
patriots. 

Private Keefe allegedly stole a French 
taxi cab. On duty as an American soldier 
in France, he was delivered over by our 
Army and State Department to French 
police for trial in French courts, under 
French laws and concepts of justice, risk¬ 
ing the possibility of hatred and anti- 
American bias on the part of the court. 
Keefe was sentenced to five years at 
hard labor. 


Our Soldiers ff Abandoned” 

Never before Eisenhower's administra¬ 
tion has our government agreed to turn 
our soldiers over to foreign governments 
for trial In alien courts. Eisenhower last 
summer signed what is called the Status 
of Forces agreement with the North At¬ 
lantic Treaty Organization members, agree¬ 
ing to deliver to their courts any soldiers 
who in their respective territories, violate 
their laws. 

DAC in its legal brief charges that, this 
agreement is unconstitutional, that the 
President and Senate have no authority 
to deny a soldier his rights as an American 
citizen, and asks that the government 
be required to rescue Keefe, for trial in an 
American court. 

Attorney Coffman issued a statement 
to the press attacking the fantastic pro¬ 
ceedings. 

"It. is unthinkable," Coffman said, "that 
American boys, drafted by the Armed Services 
and assigned to duty in a foreign country, 
should be abandoned to an antagonistic local 
judiciary, resentful even of the presence of our 
protective troops on their soil. This in effect 
denies the protection guaranteed by our Con¬ 
stitution to EVERY American citizen to those 
who by reason of the fact that they are wearing 
their country's uniform, are most deserving of 

nr 

Observe what Eisenhower is doing to 
Americans: In his fanaticism to build a 
world government, using NATO as a 


nucleus (in case the UN fails to accom¬ 
plish the purpose), the President already 
has gone ho far as to lump American 
citizenship for some of our people Into an 
international political "sovereignty pool.” 
Hjs fawning and subservient treaty threat¬ 
ens every home in the United States which 
lias a son or husband eligible for military 
draft, now or at any future time. 

That son or husband under this sell-out 
can be snatched up by the draft board, 
sent to some NATO country, and there 
charged, with or without foundation, with 
some crime and in a biased court perhaps 
with Communist-inspired niobs In the 
streets howling for American blood— be 
sentenced without proper defense or trial, 
under alien laws. 

This is on a par with the Korean dis¬ 
grace in which our young men were seized 
by draft boards and sent to fight in a 
farce-tragedy in which repeatedly, like a 
nightmare, they marched up the hill then 
retreated down the hill, under enemy fire, 
denied by their own President the right 
to win the fight, required merely to die 
a pointless death. 


DAC Can’t Lose 

But back to DAC: Its leaders now are 
fighting for the Bricker Amendment, and 
as some of the newspaper columnists have 
pointed out, the Keefe case has direct ap¬ 
plication here: If DAC wins and gets 
Keefe back from the foreign prison, the 
court action will be a precedent binding 
the President and Senate against such 
violations of the Constitution by treaties. 
If, on the other hand, DAC loses the Keefe 
case, the loss will show all the more dram¬ 
atically the need for the Bricker amen- 
ment, to restrain the President and Senate 
from encroaching on American freedom 
by means of treaties. 

Word has just come that Dr. L. A. Alesen, 
recent past president of the California 
State Medical Association and noted patri¬ 
otic leader, has accepted a place on the 
executive board of DAC. 

There is now accumulating evidence 
that contributions to this non-profit edu¬ 
cational corporation are tax-deductible. A 
letter just released by Attorney Coffman 
states the opinion that: 

” • • • on individual on the basis of the cor¬ 
poration's stated purposes may get an advance 
ruling from the Director (of Internal Revenue) 
of the District where he files his income tax 
return, as to) the deductibility of his contribu¬ 
tion.

EXIT "SECRET BOSS” 
ARTHUR SAM1SH 

The illustrious Franklin Hichhorn, Sago 
of Santa Clara, California, sent the follow¬ 
ing article to editors and publishers, one 
of a monthly series. It is an inspiration to 
observe this gentleman of the old school, 
son of covered-wagon stock still fighting 
for his country and human freedom after 
60 years or more of active public service. 

Hichborn is author of a score of books, 
including a series of biennial histories of 
the California Legislature, which make up 
part of the Hichborn Library, in the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California, and he led 
many u fight against organized corruption 
and usurpation of power. 

Here is his latest letter to editors, this 
one concerning the exit of the Jewish 
"little dictator,” Arthur Samish, recently 
convicted on all seven counts of income 
tax evasion. 

The captains and the kings depart, and so far 
as Sacramento is concerned, Artie Samish has 
had his day as "super-lobbyist” "Governor of 
the Legislature," "Secret Boss of Californio." 

However, Artie is not the whole story. There 
still remain: 

(1) The beer political fund, conservatively es¬ 
timated at f 150,000 a year, ?

(2) The whiskey political fund, an estimate of 
\ 100,000 a year would be conservative—at least 
$200,000 lor each biennium; a liquor total of 
fSOO.OOO each election lor control of the gov- 
ernment of our stote. As Lester Velie put it in 
Collier's for August 13, 1949, "To his liquor 
cli*pt*' Artie simply turned over the lawmaking 
facilities of a state." Samish could, and did, 
boast that his attorney hod "written every liquor 
law in the state, good or bad." 

The sources oI that liquor political fund re¬ 
main. There may bo change in the method of its 
raising. Another than Samish will administer it. 
Learning from the downfall of his powerful pre¬ 
decessor, he will be less arrogant, less spectacu¬ 
lar, less boastful of his powors, in a word, less 
offensive. But he and his vast fund will be on 
the job, their objective: "the writing of tho 
State's liquor laws, good or bad." 

(3) There will be, in addition, the influence 
of vast sums spent for liquor advertising. At 
Samish's trial it was shown that the Biow Ad¬ 
vertising Company, Inc., could and did pay 
Somish $ 100,000 to use his influence to secure 
for them the placing of Ihe advertising of a 
single whiskey firm (Schenley's). 

Somish, in the days of his power, boosted that 
no liquor advertising was placed with papers 
that showed unfriendliness toward the liquor 
business. (See Philbrick Report, Part IV, Paqo 
36.) 

Governor Hiram W. Johnson’s administration 
met a similar situation by placing in the hands 
of tho people, power by their direct vote to 
compel the liquor traffic to clean up or be 
shut up. That power, during the 1929-35 panic, 
was stricken away from them. Until it is restored, 
the public will be helpless against the political 
effectiveness of the liquor lads' money bags. 
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OXNAM STILL AT IT 

Methodist Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, who ad¬ 
mitted, offer outright denials, that he had be- 
longed to a number of Communist fronts, is 
still working with Communist fronts. The Ameri¬ 
can Council of Christian Churches (not to be 
confused with Oxnom's Notional Council) report¬ 
ed at its annual conference October 31 that 
Oxnam on September 26, two months after his 
appearance before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, had sent greetings to 
the Communist backed Australian Conference on 
Peace ond War, Sydney, September 26-30" 
Australian Prime Minister Monties had denounced 
the convention in a parliamentary discussion, de- 
ctaring, The Communist Party is behind the con¬ 
tention. 

I suppose Oxnam, who hides behind the robes 
of a Christian minister, will deny that he sent 
the greetings as he lied to me and to Upton 
Close in more than one letter, some years ago.

It is noted that this pamphlet, distributed by Williams Publica¬ 
tions, is considered undesirable reading matter for members of the 
military service because of its highly critical statements concerning 
the present and certain of the past Presidents of the United States, 
and others, and that you request to be informed as tb its acceptability 
in the malls. 

Careful consideration has been given to the contents of this 
publication, consisting of attacks upon President Eisenhcmrer, the 
Jewish people as a group and Individually, and other persons. It is, 
of coarse, very much regretted that the facilities of the postal 
service are employed for the dissemination of each material, but the 
Post Office Department la without authority under existing law to 
exclude it from the mails. There la no postal law which forbids the 
mailing of statements directed against a particular religion or religious 
group, par se. Further, the provisions of Section 1718 of Tiilfe 18, 

U. S. Code, prohibiting the mailing of defamatory and scurrilous 
statements apply to such matter only when it appears on postal cards 
or otherwise cm the outside of mail. However, I am forwarding the 
said pamphlet to the Federal Bureau of Investigation for its attention.

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DEAR SUBSCRIBER: 

For several years we have seen the crisis coming, under the hysteria of which the Jewish revolutionary leaders will 
attempt to use the government bureaus and front men to establish total power over this nation. They have got dieir 
men in many of the needed positions. They have got a weak, confused and captured President as their friend. And 
now the Congress has weakened to the point of attacking its own leader for fighting Communists and trying to main¬ 
tain Senate authority against executive domination.

I urge you to go to Washington not later than November 11 and stay as long as you can, parading, pressuring Sena¬ 
tors and otherwise demonstrating against the Marxist revolution and to save McCarthy—the leader we must have. 

If you go or don’t go I urge you to make wide use of this issue of the Intelligence Summary or other documcntd 
literature showing the Senators, your neighbors and leaders everywhere the explosive situation just underneath the sur- 
face. 

With each copy of the Summary I will send one of the petitions like that enclosed for signatures to be sent to 
some Senator (his name to be entered in the blank space), urging support of Joseph McCarthy. Notice that only four 
signatures are required. 

How many of the Summary and petitions can you place effectively? I feel that we should make the greatest effort 
we have ever made, for surely we are not going to have many more chances to show resistance, before the enemy makes 
an overt attempt to seize power.

COMMUNISTS AND SENATORS PERSECUTE MCCARTHY 
AS TIME FUSE BURNS TOWARD ATOMIC WAR 

Emergency Dictatorship and National Hysteria May be Sprung on America Any Time, With World 
Government Police Taking Over US. Cities.ities 


We are going to witness a tidal wave 
of good American anger beginning 
about November 8. As this goes to press 
(late in October) the swell already is 
obscuring the forthcoming colorless 
elections. 

The big fight is the fight for McCarthy 
and unless I am fooling myself some Sen¬ 
ators are going to be sorry they let the 
Communist-protecting smoothies in Wal¬ 
dorf Towers lead them by the nose. 

Not since the same revolutionary 
smoothies, known representatives of the 
Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B’rith, 
stole the Texas Republican delegation and 
the Republican presidential nomination 
for their man Eisenhower in 1952, has 
there been such a wave of resentment and 
disgust. 



You may remember that Senator Mc¬ 
Carthy himself told us last spring that 
he had discovered a plot to make it im¬ 
possible for him to keep on investigating 
Communists. The get-McCarthy farce tra¬ 
gedy has been the development of that 
plot: the strategists who wunt to protect 
all the trained Marxist revolutionaries, 
Communists included, hoping to use them 
in setting up a police state over us in any 
forthcoming crisis, havo found ways to 
use Senators to keep McCarthy tied up so 
he could not dig cut the Red rats. . 


Jury Stacked 

That was the purpose of the Army-Mc- 
Carthy hearings; it is the aim behind the 
Watkins Committee “trial”. To call it a 
trial however, is to discredit American 
juridical procedures, for the jury was 
stacked against McCarthy; as in Moscow, 
conviction was inevitable before the hear¬ 
ings opened. Only a “neutral” Senator 
could serve on the “jury”; but any Senator 


who had failed or refused for four years 
to give McCarthy an assist in his fight 
against the enemies of our country, ob¬ 
viously was not neutral but was preju¬ 
diced in some way, either through person¬ 
al jealousy of McCarthy or through Com¬ 
munist leanings or through courting the 
Marxist "liberal” political machine. 

Watkins even refused to let McCarthy 
enter in evidence the many precedents 
for the acts for which the committee was 
"trying” him. 

Surely there was not a Senator on the 
committee so lilywhite or panty-waste that 
he had not made some derogatory wise¬ 
crack in private about some other Senator. 
There probably is not a single Senator 
who has not at one time or another used 
secret or confidential material from the 
executive branch of the government. 

And if any member of the censure committee 
would not hare lost his patience with the arro¬ 
gant and iixufting Brig. Gen. Zwicker, I suppose 
that committee member just wouldn't object to 
the promotion and honorable discharge of Com- 
munisf Peress. 

How can you explain a man like Senator Wat¬ 
kins? He used to be considered honest. I have 
never thought of him as especially cowardly. 
He had never given cause to question his loyalty 
to country. He is a Republican. He is, t sup¬ 
pose, a Christian. Yet with the Republicans fight¬ 
ing for their political lives Watkins resorts to 
Moscow-like tactics to destroy the one great Re¬ 
publican yofe getter. With the anti-Christian 
Communists gaining all over the world, building 
super weapons with blueprints stolen from Ameri¬ 
ca—Watkins turns on his fellow Christian whose 
only crime has been that of exposing the Commu¬ 
nist spies. 

While the world is burning ,Watkins can take 
time out to hold Kangaroo court on a fellow 
Senator for aptly, in private, characterising Sena¬ 
tor Hendrickson of New Jersey "a living miracle, 
having neither brains nor guts.” Watkins stops 
the soldier from fighting the enemy because the 
soldier quipped obout another soldier who would 
not stand up beside him and fight the enemy. 
The Spectacle defies analysis. It is incredible 
that so many Senators could be so stupid But 
the truth is gradually dawning even on me: the 
once brilliant U. S. Senate is sinking into dull, 
dead, cowardly mediocrity. A great many of the 
present Sr&otors apparently are jealous of bril¬ 
liance ana popularity. A lot of them are prima 
donnas, "'running for President and therefore court¬ 
ing the Jewish //nonce and propaganda machine, 
which has managed to get New Dealers nominated 
by both parties ever since 1936. When Joe 
quipped about one of the Senators, as a living 
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miracle he stepped on the toes of fifty, who also 
are living miracles—as their rubber-stamp voting 
records show. 

Worse Than Roman Senate 

What chance has character when medi¬ 
ocrity sits in the jury box? 

Before the Roman Senate degenerated 
it showed a mighty burst of spirit against 
the growing power of the executive. Cour¬ 
ageous Senators often got in Julius 
Caesar’s way as he seduced the Republic 
to become the first emperor. He was 
always the front man for Jewish power, 
always borrowing money from Jewish fin¬ 
anciers, and may well have been inspired 
or Incited toward conquests and empire by 
the Jewish internationalists, who used the 
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empire as a sort of United Nations world 
government, with Roman soldiers protect¬ 
ing their far-flung commercial operations. 
Cicero challenged the invisible Jewish in¬ 
fluence, though hardly daring to use the 
word Jew on the Senate floor. When the 
new dictator and the Senate deadlocked 
in the final power struggle, the Senators 
short-cut parliamentary procedures by 
running their swords through Caesar. 

Our Constitution provides more gener¬ 
ous means of getting rid of a tyrant or 
an incompetent chief executive; but no 
Senate in all the New Deal years had the 
courage to invoke even this mild im¬ 
peachment device to save the Republic. 
Two of the foremost stalwarts of our time. 
Senators Wherry and Taft, died in quick 
succession from cancer at the very time 
when the two of them together challenged 
the growing dictatorship. (Cancer now can

"The campaign is being conducted through the 
offices of the National Committee for an Ef¬ 
fective Congress, of which Maurice Rosenblatt, 
of Washington and New York, is director and 
George E. Agree is executive secretary . . . 

"Rep. Kit Clardy of Michigan declared that 
the National Committee for an Effective Con¬ 
gress 'appears to be linked with the Americans 
for Democratic Action. When a Senator gets 
a telegram sponsored by such an organization ho 
ought to know that the pressure comes from indi¬ 
viduals who are fake liberals attempting to put 
over Socialism under the guise of liberalism. It 
is a tribute to Senator McCarthy that this organi¬ 
zation is putting on such o compaign to discredit 
and destroy him .'' 

The National American Legion publi¬ 
cation, Firing Line, not long ago listed 
among the officers and directors of this 
Marxist revolutionary organization: Isi¬ 
dore Lipschutz (exposed repeatedly by Peg- 
ler as the virtual owner of the Non-Sec¬ 
tarian Anti-Nazi League—part of the Jew¬ 
ish smear bund); George E. Outland (for¬ 
mer Red Congressman from California, de¬ 
feated in 1946 after I wrote a series of 10 
newspaper ads which some citizens of his 
district paid for, exposing his Communist 
aiding record): Murice Rosenblatt; Arthur 
Schlcsinger (Marxist Harvard prof., co- 
chairman of the Americans for Democra¬ 
tic Action and an influential cog in the 
Jewish propaganda machine); Michael 
Straight (for world government, to set 
up another flag above Old Glory); Tel¬ 
ford T~;*!or, lawyer defending the Commu¬ 
nist Harry Bridges; Palmer Hoyt, pub¬ 
lisher (not owner) of the Denver Post new 
—and while I was a re-write man on that 
staff-one of the most un-stomachable, 
unprincipaled glad handers I ever knew 
who seems glad to crawl before his big 
Jewish left wing advertisers—and a num¬ 
ber of the nation’s most notorious Commu¬ 
nist frontcra. 

The Legion's Firing Line said, "The true pur¬ 
pose of the National Committee for an Effective 
Congress was exposed when it sent a telegram 
dated July 23, 1954, lo all members of the Son- 
ate asking for support of measures which would 
stifle all congressional investigation of commu¬ 
nism." 

The highly authentic CQ Weekly Report 
(on Congress), March 6, 1953, said (the 
late) Sen. Charles Tobey, ex-Senator Jo¬ 
seph O'Mahoney and Senator R. E. Flan¬ 
ders were among the founders of the or¬ 
ganization.

As a matter of fact, Lehman, one of the 
founders of the ADA and one of the prin¬ 
cipal bosses of tho Marxist revolution 
In this country, is one of the principal 
leaders of the attack to silence McCarthy. 
Lelunan is a vice president of the Anti- 
Defamation League of the B’nai B’rith, 
tho mighty secret police. Also, It seems 
now certain that Pegler’s “bashful dragon 1 ' 
in Waldorf Towers, Arthur J. Goldsmith, 
friend of Arthur Eisenhower, is the par¬ 
ticular agent generaling the Jewish Get- 
McCurlhy forces. And the most influen¬ 
tial Washington agent (or boss) of this 
machine is Eugene Meyer, owner of Wash¬ 
ington Post, “the Washington Daily Work¬ 
er." whose attacks on McCarthy have been 
vitriolic.

Knight, as Lieutenant Governor, became 
Governor when Warren was appointed by 
Eisenhower to the U. S. Supreme Court. 
In the primary election last June in which, 
(under CaUfornia’s peculiar election laws) 
both he and his Democratic opponent. 
Graves, cross filed on the opposition tic¬ 
kets: Knight swept the Republican no¬ 
mination with 89.6 percent of the Repub¬ 
lican vote and got also 42 per cent of the 
Democratic vote. His total vote on the 
two tickets combined gave him about a 
two-to-one victory over left winger 
Graves. 6 

At that time Knight looked like what 
the prcdicters like to call a shoo-in. 

But when Knight, who lmd been Gov¬ 
ernor only a few months, began reorgani¬ 
zing the state Republican Party machin- 
e !?’ v. e . ” ad eit ^ er to compromise with the 
old Warren-Chotiner left wing machine 
wh ch long had run the Party in this 
state, or else risk the fury of the whole 
Socialist-one world gang from coast to 
One of the very few recent 
tights for a return to Americanism took 
place in this contest, mostly behind the 
scenes, here in California. Newspapers re- 
ported that Warren, Nixon and Murray 
Chotiner (the left wing Jewish represen- 
tative of Anti-Defamation League power 
O^fcrnia Republican circles) were 
fighting Knight and Knowland. 

Senator Knowland, (who himself Is cur¬ 
rently trying to force the President to 
appeasing Reds in Asia while there 
still is time to avoid a world war), took a 
firm stand with Knight, and the new Gov¬ 
ernor courageously reorganized the state 
Republican machinery. 

Immediately the alien groups, with their 
money bags, went to work to destroy 
Knight’s envied reputation. Knight him¬ 
self made one or two inept remarks which 
caused some nnti-New Deal Americans to 
cool off toward him. 

But there are hints that he is turning 
increasingly conservative, with a growing 
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awareness of the critical condition hi * our 
country. 

In any case, he and Knowland are the 
only leaders of a powerful state organiza¬ 
tion who are openly challenging the Com¬ 
munist-appeasing wing of the Republican 
Party. Voters take note that the Dem¬ 
ocratic candidate opposing Knight is a 
left winger who refused (under strong 
urging) to lift a finger against Commun¬ 
ist influence in the state Democratic 
Party machinery. The one hope of Con¬ 
servative Republicans for 1956 may very 
well hinge on the success of Knight’s 
campaign for Governor. If he ’is 
defeated he will have little influence in 
1956; if he wins he will be in a position to 
give strong backing to Senator Knowland 
for President in 1956. 

This election is crucial. I urge you to got be¬ 
hind Knight with every dime you can spare. Send 
these leaflets to neighbors. Get out and do some 
talking for Knight. Call on your friends and 
neighbors. Let's not flub this one.

easily be induced by planting a radium 
tube or radio-active dust in a man's 
chair.) 

Senators Jenner and McCarthy have 
moved in to carry on the fight to retain 
the functions of the Senate and preserve 
the Republic. But the invisible machine, 
entirely Jewish managed, which moves 
the weak and naive President on the 
chessboard, has gone to work to destroy 
these two obstacles to dictatorship and a 
world state.

ZIONIST BOSSES PRESSURED EVERY CANDIDATE FOR 
CONGRESS TO SUPPORT THE MARXIST PROGRAM 

Here is the Zionist Program Which They Sent Each Candidate _ 


Leaders of the mighty Jewish political 
and financial machine called Zionism which 
has Eisenhower by the nose, put pressure 
on every candidate for the Senate and 
House of Representatives to support the 
Marxist revolutionary program. We have 
the statement from no less an authority 
on such matters than the California-Jew¬ 
ish Voice, the organ of Sammy Gach (who 
said "Thank God” when the Soviet Union 
announced perfection of its atomic bomb). 
I quote herewith Gach's lead editorial in 
this issue of October 22. 

Bear in. mind that the American Jew¬ 
ish Congress is the working body for the 
Zionist Organization of America and the 
World Zionist Organization. This Is the 
immediate legislative program of the 
Zionists.. Notice that these measures also 
are paramount on the calendar of the 
Communist Party, with the exception of 
arming the Arabs, In which the Soviet 
Union, like America, has been arming both 
camps. Notice also the threats to reluc¬ 
tant candidates contained in the last two 
paragraphs. Here is the editorial in full: 

The American Jewish Congress recently dis¬ 
tributed a set of questions on key issues to be 
posed to Congressianl candidates of both major 
political parties. 

The questions explore critical domestic and 
foreign areas which concern every citizen. For 
American Jews interest in the answers will be 
particularly strong for fhey touch on problems 
about which the Jewish community has consider¬ 
able anxiety. They are: 

1. "Will you, in the 84lh Congress, oppose 
the shipping of arms by the United States to 
Egypt, Iraq, and other Arab countries while they 
are still at war with Israel? 

2. "Will you support legislation revising the 
McCarran-Walter Immigration Low, and particu¬ 
larly, the national origins quota system? 

3. "Will you support a Federal FEPC law 
(a) to create a commission with power to isssue 
orders enforceable in the courts or (b) to set up 


a commission with power to issue recommenda¬ 
tions only? 

4. "Will you support the adoption by Con¬ 
gress of a code of fair procedures to regulate 
Congressional investigating committees?" 

Senatorial candidates are being asked two ad¬ 
ditional questions: 

1. "Will you support a motion, on the open¬ 
ing day of the 84th Congress, to adopt new Sen¬ 
ate rules that will include a provision to end fili¬ 
busters. after reasonable opportunify for debate, 
by a majority vote. 

2. "Will you support the ratification by the 
United States of the Genocide Convention?" 

There are no "easy" answers to Ihe foregoing 
questions. Candidates will want to, and should 

be invited to study them. 

Their answers must come not os well-tempered 
phrases, wrapped in linguistic niceties, hedging 
until the voice of expediency has sounded, but 
must come born of concern for honesty and jus¬ 
tice—in short, moral words, not non-committal 
words. 

Our open forums, our meetings with the candi¬ 
dates, our "political speakers" meetings can very 
well question the aspirants. 


■k An International News Service dispatch 
from Paris dated June 18, 19S4, quoted a cousin 
of the newly-elected Socialist Premier of France 
in explaining the origin of the hyphenated name, 
Mendes-France.

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FIGHTING PATRIOT PASSES 

Many readers of the Intelligence Sum¬ 
mary will be saddened to learn that 
Judge Gorge W. Armstrong is dead. 
Though it was never my good fortune to 
meet him, I exchanged correspondence 
with him from time to time over a period 
of six or seven years and gave away many 
copies of three or four of his booklets ex¬ 
posing the growing power of the Jewish 
secret police and financial leaders in our 
country. During our first four years he 
gave us some financial help, as he also 
helped many others who fought the Marx¬ 
ist enemy. Though he must have been 
about 90 at the time of his death, his let¬ 
ters written only a short time before were 
as brief, succinct and to the point as ever.

PERSECUTE McMARTHY 
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Senate Wall Crumbles 

Throughout all the New Deal Marxist 
Revolution with the exception of the first 
four hysterical years, Congress has liad 
enough intelligence anil integrity to keep 
the Marxists from taking complete charge. 
Now that protection is fading away. Sur¬ 
vival is now up to the people (who are 
for the most part children in this psy¬ 
chological war.)

Boom - Bust 

Now we learn that the Soviet Union 
will have its master rail network into 
Asia completed by 1956* and will therefore 
bo ready to strike in either the East or 
the West—its bomb-planting underground 
in our cities undisturbed by the anti-Mc¬ 
Carthy President. And I have been in¬ 
formed by trans-continental telephone 
that the Federal Reserve Bank is about to 
throw $17,500,000,000.00 of new paper mon¬ 
ey into circulation within the next six 
months. 

If the Federal Reserve goes through 
with this reported plan it will be a perfect¬ 
ly obvious and deliberate blast to inflate 
the balloon to the bursting point and 
throw millions of hungry jobless men of 
all races into the streets, inflamed to hat¬ 
red of the successful citizens (notably the 
white man) and to make Communistic 
demands on an already Communist lean¬ 
ing government. 

I hope you are aware that the Federal 
Reserve Bank is not a government insti¬ 
tution. Every dollar of its stock is private¬ 
ly owned. Warburg, Kuhn-Loeb, Lehman 
Brothers, Morgan, Eugene Meyer, Aldrich 
and their crowd of international finan¬ 
ciers steered the Federal Reserve bill 
through Congress essentially as their men 
drew it up (in a secret meeting at Jekyl 
Island, as was revealed by some of the 
plotters themselves after the bill was pass¬ 
ed, and as recently mentioned by Peg^er).

to bankrupt nations and coerce Presidents 
and—perhaps complete their already fan¬ 
tastic power over the governments and 
peoples of the world.

The strange silence that fell over the 
election campaigns this fall told us that 
the secret power which stands over the 
White House (described last February 23 
in a Senate speech by Jenner as the third 
power, but better known to you and me 
as the Zionist-international finance com¬ 
bine) has put the muzzle on both political 
parties. Where are our leaders? Who now, 
other than McCarthy, Jenner and a mere 
handful of embattled patriots dare to 
challenge the invisible machine? 

Dark nights lie ahead for the naive, kindly 
American. He is being taken to the woodshed 
lor the crime of guillibility and racial tolerance. 
He thought the Jews were being persecuted in 
Russia so he let thorn come ten million strong into 
this once sane, secure and happy land. And now 
he is waking up to find that never in history did 
they move in great numbers into any nation ihot 
they did not loose revolution and bloody internal 
strife, chaos and moral degeneracy.

Civil Defense Plot 

A wild report just arriving says that 
the powers who advise Eisenhower are 
planning a nation-wide test alarm 
late in November, under cover of which 
they will have the Civil Defense forces 
take over our cities, as the Military Gov¬ 
ernment units took over nine cities in 
California four years ago, and four cities 
in New York a few weeks ago—substitut¬ 
ing government by decree, and in the 
name of tho United Nations. I exposed 
this plot with evidence from the plotters 
themselves in my hook CAN THE PO¬ 
LICE PROTECT US (reprinted and still 
available). This may be a false report or, 
when exposed, the enemy may back down. 
But the real thing is sure to happen some¬ 
time in ^ie next few months or years un- 
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less the people show more resistance than 
heretofore. Eisenhower is so weak and 
dominated it may happen any time. 

There never was any excuse for setting up a 
civil defense organization. Never cap. this poli¬ 
tical hodgepodge protecl our cities with the ef¬ 
ficiency of the local professional police, with 
auxiliaries handpicked and trained by them. But 
the Civil Defense organization constitutes a 
complete potential government, under Washing¬ 
ton domination. It contains many well meaning 
patriots: but it is wholly for the use of the big- 
name revolutionaries behind the White House — 
—fo seize local police power and abolish all self- 
government, in a crisis. 

The Aiiti-DefamaMon League agents are 
smooth, well trained and usually promi¬ 
nent citizens Backed with their power 
from' Washington and New York, we must 
expect thpm th bfi appointed behind the 
scentt; from Washington (their names per¬ 
haps neve* revealed to the public) to ad¬ 
vise the, local Civil Defense administrators 
(in the name of the United Nations). 

These forces have told us themselves 
they will seize the press, radio, telephones 
and all other facilities, and shut down 
schools and courts till they want them re¬ 
opened under their administration. If you 
resist this destruction of the Constitution 
and your freedom, you must expect to be 
seized and jailed as a disrupter of our 
unity—and all who have fought Commun¬ 
ism will be targets unless their neighbors 
become aware of their distinction as the 
cause of their persecution. 

We cannot know which of the above 
plans the revolutionaries expect to invoke. 
But I can assure you the machine is or¬ 
ganized like nothing ever before in his¬ 
tory, with staffs of paid strategists ready 
to take advantage of any situation. Eisen¬ 
hower is so weak and confused we must 
expect the worst to happen while he is 
President. 

The time to stop this monkey business 
is before it starts. We must have leaders. 
We must save McCarthy. There will be a 
rally for him in Washington on or about 
November 1L Watch the papers. Go if 
you can. If not, then bombard your Sen¬ 
ators with letters and telegrams and your 
neighbors with factual literature alerting 
them about the pending revolution. Our 
situation has deteriorated swiftly since 
Taft’s death, but we may possibly be able 
to swell the McCarthy rally into a nation¬ 
wide resistance movement which will con¬ 
found the enemy.

J* <3 beiieyed 
Robert H. Williams, an individual who resides in Santa Ana, 
California, is undoubtedly identical with the individual in 
whom Mr • Michel s in interested. While the Bureau has never con¬ 
ducted investigation concerning Robert S. Williams, we do have 
a main file on him running into six sections because we have had 
numerous inquiries concerning him and individuals have sent in 
copies of his publications. 

Robert H. Williams was born at Cross Plains, Texas, 
on September 16, 1697. He graduated from Hard in-Simmons University 
Abilene, Texas, in 1921, and served in the First and Second World 
tare. He was appointed a Major in the a. S. Reserves in 1946 but 
was discharged from his commission as a Major in December, 1950 
primarily because of his writings. According to the 1951 issue* of 
Williams Intelligence Summary," his commission was revoked because 
he exposed the Communist-aiding record of Anna M. Rosenberg, then 
Assistant Secretary of Defense, and the coddling of Communists b>- 
the Administration. 

Williams publishes the "Williams Intelligence Summary " 
a monthly publication, from his home address of Post Office 
Box 666, Santa Ana, California. He describes himself as a news 
analyst, lecturer and former counterintelligence officer.

The calculated dishonesty of Eisenhower is 
nowhere better revealed than in the above 
photograph, which I have taken from the Lon¬ 
don Times of October 17, 1952 (p. S). A 
quick comparison of hrs campaign promises and 
poses with his accomplishments since election 
shows that he is carrying out his policy of 
planned deception of the American people. 
His appointment of Lyman Lemnitzer, whose 
record of treason was officially established by 
a Senate committee, to command U. S. Army 
forces in the Far East, is the latest revelation 
of his Communist-catering policy, while he talks 
hard to give the impression that he is anti- 
Communist. 


This appointment shows which 
way Eisenhower is traveling in 
foreign policy, regarding the Com¬ 
munist empire. 

As a Major General in charge of the 
Office of Foreign Military Assistance un¬ 
der Truman and Acheson in 1949 and 
1950, Lemnitzer refused or failed to ship 
the arms to South Korea for which Con¬ 
gress appropriated specifically earmarked 
funds. Lemnitzer Also shipped to our ally, 
Iran, largely antiquated or otherwise un¬ 
serviceable arms and equipment.

The testimony was mentioned in the 
Los Angeles Examiner of July 11, 1950 
(about three weeks after the Communists 
attacked in Korea); 

"Shocking secret- testimony that the State 
Department defied Congress and blocked ade¬ 
quate military aid to Korea remained under triple 
seal and locked in a Senate safe today, despite 
congressional and public demands for exposure. 
The testimony left members of the Senate appro¬ 
priations committee horrified and angry. A num¬ 
ber wanted to take the entire cose to the Sen¬ 
ate floor. Others held that the testimony was 
loo damaging. . . . They wanted the record 
destroyed 

As I asked then, I ask still: Why was 
the testimony too damaging for the fathers 
and mothers of young men marked for a 
useless death in Korea, to know about? 
Who were the traitors to be protected? 
We got part of the answer from News¬ 
week of July 10, 1950: 

"(Senator) Ferguson demanded to know how 
much of the $10,230,000 provided for Korea in 
the MAP Jbuthorixation of July, 1949, and the 
appropriation of the following October had been 
spent and how much material had been delivered. 
Looking as though he'd rather be facing a Russian 
tank with a can opener, Lemnitzer answered that 
only a small amount of signal equipment had ac¬ 
tually been sent. How much? prodded Ferguson. 
Very little, Lemnitzer replied. How much? Fer¬ 
guson insisted. Well, not more than several 
hundred dollars worth, Lemnitzer said. Ferguson 
insisted and Lemnitzer finally put the sum at $200, 

"Ferguson was shocked . . . Republican Sena¬ 
tor William F. Know land of California . , . 
said he knew the Korean Republic had asked 


'time and time again tor planes. He pointed out 
that our own military mission had recommended 
giving them some. Wasn't it true, he asked, that 
not a single fighter had been given to Korea? 

" 'Yes,' said Lemnitzer.” 

The wire story has just come in; I have 
not yet had time to find out who voted 
for and who—if anyone—voted against con¬ 
firmation of Lemnitzer. Is it possible that 
the entire Senate could so easily forget 
such flagrant treason? 

You may recall that nearly two years 
ago I reported the promotion by Eisen¬ 
hower of Lemnitzer to Lieutenant General 
and his appointment to the Army general 
staff in charge of planning. 

In that instance, as in this, some of us— 
certainly I—would have urged Senators to 
block the Senate confirmation had we 
known about the nomination In advance* 
I have just talked with the editor of a 
daily newspaper, who watches the wires, 
but this editor had seen no mention what¬ 
soever of the Lemnitzer nomination before 
the Senate voted confirmation. 

Is there a conspiracy on. the part of the 
Washington press bureaus to keep from 
the public such information, till it Is too 
late for action? 

Lcnmitzer’s conduct was obviously a be¬ 
trayal of America and of our anti-Com¬ 
munist ally, South Korea; what other in¬ 
terpretation can you put on it? And what 
else can you call Lemnitzer but a traitor? 

What do you suppose the uncompromis¬ 
ing old warhorse, Syngman Rhee, and his 
anti-Communist people who have been 
shot to pieces because of the betrayal by 
Lemnitzer, Acheson, Truman and associ¬ 
ates, must think of our President and our 
country for sending such a Communist-aid¬ 
ing general to command all the U. S. Army 
forces in the Far East? If you were one of 
the Moscow Presidium would you not take 
this appointment as a guarantee by Eisen¬ 
hower that he is not going to let the anti¬ 
communists in America, Korea, Formosa 
and China do anything to damage the Red 
Empire? 

I am reminded of what George Creel said 
to me a short time before he died. The 
adviser to Presidents warned: “Eisenhower 
is going to make the worst President we 
ever had. Make up your mind to it.” 

There are recurring rumors that Eisen¬ 
hower is not going to oppose the Bricker 
Amendment this year, and Eisenhower also 
has given the impression that he might 
get tough in Asia, if the Reds throw any 
more rocks at Formosa. Once more—as 
always before, Eisenhower is only taking a 
pose to offset pressure. He may possibly 
yield on the Bricker Amendment; the elec¬ 
tion year is just around the corner; and

released the secret Yalta papers, there 
was a flood of propaganda on radio 
and in the newspapers purporting to 
show that at that tragic conference the 
convicted Communist, Alger Hiss, play¬ 
ed no important role. We owe a stand¬ 
ing vote of thanks to Senator William 
Knowland for atacking this Commun¬ 
ist propaganda. In his speech on the 
Senate floor he gave the real facts 
about the role played by Hiss, who was 
one of the influential advisors of the 
then Secretary of State, Stettinius. 
Knowland read from Stettinius 5 own 
book, Roosevelt and the Russians—the 
Yalta Conference, published in 1949, 
the following pertinent statements: 

*7 refer ihose who have fried io indicate that 
Mr. Hiss played no important part at Yalta, 
to former Secretary of State Stettinius' book. 
On page 30, for example, he mentioned that 
Mr. Hiss was there as deputy director of the 
Office of Special Political Affairs. He men- 
tions the various conferences he attended. 

"On page 83, Secretary of State Stettinius 
says: 

" 'My usual daily schedule for instance, was to 
confer with Matthews, Bohlen, (the Bohlen, who 
is now Eisenhower's Communist-appeasing Am¬ 
bassador to Moscow — RHW) and Hiss just after 
I got up in the morning. I next discussed con¬ 
ference problems with the President .' 

"On the same page he says: ‘After these 
dinners I usually conferred again with Mat¬ 
thews, Bohlen, Hiss and Foote.' 

"On page 103 of the same book, forme/- Sec¬ 
retory of State Stettinius says: 

" 'The Americans sitting behind the President, 
varied somewhat from session to session but 
Usually included (Harry) Hopkins, Matthews 
and Hiss and sometimes Foote.' 

'On page 138 the Secretory writes: 

" 7 sat at the President's right. Behind the 
President sat Hopkins, Matthews and Hiss.* 

"On pages 196 and 197 former Secretory of 
State Stettinius mentions that, in dealing with 
the question of multiple voting in the United 
Nations, that question had been taken up in 
a subcommittee on which Hiss was the American 
representative. 

"I call this subject to the attention of the 
Senate because in the light of subsequent devel¬ 
opments, particularly the conviction of Hiss for 
giving perjured testimony refating to turning 
over secret documents of the Government of 
the United States to an espionage ring in this 
country, it is apparent that Hiss did not have 
to be an active negotiator and did not hove 
to be a principal architect at the conferences 
to do great damage. 

"All he had to do was to sit in and be 
privy to the information available at the con¬ 
ferences in order to be able to do tremendous 
harm to the Government of the United States 
and to the people of the United States, and 
indeed to the President he was supposed to be 
loyally supporting." 

Just how much the reluctant State De¬ 
partment doctored and deleted the Yalta 
papers before releasing them we may 
never know. The papers as released give 


the impression that Hiss was only a re¬ 
cording secretary; and leave out a reveal¬ 
ing remark by the doddering but still wise¬ 
cracking and pompous Roosevelt. Asked by 
Stalin (in full conference session) what 
concessions he was prepared to make Ibn 
Saud, whose cooperation Roosevelt was 
courting at the moment, 

"The President replied thal there was only one 
concession he thought he might otter and thof 
was to give him (that is, Ibn Saud — RHW) the 
six million Jews in the United States." 

In deleting this remark, the State De¬ 
partment said it was "not pertinent his¬ 
tory." 

The Department did not delete the fol¬ 
lowing exchange: 

"Marshal Stalin said the Jewish problem was 
a very difficult one—that they had tried to 
establish a national homo fc *he Jews in Viro- 
vidzhan (also spelled Birobidjan—RHW) but that 
they had only stayed there two or three years 
and thon scattered to the cities. He said the 
Jews were natural traders but much had been 
accomplished by putting small groups in some 
agricultural areas. 

"The President said he was a Zionist and 
asked if Marshal Stalin wes one." 

"Marshal Stalin said he was one in principle but 
he recognized the difficulty." 

That brief exchange is extremely reveal¬ 
ing as well as intriguing. This took place 
only two or three days before the Yalta 
fiasco ended, and apparently after the 
President had put his political neck on 
the block by making the wisecrack about 
giving the Jews to Arab King Ibn Saud (a 
remark sure to get out among America’s 
Jews). FDR could have made the remark 


A pact between Communist Chinese leaders 
and Moscow leaders, revealed by Hearsl news¬ 
papers June 10, 19S4, calls for the killing of 
100,000,000 Chinese. The pact, reportedly sign¬ 
ed February 12, 1950, reads in part: 

. . population of the Chinese Peoples' Re¬ 
public must, owing to existing lock of resources, 
be diminished by 100,000,000, since otherwise 
they cannot be sustained." 

An editor's note pointed out that esti¬ 
mates by a U. S. State Department offi¬ 
cial put the total of Chinese already 
killed at 15,000,000. 

Do you suppose Truman or Eisenhower 
ever lets such a mere trifle prick his con¬ 
science? If was Truman who let the Reds 
have Chisfe; Eisenhower who day by day 
holds b$ck Chiang Kai-shek from freeing 
his people, while the slaughter goes on. 
And almost always it is the best stock, 
the most capable leaders, who are killed 
out. 

Truman and Eisenhower are partners 
to this crime. The monster which thinks 
nothing of wiping out a hundred million 
Chinese thinks nothing of wiping out a 
hundred million Americans. If Eisenhow¬ 
er would turn Chiang and Rhee loose they 
would beat back our common enemy, mak- 


about being a Zionist in an effort to find 
an anti-dote for the politically fatal earlier 
remark. 

Note that Stalin, the strong man of world 
Communism, which is supposed to be an 
arch-enemy of world Zionism, said he 
was a Zionist in principle! Small wonder 
the Communist propaganda press could 
find fault with the Yalta papers (as re¬ 
leased). 

Stalin, however, was more honest and 
far less ardent in courting the Zionists 
than was Roosevelt. 

We are not to get the impression that 
Stalin moved all the Soviet Jews to Biro- 
bidjan. Perhaps only 30,000 to 50,000 Jews 
ever saw that province. Stalin's brother-in- 
law (by the left hand, if I may invoke my 
French), the powerful Kaganovich, re¬ 
mained (and remains) master of all heavy 
industry, including the great cities of in¬ 
dustrial slave labor. Jacob Ashberg re¬ 
mains the dictator of Soviet finance. The 
chief Soviet propaganda organs apparently 
still are Jewish edited. Rakosi remains, or 
Is again, the strong man of Hungry. As 
recently as early March the spy scientist, 
Pontecorvo (who ran from British labora¬ 
tories with secrets to the Soviet Union 
some three years ago) wrote an article for 
official Soviet organs condemning the 
capitalist, warmonger West and glorifying 
his chosen land of the People’s Democracy. 
These Jews and their associates evidently 
still possess great power, perhaps decisive 
power, behind the iron curtain. 

If we can get Knowland into the White 
House in 1956 or 1960 we may eventually 
get the full story of Yalta. But more to the 
point: we will likely avoid future Yaltas.

OFFICIAL REPR^Al^ED FOR TRYING ' 
TO PROTECT U.S. FROM TRAITORS " 


"The government has reprimanded a 
LJ. S. naturalization officer who sought 
to inject a question of 'dual loyalty* 
involving Zionism into citizenship ex¬ 
amination procedures, 5 * wrote Milton 
Friedman in his column in the Cali¬ 
fornia Jewish Voice, October 15, 1954. 

. . Rabbi Berel Weiss of Denver, Colo., look¬ 
ed forward for a lifetime to American citizenship. 
But on August 18, when he appeared for an oral 
examination in Denver he was asked: 'Are you a 
Zionist?' 

"His witnesses, Rabbi Lejzor Bryks and Rabbi 
Chaim Davidovich, interceded. They asked the 
official, Brooks Thomas, why the question was 
asked. Thomas replied: 'Well, there's always the 
question of dual loyalty and anyway were sup¬ 
posed to ask the question under the new immigra¬ 
tion law.' He referred to the McCarran-Walter 
Act. 

"The matter was referred by Denver to the 
Anti-Defamation League in Washington. Herman 
Edelsberg, ADL Washington director, wrote Gen. 
Joseph M. Swing, Commissioner of Immigration 
and Naturalization. Edelsberg wrote that he be¬ 
lieved the Denver incident 'altogether inconsist¬ 
ent with the practices and policies of the Im¬ 
migration and Naturalization Service and the Jus¬ 
tice Department. 

"After a study of the case, A. C. Devaney, As¬ 
sistant Commissioner in charge of the Inspection 
and Examination Division, replied. The officer, 
Devaney reported, 'stated that he inquired as to 
whether Rabbi Weiss was a Zionist for the pur¬ 
pose of ascertaining whether Rabbi Weiss could 
take the oath of allegiance required by the natura¬ 
lization laws.' 

" 'The line of questioning pursued by this offi¬ 
cer,' said Devaney, 'was not sanctioned by the 
Service, was not in accord with the policies of 
the Service, and is not regarded as relevant 
to o determination of an applicant's eligibility 
for naturalization.' 

"Devaney made known that 'the officer involved 
hos been reprimanded for his handling of the case 
and admonished regarding the line of questioning 
engaged in these cases. You may be assured that 
there will be no repetition of the incident . . /

established a vital precedent. It is an official 
ruling that Zionism and Americanism, as Justice 
Brandeis contended years ago, are entirely con¬ 
sistent.

And so one more American is battered 
and condemned by the Eisenhower New 
Deal for looking after his country’s in¬ 
terests against the Zionist world power.

JAPANESE JEWS 

The B’nai B’rith Messenger, Los Angeles 
Jewish weekly, reported (in a Jewish 
Telegraph Agency dispatch from Hart¬ 
ford), Sept. 17, 1954: 

"As many as 10,000 Japanese are seeking con¬ 
version to Judaism, Rabbi A. J. Feldman, spiritual 
leader of Beth Israel Temple here, reported this 
week . . . Rabbi Feldman stated he found that 
the war 'knocked out the spiritual props' (in 
destroying Shintoism — RHW). As a result many 
of them are turning to Judaism, bolstered to a 
great extent by the fact that American Jews, 
especially chaplains in the American armed ser¬ 
vices, had offered many kindnesses to the Ja¬ 
panese. A great many Japanese, Rabbi Feld¬ 
man reported, are learning Hebrew, and many 
ore practicing Jewish rites. Jewish chaplains 
and rabbis, however, ore 'going slow' on accecpt- 
ing the would-be converts, he noted,"

McCarthy breaks with ike? setting stage for »

McCarthy has broken with Eisenhow¬ 
er and his break may give the conser¬ 
vatives the chance to save the Republic 
if they go about it right. McCarthy 
said in a radio appearance May 23 that 
unless Eisenhower takes the necessary 
action to get the 471 American prison¬ 
ers released by Red China, he, McCar¬ 
thy, will not support the President for 
reelection in 1956! 

1 his means that McCarthy as of now 
has broken with Eisenhower and that Ei¬ 
senhower will have to take the initiative 
if he gets the support of the McCarthy 
Republicans in 1956. 

I have not seen a single editorial com¬ 
ment which reflects the importance of this 
statement. McCarthy has such a powerful 
following, he now confronts the next Re¬ 
publican convention with a mountain that 
will be hard to get around. He said fur¬ 
ther that he would not support Stevenson 
should he be the Democratic nominee 
again—implying that it there is a reason¬ 
ably acceptable Democratic nominee, Mc¬ 
Carthy might throw his support to him. 

McCarthy's timing is good. He serves 
notice at the right time that the Republi¬ 


cans had better not re-nominate Eisen¬ 
hower; he lets the Democrats see that if 
Ike is re-nominated, they can sweep the 
nation by naming a candidate acceptable 
to the conservative Republicans. 

The thing for us to do now, as I see it, 
is to start impressing this fact on the con¬ 
servative Democrats, urging them to walk 
out of the 1956 Demo convention if it 
fails to name a conservative, and to put 
their own man on the Democratic ballot 
of all Southern states, together with a con¬ 
servative Republican (perhaps McCarthy 
or Lee) as vice president. The Southern 
Demo leaders ought then to enter the 
team on the ballot of all states outside 
the South on some independent ticket, 
thus giving all of us a chance to vote 
for them. (They should have friends start 
now getting a new party on the ballot 
of the various states so as to be ready.) 

With the solid South throwing 130 to 
140 electoral votes to the team, it would 
take only a few other sizeable states to 
make up the required 266—and in a three- 
way split, with a New Deal one worlder 
on each of the two old tickets, the third 
party would have a cinch for a plurality 
in some or many of the conservative Re¬ 
publican states. I would certainly bet on 
it in California, which has 35 electoral 
votes. 


I have felt for some years that the only 
way a third party has a chance in the im¬ 
mediate future is for the South to launch 
its own candidate in the above described 
manner. It would just about be a sure 
shot, unless the two New Dealing old par¬ 
ty candidates turned CONVINCINGLY 
conservative during the campaign. 

There are two key men in the South to whom 
we should begin to direct our letters and pleas 
tor action: Ex-Governor Herman Talmadge, Love- 
joy, Ga., and Governor Allan Shivers, Governor's 
Mansion. Austin, Tex. Talmadge is one of the 
most brilliant men I have ever heard on radio, 
with a convincing voice and manner, and thor¬ 
oughly uncompromising. Shivers has unfortunately 
been too fond of Eisenhower, but he still is 
a good conservative, American. Both men will 
be out of jobs (though Talmadge may be 
running for the Senate against Senator George). 
Talmadge is only 42j Shivers only 48. 

While many of us would like nothing 
better than to see Governor Lee of Utah 
in the White House, the need to consoli¬ 
date the South in a walk-out at the con¬ 
vention and the need to guarantee solid 
support for the regional Democratic choice 
for President, might require nomination of 
a Southern man for the top job. 

Let's start writing these and other 
Southern leaders to see if we can get 
them to take the initiative and save the 
Republic.

OPPOSE IKE S DICTATORIAL FEPC 


The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, which, 
as I have shown in earlier issues, was 
founded by and is run by Jewish re¬ 
volutionaries using the Negroes, has 
filed a complaint with Eisenhower’s 
Committee on Government Contracts 
charging four oil companies with dis¬ 
crimination against Negroes in employ¬ 
ment. 

Specifically it was the Legal Defense 
Fund of the NAACP which filed the com¬ 
plaint. This fund is evidently well fin¬ 
anced as it maintains a permanent salar¬ 
ied staff of nearly 50 attorneys (many 
of them Jewish) in the various states, who 
in turn hire local legal assistants in their 
activities cf stirring Negroes to hate 
Anglo-Saxons and demand “rights" which 
are in fact special privileges. 

The four oil companies are the Esso 
Standard Oil, the Cities Service Refining 
Corporation, the Lion Corporation and the 
Carbide Chemical Company. The Jewish- 
NAACP complaint says these oil com¬ 
panies hire Negroes only for laborers, 
whereas the petition would force the com¬ 
panies to either make some unnecessary 
high salaried jobs, requiring skills or lead¬ 


ership, or else fire some white men hold¬ 
ing such jobs to make way for Negroes. 

To look at it from an impersonal point 
of view: the Jewish revolutionaries want 
to invoke the power of government to 
make the companies stop discriminating 
in favor of one race and begin discriminat¬ 
ing in favor of another. 

This is one of the devices used by Sen. Herbert 
H . Lehman, one of the principal policy makers 
for the NAACP, and his fellow Jewish revolu¬ 
tionaries to induce Negroes to support the Jew¬ 
ish political machine behind the Now Deal and 
the Communist program. 

The Reds want to have the government 
invoke its illegal, usurped authority to 
tell these (employers whom they may and 
may not mire. Hardly anything makes me 
see red: (ami you may spell it also with a 
capital R) quicker than this encroachment 
I marvel that the rugged individualists of 
recent memory, the hard-boiled employers 
for whom the bleeding hearts Lave so much 
veikom, just sit and take it If they had 
an ounce of the guts their fathers had 
they would tell Eisenhower and the flock 
of pinkoes and alien strategists who run 
him to go straight to hell; they would hire 
and fire whomever they damn well pleased,

These oil companies have let themselves 
in for this attack and for domination, by 
the government, by reason of having 
stooped to sign a contract for government 
orders in which they promised the Marx¬ 
ist administration that they would not 
discriminate against (or in, favor of) any 
race or creed in hiring and promoting em¬ 
ployes. 

If the government wants to buy from 
me the government, like any other cus¬ 
tomer, will buy on my terms or go some¬ 
where else. 

Ike had no legal ground for inserting 
the non-discrimination clause in govern¬ 
ment contracts. Congress has repeatedly 
refused to enact non-discrimination (so- 
called Fair Employment Practices Commis¬ 
sion) legislation; thus, Eisenhower’s FEPC 
in government contracts violates the obv¬ 
ious will of Congress—and any FEPC, 
city, £tate or federal, violates the spirit of 
the Constitution. When the government 
can by coercion or other means, tell a 
man whom he must hire and fire, what 
other sacred right remains safe? 

If a man wants to hire all Negroes or 
all Wlutes or some of each, that is his 
business. If he is to meet competition, he 
has to discriminate in every respect in 
hiring and promoting. If he has any self- 
respect he will discriminate to the very 
best of his judgment and understanding. 
If he does not prefer his own kind, if he 
trusts others more than his own kind in

General Lyman Lemnitzer, the traitor 
who sold us out in Korea by refusing to 
carry out Congressional directives to ship 
defense weapons to the anti-Communist 
South Korean republic before the Beds at¬ 
tacked in 1950, now takes over full com¬ 
mand of our forces in the Japan-Korea 
theatre, including the Eighth Army. 

I have just learned by long distance 
telephone that Chiang Kai-Shek and the 
other anti-Communist leaders In Asia, 
who could fight the Beds for us, are 
shocked and discouraged by this appoint¬ 
ment.

tion of Lemnitzer. Knowland, who is so

if the facts (of Lemnitzer’s treason) as 
set forth in the Intelligence Summary 
had been called to his attention in time, 
he would have submitted them to the 
committee.

When I was many years younger, in 
Dallas, Texas, as an employe of several 
companies, I hired as many as 60 to 75 
Negroes at a time for certain jobs. I 
trained them; they knew what they could 
get away with and what they couldn’t; I 
treated them with justice; and never once 
did I have the least bit of trouble with 
one of them. They were proud to go home 
at night to their own section of town and 
they knew I would not hire a Negro who 
wanted to live with Whites. I had con¬ 
siderable affection for some of them and 
I know that they responded with like 
feeling. 

/ 

But if I were working these men today 
and Eisenhower or Congress or the state 
legislature proclaimed or legislated a non¬ 
discrimination clause telling me I had to 
hire so many of the '‘minorities", I would 
fire every one of them as a way of re¬ 
fusing to have the rights of my American 
citizenship destroyed. My act of rebellion 
would be as important to the employes 
as to me. 

There must be millions of employes who 
are waiting for some employer, some 
throw-back to provencial, self-respecting 
Americanism, to challenge the Eisenhower 
non-discrimination clause in government 
contracts and the state FEPC (now in 
effect in some 13 states). • / 

A strangely delayed development is at 
last evident in the above mentioned situa¬ 
tion: the unions whose employes work for 
the four oil companies also are cited in 
the NAACP petition for discriminating in 
favor of white employes. This is the 
first time I have heard of a union, or a 
group of emp loyes, protesting the vicious, 
terrorist FEPC and non-discrimination 
edicts and laws, though no employer is more 
directly concerned than the employes, 
as these “non-discrimination” inquisitions 


either force white men and women out 
of jobs or reduce the number of jobs 
available to them, which is the same 
thing. 

The big national unions in r n cerit years 
have come so completely undjr the in¬ 
fluence of the Federated Press, which is 
dominated by Communistic Jews, and the 
influence of the Anti-Defamation League 
and certain Jewish nationalis‘d in the 
union power drive, that they mouth the 
“brotherhood" sentiments of the Com¬ 
munist Daily Worker and the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith. It 
is certainly interesting at the least to 
note that a few unions are willing to 
intervene against this Marxist attack on 
the white race. 

I propose that we all write the four 
oil companies and also each of the unions 
named in the NAACP Red petition, urging 
them to stand up and fight for their 
rights against the discrimination by the 
organized revolutionaries. Urge them to 
go into court to show that Eisenhower 
had no authority, in fact violated the 
will of Congress, in enacting this FEPC 
edict. Urge them to fight it out as an 
example of courage to other employers 
and employes, to resist the Red tyranny 
which is destroying or ignoring the Con¬ 
stitution.

ADL Now Afraid of Its Own 
”Group Libel” Frankenstein 

The Anti-Defamation League has turned 
against proposals for “group libel" laws. 
It was the ADL as well as the Communist 
Party which originated the drive for what 
it has named group libel laws, the ADL’s 
argument being that under such laws it 
could go into court and get an injunction 
against its opponents as anti-Semites. 

The California Jewish Voice, May 6, re¬ 
ported that the ADL at its 42nd annual 
convention (NY City) adopted a resolution 
“opposing Congressional proposals for 
group libel laws that would outlaw publi¬ 
cation on dissemination of material de¬ 
faming racial or religious groups.” The 
reason given was an amazingly frank ad¬ 
mission that the ADL itself has been libel¬ 
ing some racial and/or religious groups: 
“The resolution warned that ’unless care¬ 
fully drawn with Constitutional safe¬ 
guards for the protection of free speech 
and a free press, (the law) would boom¬ 
erang and do more harm than good,” 

Some four years ago I had in my hands 
a copy of confidential minutes of a closed 
ADL meeting in which some of the lead¬ 
ers already had begun to warn against the 
difficulty of drawing up legislation which 
w ould not endanger the ADL, while provid¬ 
ing a chance for legal suppression of the 
“bigots" and “anti-Semites”—who, when 
identified, always turn out to be the op¬ 
ponents of Communism and political Zion¬ 
ism.

DANGEROUS MENTAL HEALTH BILLS HIT MANY STATES- 
NEW DEAL PLANS TO SOFTEN CHILDREN WITH NEEDLE 


Famous Leflist Says Will Suppress all Future Opposition by Medically Destroying Will of Entire 
Generation of Children; Lucille Miller one of First Political Prisoners in New Drive 


Behind the propaganda tidal wave 
which swept the Salk polio vaccine into 
the White House and apparently gov¬ 
ernment control ( with little resistance 
from Congress or even the medical as¬ 
sociations) comes another tidal wave, 
this one for mental health laws which 
seem deliberately shaped for use in in¬ 
timidating political opponents. 

The second wave, slapping the public 
before they have time to shake their heads 
and orient themselves from the former, is 
of even greater magnitude than I realized 
when I wrote the warning about it in the 
May issue of the Summary. 

Reports have come in showing that the 
New Deal power machine has exceedingly 
dangerous mental health bills in. prepar¬ 
ation or pending in several state legis¬ 
latures. 

All these bills of which I have any 
knowledge reveal certain characteristics 
in common: (1) They presume that the 
state lias the right and duty to take over 
an individual, just because he gives evi¬ 
dence of mental disturbances; (2) They 


would enable law enforcement officers 
(and in one state, privately appointed 
hospital attendants) to seize a citizen on 
mere reports of eccentricities; and (3) 
these bills would allow a citizen to be 
thrown into an insane aslyum without pro¬ 
cess of court 

It is hard to believe that anyone would 
even propose such a law; but the bills are 
in plain English. * 


Lucille Miller Shown Sane 

Glancing backward, it seems likely that 
the Marxists who evidently have care¬ 
fully planned these various state cam¬ 
paigns and who recently have redoubled 
the newspaper and networks hokum about 
mentally sick people, must have intended 
the seizure of Lucille Miller, Vermont anti¬ 
communist, as the kick-off of their drive. 
Having observed the technique of the 
immigrant Marxists, especially the gifted 
Zionists, for a dozen years, I can see 
how they might have expected to make a 
big newspaper splurge about the "men¬ 
tally sick" Mrs. Miller, who had to be put 
in an insane asylum—just a batty super- 


patriot using antl-Communism as a cover 
for anti-Semitism (if I may take words 
out of the Communist Daily Worker). 

Fortunately, the Millers put up a fight, 
a real fight with a sure-nuff Green Moun¬ 
tain rifle, until a U. S. Marshal squelched 
them with tear gas.

POLIO VACCINE, BUT WATCH OUT FOR NEXT BLOW

The smart boys who have such power 
over the press and networks and so much 
influence with numerous welfare depart¬ 
ments, local, state and federal, had a 
thoroughly planned campaign ready. In 
March they “leaked" word to the press that 
the Salk vaccine had been perfected and 
was waiting only for a final announce¬ 
ment to be made April 12. 

April 12, as one of my subscribers points 
out ,is tile birthday of the God of the 
Marxist ballyhooers, F. D. Roosevelt, 
though the announcements carefully made 
no mention of that fact (and this omis¬ 
sion hints that they no longer feel that 
F. D. R is a propaganda asset). It was 
on April 12 that they released the final 
statement and it hit the headlines like 
an A-bomb (blasting the big Yalta scan¬ 
dal off page 1, perhaps into oblivion, in¬ 
tentionally or incidentally protecting the 


name of F. D. Roosevelt from further 
damaging revelations). 

And the whole country, it seemed, mad* 
a rush for the wonderful vaccine which— 
they were assured—was to whip the child- 
killer poliomyelitis. We all hoped it was 
so. 

But the ballyhoo was spread so thick 
day after 4ay that Bomc of us began to 
note a resemblance to things past; also 
that some of the big names behind the 
crashing drive were those of famous 
Marxists, notably leaders of the Zionist 
revolution behind Communism and tho 
New Deal. 

So we. began to look for endorsements 
of the vaccine by physicians of known 
standing in the medical profession. Not 
a word did I see anywhere quoting the 
American Medical Association, or even 


its Journal, or a single state or even county 
medical association. 

All authority seemed to come from a 
physician named Thomas Francis ,Jr., 
who had studied the results of experimen¬ 
tal use of Dr. Salk’s vaccine and assured 
us it was all right. Who was this Dr. 
Francis? Who was this Dr. Salk? The 
Jewish newspapers (of well known Marxist 
hue), praised them extravagantly. 

The only official body assuring parents 
they should go ahead and let their chil¬ 
dren have the vaccine was the U. S. Pub¬ 
lic Health Service. Knowing the left wing 
slant and bias of this infiltrated bureau, I 
was only the more fearful tliat wo were 
being rushed with too much haste.

Paralysis, Inc., took full credit for having

financed and backed the project, and 
seemed to have dictatorial control over 
the vaccine. 

The Jewish commentators and newspapers went 
into hysterics about Dr. Salk and his discovery. 
They were by way of making a god of their 
tribal kinsman. 

And of course everybody who cared knew 
the background of the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, Inc. Its founder was (for 
public consumption) always named as Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, polio victim, circus hawker inimit¬ 
able, who had spearheaded the march of dimes 
every time his birthday came around. A won¬ 
derful job the Foundation did; no question about 
it. It had to do a big job in order to build 
up for the plan which seems to have been long 
and well laid, for furthering the socialization of 
medicine. But well come to that point in a 
moment. 

Basil O'Connor, partner of F. D. R. during the 
few years in which the lattor practiced law , be¬ 
come head of the Foundation and so remains. 
The march of dimes drives every year seemed to 
be run in almost every community and on the 
higher levels by left-wing Jews and known New 
Dealers and do-gooders. My friends and I always 
wanted to contribute, but we were always slumped 
by the thoroughly alien character of the drive 
(as is the case with so many of the ballyhoo 
profects concerning health—the private respon¬ 
sibility of individual citizens). 

I began telephoning physician friends. 
Though they seemed to have confidence 
in the Salk vaccine, every one agreed that 
he had seen not a line of scientific evi¬ 
dence, not even in the medical journal, 
that would justify the wide use of the 
vaccine. As one doctor (and a good one) 
put it: "We have not seen or heard a 
thing about it that you have not seen or 
heard in the papers and on the networks." 

Why the Rush? 

Not a single medical association through¬ 
out the nation had endorsed the vaccine. 

When I got through telephoning that 
day (on or about April 20) I was angry 
and alarmed. The entire generation of 
American children were to be shot with 
this unknown vaccine, just on the say-so 
of a few self-appointed spokesmen. 

It might be a month or a year or ten 
years before we could know whether or 
not the injections would leave damaging 
after effects. Must we be stampeded into 
risking the entire generation of American 
children? 

After all, despite the impression from 
the propaganda, only an infinitesimal frac¬ 
tion of children contract the admittedly 
dreaded disease. Couldn't we just hold off 
a while to see what the doctors thought 
of the vaccine and to have some -better 
reassurance than the word of Mr. O'Con¬ 
nor and the march of dimes boys? 

As you who read the May issue know, 
I wrote an article pleading for less stam¬ 
pede and more time to find out about the 
merits of the Salk vaccine. A week later, 
the presses were ready to start turning on 
the May Summary when my wife phoned 
that the radio had reported five cases 
of polio among children in Los Angeles 
who had been "immunized” with the Salk 
serum. Alarmed city health authorities 
had stopped the injections fearing that 
(as a friend put it) some of the dead 
virus were not dead. That was the first 


hint that the vaccine might not be safe. 
Even this first small alarm -fully justi¬ 
fied my go-slow plea, written a week 
earlier (though as late as May 20, after 
scores of children had contracted polio 
after injections of the Salk serum, both 
of the Marxist Jewish papers of Los An¬ 
geles, the California Jewish Voice and 
the B’nai B’rith Messenger, attacked me 
on page 1 as "the California bigot” for 
my wait-and-see warning). 

Israel Not Using Salk Serum! 

(I am reminded here that though the Jewish 
organs seem universally devoted to the deifica¬ 
tion of Dr. So Ik and glorification of the vaccine, 
the state of Israel announced in mid-May that 
it would not make use of the vaccine this year, 
giving as its reason or excuse the difficulty of 
geffing enough of it to go around). 

You know the pitiful story of the boom¬ 
erang of the vaccine, with scores of chil¬ 
dren throughout the country coming down 
with polio a few days after being "immun¬ 
ized” with the Salk serum. Throughout 
the month of May the U. S. Public Health 

Service and Mrs. Hobby wore off-agaln, 

on-again, repeatedly postponing their ap¬ 
proval of further serum use. Physicians 
in Alameda, Calif., refused to administer 
the injections. Though the papers have 
said little about it, there have been several 
scores of cases from members of a family 
not themselves inoculated, but one member 
of which had been inoculated—the in¬ 
oculated member perhaps inununized but 
possibly turned into a carrier of the dread 
disease. 

Early in May the policy making council of 
the California Medical Association “took a slap 
at the National Foundation for Infantile Paraly¬ 
sis, Inc., for its handling of the Salk anti-polio 
vaccine/' as reported in a San Francisco news¬ 
paper. 

"The council, whose resolutions automatically 
became CM A policy, deplored the 'contrived pub¬ 
licity' surrounding announcement of the vaccine's 
test results and the by-passing of private phy¬ 
sicians in judging its effectiveness." 

The council further deplored the rushing of 
the vaccine into use saying "there has not to 
date been an opportunity for general discussion 
of the value of the method"&nd it deplored the 
fact that the vaccine was in the hands of a non- 
professional agency (the NFIP). 

It further declared that the Salk vaccine was 
“not the last word'' in the fight against polio. 

This resolution should provoke serious thoughf 
among parents and school officials as well as 
private physicians. 


before: At first it was the Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, Inc. which was the 
dictator over the use of the vaccine. Thus 
the physicians and their professional so¬ 
cieties and associations, so hated by the 
proponents of socialized medicthe, were 
completely shunned. The shunning was 
so obvious It could only have been delib¬ 
erate. If the Marxists are to succeed in 
socializing medicine they must bypass the 
non-Marxist doctors and get the public 
in the habit of looking to Washington 
for approval of formulas and dictation of 
their use. 

No sooner was the glorified vaccine put 
into use than statements praising it began 
to come from Eisenhower, the ever willing 
mouthpiece of the pinks. Almost imme¬ 
diately he began to mouth statements to 
the effect that he would take whatever 
steps might be necessary to see that the 
younger children got the injections first 
(as if anybody was following any other 
course)—as if the vaccine belonged to the 
President of the United States. 

Then he began saying he was determined 
that no child should go without the shots 
just because its parents were unable to 
pay for them—as if any child wb'uld have 
to. (Where was the $15,000,000 or more 
contributed to the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis?) 

Scheme Now Revealed 

And presently—wham! The President 
asked Congress for $2 million for a spe¬ 
cial "urgent" .fund and $28 million for 
shots for poor children. 

So there we had the picture fully un¬ 
folded: the smooth operators who had 
long used the Foundation and the march 
of dimes to glorify their god, Roosevelt, 
and to help soften the fact that lie was a 
hopeless and seriously handicapped crip¬ 
ple, in later years had shaped their pro¬ 
gram so os to control the treatment of 
Infantile paralysis as it developed; and 
when the long sought serum (or reason¬ 
ably saleable facsimile thereof) at last 
came out of the test tubes, they having 
control of it, tossed it into the lap of the 
yes-man President, asking Congress to 
finance it thereafter. 

It was a dastardly clever technique. 
The smart boys made the people feel that 
infantile paralysis was about to wipe out 
the human race; then made them think 
Dr. Salk had saved mankind; then threw 

this fabulous glorified savior into the hands 

of the government—and how many mil¬ 
lions of our people feel that that is just 
where such a precious thing must be han¬ 
dled? 


True medical scientists traditionally 
make their discoveries available to the 
entire profession. How did it "happen” 
that Dr. Jonas Salk made his discovery 
available only through a non-scientific, 
non-nj^dical, New Deal propaganda 
agency? Such a procedure was not jus¬ 
tified even on the ground that the Founda¬ 
tion had raised the money which financed 
the experiments. A truly benevolent foun¬ 
dation would have wanted the vaccine 
handled in a highly professional manner 
for the maximum benefit of mankind. 

Instead, the Salk vaccine was used for 
political propaganda purposes even be¬ 
fore it was released to the Foundation. 

Follow the steps of the transfer from 
laboratory to big time politics and you 
may see a purpose, probably planned long 


How many times must the Marxist revo¬ 
lutionaries put over a socialization scheme 
in such a manner before the majority 
of the radio listeners will come to look 
to the Great Red Father in the White 
House to tell them what pills to take and 
see that Congress pays for the pills? 

Compared with such revolutionary tech¬ 
niques we, the common herd, the stupid 
gentiles, are just learning to jabber. 

(Mr. Basil O'Connor may have learned a lesson 
about the associated Marxists who have always 
steam-powered his calliope: Just as soon as they 
got the serum going fhey took it away from him 
and tossed it to the President of the United State s 
(and his Hobby). So they had little further need 
for Mr. O'Connor and the old cocoon out of which 
their gorgeous butterfly or beetle had emerged .

If the government took over the financing and 
control of polio treatment, the Foundation must 
have come to the end of its usefulness . 

(And sure enough, on May 24 I read a news 
release from Mr. O'Connor crying out in his 
anguish that the government would not even let 
him see the reports of scientific tests being 
made on the various vaccines.) 

There is a moral to this drama of the 
march of dimes: It swept the nation like 
a tidal wave, and, unless the boomerang 
from the faulty vaccine itself interferes 
and unless we work fast, Congress will 
very likely begin appropriating money for 
the polio injections — and thereafter the 
U. S. Public Health Service will dictate 
the use of the vaccine permanently. The 
same revolutionaries who engineered this, 
now have a second tidal wave building up 
and ready to slap the public over before 
they can right themselves from the first. 
The second tidal wave is the "mental 
health" drive. 

I am treating it separately in this issue. 
Please don’t fail to do whatever you can 
to combat this threat to our freedom. At 
the same time, won’t you write Congress 
urging opposition to appropriation of 
money for payment of the polio vaccine? 
Remind your Senators and the Congress¬ 
men that medical attention is the respon¬ 
sibility and privilege of the parent, not of 
Congress and the President, nor even Mrs. 
Hobby.

aiding Judge whom Mrs. Miller had re¬ 
peatedly criticised and exposed—and who 
refused to disqualify himself. 

I feel that this case has so much 
bearing on the nation-wide drive for 
mental health laws that I must quote a 
few lines from the report (which a friend 
has shown me): 

"She (Mrs. Miller) and husband edit a small 
anti-Communist mimeographed sheet they call 
Green Mountain Rifleman. Some issues have 
come to us unsolicited. Some we thought vitriolic 
and unrestrained. However, if could be argued 
that the time has come when we must be out¬ 
spoken if we are to shake many Americans out 
of their lethargy into an awareness of the 
dangers we face. 

"In any case, Mrs. Miller wants to be tried 
on the indictment (for having urged young men 
to refuse to be drafted and thus get into court 
a test case of the Constitutionality of the 
draft law — RHW) which for obvious reasons, on 
so touchy a subject, the government has appar¬ 
ently no idea of bringing to trial . . . There is 
great question as to the Constitutionality (of 
the draft act). 

"Mrs. Miller stated that she did not incite 
young men not to serve in the Army, but that 
she counseled some of them and their parents 
to bring test suits ... If this is what she did, 
then she was well within her Constitutional 
rights. She stated that she believes in a vol¬ 
unteer army (the MacArfhur plan — RHW), 

"The issue that concerns us is not Mrs. Miller 
herself bui the dangerous precedent her case 
establishes, if not challenged. Mrs. Miller plead¬ 
ed not guilty and chose to defend herself. She 
made an excellent prepared statement to the 
Court. It was lucid and to her credit . . . (But 



the judge prevented trial by declaring her in. 
and remanding her to the Altorncy General of 
the United States, under Sec. 4246 of the U. S. 
Code—RHW). 

,f Mrs. Miller is thus incarcerated in Ward 8 of 
St. Elizabeth's Federal Hospital for the insane 
at Washington, D. C. This is the most violent 
ward of the Women's Receiving Building. Here 
are housed prostitutes, murderesses, black and 
white, confirmed bed-wetters, floor defilers, 
screamers, sex maniacs. Brawls fake place daily. 
This is the 'quiet' retreat to which she is com¬ 
mitted for cure, because her home environment 
is alleged to be too unsettled and stimulating 
for herl 

"Further, we are interested in the two psychia¬ 
trists who said she was insane describing her 
condition as 'maniac depressive reaction, manic 
type'. This is, they report (U. S. of A. v. Lucille 
Miller: STATEMENT OF THE CASE' (a condition) 
in which there is a disturbance of the moods of 
the patient, and the manic type is the type 
of mood change in which the patient goes 
into a state of elation, exaltation; in which 
they arc overactive; in which their judgment is 
disturbed; they are free, on the whole—rather 
free with their mood. They feel somewhat bet¬ 
ter than usual, buf at the same time are apt 
to be very irritable and easily angered — par¬ 
ticularly if people don't agree with them and 
if they are not permitted to do things they 
want to do .'" 

The psychiatrists said such cases could 
be satisfactorily treated usually in a few 
weeks if put in a quiet environment! 

I consider it important for every Am¬ 
erican to read carefully the testimony 
above quoted from the two psychiatrists 
who condemned this anti-New Deal, anti- 
Communist, anti-Zionist patriot to an in¬ 
sane asylum. No human being worth his 
salt but has such emotional ups and downs 
as described by the two psychiatrists. 

It is a question of degree; insanity must 
be shown by overt acts. 

Mrs. Miller's home town family doctor, J. 
Crawford Russell, told the Chicago Tribune (see 
issue of May 6, 1955), "I have been their fam¬ 
ily physician for 10 years . . . She has caused 
no disturbance in the neighborhood. She is not 
a goss/per, nor has she displayed any violent 
tendencies against anyone. She was quite cap¬ 
able of taking c are of herself and her family." 

Note that not a single instance was 
presented of violence or threat of violence; 
not a one of her neighbors testified against 
her or questioned her mental soundness. 
In fact, her neighbors in the small com¬ 
munity of Bethel (where everybody knows 
everybody else’s private life) stood solidly 
behind her and are working toward or 
asking for her release. 

I have reported this fantastic case some¬ 
what in detail because it is the living 
warning to political dissenters who attack 
the Communist fronters and New Dealers. 

It is a warning that we had better look 
carefully into the rash of mental health 
laws pending in our state legislatures. 

The San Antonio Express reported Feb¬ 
ruary 24: 

"A House committee Wednesday night ap¬ 
proved a proposed constitutional amendment 
to permit waiving jury triols for persons com¬ 
mitted to state mental hospitals. The amend¬ 
ment . . . would authorize the legislature to 
set up new laws on commitments." 

Since receiving this clipping I have not 
had time to check in Texas on the status 
of the proposal, but as a constitutional 


amendment it could not have become ef¬ 
fective this soon. Texans take note. This 
is just another way of nullifying the 
right of trial by jury, guaranteed by the 
Constitution of the United States. 

An Oklahoma subscriber, prominent in 
social work sends me a copy tyf a form 
letter dated May 7 sent out by the Okla¬ 
homa Association for Mental Health 
("Division of National Association for 
Mental Health"), which appeals for sup¬ 
port of a bill to amend the Oklahoma 1953 
Mental Health Act so that an "alleged 
mentally ill person need only be given 
notice of hearing ‘one day prior to said 
hearing’.” 

One might ask why the rush? It is 
common practice throughout all nations 
which boast of traditional Anglo-Saxon 
justice that the accused be given time to 
get an attorney and to prepare his defense. 

Rabbi Krohn, leader of the mental health 
drive in Arizona, has revealed an exceed/ng/jf 
dangerous plan for that state. 

The most vicious of the proposed billa 
so far noted is that pending before the 
California legislature, driven hard by 
Marxist minority leaders, notably in Los 
Angeles, and certain of their underlings 
in the legislature. The bill is gathering 
considerable support among the growing 
number of demagogues in both Houses of 
Ihe legislature. 

This bill is so worded that anyone who 
is socially out of step, anyone who is ec¬ 
centric, anyone of whom a neighbor files 
a complaint alleging eccentricities or mal¬ 
adjustment, can be taken to a mental hos¬ 
pital by law enforcement officers or by 
certain, appointed hospital attendants with¬ 
out process of court. Fantastic but true, 
and its backers, who are Marxist revolu¬ 
tionaries and Communist fronters, have a 
dangerously sweet coating for this deadly 
pill, pleading that court processes give 
undesirable publicity to the patient. Our 
do-gooders fall readily for such hogwash. 
..The sponsors word their proposals thus: 

"(1). Creation of a 90-day observation period 
for. involuntary admission mental cases, who could 
enter a public instiluiion without the necessity 
and stigma of a formal commitment. 

"(2). Use of institution attendants to transport 
patients to hospitals instead of police or deputy 
sheriffs in order to remove the stigma of 
'criminality'. 

"W- Removal of much of the 'red tape' in 
the form of court appearances and hearings on 
commitments and financial matters." 

Read it again, you eccentric anti-Com- 
munists, you hate mongers and super¬ 
patriots who want to salvage the Con¬ 
stitution and foment trouble against the 
kindly Communists and Zionists. You 
are the object of compassion of the fram¬ 
ers of this bill, for they certainly do 
not need it for persons who are really 
criminally insane; there is never any dif¬ 
ficulty in taking care of them. 

This bill Is designed purely and simply 
to enable some misguided and badly used 
enforcement officers and appointees of 
certain mental hospitals (perhaps those 
under the influence of the Communist- 
front mental health leaders?) to seize a 
troublesome anti-Communist, such as. Lu¬ 
cille Miller, smearing the "patient" as an 
anti-Semite and ‘‘therefore’’ insane.

OF SAN DIEGO SCHOOL 

San Diego school superintendent Ralph 
C. Dailard has obliged the anti-Christian 
revolutionaries who pressured him to pre¬ 
vent the Gideons from distributing New 
Testament Bibles (the Christian Bible, as 
contrasted with the Jewish Old Testa¬ 
ment) to high school graduates. 

The San Diego Tribune, of May la so 
reported, stating that “Albert A. Hutler, 
executive director of the Federation of 
Jewish Agencies here, and Milton Fred- 
man, member of the regional advisory 
board of the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith” had also called on the 
school board to permanently prohibit the 
distribution of the Bibles among the high 
school seniors. 

The truth is, the Jewish power machine 
has almost eradicated Christianity from 
the schools, while substituting (as in 
much of the Christian church literature) 
a phony brotherhood social gospel as the 
gentile’s religion, a gospel which inimid- 
ates the Anglo-Saxon against speaking up 
for his own welfare, while deifying the 
Jew.

Republic destroyed and replaced by a 
dictator. 

Here is the plan, as leaked to and pub¬ 
lished by the aforementioned magazine 
(page 44): 

"A military dictatorship, swift and complete, 
will take hold at the very moment of any big 
atomic attack on American cities. 

"This it the word from top official sources ' 
Washington following 'Operation Alert 1 , the 
dril defense exercise just ended. 

"The old idea of 'standby controls', which 
has been worrying some business men, no longer 
has any place in official planning. 

"Instead, the President will simply fake con¬ 
trol—of business, bonks, goods, prices, wages, 
just about ererything—and worry about legal 
authority later. 

"Martial law will be clamped on the entire

CAMPAIGN OF UNTRUTHS LAUNCHED AGAINST CRITICS 
OF MARXISM IN CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR 


Evidence continues to come to my of¬ 
fice revealing a deliberate and planned 
campaign of falsehoods and half-truths 
to discredit and silence critics who have 
exposed Marxist leanings of Mr. Erwin 
Canham and the Christian Science Mon¬ 
itor under his editorship. 

Such a campaign conducted by Commu¬ 
nists and fellow terrorists would not be 
surprising; but it is almost incredible that 
the editor of one of the foremost Chris¬ 
tian publications and even certain ele¬ 
ments on the Board itself would stoop to 
such methods. 

After I published the September and De¬ 
cember, 1954, issues of the Intelligence 
Summary giving copious quotations and 
other undeniable documentation with date 
and page reference (which the reader him¬ 
self could verify) showing the pro-Marxist 
policies of the Monitor and Mr. Canham, 
a very great deal of pressure was put on 
the Board of Directors urging that the 
unquestioned Americanism of Mrs. Mary 
Baker Eddy be restored as basic Monitor 
policy. 

Mr. Canham got out on a series of good¬ 
will tours, holding meetings with groups 
of practitioners and influential lay mem¬ 
bers; the Board got out a printed letter 
denying and evading the issues; the 
Monitor policies became more cautious, 
more subtle in promoting Marxism and 
glorifying Marxists; and in February the 
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ERWIN CANHAM 


Committee on Publication sent out an¬ 
other form letter, issued by the Board and 
reproduced by the various state Commit¬ 
tees on Publication, again denying the ac¬ 
cusations and evading the issues in such 


a way as to leave no doubt of a calculat¬ 
ed effort to deceive. 

The teachers were told privately to 
"play down” the "Williams’ attack" and 
there began early this year a campaign 
of feeding falsehoods to the state Commit¬ 
tees on Publication, some of which com¬ 
mittees repeated the falsehoods—perhaps 
believing them to be factual. I have a 
sworn statement signed by two Christian 
Scientists from one state which I want to 
quote in this article not because it con¬ 
cerns me and others who have publicly 
pointed out the Marxist bias of the Moni¬ 
tor—but because it is of paramount im¬ 
portance that the readers, especially Chris¬ 
tian Scientists, realize that persons willing 
to lie and deceive have infiltrated to high 
positions in their church. 

In the early part of 1955, various sub¬ 
scribers sent me copies of originals of 
letters from various Committees on Publi¬ 
cation, quoting a form letter sent from 
Boston, which I quote below. This partic¬ 
ular one was reproduced by Mr. Charles 
L. Reilly of Los Angeles, who prefaced it 
with the statement: 

"In connection with the recent mailings of an 
attack on the Christian Science Monitor by way 
of a bulletin printed in Santa Ana, I hare been 
supplied by the Manager of Committee on 
Publication with a statement from the Christian 
Science Board of Directors."

Before going further let me ask every 
reader who is honest in the search for 
truth to look back at my two articles ex¬ 
posing the Marxist infiltration into the 
once-great Monitor and see whether I at¬ 
tacked that paper, or attacked the infil¬ 
tration and diversion of that paper from 
the policies set by its founder, Mary Baker 
Eddy. I leave it to you whether or not Mr. 
Reilly’s statement that I attacked the 
Monitor is an honest statement. Does an 
operation to remove cancer constitute an 
attack on the patient or an effort to help 
the patient? 

Hits Below Belt 

The opening paragraph of the statement 
by the Board of Directors repeats this 
false and unfair charge, stating (without 
naming the Intelligence Summary) that I 
made a "sweeping attack on the Christian 
Science Monitor and its staff.” 

0 "The author claimed no connection with Chris¬ 
tian ^ Science but professed an interest in pro¬ 
tecting it, while obviously moving to discredit 
end injure one of its important activities" 

The fact that my two articles exposing 
and lamenting the Marxist invasion of the 
Christian daily, brought a flood of re¬ 
sponse from Christian Scientists, with 
many new subscriptions, refutes this un¬ 
fair charge. 

“Copies," the statement added, "were sent 
to .. . advertisers in the Monitor with what 
amounted to veiled threats if they did not stop 
their advertising " 

Certainly nobody In- this office and no¬ 
body elsewhere of whom I have any knowl¬ 
edge, sent copies to advertisers—though 
that would be anybody's privilege; and 
this Implication that we engaged in threats 
and blackmail is surely a strange way for 
the great Christian Science Board of Di¬ 
rectors to defend the Marxist New Dealer, 
Mr. Canham .against exposure of his edi¬ 
torials and articles. 

The Board or somebody in its name has 
surely stooped. 

The letter states, in part: 

“The publication referred to contained state¬ 
ment after statement which was untrue and which 
there had obviously been no serious effort to verify . 
Individuals were named as having had positions 
wiM the Monitor which they never had, one as 
having been one of its editors when he had not, 
one as having been a staff member when he 
had not; one as having written tor the paper 
when she had not. It was charged that some 
members of the staff had had obectionable poli¬ 
tical associations, when no responsible agency 
has ever raised such a question about even one 
of them. The staff, it need hardly be said, has 
the full confidence of this Board. Nearly everyone 
on it is an active member of the Mother Church . 

The article could hardly have been a more 
complete misrepresentation of the Monitor's poli- 
c/ej, including its vigorous and consistent support 
of the Constitution of the United States, of gen¬ 
uine democratic government in other countries 
os well, and of. every intelligent and effective 
means of exposing and defeating International 
Communism and all totalitarianism." 

I have left out three paragraphs in 
which the Board assured the reader of its 
earnestness and its willingness to accept 
criticism! But I have quoted in full every 
word which the letter offered in denial of 
my charges. Of all the 9.000 words of doc¬ 
umentation, evidence and charges in my 
two articles, the only denials are those 
few given above and as you see, they are 
indeed vague and general.

I had written that 
Stein was a correspondent of the Monitor 
in Chunking, where, along with his friend 
the late Agnes Smedley, a fellow member 
of the famous Sorge Communist spy ring— 
etc, — and through some typographical 
or other error the printed article read 
"Stein was correspondent for the Monitor 
in Chunking, along with his friend the 
late Agnes Smedley", and so on. 

When the mistake was called to my at¬ 
tention I published a correction (in the 
December issue.) But the Board wrote its 
latest “denial" after I pointed out my 
technical error. 

Now please look again above at the full 
statement of my "untrue statements” by 
the Board of Directors. Is the Board hon¬ 
est in trying to cover up by resorting to 
such microscopic technicalities as these 
definitions ignoring the really significant 
charges? How can you account for such 
an attitude on the part of persons In such 
high positions of Christian leadership? 

As for my. charges that "some members 
of the staff had objectionable political as¬ 
sociations” and so on — I had shown a 
photograph of a letterhead from the U.S*

about his axe work with zeal). 


Boosts Ford Red Fund 

Take the issue of June 1, an elaborate 
story by Richard Strout, friend of Bob 
Hall, writer for the Communist Daily 
Worker (as related by Senator McCarthy). 
This story reports favorably the anti-se¬ 
gregation decision by which the Supreme 
Court invaded the traditional rights of 
local school boards to run their own 
schools. 

The same issue carries a three-column 
streamer FORD FUND HELPS EDUCA¬ 
TION (and a full page ad by the Ford 
Motor Company). The Ford Foundation 
and its Ford Fund for the Republic are 
run by Marxists, and the latter is work¬ 
ing to destroy Congressional investigation 
of Communists (and it has $15,000,000 with 
which to do the job). Why is there no 
mention of this appalling objective? It 
is a major ally of the Communist Party. 

On page 27 of this issue: a three-column 
streamer: PRESBYTERIANS BACK UN 
AIMS; on same page another three-col¬ 
umn streamer: EISENHOWER PLAYS 
UP UN; the leading editorial accepts RED 
CHINA'S OPENING GESTURE toward 
sweetness and light, the releasing of four 
prisoners, as possibly heralding a genuine 
reform of the Communist attitude and 
follows the most dangerous line circulated 
in recent years about the Far East: that 
there is a potential split between Red 
China and Red Russia (so we should court 
the Chinese Communists)! (A Communist 
is a Communist, and the Red Chinese lead¬ 
ers are thoroughly Moscow trained and 
any suspicious ones are shot.) 

At top of editorial page opposite the 
lead editorial the two-column head: EX¬ 
ECUTIVE AGREEMENTS VS. TREAT¬ 
IES. Please go to your library and read 
that article by Neal Stanford and notice 
how subtly it undercuts the Bricker 
Amendment — just at a time when the 
Bricker Amendment was about to be tak¬ 
en up in a Senate committee.. This ar¬ 
ticle is a beautiful illustration of the "ob¬ 
jective” analysis and reporting which se¬ 
lects its subjects and material in such a 
way as to slant without appearing to 
slant. 

This article explains away any fear 
of executive agreements and in fact shows 
how simple, pure and necessary they are; 
and comments that “only 3 percent are 
made by the President alone”. A single 
executive agreement, if we will submit 
can wipe out Constitutional guarantees 
and domestic law. It was one such which 
threw Manchuria and ; North Korea to the 
USSR and led to the conquest of China 
by the Communists. 

The Constitution makes no provision for execu¬ 
tive agreements. 1 ' 

The article says "It is also reported 
there are a few current secret executive 
agreements.” Mr. Dulles himself admitted 
to a Senate committee last year that 
there were over 10,000 secret executive 
agreements in effect.

The Monitor of May 27 cajTied a music 
review ((FROM THE BOOKSHELF) by 
Nicolas Slonimsky. Mr. Slonimsky lists 
himself in Who's Who as bom in St. 
Petersburg, Russia. The official report of 
the House Committee on Un-American 



Activities, Appendix IX, on page 1136 
says he played “New Soviet music” at 
a mass meeting held under the auspices 
of the Communist front, Maryland Asso¬ 
ciation for Democratic Rights, “to streng¬ 
then American-Soviet friendship. 

The 1349 Report of the California Un- 
American Activities Committee lists him 
on page 482 as one of the sponsors of the 
Communist World Peace Conference In 
1949. 

The same official legislative report lists 
Mr. Slonimsky on page 600 as one of a 
group of individuals who have been iden¬ 
tified with “from 1 to 10 Communist front 
organizations”. 

The same report lists him on page 631 
as a “member or officer" of the National 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship 
“cited as subversive by the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral”. 

The same report lists him on page 537 
as a sponsor of the official Co mmun ist, 
organ, New Masses (since merged with 
Mainstream). 

Now I have reason to believe that the 
Communist affiliations of Mr. Slonimsky 
were long ago called to Mr. Canham's 
attention, but he continues to use Mr. 
Slonimsky as a music critic. Whatever 
title Mr. Canhara may use for Mr. Slon- 
imsky will not cover up the Red. 

It is not news but I feel should be 
mentioned here that Mr. Canham endorsed 
the compilation of hogwash, outright lies 
and half-truths maligning Joseph Mc¬ 
Carthy, titled McCarthy and the Com¬ 
munists, sponsored by the American Com¬ 
mittee for Cultural Freedom.

country. This will be the President'* first of¬ 
ficial act after bombs start falling. With that 
act the President will assume almost , unlimited 
war powers. Dictatorship from Washington, or 
from the President's nearby hideaway, will be 
backed by military force*. . . 

Rules Already Written 

"Businesses will bo blanketed by regulations, 
already written and ready for issue. Raw mate¬ 
rials will be rationed. Tools, trucks, supplies will 
be subject to seizure. Banks will be given orders 
by Government. Honey will be * rationed. De¬ 
positors, if necessary, will be limited in how 
much they can draw out of the bank. 

"A moratorium very probably will be ordered 
on debts, contracts, legal responsibilities of 
various sorts. The order will remain in effect 
until more normal conditions arc restored. Work¬ 
ers will be ordered not to strike, or change 
jobs without permission. 

"Prices and wages will be frozen. Rents 
will be controlled. Goods will be rationed. Cen¬ 
sorship will be imposed of once. Credit will be 
controlled. . . 

"Factories will be told what to produce. . . 

"Farmers, under martial lav/, may find their 
livestock, land and crops commandeered for 
military use. . . 

"In bombed out areas, martial law will bring 
strict discipline, enforced at gunpoint by what¬ 
ever armed forces are available. The Federal 
Civil Defense Act will come into full effect, 
empowering authorities to requisition property, 
including private homes and automobiles. In 
these areas, people will be subject to draft 
for whatever labor is needed. 

"Individual rights and privileges will disappear 
for the time being. Habeas corpus, which pro¬ 
tects a citizen against imprisonment without due

"Once the dust begins to clear Congress will 
be asked to ratify the emergency measures or¬ 
dered by the President." 

This, my friend who thought you lived 
in a free country, under protection of an 
iron-clad Constitution, is already blue¬ 
printed. The plan is ready and the Marx¬ 
ists, the haters of Christian Influence and 
Anglo-Saxon freedom, must be rubbing 
their hands in glee; because the fuse now 
awaits only the match, and either the 
Marxists of Moscow or those who sur¬ 
round the President can apply the match, 
at will, just as Ihe same cult, working in 
Tokyo, Moscow .and Washington, includ¬ 
ing Harry Dexter White and Henry Mor- 
gentliau, brought about the squeeze on 
the Japanese and at the same time per¬ 
suaded the Japanese to attack at Pearl 
Harbor, getting the West into the war 
on the side of the Communist enemies 
of the West. 

If and when this iron curtain rings 
down on America, the Republic and the 
fabulous age of Anglo-Saxon culture, 
tolerance and freedom will be knifed off, 
unless there is a powerful upsurge of 
courage. 

To readers of the Summary this plot is 
not new. It was I who first published its 
existence—in July and August, 1951, when 
the Zionist dominated Military Govern¬ 
ment Reserve units seized nine cities in 
Southern California (in practice dry-runs), 
arresting the mayors and police chiefs, 
"closing" courts, schools, libraries, pro¬ 
claiming themselves absolute masters of 
evdry facility of human endeavor in those 
cities—ignoring Constitutional government 
and the rights of the citizens—and in the 
name of the United Nations. I got one of 
the big posters which the MG forces 
nailed up about the cities and quoted its 
blunt, brutal proclamation of power. A 
little later I gave more of the details, in 
a booklet CAN THE POLICE PROTECT 
US, quoting high officials of the Federal 
Civil Defense as demanding the power of 
dictatorship in case of war. 

Now they may have that power, though 
by no visible or legal authority 

The uninformed, confused citizen (and 
Congressman) may ask: What else can 
we do when the bombs start blasting our 
cities but turn everything over to the 
military and to the Federal Civil Defense 
forces^ 

This attitude shows the lack of under¬ 
standing of the world situation: We need 
never have the war. Eisenhower could, 
and still can at this late hour,' prevent 
war by simply giving weapons to' the hun¬ 
dreds of millions of persecuted anti-Com- 
munists in the captive countries, who year 
after year cry out to us to help them 


f. \themselves. That is all that is neces- 
to prevent the holocaust of atomic 
war and the end of civilization. 

The fact that Eisenhower sftjbbornly 
refuses to let Chiang and Rhee fight our 
enemy, refuses to help arm our under¬ 
ground anti-Communist allies in China, 
Hungary, East Germany, Poland and other 
captive states, puts on him the blood of 
every son we are to lose when the war 
is set off. 

But the President wants a world gov¬ 
ernment and the Jewish Marxists and the 
equally criminal non-Jcwish proselytes, 
such as Milton Eisenhower, must be tell¬ 
ing him that the only way the people will 
submit to world government is through 
military dictatorship, under threat of 
atomic annihilation. Hence his interest in 
maintaining the Communist threat and 
eventually using it. 

Even if he will not thus avoid the war, 
even if it comes the forces best qualified 
to handle the hysterical emergency are 
the local police in their own cities, backed 
by the Governor and state troops, nnd re¬ 
inforced by federal troops if and as 
needed—but with the authority and skill 
of the local police dominant. No hodge¬ 
podge of politically appointed civilians 
can cope with this gigantic police problem. 

We, the freedom loving Americans, are 
perhaps a hundred and forty million 
strong, and now, thanks to you and many 
other patriots, millions of these well 
meaning citizens are aware that the Marx¬ 
ist cults (Communism, Zionism, the New 
Deal, etc.) are threatening our freedom. 
Rally these elements, and go In person 
to sec your mayor, your police chief and 
your Governor. Get them to see the plot 
nnd the proper solution; then get them to 
issue public statements exposing tho fed¬ 
eral plot, showing the right way to solve 
the problem, and declaring that they will 
not abdicate but will uphold their sworn 
duty to represent and protect the people. 

Time and again in recent years we have 
seen the enemy back down, postpone or 
change plans because of public resistance 
to the Marxist threat. We are free today 
for the one reason that we have rallied 
strong resistance in hundreds of com¬ 
munities. Have no doubt of it, Not^ an 
ounce of the energy you have put into 
this fight for freedom has been lost; it has 
kept us free this long. Now let’s prevent 
or postpone the final supreme effort of 
the enemy to seize power.

The Marxist pressure groups have 
humbled the city government of Los 
Angeles in a victory of historic por¬ 
tents and the fight is still raging. 

Principally through the swaggering ter¬ 
rorist . organization • called the National 
Association for-the Advancement of Col¬ 
ored People, they centered their fire on 
Los Angeles Fire Chief John H. Alderson, 
who refused to destroy the morale of his 
department by "Integrating” Negroes into 
white fire companies. 

Alderson was a stubborn man who 
didn’t scare easily. He held out for months. 
Grinning, glad-handing Mayor Poulson, 
once a conservative Republican Congress¬ 
man but who was elected mayor with 
the enthusiastic support of the Marxist 
Sammy Gach, publisher of the California 
Jewish't-VoicC, took up the cause of the 
Red minorites.

The Democratic Party machinery in 
the 1930s fell almost completely into 
the hands of racketeering Jewish revol¬ 
utionaries, organized under the names 
of Zionism, Communism, Liberalism 
and so on, whose agents were every¬ 
where. The transfer of power took place 
rapidly just preceding and during the 
early days of the first Roosevelt admin¬ 
istration.

Arvey Owns Adlai 

In my issue of September, 1952, / ran pictures 
of Adlai Stevenson and Jake Arvey, the boss of 
Chicago's underworld, who w as (and remains) 
also the boss of the Illinois Democratic machine, 
and quoted from Who's Who in American Jewry 
(1939) to show that Arvey was "hon. chm. Asso.'d 
Talmud Toras" and a director of the American 
Jewish Congress, one of the three great Zionist 
power organizations subverting our country for 
the benefit of Jewry and world Marxism. 

I quoted an article from Time of Jan. 28, 1952, 
p. 17: 

"A couple of admirers of Stevenson . . . got 
together a Stevenson-for-Senotor Committee and 
went to see the boss, Jacob M. Arvey . . . 

"Arvey listened, and then dashed their hopes . 
He already had a candidate for Senator: Paul 
Douglas (Socialist — RHW) Professor of Econ¬ 
omics of the University of Chicago . . . (but) 
Arvey decided on a gentleman-and-scholar ticket 
—Stevenson for Governor and Douglas for Sen¬ 
ator ...” 

Arvey’s men won the Senatorship and 
the Governorship—blessed N by abundant 
funds from Jewish racketeers, Reds and 
Zionist-leaning Jewish merchants. 

The rottenness of the Arvey machine 
is hinted by one of the earliest New Deal¬ 
ers, who should know. Jay Franklin, whose 
real name is John Franklin Carter, Jr., 
wrote in his syndicated column August 
12, 1952; 

"Governor 5 /evenson's own political compony 
in the State of Illinois is none too savory. His 
power rests primarily on Jake Arvey's Co ok 
County machine, a machine w/iose latest contrib¬ 
ution to public welfare >vas to call off the in¬ 
vestigation of police corruption in Chicago." 

Not only is Arvey the political creator 
and title holder to Adlai Stevenson; he 
has surrounded himself and Stevenson 
with a staff of Red Jews, some of whom 
are racketeers but all of whom, without 
exception, are Communist-aiding revolu¬ 
tionaries. 

Adlai himself is supposedly of Jewish 
descent on one side. His wife, the former 
Ellen Borden (from the prominent Borden 
family), in divorcing him, told a reporter: 

"There must be some Japanese in the Steven- 
sons; they worship their ancestors so." 

She said Adlai would stand and stare 
worshipfully at the pictures of his Fell 
grandparents. 

Time reported January 28, 1952: 

"His ancestral hero is great-grandfather Jesse 
W. Fell, who trudged into Illinois with a knap¬ 
sack over his shoulder in 1832 . . . 

"After he (Adlai) got his degree from North¬ 
western, he went to Russia to interview Russian 
Foreign Minister Chicherin . . . No interview, 
but an interesting trip . . . 

"The Governorship (of Illinois) cost him his 
wife. She hajf been taking an increasingly unsym¬ 
pathetic vifw of his public life ...” 

She was, in fact, said to be disturbed 
by Stevenson’s brand of politics. She said 
she was going to vote against him— 
against the father of her three sons! She 
must know a great deal about his revolu¬ 
tionary beliefs or plots. 

In the December, 1955, issue I published 
significant highlights from the record of 
Governor Harriman, showing that he had 
gene to Russia and engaged in deals with 
that enemy of our country which helped 


tide it over financially; that his father 
and he were benefactors of Jewish inter-. 
national finance, which made their success 
possible and with which Averell'a invest¬ 
ments are intimately interlocked. 

Gambler, Kefauver’s Counsel 

Senator Kefauver, a socialistic one- 
worlder and pro-Zionist, is himself be¬ 
lieved to be part Jewish; and he owes 
his national reputation almost entirely to 
a stunt pulled by the Jewish political 
machine in 1950. The machine put him on 
television for weeks in a so-called crime 
busting crusade. The machine put the 
Jewish lawyer and gambling boss, Ru¬ 
dolph Halley, in charge as chief counsel 
fer the horsey, loud-mouthed inept mis¬ 
fit Senator. Quite a lot of gamblers and 
racketeers were paraded before the cam¬ 
eras, with Kefauver in the spotlight. But 
presently I began to notice that few of 

the gamblers and racketeers, thus exposed... 
were Jewish; with a few exceptions, they 
were members of the Italian Mafia. 

It was certainly all right with me and I 
am sure with most Americans, to have the 
Mafia rounded up and deported, but the 
public never did seem to get wise that 
Sir Galahad Kefauver and Sir Galahad 
Halley were in fact doing little more than 
smashing at the one big competitor _ of 
Jewish racketeering in America—the 
Mafia. 

Halley was especially insistent that the 
Mafia competitors of his Jewish friends 
in New York City, Frank Costello and 
Thomas Lucchese be deported. You no 
doubt remember what a fuss the Halley 
crowd made about these two. 

The phony character of this anti-crime 
crusade was further shown recently when 
a news story revealed that Halley had 
developed extensive gambling interests in 
Central America. An article in the New 
York Herald Tribune Nov. 3, 1955, said: 

"Rudolph Halley, former chief counsel of the 
Kefauver Crime Investigating Comm//fee and 
former president of the New York City Council 
is a key member of a syndicate that is promot¬ 
ing a new $1,500,000 gambling operation in 
Puerto Rico." 

The truth is, the Anglo-Saxons no longer 
dominate the political parties or the gov- - 
eminent of their own country. 


FRENCH LOST CONTROL 
OF OWN GOVERNMENT 

That the French people have lost conr 
trol of their own government has been 
evident for a long time; but the tragedy 
is highlighted by a brief item in the col¬ 
umn of Phineas J. Biron, Jewish writer, 
in the Los Angeles B’nai B’rith Messen¬ 
ger of October 14, 1955.

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NAACP CO-FOUNDER REVEALS JEWISH ORIGIN AND 
INSPIRATION BEHIND SO-CALLED NEGRO GROUP 




The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People was 
founded not by Negroes but by Red 
revolutionaries, mostly Jewish, and it 
is arid always has been run and prin¬ 
cipally financed by the Jewish national¬ 
ist, or Zionist, leaders. 

One of its founders, Mary White Oving- 
ton, in 1951 told in a book (How the 
NAACP Began) about the origins of it 
in 1909. Two Jewish Marxists from the 
seething revolutionary ghettos of Russia 
inspired it. They were Dr. Henry Moskc- 
witz and Anna Strunsky. Miss Strunsky 
was the wife of William E. Walling, a 
slicker who also became indoctrinated 
with Marxism, visiting Russia where his 
wife had been convicted of fomenting 
violent revolution against the govern¬ 
ment. 

Arthur B. Spingarn, a Zionist Jew, has 
been president of- the-NAACP since 1939. 
Spingarn is officially listed in the files 
cf the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities as having participated in the 
(Communist) Conference on Africa, April 
14, 1944. In 1945 and 1946 he signed state¬ 
ments favoring the granting of Army- 
commissions to Communists, and also 
opposing the use of Injunctions in labor 
disputes, circulated by the National Fed¬ 
eration for Constitutional Liberties, spon¬ 
sor of the Communist-front Public Use 
of Arts Committee. 

A compilation made by the legal staff 
of Attorney General Cook cf Georgia in 
October, 1955, states: 

"The files of the House Un-Amorican Activities 
Committee reveal records of affiliation with or 
participating in Communist, Communist-front, fel¬ 
low-traveling or subversive organisations or ac¬ 
tivities on the part of the following present of¬ 
ficials of the NAACP—the president, the chair¬ 
man of tho board, the 'honorary chairman,' 11 of 
28 vice presidents, the treasurer, 28 of 47 direc¬ 
tors, the chairman of the national legal commit¬ 
tees, the executive secretory, the special counsel, 
the assistant special counsel, the southeast re¬ 
gional secretary, the west coast secretary, the 
director of the Washington bureau, the director 
of public relations and two field secretaries. 

"The transcript of fhis evidence numbers 121 
pages of single-spaced typewritten copy.” 

Lehman, the Boss, . ...... 

Obviously I cannot reproduce the full 
report here, but look at the above few 
paragralips again; add to them the fact 
that Senator Herbert Lehman, interna¬ 
tional Jewish financier who has been 
revealed as the real head of the Marxist 
revolution in America, is one of the board 
members and one of the principal policy 
makers of the NAACP—and is rthere 
any doubt that this so-called Negro wel¬ 
fare organization is in fact just a ve¬ 
hicle of the world Jewish revolution, 
of which Communism and Zionism are 
parts? 

The thick report of one of the three 
most powerful organizations of the Jewish 
power movement, called “American Jew¬ 
ish Committee Budget, 1953", a copy of 
which I have, says: 

"Local Jewish Community Relations Councils 
and comparable organizations, all of which are 
alert to local, state and federal civil rights prob¬ 
lems, bring their problems to us for advice, guid¬ 


ance, end expert assistance, Needs are present¬ 
ed by organizations, such as NAACP, on a na¬ 
tional level . , . The Civil Rights Department 
maintans a particularly close liaison with certain 
matters where we have a certain competence, 
and we look to them for aid in solving what we 
consider to be mutual problems." 

A substantial portion of the annual 
budget of this and related Jewish power 
organizations is channeled to activities 
conducted for them by the NAACP. 

Reports Attorney General Cook: 

"The activities of the NAACP and its local 
fronts pose a serious threat to the peace, tran¬ 
quility, government and way of life of our state. 
And for that reason it is my intention to present 
the evidence which already has been and cur¬ 
rently is being, compiled about the subversive 
nature of these activities to the 1956 session of 
the General Assembly of Georgia convening next 
January, for appropriate action _. . . 

This is the subversive, Communist and 
Zionist steered gangster apparatus which 
has extended its will over Mayor Poulson 
and the city government of Los Angeles, 
to the iharae of the whole country. 


WILL KNOWLAND CALL 
IKE’S BLUFF? 

What is it that Is paralyzing the Re¬ 
publican conservatives, at a time when 
they should brush aside the ailing Eisen¬ 
hower and get behind a candidate? 

It is partly the undercover threat by the 
internationalists, the President's invisible 
bosses, to split the Republican Party and 
elect a (New Deal) Democrat, should the 
conservatives repudiate or take the lead 
in disregard of Eisenhower. 

It was this same subrosa threat In 1952 
—engineered primarily by agents of the 
Anti-Defamation League, including Leon¬ 
ard V. Finder, head of the Eastern Area, 
B’nai B’rith, who discovered and bult up 
Eisenhower—which held back the Taft 
forces when they should have got on 
the networks and exposed the Eisenhower 
Red record and the dirty, conniving opera¬ 
tions of the ADL-Chase Bank crowd.

Ike Told ADL Agent 

It is my guess that Bill Knowland is 
not going to be buffaloed by this threat.

The Ike bosses then will have to either 
get the sick man to throw his hat into 
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the ring, or come out with a substitute at 
once, so as to get him into the early pri¬ 
maries or otherwise begin building him 
up.

A United 
Press dispatch from New York dated 
October 3 described Finder as “a close 
personal friend of the President” and said: 

"Leonard Finder, a power in the first Eisen- 
hower-for-President movement and a friend of 
President Eisenhower's for the past eight years, 
said in an article in the current issue of Look 
magazine that the President's decision not to run, 
'has been a growing feeling becoming firmer 
during these past several months. Preference to 
retire to private life has become a definite In¬ 
tention." 

Eisenhower would never mislead Finder; 
he is obligated to the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B’rith and its internat¬ 
ional financiers and political bosses for 
everything he ever got above the grade 
of lieutenant colonel, his grade at the 
time they “discovered” him. We can de¬ 
pend on it then that Eisenhower is not 
going to run again. All talk of it is just 
an effort to stall off conservative action 
and Finder undoubtedly prefers Steven¬ 
son or Harriman to any Republican he 
could now hope to elect.

that decision was in fact an outlaw de¬ 
cision, without force or effect if properly 
appraised, because it violated long estab¬ 
lished precedents of earlier courts. A court 
is obligated to accept a precedent; it is 
up to the law-making bodies and the peo¬ 
ple to change the law or Constitution if 
they want to; but a court, according to un¬ 
written judicial ethics centuries old, may 
not tamper with a precedent, once estab¬ 
lished. 

But a matter of judicial ethics or mor¬ 
ality means little to the power-mad Jcw- 
isl«— and allied revolutionaries, or to the 
political scalawags who court their sup- 
pert. 

The Los Angeles newspapers generally 
sided with the Reds; I did not observe 
any support among them for the courag¬ 
eous fire chief, though anybody but a 
blind do-gooder could see that the fight, 
from flank to flank, was a Communist- 
Zioriist mob operation. 

Riots Threatened 

Finally in November Chief Alderson, 
under direct orders, agreed to intersperse 
Negro firemen among the white com¬ 
panies. 

There was trouble in less than 24 hours. 
White firemen didn't want the Negroes 
and apparently most of the Negroes didn't 
want to be taken away from their own 
kind and shoved into white company,

where they knew they were not wanted 
and did not belong. 

Morale skidded. Alderson, a native of 
Maryland’s East Shore, had been Chief 
of the LA Fire Department since 1940. 
His efficiency and general character, as 
well as the morale of his men, can he 
estimated by the fact that for the past 
seven consecutive years the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters has rated his 
department first in the entire nation. 

Here was the greatest fire chief in 
America hounded and snapped at and 
harked at by the hireling dogs of world 
Marxism, in a move which obviously 
was designed to further intimidate the 
Anglo-Saxon world and make it give up 
more and more of its self-respect and in¬ 
dependence. Yet the mayor who should 
have defended his great fire chief, egged 
on the baying packs. 

What politico cared if the genuine Ameri¬ 
can element, the builders of this civiliza¬ 
tion which has so benefitted all the dark 
races, were denied their rightful inher¬ 
itance? What did the demagogues care 
if the best fire fighters in the country 
were kicked in the face? Suppose it was 
purely a Communist-Zionist military oper¬ 
ation; what of it? Weren’t the NAACP 
and the Anti-Defamation League the pow¬ 
erful organized forces which could make 
or break a politician? What else counted? 

Only the “common people” cared. For¬ 
tunately, many patriotic groups and lead¬ 
ers and evidently tens of thousands of 
citizens were sickened by the sight. Some 
small groups dared to distribute protest 
leaflets carrying photographs of violent 
Communist articles from the Peoples 
World, showing how intimately the Com¬ 
munists were involved in the fight against 
the thoroughly American fire department. 

The Hearst papers might have done a 
great American job, as so often they have 
in the past. Had the great old man of 
journalism, their founder, been living I 
believe he would have gone to the defense 
of Alderson and the American tradition. 
He always was ready to 6peak up for any 
mistreated minority, and believe me, the 
American now had become the mistreated 
minority. 

The elder Hearst was never one to stand 
silently by and see a worthy American in¬ 
stitution or tradition desecrated by Com¬ 
munist goons. 

Alderson Axed 

After a few weeks of “integration” Chief 
Alderson suddenly, December 9, without 
asking the captive Fire Commission, or¬ 
dered all Negroes back to the Negro fire 
company. He said Communist-inspired 
goon packs were following the firemen to 
fires and heckling them and that he was 
not going to be in the position of having 
to ask police protection for his men while 
they fought fires. 

You haven't heard such a howl since a 
momentarily courageous Congress passed 
the McCarran Walter Act shutting out 


the “wretched refuse” of unassimilable 
races. The NAACP, the Peoples World, the 
Anti-Defamation League, the Fire Com¬ 
mission and Mayor Poulson all called for 
Alderson’s scalp. Poulson said he was go¬ 
ing to see that the Commission fired Al¬ 
derson. 

Though Alderson weeks earlier had an¬ 
nounced his intention to retire January 1, 
in four days he was kicked out. 

Thus have the long-coddled shock troops 
of world Marxism vanquished the LA 
city government. Separately herein I 
am showing that the NAACP was or¬ 
ganized not by Negroes but by Jewish 
and Communist revolutionaries; that it 
today is headed and financed not by Ne¬ 
groes but by Jewish Marxists; and that 
the hired Negro figureheads are predom¬ 
inantly Communist fronters. 

This is not a fight between the Negroes 
and Whites, nor is it a fight between the 
Jews and the non-Jews. It is a fight in¬ 
stigated by a cult of fanatical Jewish 
Reds, using a handful of inflamed Negroes 
as shock troops to fight-their battles for 
them. 

It certainly is, however, a fight against 
the Anglo-Saxon. This naive, unsuspecting 
fellow who once led the world in the strug¬ 
gle whch produced this era of culture and 
commerce, and made the expression “An¬ 
glo-Saxon freedom” familiar in every land 
—this fellow is on his way out.. 

I am not arguing here what race is 
superior to what other race. I know of no 
standard by which you can say that 
one race is better in the sight of the 
Creator than another. There are vast dif¬ 
ferences—more striking differences among 
the races than among breeds of dogs. 
And furthermore it is a historic fact that 
wherever the white race blends with the 
dark, the culture and civilization of that 
area and that era disappear in a cess¬ 
pool of degeneracy. 

I do not have to give reasons for pre¬ 
ferring my own race any more than I 
have to give reasons for preferring my 
own mother. It is my race and, though 
I respect all the races and devote my en¬ 
tire life to the preservation of the glor¬ 
ious races of mankind, the highest order 
of creation, I love my own race best. 

That is enough reason for my desire 
to see the Anglo-Saxon blood and culture 
survive. I would be a monstrosity—one of 
the modern brotherly-love social perverts 
—if I did not want to see my own kind 
continue to prosper and, in fact, to pro¬ 
duce more beautiful individuals, of fine 
mind and character. 

Objective Revealed 

The Negro or Jew, the Japanese or 
Siamese who does not prefer his own 
kind and want to see it prosper is an 
abomination in the sight of the Creator, 
and it i? only the Godless Communists and 
the serf-worshipping Zionists who want to 
fcrcerthe blending of the races. The Com¬ 
munists want to make them all blend; the 
Zionists want to blend all but their own, 
while firing their own to the most fanatic¬ 
al Jewish nationalism in history. 

It is my belief that the Western man 


should run his own institutions in his own 
country, just as the black man should run 
his own affairs in Africa, the Chinese in 
China, the Jews in Israel. 

Is that unfair? rv 

Is America a Negro or Jewisn nation? 
Must we abdicate just to please a vicious 
immigrant cult? 

We have gone to such extremes of self¬ 
debasement under the intimidating broth¬ 
erhood propaganda of the scheming race 
haters, that we have shut off our child¬ 
ren in the schools and even the church 
literature, from any glimpse of the in¬ 
spiring past of our once great race. 

Now, really, does anybody believe that, 
in a world where dark races are number¬ 
ed in the billions and are organized and 
incited to hate the white man—does any¬ 
one believe that we can continue to enjoy 
our hard-earned independence and oar 
personal freedom, unless we begin to speak 
up for our own interests and the future 
welfare of our own children? 

We are giving ourselves away all over 
the world and here at home humbling our¬ 
selves in the most spineless fashion be¬ 
fore the fanatical race-power cult. 

I have before me a photograph of the I 
Communist Party card which was issued I 
just before the Reds had to quit issuing | 
cards. It binds the member to work for ' 
“Negro and white unity” and the Party 
ns early as 1928 demanded that laws pro¬ 
hibiting intermarriage be repealed. 

..The UNESCO “Brown Man”, as I have 
chosen to call him or it, pictured in this 
issue, is pure Communist art. It scorns 
any characteristics that might hint of a 
particular race; it blends all races; the 
product is a raceless, faceless, nationless, 
characterless, homeless slob. Our great 
grandchildren are supposed to be this mon¬ 
strosity. 

I interviewed ex-Chief Alderson by Long 
distance. He says he Is going to fight 
on. He is now threatened with a “trial” 
for insubordination—and we must expect 
the “court” to be packed—but he said he 
was giving serious consideraton to run¬ 
ning for mayor this year against Poul¬ 
son, so as to put before the citizens the 
question of whether Americans or organ¬ 
ized Communist goons shall govern Los 
Angeles. 

This is our fight too, even though we 
do not live in that city. Let’s encourage 
Alderson and let’s try to get more of 
our leading citizens to see the historic 
tragedy that is making our kindly, blind 
people give up their own heritage and 
the heirtage of their children.

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TWO CATHOLICS LOOM AS POTENTIAL PRESIDENTS; 
WOULD A CATHOLIC PRESIDENT BE DIFFERENT?

For the first time since the A1 Smith 
candidacy in 1928 there is strong na¬ 
tional backing for one or more Cath¬ 
olics for President. Senator Joseph Mc¬ 
Carthy, while little in the headlines just 
at this time, is the hero of tens of mil¬ 
lions of conservative Republicans and 
Democrats and he is considering enter¬ 
ing some state primaries in 1956. 

Governor Frank J. Lausche, five times 
Governor of Ohio and a man of recognized 
integrity and patriotism, frequently men¬ 
tioned as a possible Democratic candi¬ 
date. was ballooned into the running (with¬ 
out his consent) recently when two of the 
foremost leaders of the traditionally anti- 
Catholic South indicated they would wel¬ 
come and support his candidacy. 

Senators Russell of Georgia and McClel¬ 
lan of Arkansas surprised conventional 
political writers and diagnosticians with 
this endorsement of a Catholic for Pres¬ 
ident. The diagnosticians apparently had 
not kept up with changing sentiment, es¬ 
pecially the disgust of Southern conserva¬ 
tives with Communist-catering New Deal 
give-away administrations. Lausche is con¬ 
sidered a moderate. 

Though Governor Lausche has not lift¬ 
ed a finger to win support for the Presi¬ 


dential nod, he has not said no, and he is 
today a very real candidate, and a for¬ 
midable one. Elsewhere in this issue I am 
reporting briefly his political policies and 
record—which will be rather disappointing 
to conservatives. The purpose of this ar¬ 
ticle is to discuss the kind of administra¬ 
tion we might expect of a Catholic Pres¬ 
ident. Would he be different, and if so in 
what ways? 

Lausche Unlike McCarthy 

Protestants in America are inclined to think 
of a Catholic as an integral part of the Vati¬ 
can, politically as well as religiously. As a Bap¬ 
tist and the son o/ o Baptist minister in West 
Texas where wo hardly knew a Catholic, I knew 
little about the history of Catholic rulers. So it 
was somewhat surprising to me in recent years 
to note the wide divergence of political opin¬ 
ion among Catholics in politics in America. 

Rev. Hartnett, editor of the Jesuit magaiine, 
hotes Joe McCarthy and repeatedly attacks 
anti-Communists (including me). The Brooklyn 
Tablet, on the other hand, is one at the most 
consistent anti-Communist, anti-Marxist organs in 
our country, occasionally taking Rev. Hartnett 
apart for his Communist-aiding activities. Bishop 
Sheen is anti-Communist; Aux. Bishop Shiol of 
Chicago long has been anti-anti-Communisl. 

No Senator or Representative in our time 
has been more thoroughly American in all poh-

HARRIMAN LOVED BY REDS, DANGEROUS CANDIDATE;

Let s look at his record. A long article 
in TIME magazine. November 14, 1955, 
though it completely ignored his 30-year- 
old-Communist catering record, did list, 
in fine print, his record of appointments 
under the New Deal: 

"Harriman's remarkable series of Government 
posts centered around these major assignments: 
1934-3S, a division administrator, then a special 
assistonf to the administrator, and then chief 
administrative officer of NR A: 1940-41, an exe¬ 
cutive in the Office of Production Management;

Secretory of Commerce; 1948-SO, roving EC A 
ambassador in Europe; 1950-51, Special Assist¬ 
ant fo the President; 19S1-S3, Director of Mu¬ 
tual Security/’

his Communistic record was sounded in 
the entire article. After reading it I re¬ 
called that the authentic Gcrman-Ian- 
gua«e weekly Wcltwocho, published in 
Zurich. Switzerland, June 30. 1950, page 
3. stated that Harriman was a stockhold¬ 
er in Time magazine. (“Still today Aye- 
rell W. Harriman, by virtue of his joint 
ownership in the finance house. Brown 
Brothers. Harriman and Company . . . 
belongs among the chief stockholders of 
the magazines Time, Life and Fortune. 
But at the same time Harriman is also 
joint owner of the weekly magazine 
Newsweek, to whose advisory council he 
belonged for a while?’) 

The Los Angeles Examiner May 27, 
1952, stated cf Harriman : 

“He is for FEPC. opposes House slashes 
in the mutual aid program as 'trifling 
with our security’, thinks Truman did 
right in seizing the steel industry . . 


Averell Harriman, Governor of New 
York, is running for President as fast 
as his meager funds (estimated at a 
hundred million dollars) will permit. 

He is one of the current crop of ex¬ 
treme left-wingers and world do-gooders 
who suddenly are trying to appear to 
be middle-of-the-roaders. It is encourag¬ 
ing that candidates now feel they have 
to at least appear to lie moderate rather 
than extreme left-wingers, but here is 
a warning: watch out for the crop of 
left-wingers talking out of both sides of 
their mouths. 

The thing to do is get the record of 
these candidates and keep it on hand 
so that when they try to pose as pro- 
Americans you can pull the record on 
them. 

Harriman, for instance, is now hedging 
on the support of a Federal FEPC bill, 
and is trying to evade direct questions 
about socialized housing and medicine 
and world giveaway.

tical aspects than the lote belayed Senator Pat 
* McCarran. He was the principal author of the 
McCarron-Mundt anti-subversive law and of the 
McCarran-Waltcr immigration act, JO hated by 
the. Communists, Zionists, New Deal one-worlders 
and " liberals"—including some Catholic lay¬ 
men and organisations, and some members of the 
hierarchy . 

Catholic Governor Lausche of Ohio con¬ 
demns segregation and urges an FEPC 
law, a law to force the mixing of the 
races and to tell employers whom they 
must hire and promote (a device invented 
by Zionist Jew 3 and fanatically backed by 
Communists, the Red National Council of 
Churches and the Anti-Defamation League 
gestapo). 

Catholic Senator Joe McCarthy, on the 
other hand (like the late McCarran). op¬ 
poses these vicious devices for stirring 
racial minorities against their neighbors 
and coercing and hamstringing employers. 

Pegler, Clarence Manion, General del 
Valle, and a multitude of other Catholic 
political leaders and organs are pace-mak¬ 
ers in the fight against all forms of alien 
influence, including mass immigration. 
Many of my subscribers who indicate in 
one way or another that they are Catho¬ 
lics, write me or otherwise support my 
position on various measures in the fight 
for America. 

In recent years the split inside the 
Catholic Church in America on Marxist 
versus anti-Marxist issues became so 
obvious that even I could no longer fail 
to notice it. There is rebellion inside the 
ancient church (on political, not religious 
issues) and it becomes Increasingly clear 
that many life long ardent Catholics are 
dissatisfied and disturbed at certain poli¬ 
tical policies of the Vatican. A number of 
small patriotic publications edited by Cath¬ 
olics recently have attacked Papal politi¬ 
cal policies, especially the tolerant atti¬ 
tude of the Vatican toward Red poli¬ 
tical Jewry, and the lethargy or timidity 
of the Catholic Church hierarchy in Amer¬ 
ica in the same fight. 

True, the Catholic Church is against 
Communism in most of its manifestations; 
and true also that the overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of Church publications expose Com¬ 
munist activities and agents. 

Still I know from my own mail and per¬ 
sonal contacts that multitudes of faithful 
Catholics (religiously) are unhappy be¬ 
cause only an occasional Bishop or other 
member of the hierarchy will take any 
initiative in the political fight against 
subversion. 

After watching this split for several 
year*. * have come to the conclusion that 
it is largely, though not entirely, along 
racial lines. While Catholic education, at 
least In America, in the elementary schools 
is soundly fundamentalist in all respects, 
and thus can not keep from inspiring the 
fundamental virtues of loyalty to God and 
Country, the split seems to be largely 
along racial lines. It is largely the rugged 
Nordic stock which furnishes the patriot¬ 
ic leadership among the Catholics. This 
leadership includes powerful individuals 
from the remnants of Nordic families in 
Spain and Italy, as well as from Northern 
Europe and British Isles. It is largely the 
racial minorities in the Catholic Church 
who have been led off In the direction of 
Marxism. 


This racial trend should not surprise us, 
in view of the hundreds of millions of 
dollars worth of propaganda spread by 
political Jewry to make Marxist allies of 
the other racial minorities. But the Cath¬ 
olic Church hierarchy has been extremely 
weak and shortsighted in embracing, or so 
largely embracing, the race destroying 
and coercive measures invented and push¬ 
ed by political Jewry and its Communist 
allies. The Catholic Church has not gone 
as crazy in this direction as has the Marx¬ 
ist dominated National Council of Church¬ 
es, it is true; but the one does not justify 
the other. 


Papal Opportunity 

The. Pope, like the Protestant leaders in 
America, has the most unusual opportunity 
to undercut the Communists and Zionists 
and at the same time uphold and strength¬ 
en religious concepts in the matter of the 
race: lie need only point out that the races 
of mankind constitute the highest order of 
divine creation and that it is the Godless 
Communists and their allies who want to 
destroy the races, as such. 

Instead of commending the- I^ouisiana 
Bishop who recently condemned the ex¬ 
clusion of a Negro worshiper from a white 
church, the Pope could have thrown con¬ 
fusion into the motley hordes of Bed 
liberal preachers ana politicians by 
pointing out that God must have hod a 
purpose in making the respective races 
with their individual characteristics and 
that the Church would adhere to and up¬ 
hold the divine plan, by helping to provide 
ample SEPARATE facilities for worship 
and education. 

.From a missionary standpoint, this 
would be a masterful stroke in America 
today. It would make so many friends for 
the Catholic Church, among both Whites 
and Negroes, that the Marxist ministers 
of the National Council of Churches would 
have to revise their strategy in recruit¬ 
ing the dark races. 

When I began to dig into the history of 
Catholic-Protestant-Jewlsh relations (quite 
the most fascinating and important phase 
of our history) I was repeatedly amazed 
at the omissions and distortions we get in 
our literature. When I began to read the 
Jewish historians, notably Lumen Wolf, 

I saw that throughout the centuries Jew¬ 
ish movements had tricked and used 
Christian to help destroy Christian; our 
own historians (who should have read 
Jewish writers) rarely understood the ra¬ 
cial origin of our wars and religious dis¬ 
sensions. 

Isabella Put Spain First 

It was a surprise to me, as it may be 
to some others, that Hitler was a life-long 
Catholic. Whatever else may be said of 
Hitler, one can hardly claim that he was 
representative of the Pope in Germany; 
he often clashed head-on with the Pope. 

Martin Luther was a Catholic, but he 
exercised independence of mind, so great 
in fact that eventually he was excommun¬ 
icated. 

Isabella of Spain was a devout Catholic 
as long as she lived but she was constant¬ 
ly at odds with the Pope in matters poli¬ 
tical. This little green-eyed girl, who at 
18 became queen of an exploited, Juda- 
ized, demoralized Spain, in which Jewish 
Catholics dominated even the Church, per- 


”med the miracle of miracles; in 20 years 
she restored order and decency out of un¬ 
speakable chaos; restored government, 
raised armies, rode at their head helping 
(and directing) her husband, Ferdinand— 
and eventually smashed the Jewish power 
and drove out the Jews and their Moorish 
and Negroid allies. 

In our history books we get only a fragment - 
ary and distorted picture of this remarkable 
woman, one of the greatest of all time. (The 
story is told factually and unforgettably by 
William Thomas Walsh in his ISABELLA OF 
SPAIN, Robert M. McBride & Co., New York, 
1930: now rare and very hard to get.) Politically 
she always put the interests of Spain ahead of 
all other political considerations. 

In fact, she once angrily sent the Popes spec¬ 
ial envoy back to Rome, immediately on his 
arrival, refusing him so much as o conference. 

Catholic ruler after Catholic ruler of Euro¬ 
pean countries in century after century put his 
own program and concepts of the interests of his 
country ahead of the wishes of the Pope. More 
than one such ruler threw armies into Italy in 
opposition to the Papacy, and one, you may per¬ 
haps recall, captured the Pape and moved him 
to France for a spell. 

And the Catholic king, Henry VIII oi England, 
broke away from the Vatacan, completely. 

It seems that the head of a political unit 
usually had his own ideas about how to run his 
country and did not want to be told by anyone 
else, inside or outside his country. 

And I see no reason why the same human 
characteristic would not apply to a Catholic 
leader in America. It would no doubt depend 
entirely on the individual. We would be foolish 
to make a mistake, in such on appraisal. If there 
is any liklihood that a particular candidate for 
President would be substantially influenced 
POLITICALLY by foreign political or religious 
forces, then he should not be President. 

But in this desperate fight to save America 
from the Jewish power movements of Marxism, 
backed by the fabulous billions of both Jewish 
and non-Jewish infernational financiers, we need 
all the allies we can get. 

Independent of Vatican 

One of the strongest of the few strong 
influences against Marxism in all its as¬ 
pects, is the conservative wing of the 
Catholic Church in America (constituting 
probably 70 to 80 percent of the Catholic 
lay leadership in politics and government). 
The Jewish power mongers, since the rise 
of McCarthy, have thrown every resource 
into the propaganda fight to split this 
Christian nation, to make us divert our 
fight from the Marxists to the Catholics. 
At one time a year or so ago I traced every 
major movement and propaganda project 
which specifically hit McCarthy because 
he was a Catholic, and without exception 
they originated with Jews or Jewish or¬ 
ganizations. This includes the flood of 
articles which came out of National Coun¬ 
cil of Churches headquarters and leaders, 
the origin of which was traceable. 

It was positively amazing to see the 
completeness with which this “Protestant” 
hate-the-Catholics wedge originated in pol¬ 
itical Jewry. And the effect was powerful 
in reviving old hatreds and in diverting 
support from McCarthy. 

I have no way of knowing how Governor 
Lausche of Ohio would stand on foreign

conservative audiences) keep in mind 
that as recently as last January 5 the 
New York World-Telegram and Sun listed 
as part of his program: 

"Promises to fight for Taft-Hartley Act re- 
vision. . . . Wants legislation to establish de¬ 
velopment corporations to help establish netv 
businesses, protect and expand smaller firms . . . 
Will explore possibilities of prepaid health 
insurance for state workers. . . . Recommends 
municipal loans up to 90 %—instead of 75 % — 
of non-profit housing corporations and coopera¬ 
tive developments. . . . Wants state aid for 
prematurely born babies. . . . Must concentrate 
on reducing ever-increasing hospital loads through 
prevention and cure of mental illness. . . Ad¬ 
vocates giving state commission against dis¬ 
crimination, power to initiate investigations. Now 
permitted to act only when complaints are 

filed.' 1 

Scan that summary again. Harriman 
only last January was calling for more 
socialization in almost every phase of 
government. Dewey, his predecessor, and 
Communist friend Lehman, Dewey’s pre¬ 
decessor, as governors of New York had 
already given the mob every conceivable 
"civil rights" concession and law includ¬ 
ing FEPC. About all Harriman can add 
is the right to give the governor's ap¬ 
pointed commission the right to tear into 
any private business, even without a 
complaint, and tell the employer whom 
he must hire. 

Keep this in mind when Harriman tries 
to hedge regarding FEPC laws. 

Harriman has fought for the Com- 
munist-Zionist program of mass immi¬ 
gration. For example, in his speech De¬ 
cember 10, 1954, before the Joint Dis¬ 
tribution Committee of the Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League and the American Jewish 
Committee, at the Waldorf Hotel, New 
York City, he denounced the government’s 
"restrictive immigration policy” as “a 
stupid blunder” (as reported in the New 
York Daily News of that date). 

Red Herring Harriman 

As the campaign gets hot, wc must ex¬ 
pect Harriman to begin cussing the Com¬ 
munists. Let’s see how he really feels 
about the Communists: the Los Angeles 
Examiner May 22, 1952, carried a four- 
column streamer on Page 4, "REDS IN 
GOVERNMENT ‘NONSENSE’ HARRI¬ 
MAN SAYS.” The article began: 

"All the talk among the American people 
about Communists in the Government is 
’utter nonsense' . . . W. Averell Harriman 
said here yesterday.” 

So to Red Herring Harry now add Red 
Herring Harriman. 

Let’s see how the Communists feel about 
Harriman. The Fulton Lewis column ap¬ 
pearing October 17, 1950, quoted an MID 
undercover agent as reporting to Amy 
Intelligence on August 21, 1941 that while 
visiting Communist Party headquarters in 
Pittsburgh in that same year, this MID 
agent heard two prominent Communist 
officials discussing Harriman. 

"Miller said that he and Harry Forbes, the 
District Secretary, were very happy over the 
news that W. Averell Ha'rriman had been ap¬ 
pointed by President Roosevelt os Chairman to 
the Commission to Moscow on War Aid to 
Russia. The Communist Party had great hopes 


that Mr. Harriman would some time get a re¬ 
sponsible assignment from the Government. 

"Harriman is the right one to be in a posi¬ 
tion of that kind tor a Party line worker. Robert 
Minor, Secretary of the Communist Party of 
the United States, was in Pittsburgh some time 
ago and he personally said to Harry Forbes that* 
sooner or later Harriman would be on the in. 

The ADA (Americana for Democratic 
Action), which follows the Communist line 
of course, loves Harriman no less than 
it loves Stevenson, Eleanor Roosevelt, and 
one of its principal officials, Senator Her¬ 
bert Lehman (apparently head of the 
Marxist revolutionary forces in America). 

Most of Harriman’s record of course 
has had to do with foreign policy. And 
not without success: his banking firm 
has collected brokerage on hundreds of 
millions of dollars of Government money. 
L°t’s take his record somewhat chrono¬ 
logically. 

The Ashland Daily Press, Ashland, Wis¬ 
consin, November 5, 1951, gave some in¬ 
teresting information. 

"His (Harriman 1 s) own company, W. A. Har¬ 
riman and Company, gat a manganese conces¬ 
sion in Soviet Russia in 1926, during the years 
before America gave official recognition to 
Russia. It was the dealings of Stalin with such# 
Americans os Harriman that kept Soviet Russia 
on its feet in the 20’s, making it possible for 
the Kremlin lenders to stay in control and build 
Russia into America's most powerful enemy. 
Harriman has had as dose contact with Stalin 
as probably any American and was close to 
Trotsky as well. 

Exploited Marshall Plan $ $ 

"From the viewpoint of a mid western editor, 
it appears that Harriman more than any living 
man represents the viewpoint of fhe international 
banker or industrialist who appears to operate 
on the theory that where and how he makes his 
money has no relationship to the moral code 
of the civilisation in which he lives or to the 
Ten Commandments on which our civilization is 
based." 

The same editorial stated: 

"One of his associates at prep school (Groton) 
was Dean Acheson." 

As early as 1950, when Harriman was 
one of the principal influences over dis¬ 
tribution of the Marshall Plan money, he 
himself in Europe placing gifts of that 
World WPA, his bank was handing $89,790.- 
640 worth of Marshall Plan letter credit 
business, rendering millions of dollars of 
commissions to the Harriman brokerage 
firm. These figures were quoted from an 
ECA Government release. 

Hardly any individual in the Rooscvelt- 
Truman give-away administration was 
more active in bleeding out our country 
for foreign investments and socialist gov¬ 
ernments than Harriman. The late Senator 
Robrt Taft said of Harriman (as quoted 
by Pegler October 17, 1950): 

"Harriman, himself is a strange choice (as 
special distant to the President — RHW) be¬ 
cause he was one of the principal authors of 
the Yalta Agreement. Ho had been a strenuous 
promoter of lend lease to Russia. He probably 
dished out 10 or 12 billions without requiring 
the slightest guarantee of any kind as to Russian 
behavior after fhe war. 

"At Yalta he was as much in charge as any¬ 
body except Hopkins. Hopkins and Harriman 
really ran the Yalta Conference. Alger Hiss 
was there, and Harriman and Hopkins advised 
Roosevelt, and they made the agreement which 
brought about the present situation. They actually 
put Russia in full control of central Europe. 


i hey agreed that fhe Russians should occupy 
Berlin, Prague, Vienna and other great capitals. 

"We didn't even reserve the right-of-way to 
get into our own zone in Berlin, simply let 
Russia write the ticket not only in Europe but 
in fhe Far East. We took Stalin's promise that 
he would set up a free Poland. He never had 
kept a promise, and we had no way of en¬ 
forcing it. 

"In Manchuria we gave Russia fhe position 
which was contrary to the whole foreign policy 
of the United States—the open door to China 
for the last fifty years. We put them into con¬ 
trol where fhe Japanese had been. 

"We went to war to get the Japanese out 
of Manchuria. Yet, without even telling the 
American pecople or Chiang Kai-Shek, we gave 
away the most important industrial province of 
China. Those were the agreements that Mr. Har¬ 
riman made, so it comes in a strange grace from 
him io attack anything I may have said on 
foreign policy." 

Gets B’nai B’rith Medal 

We have seen how the Communists and 
the ADA Socialists feel about Harriman. 
How do the Zionists feel about him (if 
there is any difference)? 

A dispatch published in the New York 
World-Telegram and Sun from White 
Plains, New York, November 10, 1955, 

stated: 

"Governor Averell Harriman and Harold E, 
Stasscn, special assistant to President Eisen¬ 
hower on disarmament, will receive the B'nai 
B rith Humanitarian Awards at 8:15 tonight in 
the county center here. Both will be honored 
for fheir contribution fo the United Notions^and 
each is expected to make a major address." 

Like every dog catcher and constable 
running for office these days, Averell 
Harriman recently made his trip to Israel 
to bow down before the six-pointed star 
of world intrigue. 

The Time magazine article stated that 
Averell’s father, the late E. H. Harriman, 
was an Episcopalian. It did not mention 
to what church his mother belonged if 
any. Who’s Who states that Harriman’s 
brother, E. R., is an Episcopalian; but 
Averell does not make any reference to 
church or religious belief under his own 
entry in Who’s Who. 

In 1915 he married Kitty Lanier Law¬ 
rence, who divorced him in 1929 on 
grounds of abandonment. A few months 
later he married Mrs. Marie Norton Whit¬ 
ney, "who had just divorced Cornelius 
Vanderbilt (‘Sonny’) Whitney." 

Because of his great zeal for giving 
America away, and his world mindedness, 
and his courting the Communists and the 
Zionists, many people have asked me in 
recent months whether or not Harriman 
was Jewish. I find no evidence of any 
Jewish blood, though there may be some. 
However, there are plenty of scoundrels 
in our own ranks. His father, one of the 
great railroad builders, was financed in 
considerable part by Kuhn, Loeb and as¬ 
sociated Jewish banking firms. They 
virtually owned him from the start. 

Young Averell apparently found very 
early in life that the easy way to make 
fabulous millions was to throw in with 
the international Jewish financiers in their 
world boondoggling. 

The latest effort of this hundred-times- 
millionaire shows how dumb he considers 
the American electorate: he is ribbing 
the Republican administration for its 
"link to big business.” 







GOVERNOR LAUSCHE ADVOCATES 
FEPC AND DESEGREGATION 


As calls for Lausche for President 
spread over the nation I telephoned the 
Ohio Governor to get his position on 
key foreign and domestic policies. He 
said however that he had not lifted a 
finger toward the presidential nomina¬ 
tion and was making no effort in that 
dirtection. 

From his frank, deliberate unconcern 
and the fact that he is 60 and five times 
Governor of Ohio, I got the impression 
that he might not be too eager to under¬ 
take the strenuous battle required of pres¬ 
idential nominees. 

He would not answer questions over the 
telephone but in a letter answering my 
inquiry, he sent material showing his 
policies on some domestic issues. This 
letter, incidentally, reaveals a modesty 
reminiscent of Governor Lee of Utah and 
the late Senator Robert Taft. 

"The document (which Lausche sent regarding 
himself — RHW) Was no f prepared by me. In a 
number of instances there are words of praise 
which, in my opinion, border on exaggeration 
and were the productwof the well wishes of the 
person who prepared the paper." 

Frank Lausche was born in Ohio in 
1895, the son of Slovenian immigrants. He 
worked as a boy to help support his wid¬ 
owed mother and six brothers and sisters. 
He enlisted as a private in the first world 
war; rose to lieutenant. He married Scotch- 
Irish Jane Sheal. He studied law and was 
second high man among 160 who took 
the bar examination. As Ohio’s only five- 
term Governor, he has a record and a 
reputation as a sound administrator, fair 
and honest, with the courage to face an 
issue. 

While he has at times challenged the 
labor bosses head-on, he is not considered 
“anti-labor” generally. He is no crusader, 
nor is he more than moderately conserva¬ 
tive—contrary to some patriots who are 
trying desperately to find an acceptable 
candidate. He reveals nothing of his ideas 
about foreign policy. 

Favors Paternalism 

His 1955 message to the Ohio legislature 
is disappointing to a conservative wishful¬ 
ly looking for a candidate. He revealed 
no opposition whatsoever to government- 
subsidized “social security”. In fact, his 
program showed him to be in sympathy 
with government-provided pensions and 
unemployment checks (as contrasted with 
the traditional American way, of earned 
pensions and earned unemployment insur¬ 
ance payments). Obviously he is willing for 
the government to assume responsibility 
for the welfare of the retired citizens and 
the unemployd—a complete reversal of 
the American way, which holds that God 
gave man both the right and the respon¬ 
sibility for looking after himself. Governor 


Lausche’s way is the Roosevelt-Truman- 
Eisenhower-Soviet Communist-English So¬ 
cialist way. 

His message to the legislature also re¬ 
vealed no opposition to Eisenhowr’s pro¬ 
gram calling for federal aid to states for 
schools. In fact, his recommendations 
specifically pointed out that they were 
for the purpose of taking advantage of 
Ike’s planned school aid program. 

Governor Lausche took no cognizance 
whatsoever of the Communist menace; 
he gave no hint of recognition of the con¬ 
stant encroachment of federal power over 
the states and the encroachment of both 
federal and state power over the lives of 
individuals. 

Most shocking of all: he urged enact¬ 
ment of FEPC and he praised the thor¬ 
oughly subversive decision of the Supreme 
Court to force mixing of the races of 
mankind in public schools. This stand on 
the race problem doubtless will surprise, 
many of his newer friends and, though it 
might help him carry the big city vote 
and the key industrial states (unless he 
should be opposed by a fighting anti-FEPC 
conservative who would pinpoint the issue 
and rally support) it would greatly embar¬ 
rass his supporters in the Old South. .... 

"Two years ago, I urged the enactment of a 
Fair Employment Practice law which would pro¬ 
vide for a sfate commission having adequate 
powers of education, conciliation and effective 
enforcement. I reaffirm the need for fhis type of 
legislation and urge its passage by this general 
assembly . . . The decision of the United States 
Supreme Court requiring the schools of our country 
to provide equality of teaching services and 
building accomodations for our children, meets 
with my complete approval." 

While the reference to the Supreme 
Court decision speaks of its providing 
“equality of teaching services” etc. which 
was never in question (since all earlier 
decisions required equal, if separate, school 
facilities for segregated races) evidently 
Governor Lausche here means to express 
his agreement with the recent decision in 
which the New Deal political Supreme 
Court violated all recognized judicial pro¬ 
cedure by reversing long standing prece¬ 
dents, and in which this political court 
outlawed “separate but equal 1 ’ school fac¬ 
ilities and invaded the traditional God- 
given right of parents to run their own 
local schools. 

Could it be that Senators Russell and 
McClelland did not realize that Governor 
Lausche had embraced these anti-Ameri¬ 
can, anti-freedom and specifically anti- 
Anglo-Saxon devices which the Commun¬ 
ists, the Zionists, the false liberals and 
all other breeds of Marxist revolutionaries 
have urged on this country? 

Despite the personal integrity and ad¬ 
ministrative ability of Governor Laushce, 
if he becomes a candidate many of us 
will be forced to oppose him, even if we 
have to write in our candidate on the 
ballot.

policy issues, including those in which the 
Vatican has revealed its position. But I do 
know how Joe McCarthy would stand. 

The. Vatican has repeatedly made clear 
that it favors mass immigration to Amer¬ 
ica, including immigration from South¬ 
eastern Europe, whence come many of the 
recruits for the Jewish racial minority 
machine. McCarthy, on the other hand, 
gave solid backing to the McCarran-Wal- 
ter immigration restrictions, (including 
those which virtually shut off immigration 
from Catholic Southeastern Europe). 

In this issue he was diametrically in op¬ 
position to the political policies of the 
Vatican. 

Governor Lausche has not revealed (so 
far as I have seen) his position regarding 
UNESCO and the United Nations. Vatican 
pronouncements from time to time, reveal 
a strong interest in and support for the 
United Nations. 

Every American who reads the papers 
must know that Joe McCarthy would not 
wipe his foot on the filthy flag of the 
United Nations, and would do everything 
in his power to stop the UN drive to dom¬ 
inate our country with a world govern¬ 
ment. 

In pointing out in this article the Vat¬ 
ican compromises with the Marxist enemy, 
it would be unfair not to remind the read¬ 
er that in the over-all picture, the Vatican 
remains one of the most powerful forces 
in the world against organized Commun¬ 
ism, All decent people must be grateful 
for that strength and position. It is the 
extremely dangerous compromises, point¬ 
ed out in this article, with which we dis¬ 
agree. I have had to point them out in 
connection with the effort to size up the 
two Catholic potential presidential can¬ 
didates. 

To soy that a Catholic President would put 
the interests of the Vatican ahead of loyafy to 
America, would expose vast ignorance of the 
facts of history. 

If the reader arrives at the conclusion 
that the kind of President we might expect 
of a Catholic would depend entirely on 
the individual—then he reaches the same 
conclusion I have reached. If McCarthy 
will enter several state primaries ,he will 
surely win a lot of delegates and some 
powerful delegations to give him backing 
at the Republican convention. Thus, even 
if he himself should not get the nod, he 
could doubtless prevent the nomination'of 
a one-worlder.

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STATE DEPARTMENT REFUSES TO ARM ISRAEL! 
ANTI-ZIONISM RISING THROUGHOUT AMERICA 


As the struggle for America intensi¬ 
fies with the oncoming presidential 
storm, it is encouraging that the State 
Department dares to stand up against 
the pressure of the powerful world 
Zionist machine as regards supplying 
arms to Israel. 

This is hard to believe but I have veri¬ 
fied it with telephone culls to New York 
and Washington, where informed sources 
assure me It is a fact* Dulles continues 
to refuse Zionist demands for arms. 



If you think the Soviet government now may 
ho out of Jewish hands and turning anti-Semitic 
Just because it is supplying arms to anti-Israel 
Arabs, let me remind you that the above car¬ 
toon depicting the Jew in the most repulsive 
caricature, was published by the Yiddish-lan- 
guage Morning Freiheit, New York, an official 
Communist organ run entirely by Jews. It ap¬ 
peared in the issue of September 19, 1929, at 
a time when the Arabs were having trouble 
with Zionist intrigue. Cartoon was titled "The 
Zionist Charity Giver", 

In an effort to infiltrate Arab circles and 
spread Communism, Jewish Communists dis¬ 
tributed this cartoon among the Arabs. Today 
the mighty Jewish Communists in Moscow, La¬ 
zar Kaganovich, commissar o I heavy industries 
and a deputy prime minister, and Jacob Ash- 
berg, dictator of Soviet finance, evidently ap¬ 
prove of arming Egypt. It is not out of the 
goodness of their hearts; they are not bleeding 
. for the Arabs. They want a toehold in Arab fer- 
rltory and will go to any length to get it. 


This is almost the only “white” spot 
in the U. S. foreign policy, which continues 
to appease the world Marxist machine in 
both Europe juid Asia, refusing to un¬ 
shackle the anti-Comraunist leaders of 
free China and Formosa, refusing to rend¬ 
er more than lip service to the hundreds 
of millions of anti-Communists in the cap- 
live countries, slapping them in the face 
by sitting down to Geneva tea parties 
with their gangster slave masters, con¬ 
tinuing to give away billions of American 
tax money to Socialist governments which 
have no intention of harming the Com¬ 
munist empire, and so on and on. 

For about a year I have observed head¬ 
line after headline in the Jewish news¬ 
papers maligning Dulles, a one-worlder 
whom the Zionists originally loved, for not 
further arming Israel. But in view of the 
Marxist indoctrination of Dulles and Ills 
Internationalism and his long record of 
obliging the International financiers, I 
felt that he was only being coy to fool 
the pro-American elements and that be¬ 
lli nd the scenes he was preparing to arm 
IsraeL 

But I have verified recent public state¬ 
ments and find that Dulles really is re¬ 
fusing to supply arms to Israel. For the 
first time since 1933, a Secretary of State 
dares to refuse a major demand of the 
International Jewish power machine. And 
this an election year! 

The press attache of the Egyptian em¬ 
bassy in Washington, speaking for Am¬ 
bassador Hussein, who had gone for the 
weekend, said it was a fact that the U. S. 
government had not supplied arms to 
Israel for quite some time. The only mili¬ 
tary shipment within the past year was 
a small shipment of motor vehicles some 
months ago. 

The spokesman for Ambassador Hussein 
said the new firmness in the State De¬ 
partment was due to “rising anti-Zionist 
sentiment in America". I had long been 
convinced that America was waking up 
to the threat of Zionism but I had not 
felt that the anti-Zionist feeling was yet 
strong enough to bring about such a 
change in our policy toward Israel. The 
spokesman at the embassy stood by his 
diagnosis. I do not know what sources 
of information the Arab government have 
in America. They can check magazines, 
newspapers and radio, the same as can 
you and I. They would not get many hints 
from these massive communications media 
indicating anti-Zionist feeling; but still, 
it Is a fact that the Arab side has got a 
better break in American papers in recent 
months than in 1947 and 1948; and an oc¬ 
casional columnist dares to point out the 
danger of backing Israel in another war 
against Arabs, this time no doubt throw¬ 


ing 300,000,000 .Moslems m the worm s 
important strategic area into the Com¬ 
munist camp. 

While the Hearst papers are running 
pro-Israel propaganda from time to time, 
they are not as fanatically promoting the 
cause of the Jewish state as they did in the 
earlier war against the Arabs. And Ray 
Tucker (once an aide to Morgenthau and 
a long-time friend of John Foster Dulles) 
several times in recent months has writ¬ 
ten of the Zionist power with simple, hon¬ 
est objectivity- and a lot of newspapers 
have carried his anti-Zionist columns. 

Maybe the Egyptian government has 
enough friends in Washington and in the 
hinterland to piece out an authentic pic¬ 
ture of anti-Zionism in America. I confess 
it gave me a rare and wonderful feeling 
to hear an appraisal from any well-in¬ 
formed official source that anti-Zionism 
had become so strong. 

However, there is more to it than that. To 
understand Dulles' new stand we must take a look 
at the Middle East threat: The political and lin- 
anciol masters of Jewish intrigue had set another 
trap. This being an election year, they obviously 
had decided to expand again in the Middle East, 
counting on the political greed, moral cowardice 
and internationalism of the presidential candi¬ 
dates of both political parties to promise Israel 
the moon and your shirt thrown in. 

If Dulles restores the Truman-Acheson policy 
ol backing Israel he will delight the Soviet Union 
by forcing the Arabs to turn to the Communist: 
lor more arms. Israel will be lacing 300,000,000 
Moslems armed to whatever degree the* Soviet: 
con spare them arms. That might be considerable. 
The Egyptian spokesman said that whilo Israel wo: 

"better armed in proportion, than the Nasi ar¬ 
mies ever were", Egyptian armies now (with the 
recent shipments ol arms from the USSR) could 
defend their country from an Israel attack. W c 
have to consider therefore that the USSR might 
spare enough equipment to enable the Arabs t c 
throw a big army into the field and keep it fight- 
ing for a considerable time. 

So we would be furnishing Israel the fuel while 
the Soviets supplied the Arabs, and together we 
brotherly enemies would set the Middle East 
afire. 

And suppose the 300,000,000 Moslems in¬ 
vaded the Jewish state and took back ter¬ 
ritory which had been theirs since a 
Roman emperor burned Jerusalem in A.D 
135 and scattered the Jews; and suppose 
in the course of the invasion the Arabs 
killed some Jews, war being what it is? 
You know and I know that the pro-Zioms". 
press and the Jewish dominated radio ar.d 
television networks in America would flood 
our homes with the cry of "genocide". The 
Arabs would be Nazis and their leader 
would be Hitler and they would be slaugh¬ 
tering poor innocent Jews—and bang!—

MUST OUTLAW ZIONISM. HERE S BRIEl OF CASE, 
WITH EVIDENCE OF TREASON, FOR GRAND JURY 


While Zionism Is a world movement and 
not subject to control outside the United 
States, its leaders have given us over¬ 
whelming evidence over a long period that 
they do not honor their American citi¬ 
zenship with the loyalty to America which 
we have a right to expect and a duty to 
demand. 

Surely today we could prove in any 
reasonable court that Zionism within our 
borders and among U. S. citizens is treas¬ 
on. Surely any reasonable jury, on seeing 
the evidence, would find the leaders of 
the Zionist organizations and activities 
in our country guilty of plotting to estab¬ 
lish Jewish power over the Constitution 
and the government of the United States. 

And at last there is evidence that it is 
time to begin the drive to outlaw Zionism. 
Wo cannot hope to undo in a day what it 
has taken Jewish organizations 2500 years 
to build; but each generation has to fight 
to keep its freedom, and if wc start in 
195G demanding that this blackest of all 
black hand gangs be broken up or de¬ 
ported to some suitable plnce, wc may 
possibly live to sec our country freed of 
this menace. 

It would take a full length book to pre¬ 
sent all the evidence I would like to see 
presented to a federal grand jury, but I 
can show enough of it here to give the 
uninformed reader a rough idea, a general 
outline, the details of which he can fill 
in from the books and articles recom¬ 
mended herein. f 

In order to persuade a Federal grand 
jury to indict the Zionists or any Zion¬ 
ist leader or group, or to induce Congress 
to enact specific legislation outlawing 
Zionism, it undoubtedly would be necessary 
to show an imminent threat (“a clear and 
present danger*’) to the government of 
the United States. 

First, the Zionist apparatus inside our 
borders certainly has enough power to 
constitute a serious threat to the stability 
even of our government. Never in the his¬ 
tory of the world has there been such a 
powerful machine as the machine called 
Zionism, otherwise known as Jewish na¬ 
tionalism. Among its principal organiza¬ 
tions are the Zionist Organization of Am¬ 
erica, a subsidiary of the World Zionist 
Organization; the American Jewish Con¬ 
gress, a subsidiary or recognized affiliate 
of the Zionist Organization of America; 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nal 
B’rith and the American Jewish Commit¬ 
tee. But behind this phalanx march the 
millions of Zionist-indoctrinated and In¬ 
cited Jews, organized in hundreds o* or¬ 
ganizations, many of them using Yiddish 
names which you and I cannot pronounce, 
and publishing In the Yiddish language, 
which you and I cannot read. 

You have only to read those Jewish pap¬ 
ers which are published in English, how¬ 
ever, to realize beyond any question of 
doubt that the entire consciousness of 
Jewish life from infancy to the grave 
centers around world Jewry. 

There is a small number of the Jews 
In America who make clear their opposi¬ 
tion to Zionism and their loyalty to Amer¬ 


ica. We are not talking about them. Any 
Jew who behaves himself as a loyal and 
law-abiding American citizen should and 
will fight this Zionist oursc, and we wel¬ 
come his cooperation In this fight. 

If there Is any question as to the power 
of Jewish nationalism, including the Jew¬ 
ish International financiers, the great 
Jewish banking houses of New York, who 
have so much influence over Presidents 
and governments, I must refer the reader 
to Jewish encyclopedias, especially on the 
subjects of world finance and world com¬ 
merce, and to Jewish biographies includ¬ 
ing those about the late Jacob Schlff, 
head of Kuhn Loeb and Company, to Trial 
and Error, the autobiography of Chaim 
Wdzmann, world Zionist leader, and such 
exposes as Colonel John Beaty’s DION 
CURTAIN OVER AMERICA and, may I 
say, my own ANTI-DEFAMATION 
LEAGUE AND I TS U SE IN THE WORLD 
COMMUNIST OFFENSIVE and also my 
later booklet KNOW YOUR ENEMY. 

The late James Forrcstal, while Secre¬ 
tary of Defense showed repeated entries 
in his diary revealing his fear for Ameri¬ 
ca’s future, not only from the rise of 
Communism but specifically from the rise 
of Zionism. He tried to persuade various 
officials including President Roosevelt to 
refuse to make the Zionist Palestine issue 
a party issue, but he failed. 

*7 s aid to F. 0. R. Jr. that I was forced to 
repeat to him what I had said to Senator McGrath 
, . . that our failure to go along with the Zionists 
might lose us the states of New York, Pennsyl¬ 
vania and California — that I thought it *as 
about time that somebody should pay so me con¬ 
sideration as to whether we might lose the United 
States." 

Forrestal made clear that our involve¬ 
ment in a war In the Middle East would 
cut us off from great oil sources which 
we would have to have in order to fight 
a long mechanized war. Israel and or the 
Soviet Union would grab the oil. He also 
made clear, as many others have, that 
the power of the Zionists within the Unit¬ 
ed Stated was so great that they could— 
and did—make Presidents and Senators 
court them. 

Does not this power over the presidency, 
coupled with the foreign roots and Inter¬ 
ests of the political and financial Jews, 
constitute a clear and present danger to 
our government and our freedom? 

We have seen day after day, year after 
year, reports in the newspapers of certain 
famous individuals and famous Jewish 
organizations attacking McCarthy and all 
other McCarthyltes who try to expose 
Communism. The Zionist leadership from 
coast to coast has indicted itself irrevok- 
ably as anti-anti-Communist — defending 
the Communists by attacking the anti¬ 
communists and frustrating them in their 
efforts to ferret out the spies and sabo¬ 
teurs. 

This fact has been so cumulative and 
so overwhelmingly impressive In recent 
years that In Itself it places Zionists on 
the side of theCommunlst enemy. It 
makes them a gigantic Communist affili¬ 
ate or ally. Lest the uninformed reader 
feel that the Communist governments are 


now anti-Semitic, I quote an explanation 
of the reason for the exodus of * good 
many Jews from Communist govern¬ 
ments in recent years. This statement is 
from Jewish Life, a Communist organ, 
New York City, April, 1951; 

"A London Jewish Chronicle correspondent in 
Vienna who interviewed some Hungarian Jewish 
emigrants there said that 'the main reason tor 
the desire of the Hungarian Jews to emigrate was 
the fear of a revival of anti-Semitism on on w- 
precedented scale in the event the Communist 
regime was overthrown.' 

The Jews were not afraid of Communism. 
It was their protector. They were only 
afraid that it would be overthrown. They 
knew that once the Communist secret- 
police government was overthrown the 
persecuted Christians (gentiles) would rise 
up and administer justice to the guilty 
Jewish and other Communists. 

&Any grand Jury or legislative body in 
considering the threat of Zionism would 
have to consider what the Zionists and 
Communists jointly did to Russia up to 
the time of the Bolshevik revolution and 
for several years thereafter (before the 
Communists outlawed the Zionists as a 
strategic move to whitewash the Zionist 
power movement In America). Surely any 
reader today knows the story of the blood 
purges of millions and millions of Christ¬ 
ians Inside the Soviet Union. Not all 
of the purgers were Jews. Not all of the 
government Is Jewish. Most of It, in num¬ 
bers, now is non-Jewish, although the 
Communist bureaucracy was said by the 
New York Times in 1948 to have been 
more than 50% Jewish up to about that 
time. Think of It: over half of the bureau¬ 
cracy of the Soviet Union Jewish, whereas 
the non-Jewlsh population many times 
outnumbered the Jews. 


The Red bureaucracy In 1948 numbered 
somewhere between three and five million. 
There were supposed to be only three 
million, or fewer, Jews In the USSR. Then 
If half the Communist bureaucracy waa 
Jewish, almost every adult Jew was a 
Communist official! 

And In America the Zionist organiza¬ 
tions and organs promote every single 
major Socialist plank In the Communist 
legislative platform. Any differences in 
policies and directions are readily explain¬ 
able as strategic maneuvers, ultimately 
pointing toward the same Marxist world 
government (or dictatorship). 

Literally hundreds of famous Jewish 
writers and political leaders have made 
clear their aim to establish a world gov¬ 
ernment And the world government 
would be a power over and above our 
country and depriving us of our liberty. 
It would give us orders and nullify our 
Constitution and our freedom. An article 
in the California Jewish Voice by the 
Jewish columnist David Nussbaum, March 
80. 1951, for Instance, dlacusses at great 
length the possibility of establishing 
“world government". 
















Dr. Nakum Sokolow, chairman of ^ 
World Zionist Executive Committee meet¬ 
ing at Carlsbad August 27, 1922 stated 
(as quoted in a dispatch from Carlsbad 
by the Jewish Telegraph Agency of that 
date); 

"The League of Nations is a Jewish idea and 
Jerusalem will some day become the capital of 
the world's peace ... we Jews throughout the 
world will make the League's struggle our own 
and will not rest until there is ultimate victory." 

The American Jewish Committee in its 
report of its 45th annual meeting, January 
1952 (a report of highlights of the year 
1951) had this to say on page 62; 

"Throughout 1951 we have continued to pro¬ 
mote the goals and objectives of the United 
Nations." 


Thus the American Jewish Committee 6 
like the Anti-Defamation Deague of B’nai 
B’rith and the American Jewish Congress, 
works behind the scenes launching mul¬ 
titudes of organizations, some of which 
become identified as Communist fronts 
and all of which promote the same Marx¬ 
ist revolution.

America would be at war again to rescue 
the poor persecuted Jew. 

Your sons would be bayonetting Arabs 
whose only crime was that of defending 
their land and people, a "crime” which I 
was always taught to honor as the highest 
example of nobility. Your sons would 
be dying for the Jewish political and fin¬ 
ancial power machine which invented 
Communism and bequeathed it to the East 
while bequeathing Zionism to the West. 
America would be once more at war on 
behalf of the very power which threatens 
to subjugate America through a world 
Marxist revolution, under a world gov¬ 
ernment. 

While I cannot prove that the Zionists 
and the Soviet government deliberately 
conjured up this witches pot to boil us in, 
it is evident on reflection that the Jewish 
Marxists stand to gain if either the Israeli 
or the Soviet branch of world Marxism 
wins such a war. The winner will then 
expand in the strategic and oil-rich Mid¬ 
dle East. 


Meantime one more prolonged wartime 
campaign of maudlin weeping for “perse¬ 
cuted” Jew’s would just about deify Jewry 
in America, making it impossible to criti¬ 
cize a Jew, however guilty of whatever 
crime. You antl-Communists who dared 
to resist Jewish power would be hounded 
or seized for rendering aid and comfort 
to the “Arab-Communist axis”! 

Fantastic? Anti-Communists in Ameri¬ 
ca who dare to criticise Zionism already 
are being smeared, by innuendo, as now- 
being in cahoots with the Communists 
because both arc against Israel. Read an 
article played all across the top of page 
16 in the Los Angeles Examiner (a Hcarst 
paper, alas) of January 19, 1956. The 
article attacks certain “anti-Semitic pub¬ 
lications” as now being on the same side 
with the Communist Daily Worker because 
these publications are opposing Zionist 
Israel and sympathizing with the Arabs. 
The effort obviously is to make the reader 
think the anti-Communist publications are 
now pro-Communist Imagine the Hearst 
papers stooping to this Zionist line. 

What do Eisenhower and Dulles care about 
all this? Probably less than nothing. But evi¬ 
dently there is somewhere in Dulles an area of 
patriotism. Evidently he does not wont America 
to be sucked into a war in the Middle East. I 
do not want to attribute patriotism to him un¬ 
justly: maybe you hove a better explanation. 

I only know that just now he is making the 
Jewish revolutionaries, from Lehman and Baruch 
down to Sammy Gac h, publisher of the Red 
California Jewish Voice, bite their fingernails and 
swear in their teeth. 

I only know that Dulles is doing just the thing 
which leaves both the Zionists and the Com¬ 
munists nowhere to go in the Middle East. With¬ 
out assurance of moral and military aid from 
America, Israel dares not start her nexf war 
for expansion. We might not rescue them this 
time from the "persecution." 

And as long as we refuse to further arm and 
support the Jewish Israeli machine, the Arab 
governments, evidently seeing the situation clear¬ 
ly, will not (or so I believe) accept any more

The informed reader Mill not jump av 
the conclusion, that the Soviet government 
now is turning anti-Semitic merely be¬ 
cause it shipped arms to Egypt and wants 
to ship more. The Middle East play is a 
sort of squeeze play. Neither the Soviets 
nor the Israelis can expand unless trouble 
arises to give them the opportunity. They 
must, if necessary, make trouble. 

And do not forget that more than once 
Jews themselves have been caught stir¬ 
ring up anti-Semitism among the Arabs 
for one purpose or another. .It is hard 
for the gentile, notably the smug, hum¬ 
drum Anglo-Saxon, whose mind is nearly 
always grounded, to see up into the realm 
of fantastic intrigue. Just let me recall 
to your mind one incident alone: the 
famous intrigue of 1929 when Jewish a- 
gents of Communism went (mostly from 
New York) into the Arab countries cir¬ 
culating a leaflet with a big cartoon de¬ 
picting the most repulsive type of Jew. 
The Communists wanted to infiltrate the 
Arabs and were willing to go to such 
lengths to do so. . I had a copy of this 
leaflet some years ago. See photo on 
page L 

(When the Arabs would say. But you 
are a Jew yourself; why do you circulate 
this anti-Jewish leaflet? The Jew would 
say, No, I used to be a Jew, but now I 
am a Communist; I don’t believe in relig- 
icn. The episode was closed apparently' 
as a result of protests from non-Com- 
munist Jews in America.) 

So the courting of the Arabs by the 
Soviet government is not in any sense 
evidence that Jews have lost out in the 
Soviet apparatus. 

As for the second question, the Jewish 
newspapers (and there are 300 of them, 
in English, Yiddish or English and Yiddish) 
are glorifying Kefauver and Stevenson, 
and to a somewhat lesser degree, Har- 
riman. There probably are upwards of 
ten million Jews in America, packed most¬ 
ly in the industrial cities of the seven or 
eight industrial states which themselves 
hold almost a majority of electoral votes 
and which are so divided between Demo¬ 
cratic and Republican votes that a small 
organized minority can swing them either 
way. 

And under our electoral system, as you 
know, a majority of a single vote throws 
all the state’s electoral votes its way. Ray 
Tucker’s column published Jan. 18 anal¬ 
yzed the Zionist political power in these 
states (and pointed out that "Jake Arvey 
of Chicago, Adlai Stevenson’s political 
sponsor, is a leader in the Zionist move¬ 
ment for sending money and refugees to 
Israel”). 
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ans and union and other socialistic or¬ 
ganizers). 

Unfortunately the no-no policy of Dulles 
toward arming Israel is not winning many 
votes for that policy or for the Repub¬ 
licans, for the one and only reason that 
the Republicans haven't the courage, so 
far at least, to explain the problem to the 
people. Eisenhcwer is not going to run 
again, regardless of the current monkey 
business regarding his candidacy. He is 
now only chairman of the board and will 
not ever again be able to assume the heavy 
duties of President. Apparently Dulles 
thus has been freed to set this policy— 
with the backing of certain of his old 
friends and associates, presumably Stand¬ 
ard Oil and the Rockefeller interests. A 
real war in the Middle East would likely 
cut the Western World off from the fabu¬ 
lous oil fields (as the late James Forrestal 
pointed out). 

Whatever the reasons and considera¬ 
tions, the fact is we have gained a toe¬ 
hold against the Zionist machine and we 
may be sure that the rising tide of anti- 
Zionism is due preponderantly to pamph¬ 
leteering, since not one of the big news¬ 
papers, magazines or radio networks has 
done any crusading for American inter¬ 
ests versus Zionism. 

And so now the pamphleteers are be¬ 
ginning to realize their strength and so 
the same pamphleteers fall heir to the job 
of tipping the balance in the coming elec¬ 
tions toward a candidate who will carry 
on, and let us hope, amplify the pro- 
American policy. 

Eisenhower has thrown Christians to 
the lions in almost everything he has 
done. He is responsible for the subversive 
Supreme Court decision to force the mix¬ 
ing of all the (non-Jewish) races, which, 
ever since the birth of Zionism, has been 
its primary objective. We must have an 
administration which will resist Zionist 
pressure not just on the Israeli front but 
on the home front as well. 

It is my belief also that now is the time 
for us to begin the long drive to outlaw 
Zionism. In another article in this Issue 
I am showing the general outlines which 
such a campaign probably will have to 
take in order to bring the Zionist leaders 
and organizations to justice and break 
t hem up. I hope you will do all you can 
to^get the facts before the voters.

Not only the rising tide of anti-Zionism (not 
to say necessarily anti-Semitism) in America, but 
also the trap in the Middle East, deters Dulles. 
He could hardly forget that not long ago repre¬ 
sentatives of all the Arab governments held a 
powwow and sent word to him that if America 
sent arms to Israel, Arab-American relations would 
seriously and dangerously deteriorate. 

It should be noted, in the above picture, 
that while Israel has been able to smuggle 
some arms out of our country from time 
to time and to buy them through other 
countries in limited quantities and to get 
them here and there about the world (hav¬ 
ing plenty of money), there probably is no 
place in the "free'’ world where the Jews 
could be sure of getting enough military 
equipment and supplies to carry on a long 
fight if America continues to say no. 

There is, however, one way by which 
the Jewish leaders might possibly force 
the situation: they might again buy arms 
from the Soviet Union. It was the Com¬ 
munists who originally equipped the Jew¬ 
ish armies, mostly from the Skoda muni¬ 
tions plants in Czechoslovakia. At that 
time (in the years just after the second 
world war, when Israel was declaring in¬ 
dependence and expanding) Arab spokes¬ 
men said a Jewish Communist general 
from the Soviet Union was commander- 
in-chief of the Zionist armies, and most 
of the high officials of the Israeli govern¬ 
ment were from the Soviet Union. Most 
of them still are in power in Israel today. 
I cannot believe there is any real animos¬ 
ity between the Zionist leaders and the 
Soviets. They are blood brothers. 

Two more questions of paramount im¬ 
portance are involved in the Middle East 
threat: (1) Have the Jewish revolutionar¬ 
ies of world Marxism lost actual control 
of the Soviet government? (2) If Eisen¬ 
hower and Dulles keep on refusing the 
pleas of the Jewish leaders, will the pow¬ 
erful Zionist political and financial mach¬ 
ine be able to smear the Republicans out 
and elect a more abject stooge, Harriman, 
Kefauver or Stevenson, and thus get the 
backing they want for Israel and thus 
drag us into another war and thus go on 
to further entrench themselves in power 
over our country? 

There isn't room here for the treatment 
of these big subjects. Nor does anybody 
seem to know for sure just what is the 
degree of Jewish power over the Kremlin 
today. It is certain that much of it re¬ 
mains, but whether it is decisive—who 
knows? It certainly must be enough to 
induce or trick the non-Jewish Communist 
officials, even if they are no longer mere 
front men, into the Middle East double 
play—which would be to Communist in¬ 
terests as well as specifically to Zionist 
interests. In watching for signs of Jew¬ 
ish power in Russia, don't overlook the 
fact that every single one of the big Jew¬ 
ish organizations in America still goes to 
great lengths to malign any man—Mc¬ 
Carthy or you or me—who dares to expose 
and oppose Communists.

Further under Section2387 
it is necessary to prove a specific intent to interfere with, impair 
or influence the loyalty, morale, or discipline of the military or 
naval forces of the United States, and Section 2383 also requires 
wilful intent to do the acts proscribed by that section. As stated 
in Dunne v. United States, 138 F.2d 137, cert. den. 320 US 790, which 
was prosecuted under the peacetime sedition statute. Intent is the 
cardinal characteristic vehicle which is necessary to carry any and 
all interdicted expressions across the boundary line into crime. 

In the leading and most recent case on the subject, Hartzel v. 

United States 322 US 680 (19UU), reversed for lack of specific _ 
proof of requisite intent, the petitioners were charged inth having 
violated Section 3 of the Espionage Act of 1917 (now 18 USC 2388), 
through the publication and distribution of certain articles in 
which, in substance, they depicted the viar as a gross betrayal of 
America, denounced our British allies and the Jews, assailed in 
reckless terms the integrity and patriotism of the President of 
the United States, and urged an internal war of race against race. 

Since the language of the Supreme Court in this case regarding 
intent is equally applicable to the type of publication here under 
consideration, pertinent portions of the opinion are being quoted 
in detail: 

There is nothing on the face of the three 
pamphlets in question to indicate that petitioner 
intended specifically to cause insubordination, 
disloyalty, mutiny or refusal of duty in^the 
military forces or to obstruct the recruiting 
and enlistment service. No direct or affirmative 
appeals are made to that effect and no mention is 
made of military personnel or of persons registered 
under the Selective Training and Service Act. They 
contain, instead, vicious and unreasoning attacks 
on one of our military allies, flagrant appeals to 
false and sinister racial theories and gross libels 
of the President. Few ideas are more odious to the 
majority of the American people or more destructive 
of national unity in time of war* But while such 
iniquitous doctrines may be used under certain circum¬ 
stances as vehicles for the purposeful undermining 
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of the morale and loyalty of the armed forces and those 
persons of draft age, they cannot by themselves be 
taken as proof beyond a reasonable doubt that petitioner 
had the narrow intent requisite to a violation of this 
statute* 

# * * 

# # & our enemies have developed psychological war¬ 
fare to a high degree in an effort to cause unrest 
and disloyalty. Much of this type of warfare takes the 
form of insidious propaganda in the manner and tenor 
displayed by petitioner's three pamphlets. Crude 
appeals to overthrow the government or to discard 
our arms in open mutiny are seldom made. Emphasis 
is laid, rather, on such matters as the futilitj cl 
our war aims, the vices of our allies and the inade¬ 
quacy of our leadership. Eut the mere fact that such 
ideas are enunciated by a citizen is not enough by 
itself to warrant a finding of a criminal intent to 
violate §3 of the Espionage Act* Unless there is suffi¬ 
cient evidence from which a jury could infer beyond a 
reasonable doubt that he intended to bring about the 
specific consequences prohibited by the Act, an 
American citizen has the right to discuss these matters 
either by temperate reasoning or by immoderate and 
vicious invective without running afoul of the 
Espionage Act of 1917. Such evidence was not present 

in this case* 

Another element which must be proved under these statutes is 
the existence of a clear and present danger, as enunciated by t e 
Supreme Court in Schnenck v* United States , 2h9 U*5* b( 9 5 > 
follows: 

# * # But the character of every act depends upon 
the circumstances in which it is done. The most 
stringent protection of free speech would not protect 
a man in falsely shouting fire m a theatre and _ 
causing a panic. . . The question in every case is 
whether the words used are used in such circumstances 
and-are of such a nature as to create a clear and 
present danger that they will bring about the 
substantive evils that Congress has a right to preven .

The language of sudi publications is also reviewed in light of 
that section of the Smith Act (18 USC 2385) which makes it an offense 
to publish, distribute or circulate any written or printed matter

advocating, advising, or teaching the duty, necessity, desirability 
or propriety of overthrowing or destroying any government in the 
United States by force and violence. Further, the publications are 
e>a mined to determine whether the material contains any matter 
advocating or urging treason, insurrection or forcible resistan 
to any law of the United States and is, therefore, non-mailable 
under the provisions of 18 USC 1717• 

In view of the above, there does not appear to be aqy criminal 
action which can be taken at this time relative to the dissemination 
of issues of "Williams Intelligence Summary" similar to the writings 
w£ich £Se been submitted. Any future issues which reflect a deviation 
from the past tenor or reflect specific language of a questionable 
nature should, of course, be transmitted to this Division for review.

The Eisenhower-Warren desegregation 
coup was a vicious Communist-aiding blow 
against the white people and against those 
Negroes who don't want their race to be 
mongrelized; and Tobin’s campaign re¬ 
minder that the major committees of Con¬ 
gress are controlled by southern Demo¬ 
crats is an invitation to every thoughtful 
white voter to re-elect a Democratic Con¬ 
gress. 

In the April issue of the Summary I 
quoted Attorney General Brownell as 
obliging a Jewish revolutionary cult by 
attacking the white Citizens Councils. The 
International News Service of December 
28, 1955, said at the request of the Jew¬ 
ish Labor Committee “which had asked 
an immediate investigation of the White 
Citizens’ Councils” the Attorney General 
said he had launched an investigation and 
that “appropriate measures” might be tak¬ 
en (against these Americans whose only 
crime is that of being white and wanting 
to preserve their families, race and cul¬ 
ture.) 

The GOP demagogues have outdone 
even the ADA and their Communist in- 
spirers this time. And as a result of the 
Eisenhower-Warren desegregation coup 
and the repeated appeals inciting Negroes 
to hate and conspire against the Whites, 
we are seeing outbreaks of Negro violence 
all across the country, extending even into 
Canada. 

For instance, Buffalo, N. Y, papers re¬ 
cently told about “a nightmare of flash- 
ing knives and sobbing, frightened” pass¬ 
engers, when Negro girls and boys beat, 
slashed and cursed white girls and boys 
on an all-night boat trip between Buffalo 
and Crystal Beach Amusement Park, Ont. 
There also had been riots and cuttings 
by the same group of Negroes in the 
amusement park in Canada throughout 
the preceding day. The paper said the 
white teen-agers, beaten, cut and bleed¬ 
ing, cowered mostly below decks trying 
to hide from the Negro gangs; but the 
roving rioters found individuals and 
groups from time to time, repeatedly beat¬ 
ing and cutting them. One reporter wrote: 

"Above deck all hell had broken loose as rov¬ 
ing groups of Negroes calmly aflocked the whites. 
Girls wore beaten mercilessly and youths who 
attempted to defend them were slugged and 
kicked without feeling. Members of the ship's 
crew and private police vainly tried to keep 
order, but when one fight was broken up another 
flared in a different portion of the weather¬ 
beaten boat . . . Most of the trouble was caused 
by gangs of Negro girls who walked the deck, 
attacking and molesting you /19 white girls." 

This bloodshed is directly chargeable to 
the Communists, Zionists, ministerial 
stooges and political demagogues who 
make a crusade of stirring Negroes 
against Whites. Eisenhower and Earl War¬ 
ren are more to blame than their Com-, 
munist inspirers in the past three or four 
years.

Aiding Foreign Competitors 

4) The foreign aid program, as shaped 
and administered is preparing the doom 
of American agriculture and industry. It 
is equipping hundreds of millions of the 
colored races with American power tools 
and teaching them how to use them. It 
already is squeezing the American cotton 
farmer out of the world market by de¬ 
veloping extensive new cotton farms in 
Egypt and other temperate and tropical 
regions. It is building up the industries 
of those nations whose people had not the 
initiative and skill to do it for themselves, 
but who, under white foreign aid super¬ 
visors from the U. S., are beginning to 
glut the world markets with goods made 
at a 25-cent or 50-cent daily wage scale, 
as against a $15 or $20 American wage 
scale.

"Those foreign nations are now competing with 
us and underselling us." 

Reds Started GATT 

Small wonder that Communist Spy 
Alger Hiss urged the Senate Finance Com¬ 
mittee (June 2, 1948) to prevent any re¬ 
strictions on the low-tariff foreign trade 
policy of the State Department. Hiss and 
the late Communist agent Harry Dexter 
White were among the founders of GATT. 
(General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade) whose purpose, he and other ad¬ 
vocates said, was “to expand the area and 
scope of international economic coopera¬ 
tion”. The aim was, and is, to give the 
United Nations complete control over the 
trade of this and other nations of the 
world. Think that through. 

Hiss told the Committee: 

"It was largely because of our initiative in pur¬ 
suing this policy (the State Department—GATT 
foreign trade policy — RHW) that we have been 
able to move from the Atlantic Charter to the 
United Nations, from bilateral trado agreements 
to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade." 

The State Department instituted GATT 
without Congress' approval.

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CHURCH USURPATION OF POLITICAL POWER 
THREATENS PROTESTANT AND CATHOLIC 


One of the accusations most frequent¬ 
ly enjoyed by the dictators of the Na¬ 
tional Council of Churches, in their 
constant barrage at the Catholic Church, 
is that the Catholics threaten to grab 
political power. 

Look who’s talking. An article in the 
June 12 issue of The Religious Weekly 
said, 

"The General Board of the NCC has urged 
Christians to be guided by official pronounce - 
meets of their churches when they vote in the 
national elections next fall." 

Never has the Catholic Church been 
that bold in reaching for political power 
in America. 

We Protestants have to fight not only 
the Communists and Zionists, but their 
stooges, the Marxist Bishop Oxnams of the 
National Council of Churches, to prevent 
a dictatorship over us. 

As for the Catholic hierarchy, it is hu¬ 
man nature to want more and more pow¬ 
er; but at least we can say that a good 
many members of the Catholic hierarchy 
are unmistakably against the Marxism 
which dominates the thinking of the rul¬ 
ing ministers of the NCC. 

There are, however, an alarming num¬ 
ber of Catholic Bishops, Auxiliary Bish¬ 
ops and Arch-Bishops who are so fanatic¬ 
ally Marxist that we wonder how .they 
can stay in the Catholic Church. Recently 
Archbishop Joseph Francis Rummel of 
New Orleans lowered the boom of political 
power on thousands of Louisiana Cath¬ 
olics—Whites and Negroes who believe in

racial segregation and who believe it is 
their political right to freedom of choice 
in preserving their family, race and cul¬ 
ture. 

When Archbishop Rummel sent a Negro 
Bishop to hold services in a church which 
always had been exclusively white, the 
members protested. Some organized the 
Association of Catholic Laymen to pro¬ 
test the destruction of the divine order 
of the races by mixing them in the name 
of religion. 

Archbishop Rummel jumped into this 
political field, waging an intense fight on 
segregation, forbidding the Association of 
Catholic Laymen to operate and threat¬ 
ening excommunication of any Catholic 
who persisted in opposing his wishes in the 
segregation matter. 

I was so incensed at this usurpation of 
the right of Americans to choose their 
companions that I had to write the Arch¬ 
bishop and I am afraid I wrote him a hot 
letter. I pointed out that it was a terrible 
act of dictatorship in the political field* 
that it denied American citizens their self- 
evident rights and that his act had done 
more harm to our efforts to bring about 
Protestant-Catholic political cooperation 
in the common defense against anti- 
Christian Marxists than had the Marxists 
themselves, I pointed out that one of the 
major programs of Karl Marx and his 
successors had always been the destruc¬ 
tion of the races of mankind, chiefly by 
inducing their niongrelization — thus de¬ 
stroying unified solidarity and therefore 
destroying any noteworthy opposition to 
Marxism. 

That was June 12. To date I have re¬ 
ceived no reply from Archbishop Rummel. 


GATT Pointed At Us 


Sociatlon last November 27 issued a pub¬ 
lic warning that the new Communist smile 
was more dangerous than its tough face 
and so we must now give more money 
than ever to encourage anti-Communist 
allies! 

Heading this warning committed} was 
Frank Altschul of the General American 
Investor Company. Others included Sol¬ 
omon Barkin, director of research for the 
Textile Workers Union of America; John 
F. Chapman, associate editor of the Har¬ 
vard Business Review; Paul Nitze, former 
chief of policy planning for the State De¬ 
partment; Isador Lubin, New York State 
commissioner of labor and Norris S. Ro¬ 
senthal, retired New York importer. 

An editorial in the late Washington 
Times Herald, Feb. 17, 1953, identified 
a number of banking firms which handle 
fabulous sums of the foreign aid graft. 
The editorial said the First National Bank 
of Boston <the Jewish Filene interests— 
RHW) handled $101,000,000 of the MSA 
funds; Russell Wardburgh's Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York handled 
$421,000,000 of the money; Bank of Amer¬ 
ica at San Francisco, $388,000,000. The 
editor wrote: 

Reds And Grafters Cooperate 

"It was apparent that many of the most vocal 
proponents of these various schemes were bankers 
whose institutions were placed in the way of fees 
and commissions for handling the money, or were 
brokers or industrialists with whose firms large 
orders had been placed."

For the State Department to usurp 
power over foreign trade, taking it away 
from Congress and American industry, is 
dangerous and costly enough; to go the 
next step, already half taken, of surren¬ 
dering it all to the United Nations would 
be to give <the Soviet Union a major voice 
in shaping U. S. foreign trade. 

For observe this simple fact which so 
few people seem willing to see: While 
the Soviets allow the UN to issue not a 
single line of propaganda in Communist 
countries, while the Soviets pay absolute¬ 
ly no attention whatsoever inside their 
countries to the wishes, orders and reso¬ 
lutions of the United Nations, the Soviets 
have a major voice in shaping the policies 
of the UN—that is, in telling the Western 
nations what to do.

wear or otherwise enjoy. That net catches 
all of us fish. 

Rep. Lane told the House of Represent¬ 
atives Feb. 23, 1956, 

"Implicit in O.T.C. (The International Organi¬ 
zation for Trade Cooperation — RHW) is the pow¬ 
er to affect markets, within the U.S.; to control 
production, profits and employment." Yet Con¬ 
gress was asked to authorize the President to 
"accept membership for the U.S. in the Organ¬ 
ization for Trade Cooperation". 

One way the smoothies plan to bring 
about control over Americans is illustrat¬ 
ed by a propaganda piece by Howard 
Handelman of the INS, Nov. 20, 1955 in. 
which Mr. Handelman quoted selected and 
unidentified spokesmen to show how we 
have to knuckle under to keep the So¬ 
viets from winning the friendship of some 
of our “allies". For instance, 

"They Jhink it may iecome necessary in the 
national interest to order farmers to quit grow¬ 
ing rice . . . in California and Louisiana /because 
their exports are pushing Burma (a competitive 
rice grower — RHW) into the arms of fhe Com¬ 
munists economically and perhaps politically." 

Handleman asks: 

"Must there be greatly increased foreign aid 
spending? An increasing number of Administration 
officials answer that one with a yes. 

"Must free enterprise be somewhat curtailed 
in the United States for patriotic reasons?"

Here we go again—a new paraphrase 
of the sugar coated gag: We must sur¬ 
render a part of our sovereignty to save 
the rest of it! 

Now it just happens that the Admini¬ 
stration's farm program, inherited from 
the days of Henry Wallace and fellow 
travelers in the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, has slipped over on the farmers ap¬ 
parently all the power needed to "some¬ 
what curtail" the farmer’s free enter¬ 
prise. It curtailed one farmer, Walter T. 
Carroll of Pensacola, Fla., recently to the 
extent of sending him to jail indefinitely 
because he refused to take orders from the 
federal power program. An AP report 
from Pensacola, published May 12, 1955, 
stated: 

US. Farmer Jailed 

"Parmer Walter T. Carroll went to jail lor 
contempt Friday rather than sign o crop acreage 
report for the United States Department of Agri¬ 
culture. Carroll, 44, told officers he didn't think 
it was any of the government's business how much 
he planted. He ignored a summons to show cause 
why he should not be held in contempt ond was 
arrested with his brother, Roy, on their north 
Florida farm after a scuffle with United Slates 
deputy marshals. 

"When Carroll refused before Federal Judge 
Dotier A. Devane to sign the acreage report, 
Devane ordered him jailed indefinitely for con¬ 
tempt. The judge also placed him under f 2,500 
bond on charge of resisting arrest and released 
Roy Carroll in >2.500 on a charge of interfering 
with an officer." 

This federal police power in one de¬ 
partment (Agriculture) can be exercised 
to oblige another department (State) and 
to please the United Nations coddled 
GATT and OTC. The only remaining step 
(already approached in some degree) is 
for the State Department’s GATT and 
UN’s OTC to work out, with the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, just what an Amer¬ 
ican farmer may be permitted to grow and 
sell* then send him to jail if he deviates. 
And of course, all in the name of patriot¬ 
ism and anti-Communism. 

Eisenhower and Dulles nullify any anti¬ 
communist effect which the foreign aid 
billions might have by their handwashing 
before the Communists.

No doubt some foreign officials remem¬ 
ber also that when General ‘Eisenhower 
went to Prussia on invitation While he was 
in uniform, he was “wined and dined and 
decorated in every possible way” (as re¬ 
ported by the San Francisco Examiner).

"He, of course, deserved it all. He had done 
more than any other man to save Russia from 
disaster.

The Eisenhower administration, and 
its backers are following the most un¬ 
conscionable course regarding the Hun¬ 
garian revolution: 

(1) They are discouraging the anti-Com- 
munist revolutionaries; and (2) they are 
taking advantage of the upheaval to in¬ 
vite hordes of Eastern Europeans into 
America and to play on American anti¬ 
communist sympathies to destroy the im¬ 
migration laws.

At three o'clock in the 
morning everything was in order. Then lourovsky 
went to his room and I went to the guardroom. 

"I woke up at eight o'clock and went ta the 
commandant's room. I met thero the president of 
the district soviet, Beloborodofl (the figurehead 
president — RHW) and Commissar Goloschekin and 
Ivan Starkoff . . . All the rooms in the house were 
in disorder . . . Suitcases and trunks were opened. 
Piles of gold and silver things were laid on the 
tables of the commandant's roam. Objects of 
Jewelry which were taken from (he members of the 
czar's family just before the murder, were also 
there; as well as things that were on them after 
their death ... I took also several silver rings 
and a few other trifles . . . 

"Answering the question as to where the bodies 
of the killed were taken . . . Ermakoff explained 
to me that the bodies were thrown down the shaft 
of a mine near the Yerkh Issetsk works and after 
that the shaft was destroyed by bombs or ex¬ 
plosives in order to fill it up . . ." 

One of the Russian soldiers, Philip Pros- 
kouriakoff, signed a sworn statement that 
he was called in immediately after the as¬ 
sassination to help scrub up the floors. He 
described the scene as he found it; and 
said Medvedoff told him immediately after 
the crime that lourovsky had told the 
czar just before shooting him, “Your race 
must cease to live.” 

Other witnesses gave other versions of 
Yurovsky’s last words to the czar. 

Wilton reports: "VoikoY, the Jew, boasted to his 
‘lady' friends in Ekaferinburg after the murder that 
’the world will never know what we did with the 
bodies'." 

Fragments of Bodies Identified 

The bodies were so completely destroyed 
that the investigators found only frag¬ 
ments of them. But identification was pos¬ 
itive. False teeth, crown jewels overlooked 
by the murderers and readily recognized 
personal possessions were found both out¬ 
side and inside the mine shaft, with finger 
bones and other body fragments, and frag¬ 
ments of clothing. 

Wilton's comments (early in his book) on 
the seat of power in the Red government 
are of special interest because Wilton had 
spent many years in Russia as a news¬ 
paper man, his business that of gathering 
information; and he had the benefit of the 
anti-Communist officials and ex-officials 
and agencies.

Lenin had 
as little to do with his death as he had with the 
murders, a week later, of the ex-Tsar and his fam¬ 
ily. The Red Okhrana and the inner circle of the 
Tsik were the veritable authors of the crime of 
Ekaterinburg, and probably of Mirbach's assassin¬ 
ation. 

"Nonentities, figureheads of the sovnarkom, do 
not interest us. We are concerned with great, if 
maleficent, personages in the Red world. Most of 
them are still unknown outside the ranks of the 
professional revolutionaries. A goodly proportion 
of the hundred Jews who came out of Germany 
with Lenin, and the hundreds who came from Chi¬ 
cago, deserve to be included in this gallery, for 
they . . . held Russia under their sway. To enumer¬ 
ate and describe them would require a small vol¬ 
ume. I need sketch only those who act prominently 
in the drama of Ekaferinburg. The most important 
were: — Svcrdlov, Safarov, Yoikov and Go/o- 
shchekin, and the murderer-in-chief YuroYsky. 

Sverdlov Supreme 

"The names of Safarov and Yoikov figure in the 
list of Lenin's fellow passengers (from Switzerland 
through Germany in 1917 — RHW) Both are very 
powerful Bolshevists, holding high places in the 
executive and police branches. Syerdloy is —/ use 
the present tense because all these persons con¬ 
tinue to wield their influence to the present day — 
the uncrowned Tsar of the Soviets. His authority 
is really much higher than that of Lenin or even 
Trotsky. He dominates the Tsik and his creatures 
rule the Chrezvychaika." 

(Wilton evidently wrote the above para¬ 
graph a short time before Sverdlov’s as¬ 
sassination and finished the manuscript 
after the assassination—RHW) 

"The closest personal bonds had existed for 
many years between Goloshchekin and Sverdfov. 
They had been together in prison and exile. Gol¬ 
oshchekin ranked as an internationalist of ihe most 
pronounced type ... He was bloodthirsty to an 
abnormal degree, even for a Red chieftain. Peo¬ 
ple who knew him at Ekaterinburg described Gol¬ 
oshchekin as a homicidal sadist. He never attended 
executions, but insisted upon hearing a detailed ac¬ 
count of them. He huddled in bed shivering and 
quaking till the executioner came with his report, 
and would listen to his description of tortures with 
o frenzy of joy, begging for further details, gloat¬ 
ing over the expressions, gestures and death-throes 
of the victims as they passed before his diseased 
vision." 

"The origins of Yurovsky have been fully investi¬ 
gated. His parents and relatives—all poor Jews — 
remained in Siberia alter the murderer and his 
chiefs and accomplices had fled from Ekaterinburg. 
He had been a watchmaker at Tomsk, scarcely able 
to make ends meet. Naturally ambitious, he de¬ 
spised the people around him. He wos waiting for 
an opportunity. It came suddenly and mysteriously. 
Yurovsky disappeared. This was before the war. 
He is next heard of in Ekaterinburg as a photo¬ 
graphic dealer. It leaked out thaf he had been 
to Berlin and became possessed of some capital. 
When war came he evaded service in the trenches 
by qualifying as a Red Cross assistant (feldsher) 
and remained in Ekaferinburg. When the Bolshe¬ 
vists seized the government, Yurovsky became one 
of the local agents of fhe nev power." 

"Yankel (Jacob) Sverdlov, the Red Tsar . . . 
was despised and later killed by Russian Work¬ 
men." 

There were upwards of seven million 
Jews in Russia at the time of the Bolshe¬ 
vik revolution, according to Jewish writers. 
There are today, in America, “a good two- 


I . 

thir of all the Jews of the world", ac¬ 
cording to one of their most eminent lead¬ 
ers—which means ten to twelve million. 

Many of these Jews have found such 
wealth and freedom in. America that they 
do not want Communism or any advanced 
system of Socialism. But others band 
themselves together in the most powerful 
smear and terrorist organizations that ever 
existed in any nation in history, evidently 
determined to rule or ruin. 

Potential "Soviets” in U.S . 

How will they bring about the destruc¬ 
tion of the benevolent republic, the na¬ 
tion of free men which is the last hope of 
this age? 

Wc are not wise enough to foresee which 
of the several systems of potential Red 
“soviets” they will use—perhaps the labor 
unions or the Anti--Defamation League 
locals or the “civil defense” police. 

We must be on guard against all of 
them. And the only way to guard against 
them is to make enough people under¬ 
stand the origin and nature of the world 
revolution in which we of this generation 
are caught. This brief glimpse of the trag¬ 
edy of Russia might help alert our people.

virtually doomed the millions of Hungar¬ 
ians; and he discouraged all the other mil¬ 
lions of restive anti-Communists in the 
captive countries, for they had always 
looked to America as their one hope for 
help to free themselves. 

In the same gigantic sell-out of the anti- 
Communists, Dulles said: 

"Economic aid for Poland is available although 
not very large . . 

Eisenhower’s Dulles offers aid to “Po¬ 
land”—that is, to the Communist govern¬ 
ment over the Polish people; not to the 
suffering, enslaved people, but to their 
slave master, who needs help in holding 
the whip over them. 

We need have no doubt any longer about 
the genuineness of the anti-Communist 
spirit in Poland and Hungary. One fact 
alone proves the point: The Soviets have 
had to substantially disarm all the divis¬ 
ions of the Polish Red Army, every one 
of them, stripping them of heavy weapons 
(tanks, planes, etc.); just as they had to 
disband or substantially disarm the Hun¬ 
garian Red divisions, and just as they had 
to pull the Russian Red divisions out of 
Hungary because the genuine Russian sol¬ 
diers were going over to the anti-Com¬ 
munist Hungarians in such great numbers. 
They had to be replaced by Mongol troops. 

Small wonder that the Hungarian peo¬ 
ple, who in the first days of the revolt 
cheered the American flag wherever it ap¬ 
peared, soon soured on us and are begin¬ 
ning to hate us for encouraging them to 
revolt, then turning our back on them. A 
dispatch by UP correspondent Russell 
Jones from London, December 12 leaves 
little doubt that there is high treason in 
the Voice of America and the American- 
Jewish controlled Radio Free Europe, a 
privately financed propaganda system: 

Hungarians Disillusioned By Ike

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Jews Reported Planning Conversion To Christianity 


“There are reasons for believing that Israel will shortly 
be converted to Christianity,” read a brief report in the March 
issue of de Courcy's authentic Intelligence Digest. 

“The result might prove comparable to the conversion of 
Rome. One of the most important experts on this question 
m the world told us the other day that: 

. . . “Israel: will adopt Christianity within a measurable 


time. 


No close student of Lhe ancient and modem conflict between 
the Jews and their neighbors could fail to recognize the poten¬ 
tialities of a deliberately planned “conversion” of great numbers 
of Jews to Christianity. It was one of the most arresting state¬ 
ments published in modem times. 

For some time I have watched with growing apprehension 
the steady infiltration of Jews into churches, noting the tendency 
of the pastors of such churches to throw their often-considerable 
influence behind left wing causes, especially behind the program 
which is rapidly bringing about the blending of the White “race” 
with all dark peoples inside our borders—a program which will 
not stop at political borders if it progresses, and which is opposed 
by the best leadership of both the Whites and the Blacks. 


Final Grand Strategy? 

To date the Jewish infiltration into the church appears to 
have been sporadic, though quite possibly part of a calculated 
plan. But if the handful of world strategists—rabbis, interna¬ 
tional bankers and political organizers—who seem to direct both 
political Zionism and world Communism, deliberately turn hun¬ 
dreds of thousands, perhaps millions of their people into Christian 
congregations, the results will be earth shaking. 

It was by just such an invasion of Christianity that the 
Jewish enemies of Rome cut down that mighty gentile empire. 
It was not Christianity but a planned abuse of Christianity which 
subverted Rome. And the situation today is such that a mass 
“conversion” probably would destroy Christianity as we know 
it, and would make of a sizable portion of the church the most 
fanatical racial-political-economic revolution since the second 
and third centuries of the Christian Fra. A mass “conversion” 
in the next few years, crowning the world political, economic and 
military movements of the internationalists, including tire U. S. 
S. R., might well be the final grand strategy by which the masters 
of Israel hope for complete triumph over the stubbornly resisting 
Whites of Christendom. 


If the program sounds too fantastic for vou, do not brush 
it off till you reflect that we are, in this century, deep in a cold 
war with a handful of world strategists who think on the most 
fantastic plane of power, who have learned by 2500 years of 
known history that they can impose on gentile nations fantastic 
programs of subversion, and who are utterly careless of the cost 
of their acts in terms of gentile life and property: whose aim is 


to divide and destroy that they may rule.

Jewish Psychological Warfare 

Soon after Christianity first was' taken to Koine and into 
the Roman provinces, by both Jews and gentiles, there he :.m 
a mass infiltration of the new religion by Jewish agents oi what 
the Jewish writer Marcus Eli Ravage in recent years has de¬ 
scribed as “psychological warfare” against the great gentile 
empire. At the time of Christ's birth there wore several million 
Tews scattered among the more prosperous cities of the empire 
They had made hundreds of thousands of proselytes —genttl* 
converts to a limited form of Judaism, without the requirement 
of circumcision and apparently without intermarrying, or with 
little intermarrying (for the rabbis and their then growing 1 almud 
forbade intermarriage with “the uncircumciscd” no less than 
today). 

While there were certain distinct advantages accruing to 
Jews and proselytes—such as exemption from military duty mid 
close commercial ties—there arose about the time of the birth of 
Christ a new incentive for organizing gentiles inside the empire:

Failure of Roman Internationalism 

In A.D. 70 Vespasian lost patience with the trouble makers 
and destroyed Jerusalem. Ravage pointed out that this act only 
angered the Jews all the more, intensifying what we might call 
the “cold war.” Again in A.D. 135 Jerusalem was destroyed, 
its population scattered throughout the Empire. llus act only 
scattered the fire. Now it broke out among the many Jewish 
communities of the empire in a variety of forms many sects 
springing up imposing on tolerance, actually breeding ha re 
Jews everywhere became agents of a movement undermining 
the very foundations of Rome. 

The original Romans had been a race of great energy, 
constructive imagination, a sense of justice. 1 hey had migrated 
probably from Central Europe, blond aryans and blood brothers 
to the ancestors of the present-day Anglo-Saxons and Germanic 
peoples. From Germany had come their knowledge of working 
iron, tin and lead as early as 1000 B.C. They were the builders.

Meanwhile Christianity was struggling to purge itself. 

After the curtain went down on civilization, the masters 
of Jewish intrigue managed, in a long war of propaganda nnd 
terrorism, to whip almost every Jew out of Christianity. Only 
a portion had gone into it. followmg the lead of the: first genume 
Christians: the rest of the Jews keeping alive a Talmudic, anti 
gentile. anti-Christian Judaism. 

Christianity purged itself for the next great civilization, 
which was not to rise on the rums, but among he hardy ^erman- 
ic-Anglo-Saxon peoples. The purge was too ate to save Rome. 

It is probable that the Romans would have destroyed 
themselves through slavery in the course of centuries; but he 
agents of racial subversion invading the new religion had 
measurably speeded the day of doom. 

In America we find amazing and disturbing parallels to 
declining Rome. Our forefathers made the same m,sl ^ s I * 
pre-Christian Romans made, of importing dark slaves. Whether 
there was widespread Jewish influence for both commerce and 
political purposes in importing slaves to Rome, history probablv 
does not record. But in the case of America wc find that some 
of the biggest slave runners were Jews Philip S. Foner. leftist 
Jewish writer, in his Jews in American History, reminds us that 
the owner of the largest single fleet of trrfdmg ships— Yankee 
clippers!—before the Revolutionary War. was Aaron L^pcz. 
one of the early American ’’Jews who lived outwardly as Chris¬ 
tians but secretly as Jews.” Lopez made much of his great 
fortune out of the slave trade. The biggest slave market was 
owned and run by a Jew in Richmond, Va. 


An economic program—today called Socialism—was car¬ 
ried into Rome along with the invasion and distortion of Chris¬ 
tianity. By the end of the third century an emperor (Diocletian) 
riiitionali'/cd industry, fixed wages and prices, erected an enor¬ 
mously burdensome bureaucracy, fixed imports and export*, and 
thus put masses of unemployed into the soup lines of his WrA. 

Internationalism, emphasized by ihe fomenters of “broth¬ 
erly love”--love for every breed of man wherever he be except 
“the ruling class”—blinded the degenerating Romans, many 
of them now themselves half-breeds. They accepted all breeds 
socially. They came to pride themselves on the thought that all 
roads |f*d to Rome—ns many Americans have been induced to 
pride themselves on the Melting Pot theme for America (the 
catch-phrase invented for us by the pi ay right. Uriel Zangwell. 
whose people did not “melt” with the gentiles and who. himself, 
showed scorn for the people and customs of his host nation). 

Jewish internationalism not only made Rome assume the 
obligation to police the world in the name of world peace, pulling 
the world into a military straitjacket in the effort, but it made 
Rome the cross roads, the rat race of the world. I he obliga¬ 
tions of empire were such that it could hardly deny its own 
subjects, whether Africans or Asiatics, the light to come and 
live and propagate in the heart of the empire. 


Supreme Court Obliged Minority Machine 

If Lopez was at all conscious of his Jewishness, as he evi¬ 
dently was. and of the history of his people, he must have 
realized that he was helping build up inside, the pronusing young 
Anglo-Saxon colonial empire a minority problem of winch 
Jewish propagandists later could make great capital, 

Space is too limited here to show how this problem «as 
used in bringing gentiles to the point of violent conflict in the 
destructive Civil War: or to show how Jewish mflueno^ n ; 
eluding influence on the Christian church, generated brotherly 
love for the Negroes, to get them citizenship, while fomenting 
brotherly hatied for the Whites of the South, to deprive them 
of citizenship for several years of Carpetbagger rapine, terrorism 

and suppression. .. . f * 

Lincoln had a plan, popular with the more thoughtful 

people of North and South alike, for resettling the Negroes TO a 
Black Republic of their own, under American sponsorship. But 
agents of brotherly love (lor the Negro against the Whites) 
blocked this, the only possible solution. The Negroes hod to be 
kept in America and given citizenship; they were the most val¬ 
uable asset of the powerful, newly arrived horde of Jewish Com¬ 
munists, fleeing Europe after failure of the Marx-inspired revolu-

The Hebrew Immigration Aid Society, operating in all im¬ 
portant countries, has sent a Stream of minorities into this country 
for many years. As if by some directing hand, these immigrants 
have concentrated in the big industrial staler- which completely 
dominate presidential elections and therefore pwttidenlial policies. 
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for years there has also bccs^p iu-^ircd influx of Negroes 
from the Old South into these seven pivotal states which almost 
rule the western world. 

In these seven states, New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio. Mich¬ 
igan,"Illinois, Massachusetts and California—states which readily 
can be thrown to either political party—the minority machine 
has propagandized and regimented and voted the immigrants as 
political captives for candidates offering the program most sub¬ 
versive to “the ruling class.** the Communistic race catering, 
anti-Anglo-Saxon program. In the January issue of [\\e Intelli¬ 
gence Summary 1 quoted figures from representative Jewish and 
Negro precincts to show that it was this minority race bloc which, 
forsaking the hopeless Wallace candidacy, elected the next man 
most nearly Communist in his offerings. Without this margin 
Truman would have lost by two or three million votes. 

The same balance-of-power bloc kept Roosevelt in office 
for life. 

With the balance-of-power vote in their-pockets Mr. Justice 
Felix Frankfurter and other managers of the minority machine 
are able to dictate to Mr. Truman. 

A mass invasion of the church doubtless would add great 
power to this machine, promoting: 1). its immediate objectives 
of unrestricted immigration and an hEPC to further feed the 
minority bloc in the key states, and 2). its long-range objective of 
actually breeding out of existence the “ruling class'*—which, in 
an Anglo-Saxon country, is composed of Anglo-Saxons. 

Is this to be the final grand strategy of world conquest? 

Jewish Plan for Gentiles Revealed 

The ground has been prepared for such an invasion, both 
legally and in the field of ideology, where a powerful machine 
for many years has been able to proselytize and use the Fedeia 
Council of Churches of Christ and at least 10.000 pastors, who 
lobby and propagandize for “unrestricted immigration and a 
so-called Fair Employment Practices Commission. 1 hese arc 
well known high-priority Communist. Zionist and Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League measures. 

Let us be honest even at the risk of bluntness: These are 
lewish measures gradually being imposed on this gentile, Christian 
nation. 

Legally the minority machine, after packing the Supreme 
Court, got rulings which now make it impossible to prevent a 
Negro or Jew from joining any church. The decision was 
rendered in May. 1948. after a Jewish attorney carried a case 
to the Supreme Court. 

The same court ruled in the same month that restrictive 
covenants, by which Anglo-Saxon and Germanic peoples attempt 
to preserve a measure of their separate identities and racial tia« 
ditions, are not legally enforceable. It was a Jewish attorney 
who won this case before the Supreme Court. 

In California in 1947 the state Supreme Court ruled that 
a 75-year-old and respected law prohibiting marriages of White:;

What Will You Do? 

If the mass invasion starts, what will you do? You cannot 
prevent it under the present Supreme Court. You cannot resort 
to force and violence. You can deny church membership to 
anyone suspected of an ulterior motive, but if haled into court, 
you will be whipped. 

The only answer to this revolution cloaked in religion would 
be mass deportations—deportation of thousands of subversive 
agents, regardless of race. Deportation of all agents of subver¬ 
sion as fast as they became identified by their activities. Deporta¬ 
tion preferably to some island dependency. Christianity will 
always be available to mankind regardless of race, but those who 
refuse to accept Christianity in their own groups must bear the 
stigma put on them by one of their own race: 

"The Jew ia not satisfied with de-Christianizing. He Judaizcs. He 
destroys Catholic and Protestant faith; he provoke* indifference; but he impose* 
hi* idea* of the world, of moral* and of life upon those whose faith he ruin*; 
he work* at hit age-old tatk, the annihilation of the retigioo of Christ.” ( L’An • 
tilemitisme, by Bernard Lazare, 1894). 

Obviously, deportation or any other attempt at solution of 
the threatening race problem is not possible without a resounding 
political victory; which in turn is not possible until millions of 
voters are made aware of the nature of the subversion. Only 
by beating the invader at his own ancient game of psychological 
warfare—a war of information versus propaganda—can we 
stop the growing destruction of America and the American 
people. With the truth on our side we can win this war if we 
will.

the dismemberment of the immigrant New Deal and a 
clean-up of subversive elements. 

The Republicans are missing the opportunity of a life¬ 
time for service as well as for political strategy. The sub¬ 
version, typified by the loss of the atomic bomb to Russia, 
is the issue of postwar times. Only a few Senators and a 
few Congressmen put the blame where it belonged and 
called for corrective action. Are most of the Republicans 
themselves unwilling or afraid to offend the New Deal 
minority machine? 

A number of those who did speak up could think only 
of one thing to say: world control of atomic energy. Ad¬ 
mittedly this was what the Zionist world revolutionists and 
their Communist friends wanted to hear said; but it makes 
about as much sense at this time as asking Satan to join a 
combine against sin. If world control of atomic energy , 
ever becomes effective it will be after one of the two mam¬ 
moths shall have destroyed or gained domination over the 
other; only force can maintain world control—only a unified 
force, probably in disregard of the rights and liberties of 
the underdog. 

There is another consideration, too: If Russia should 
unexpectedly agree to mutual destruction of the bombs and 
control of atomic energy, the Soviets then would have about 
a five-to-one advantage over us because of their potential 
manpower. Is Senator Vandenberg unable to understand 
such simple arithmetic? 

Where is the man who knows what to do and has the 
courage and leadership to get the job done? Where is the 
man who will break the alien hypnotic spell over Washing¬ 
ton, challenge the subversives and restore American in¬ 
fluence? 

What Can Be Done? 

It may not be too late to avoid war. But the one man 
in the Western world who has the power at present to avoid 
war is the President who is committed to a policy of futility 
and bungling. What could he do if he would? 

1. The President could rush small arms and supplies • 
and a military advisory commission to China to aid rebel-, 
lious peasants behind Communist lines, train and equip and 
help direct mountain armies in interior China, and make 
the Far East campaign unprofitable to Stalin. 

2, The President could encourage and supply anti-

by some of our best military strategists; at comparatively^

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small cost they might break up the Moscow-dominated Com¬ 
munist apparatus. 

3. America’s greatest danger is here at home—from 
pro-Moscow, pro-Israel and even anti-Moscow Marxists. 
The President, with existing laws and legal machinery, or 
with the aid of a willing Congress, assuredly could round 
up and deport or intern tens of thousands of dangerous 
enemies. 

Senator O’Connor, a Democrat, told the International 
News Service Sept. 25 that "official estimates of aliens 
illegally in this country range up to five million.” The 
Technion Society (described in the March, 1949, Intelligence 
Summary) openly "makes American know-how available to 
Israel” and its membership includes many atomic and other 
scientists. Dr. Albert Einstein, head of the American sec¬ 
tion of the Jewish Black Book Committee (of gentiles to 
be liquidated after the world revolution) is honorary chair¬ 
man of Technion. Pravda in 1948 called him one of Rus¬ 
sia’s ten best friends in the United States. 

4. The President could permit the proper agency to go 
ahead with plans initiated by Secretary of Defense Forrestal 
in the Spring of 1948, to organize local police against in¬ 
ternal strife, sabotage, atomic blasts and enemy infiltration. 
This program was stopped in its infancy in the Fall of 1948 
and Forrestal was driven out of the cabinet by the minority 
machine, with the aid of its character assassins, Winchell 
and Pearson. 

5. The President long ago could have completed the 
radar warning umbrella over the North American continent 
and he could long ago have re-fortified Alaska. Some 
mysterious power has blocked the military men in their ef¬ 
forts to put these priority projects first on the annual list 
for Congressional appropriations. 

A Congressional majority would gladly support the 
President in such a program. If these efforts, honestly un¬ 
dertaken, appeared unlikely to prevent the atomic war, then 
the only sane thing would be for the West to strike before 
Russia could. The Comintern declared war on the capi¬ 
talist West in 1919; only a fool will sit and wait for the 
enemy to stockpile super weapons and strike without warning. 

What Truman Proposes 

What is Mr. Truman doing in this crisis? 

L He is sitting and waiting, giving the enemy the only 
thing it requires: time. 

2. He is pouring money into Europe’s bottomless So¬ 
cialist barrel, chaining down the- American wage earner 
and investor alike with debt. 

3. He is sending #1,300,000,000 arms to Western Eu¬ 
rope, enough to do no good in an armament race which 
may cost 30 or 40 billions a year, but perhaps enough to 
tempt the swaggering Reds to seize the rest of Europe. 

4. He talks of giving atomic secrets to Britain and of 
storing atomic bombs at bases in Britain, though he has no 
assurance that the British will dare join us against Russia 
if threatened with atomic bombing. One may wonder 
whether this move is planned by Truman’s pro-Sdviet ad¬ 
visers to enable and tempt Stalin to pitch “the battle on 
Western Europe wher? bombs might finish annihilating that 
once-strong heart of Christendom. It is noted That Tru¬ 
man is leaving strategic Germany out of the defense orbit. 

5. He undoubtedly is pushing Congress into an arma¬ 
ment race—which will end when? Supposedly when Amer¬ 


ica is inflated tL J^Jruptcy or when Stalin shall ha v6 stock¬ 
piled enough atomic weapons. For such is the logical ex¬ 
pectation of an armament race in which we are unwilling to 
adopt effective counter-measures or strike the first blow. 

Why does Mr. Truman uniformly do the weak, inade¬ 
quate or inane thing and uniformly fail to do the logical, 
effective thing? Perhaps we find the key to the "mystery” 
in a single example (reported in the December, 1948, Intel¬ 
ligence Summary): When some 3,000,000 Ukrainians asked 
for American help in their rebellion against the Kremlin 
dictatorship, Truman instructed U.S. officials in Eastern 
Europe not to help the anti-Communist underground be¬ 
cause it was "anti-Semitic.” 

This is typical of the whole complex of highest level 
presidential policies; the voice of Jacob directs the gentile 
President, while the world revolution spreads. 

Warning on Strategy 

It long had been expected that when the Soviets got 
the bomb, the motley hordes of revolutionaries—Zionists, 
Socialists, Dubinskyitcs—would help Russia and Israel in 
the attempt to frighten Americans into a world government 
nullifying the self-government of this republic. 

Fear is the one weapon mightier than the split atom, and 
in the very first issue of the California Jewish Voice (Sept. 

30, 1949) after Truman admitted Russia had the bomb, the 
editor took up this line, saying that with both nations pos¬ 
sessing the destructive weapon "it is to be expected that 
Israel’s representatives in the United Nations will press for 
a better world. For there its (the world’s) fate will now be 
resolved.” 

In the same issue is published a Jewish Telegraph 
Agency dispatch from Rome which makes clear that the 
United Nations government is to be dominated only by 
Jews and their friends, for the dispatch tells how a repre¬ 
sentative of Israel had succeeded in blocking an applicant— 
Germany—from membership in the World Federation of 
the United Nations Association on the grounds that "anti- 
Semitism is now just as strong in Germany as under the 
Nazi regime.” Spain, which refuses to be dominated by 
world Jewry, also is banned by the Federation. Little Is¬ 
rael, meanwhile, with political beachheads in 61 nations, 
apparently runs the Federation. 

The Communist dictatorships, despite some propaganda 
attempts to make the Kremlin appear anti-Semitic, are on 
the friendliest terms with Israel in this Federation. 

American leaders will need cool heads to keep from 
being frightened and stampeded into destroying the bombs 
and going into a Russia-Israel dominated world dictatorship.

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A great many readers of the y fcle . / the September 
issue of Readers Digest entitled Israel’s Flag Is Not Mine 
were confused by the name Lilienthal. The author of this 
anti-Zionist article was not David Lilienthal, the Communist- 
fronter, head of the Atomic Energy Commission, but one 
Alfred M. Lilienthal, comparatively unknown. 


Zionists still are harassing an American citizen in Union, 
New Jersey, for exercising his right of political criticsm aganst 
revolutionary groups. When Conde McGinley (a fellow ex-Texan) 
recovered his files on subversive groups, which had been forcibly 
taken by three Jews, (two of them court deputies, who did not 
identify themselves), he found his printer unwilling to keep on 
printing his anti-Communist paper, Common Sense. The printer 
is a patriotic citizen, but he publishes a widely circulated semi¬ 
weekly paper carrying much Jewish advertising. Representatives 
of the American Jewish Congress, official Zionist organization, 
called on the printer, the fifth printer pressured by Jews to drop 
the Common Sense account. 

A manufacturer on the Pacific Coast was unwilling to spon¬ 
sor a famous anti-Communist radio commentator because some 
of the manufacturer’s retail cutlets were Jewish merchants, and 
he figured he would lose most of their business. 

A Los Angeles business man said to me last spring: "I 
would like to send several hundred copies of your Intelligence 
Summary to voters, hut one cf our directors is a Jew and he 
would throw a fit if I spent company money fighting Zionism.” 

Almost every big corporation in America has at least one 
Jewish stockholder. 

The pastor of a great church has the answer: He says when 
he attacks Zionism he expects to lose a few members. But he 
always gains many more than he loses and meanwhile builds on 
solid granite. 


American employers and employes, political leaders and pa¬ 
triotic club women rallied to defeat—albeit by a narrow margin 
—the FEPC ordinance demanded by the Los Angeles Jewish 
Community Council and certain Negro groups. The Communist 
People’s World, circulating principally among Jewish and left 
wing Negro groups, reported its defeat this way: ‘'The Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce and Gerald L. K. Smith’s Chris-' 1 
tian Nationalists ganged up today in a race-baiting orgy to 
kill the city fair employment practices ordinance. After five 
hours of debate, marked by violent incitement against Negroes, 
Jews and other minority groups, the council killed the proposed 
ordinance by an 8 to 6 vote.” 


The teachers of Anaheim Union High School unanimously 
declared that "Grateful for the privilege of living and working 
in a country dedicated by its founders to justice and liberty, we 
. . . acknowledge our obligation, as torchbearers of a heritage 
purchased at so great sacrifice, to stimulate in the youth under 
our charge an appreciation of the culture that is theirs to de¬ 
fend as well as to enjoy.” 

The Regents of the University of. California refused to suc¬ 
cumb to leftwing pressure which enrolled support of a great 
many teachers in trying to defeat a loyalty-oath requirement. 
TJC teachers will be required to sign a prescribed oath or write 
and sign an acceptable substitute.

PROPOSALS that America join 
a world government — proposals 
which, surprisingly, were given re¬ 
spectful consideration in recent 
hearings before the foreign affairs 
committee of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives — actually are sugges¬ 
tions that we ABOLISH THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

This is made clear by the specifi¬ 
cations for the world super-state as 
set down by its advocates. 

Among a variety of extreme in¬ 
ternationalist organizations enlisted 
in the scheme, the principal lead¬ 
ers are United World Federalists, 
Inc., and Union Now, and each has 
prepared pamphlets outlining its 
ideas of how world government 
should operate. 

One of these, issued by the 
World Federalists, says: 

"World law shall be enforceable

That means foreign politicians 
envious of American prosperity 
and unshakably convinced that

The master craftsmen behind the' J United Nations—the 
Jewish bankers, the Zionists, the Communists, including 
Alger Hiss—think well ahead in their planning; they evi¬ 
dently foresaw that sooner or later they would catch Uncle 
Sam across a barre 1 . Wars offer them such opportunities and 
they are the world's best horse traders. 


It explains, too. why Achoaon. unable to restrain his enthusiasm, 
said three weeks aftor the fighting startod in Korea, whon American 
youths were about to bo driven into the sea. that * we” had made 
moro progress in tho preceding throe weeks than at any othor like 
period Binco the war. The shocking statement simply indicated—to 
those who understand Acheson's Communist mind—that ho was look¬ 
ing forward to tho build-up of the world police force. Truman oven 
called the Korean action a “police action.” Achoson evidently is tho 
kind of Communist who, liko many Rod ministers, believes tho world 
can be made holy and utopian by police power, with tho wiping out 
of all opposition-tho “facials.” tho "anti-Semites.” the “reactionaries.” 
In this rospoct he diffors from his Jewish mentors, tho real masters of 
the Communist apparatus, who plan tho destruction as an act of 
haired, in revongo for fancied wrongs, and who are determined to 
dominate tho world. 


Politically Illiterate 

So our sons are fighting under the UN flag, though 
neither they nor the rest of us nor even the Congress has 
consented. The docile, easily deceived citizen already seems 
to have accepted the flag without a thought. The case of the 
mayor of Santa Ana, California, my home town, is fairly 
typical. The mayor hoisted the UN flag in the city council 
chamber, under the urging of leftists, and when some of us 
protested he gave as his-argument, “My son is fighting under 


If we permit ourselves to be taken into the world power 
trap and destroy our own defense weapons we will quickly 
find that we have won not peace but a sword; the American 
people wi 1 disintegrate into slave labor camps, as the white 
Russians and Poles, the Balts and the Hungarians have done. 

I heard Senator Joseph McCarthy say late in September 
that unless we arrested the trend of the past five years we 
would within five more years be under complete enslavement 
suffering such brutality as Americans never dreamed of 


Under clever propaganda,'our people have confused world gov¬ 
ernment—a world power machino—with world cooperation. They have 
permitted tfco mon who roach for powor to set up the beginnings of a 
dictatorship instead of an association of friendly nations. If we had 
had alert leaders, they would have set up a forum of "Allied Nations” 
or "Friendly Nations," with no threat of world power over ub. 


When the United Nations general assembly opened its 
current session in mid-September, Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson rushed to the meeting declaring with enthusiasm 
that now is the time to create a floating world police force 
to suppress wars wherever they start. He said he would in¬ 
sist on establishment of such a force now, at this session of 
the general assembly. 


U. N. Started in Moscow 

The final stage of the struggle is here. Acheson 
ting up the world police framework now. We will Y 
stop him when Congress convenes late in Novembei 
the January session. 




After that, the next step is to persuade us to destroy 
our weapons of self defense. 

You may say, “But Acheson can't get away with it. Any 
such agreement must be ratified by the Senate.” 

There are two answers to that, neilhor of them comforting: 1) Tpi- 
man and Achoson did not slop to ask the Senate when they placod 
our sons undor tho United Nations flag in Korea; they got away with 
it. 2) There is no guarantee that even if Truman asks the Senate, that 
august often confused and partially tonrorised (by the Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League) body will not ratify. The Senato has not taken a single 
step to discipline Truman and Achoson, has not so much as officially 
protested tho act of dictatorship by which they inducted our troops 
into an alien war machino. 

If Acheson and his Soviet associates in the United Na¬ 
tions set up a floating police force, the Soviet Union then will 
be in a position to make us build the nucleus into a mighty 
world army by simply creating bigger and bigger warlike 
incidents in Europe and Asia. We can thus be spread out 
and bled out and financially inflated,, while being induced 
perhaps to put all our defense forces into the world army. 
Meanwhile the Soviets supposedly would continue to grow 
strong and when they have accumulated enough super weap¬ 
ons, they could then threaten the West with atomic warfare 
or else—the “or else” being an invitation to disarm and let 
the world army maintain peace. 

Russia could well afford to agree to international inspec¬ 
tion because as matters now stand—she could count on the 
UN to appoint pro-Soviet inspectors who would report to UN 
only such data as the Soviets permitted. 

For several years this plan has been suspected. It be¬ 
comes increasingly evident. It explains in part why the big 
Zionist groups and leaders, historically inseparable from 
Communism, have been willing to indorse the United Nations 
(not the United States) intervention in Korea. 


The truth still is our weapon. We have just a month in which fo 
elect a Congress with understanding and courage. It is our job to 
show tho candidates—and most of them do not yet understand—that 
the power over the While House is a Communist-Zionist power, and 
that the Communist Party and the Anti-D e famation League must be 
broken up. its agents Winchell and Pearson exposed and indicted, and 
Acheson and perhaps Truman removed. The future methods of tho 
American people for stopping the revolution will depend on the out¬ 
come of the elections. 


Permit me to urge that you write and talk with candi¬ 
dates, Senators, Congressmen, state legislators, local officials 
and community leaders, and furnish them literature. Interest 
them in digging into the facts. Many of them at this late 
hour do not understand the revolution. 

For your convenience, I review briefly herewith the 
history of the United Nations, showing it to be an instru¬ 
ment of the Communist-Zionist combine: 


The handful of powerful figures who worked with. Hiss 
-and who since have dominated the world finance machinery 
are Jewish international bankers and their tools. Among 
them is James P. Warburg of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., now devot- 
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ing al’/his time and much money to promoting world govern¬ 
ment. He is the principal influence in the United Wor.d 
Federalists. He is a nephew of the Max Warburg who helped 
finance the Bolshevik Revolution in Russia. 


His fellow Jewish banker, Eugene Meyer, became first 
head of the international bank. Meyer is considered a link 
with the Anti-Defamation League; his Washington Post long 
has been accepted as a mouth-piece of that revolutionary 
organization. 


Meyer’s successor was John J. McCloy, one of the fav¬ 
orite pupils of the Marxist Felix Frankfurter at Harvard 
Law School and a friend and associate of Dean Acheson. 


The World Bank and the Monetary Fund are instruments 
of power over all nations “civi ized” enough to have to bor¬ 
row money. Note that they boycott Spain, the virulent anti¬ 
communist nation and subjugate the Germany which fought 
the U.S.S.R. 


Few citizens seem to know that the sponsors ol these world fi 
nance funds are self-appointed, and not only act without consulting 
governments, hut actually wrote into their charters specific immunities 
such as no other citizens enjoy: immunity from judicial processes; from 
search, requisition and seizure; from taxation and customs on Fund 
assets, incomes and transactions; from taxe3 on salaries, emoluments, 
etc. It is hard to believe.but by comparison with these Jewish world 
bankers the American people are “second class citizens"—to borrow 
a Communist phrase. The world bank, with its self-appointed directors 
and their position above governments, clearly sets the pattern for 
world government 


In August, 1944, a number of Communist aiding organi¬ 
zations were consolidated into "Americans United for World 
Organization”—“to fight for the establishment of a world 
organization with power to enforce peace and to oppose iso¬ 
lationist candidates for office.” Every one of the component 
groups was either a known Communist front or followed the 
same line. The notorious Friends of Democracy and Federal 
Union Now were listed as affiliates. Official government files 
reveal that 36 officers of Americans United for World Organi¬ 
zation, Inc., had accumulated a total of 432 citations for 
affiliations with Communist fronts. 


Party name, which nalne she revealed by inclosing a clipping 
of one of her published letters. Another exulted over her 
success in organizing among New York City school children 
Students United for World Government. 


It was the key financial and political fixer for the Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League of B'nai B nth, Arthur J. Goldsmith, who became executive 
secretary and boss of the new combined front. It was the same Gold¬ 
smith who, with another ADL official, in 1946 conducted from behind 
the scenes a filthy campaign of lies and distortions in Montana to de¬ 
feat the anti-Communisl Senator, Burton K. Wheeler, for reelection. 


It is of more than incidental interest that without exception thoso 
wives and husbands were Jews. From their letters I judged that they 
had been led into Communism principally in the belief that it would 
eliminate anti-Semitism and establish world peace. I got the im¬ 
pression—from their viciousness toward Americans who wanted to 
preserve the republic and its institutions—that they expected to es¬ 
tablish peace by destroying the so-called anti-Semites, who, without 
exception, were the anti-Communists. 


Goldsmith could not possibly have become executive secretary, 
the key official, of the powerful new Communist front for world gov¬ 
ernment without the consent and cooperation of the Com m u ni st Party. 
The fact that the Anti-Defamation League never has repudiated him, 
but smears as an anti-Semite any who attack him, implicates the 
League equally with Goldsmith in this gigantic Communist operation. 


The next great successor to Goldsmith’s Communist 
front for wor d organization was known as Americans United 
for World Government. It was organized, also by Commu¬ 
nists, in the spring and summer of 1945 while the San Fran¬ 
cisco conference was shaping the charter for the United 
Nations. 


During the same summer the UN charter was adopted, 
with Alger Hiss, as executive secretary of the conference, as 
he had been at Bretton Woods and Dumbarton Oaks. Hiss 
was one of the principal authors of the charter. The United 
Nations, offered the American people as an instrument of 
peace and human welfare, was in fact the greatest of all 
Communist fronts. 


At the San Francisco conference an International.Bi!L 
of Rights was adopted which reads in part: 


At that time I was the Counter Intelligence officer for a 
wing of B-29s on Guam and found it my^duty to read the 
mail of Communists, and suspected^Comroynists and Nazis. 
Several wives of Communists in. our wing, evidently not 
realizing that Intelligence might be reading their mail, wrote 
in intimate detail of Communist meetings’ and actvities pro¬ 
moting world government and the new organization. One 
mentioned that she was writing letters to editors under her 


“Each Btate has the duty to provide effective measures for the en¬ 
forcement within its jurisdiction of the rights and freedoms herein de¬ 
clared and the United Nations shall take measures to carry out the 
provisions of the Charter to safeguard these rights and freedoms 
throughout the world." 


Every Hottentot and Siamese was to be guaranteed the 
“right” to “education” and “social security” and “health 
and sickness and accident” insurance “adequate food and 
housing”, and a steady job! As soon as Americans began 
to say they were not willing to undertake to support the 
wor d’s two billion people, the Communists and the Zionist 
groups denounced them as racial bigots, white supremacists, 
anti-Semites, isolationists. 


Note the authorization of force to make people all over 
the world conform to the wishes of Comrade Hiss and asso¬ 
ciates—“the United Nations shall take measures to carry 
out the provisions ...” Here is where the world police 
force comes in. The sing'e sentence above is in itself enough 
to give the -United Nations police absolute power over the 
governments as well as the lives of all individuals. 


Looking back through the records we see that one of the principal 
figures working with Hiss in drawing up the International Bill of Bights 
was Joseph M. Proskauer, representing the American Jewish Com¬ 
mittee (partner of the Anti-Defamation League).

ROBERT H, WILLIAMS has been known to the San Diogo 
Office since 1949 when he was first reported to have published 
the '’Williams Intelligence summary"* Ihis publication is 
violently anti-Semitic and has been a source of considerable 
concern to the Anti-Defamation League of the B’nai B»rith. 


WILLIAMS was bom September 16, 1897 at Cross 
Plains, Texas, He was graduated from Hardin Simmons University 
at Abilene, Texas, in 1921. lie claims to have been in the Air 
Force during the first World War, He has exhibited en Honorable 
Discharge Certificate dated December 21, 1950# reflecting he 
was discharged as a Major in Military Intelligence, D,S* Army 
Reserve, Hie aerial number was ehown aa p-901911. He was 
discharged under seotion 6a (11)# SR 140-175“1* WILLIAMS has 
claimed he was assistant to UPTON CLOSE, the newspaper columnist, 
from May, 19l|6# to October, 1948# and that he wrote CLOSE 1 S 
column during that period.

"I read your booklet Know Your Enemy and I am amazed 
and horrified at the thought of how sick your mind and 
the mind of those who pay you for your dirty work is. 

"Don't you reallso that by spreading hate omongat the 
citizens of this country you are helping the Russians? 
Don't you see that in this emergency the country should 
be unified and strong? And finally, don't you remember 
the teachings of Christ, whom you dare to mention in 
your stinking piece of * Journalism'? 

"Of course, you get paid for writing that Junk and the 
thought that your betraying this country does not mat¬ 
ter to you* People like you never listen to reason or 
to teachings of true religion, Share is only one way 
to stop your filthy work, and believe me, it will be 
stopped for good. 

"If you survive the month of February, you will not be 
able to write any more, because we will break every 
stinking bone In your violous hateful body, I am not 
sorry for you for what will happen to you, neither am 
I sorry for the bitch who brought you to this world, 

"I won't do the job so don't try to find out who wrote 
this letter* Don't try to sit home or call the oops 
for help. It won't help. You're through. You will 
drown in your own hatoful (obscene), and the world will 
be better for it. We will come for you at night you 
dirty skunk, you filthy (obscene)." 
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When interviewed in regard to this letter, 

WILLIAMS stalled he had no idea who wrote it. He continued he 
frequently receives letters which criticise his writings In 
which he exhibits a "strong antl-Conununlst stand", He stated, 
however, this was the first one he received which threatened 
him. He further advised he felt the letter had been written 
by soioe " Jew" who did not approve his allegations that the 
Internetional Communist Conspiracy was fomented by Zionist Jews.

"My rating in Intelligence never was lower than 
Excellent, and for 15 consecutive months it was Superior. 


"I sued the Anti-Defamation League but made the 
mistake of going into s 'packed* federal court (in Washington, 
L,C,) where I lost on the technicality#

"The Appellate Court also ruled in favor of the 
League, by a feat of legalistic jugglingi It agreed that I had 
been transferred from Air Forces Intelligence into Military In¬ 
telligence Reserve long before the League As book was published, 
saying ‘WILLIAMS ie not and never was a member of Military In¬ 
telligence or Military Intelligence Reserve,* The Appellate 
Court agreed that the League's statement was untrue; that I was, 
in fact, at the very moment when it was deliberating, still in 
Military Intelligence Reserve, 
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"Despite the fact that the Anti-Defamation League 
had told the public for over two years that I waa never In 
Military Intelligence Reserve, etc., the League»e attorneys 
readily conceded the facta. But they contended that UPTON 
CLOSE, In writing an Introduction to one of ray anti-Cornmunist 
booklets, had said I was experienced in military intelligence 
(•as conscientious an officer as our military intelligence e/er 
had*), and. that such a statement under the circumstances tended 
to make it appear that my booklet was officially connected with 
Military Intelligence, 

"The Appellate court agreed with the League's 
attorneys, and actually ruled that the League was therefore 
justified in circulating its false statement I That is, of 
course, a matter of record in the Appellate Court, Washington, 
D.C, A constitutional lawyer wrote me that it was the most 
fantastic decision he had ever seen On record in the federal 
courts, 

"Such is the power of the Anti-Defamation League 
over many public officials# It has had a hand in the appointing 
of tiie Federal judges since 1933, 85 percent of whom new are 
New Deal appointees, 

"I have a letter from Congressman JOHN PHILLIPS 
dated February 15 stating that, after some effort, he still has 
been unable to get a statement from The Adjutant General as to 
why I waa discharged, "Usually," Congressman PHILLIPS writes, 

"I have no difficulty in such requests," 

"In the fall of 19i}9 when 1 had become over-age 
in the grade of Major and automatically therefore went into the 
Inactive Reserve, I requested a one-year extension in the Active 
Reserve, Under pressure and malicious charges from the Anti-

Congress had foolishly passed a law in 
1956 authorizing the President to use 
troops in any state when Federal laws or 
processes are obstructed. This law had no 
more foundation in the Constitution, and 
no more authority, than if it had been a 
Santa Ana city ordinance. The Congress 
had no more authority to enact such a 
law than if you and I had got together and 
"enacted" it. 


In this act the weak President revealed 
his frustrated boyish desire to be a big, 
tough guy, something the poor fellow 
never was able to be on his own. Forgive 
my modesty, but you may recall that in 
my little booklet The Untold Story of 
State Medicine, first published in 1948, I 
warned that Eisenhower, the Zionists’ 
hand-picked candidate, then getting a 
build-up for the presidency, was "power 
minded". 


This was a little Julius Caesar ignoring 
the principles of the Republic.

IJ Respectfully urqe you shut down Little Rock 
high school and convene legislature with program 
to abolish public schools in favor of a system of 
private schools. Also believe it you appeal to self- 
respecting Negroes to organize to preserve segre¬ 
gation and thus live in peace with their white 
neighbors these Negroes will frustrate the NAACP 
and Communist agitators. Why do you not^ arrest 
such agitators as disturbers of the peace?'' 

If the Governor closed down the high 
school to prevent rioting, Eisenhower 
would be left with the federalized troops 
on his hands, walking guard over a vacant 
building. The President would have a 
sweet time making Arkansas states' right- .

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EARL WARREN SI JDYING FILTHIEST LEGWL COURSE 
IN HISTORY OF MANKIND AS "SOURCE OF U. S. LAW 


An Associated Press dispatck from 
New York, September 14, and numer¬ 
ous otker newspaper reports staved chat 
Supreme Court Justice Earl Wanna wa? 
studying the Talmud with a conferentx. 
of rabbis. 

The New York Herald Tribune of tiM 
same date ran a three-column picture of 
Warren flanked by Dr. Louis Finkelstein, 
ciiancellor of the Jewish Theological Sem¬ 
inary and Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff. chair¬ 
man of the board of RCA (Radio Corpora¬ 
tion of America) and of National Broad¬ 
casting Company. The article said: 

•'Others who participated in the discus¬ 
sions included . . . Samuel I. Rosenman, 
former New York Supreme Court Justice 
(and writer of speeches for the late F. D. 
Roosevelt and Harry Truman—RHW) . 
and Dr. Saul Lieberman, Dean of the rab¬ 
binical school of the Seminary." 

A Jewish newspaper reported that the 
Jews gave Warren a 60-volume set of the 
Talmud for which Warren expressed deep 
gratitude and said he would study it as 
the source of our law. 

It is hard to believe that even the com¬ 
plete proselyte Warren who owes his en¬ 
tire political career to the Jewish power 
machine, could be so ignorant of the or¬ 
igins of our law as to believe it came from 
Jewish sources. Propaganda to that effect 
has been increasingly thick for years, but 
it could hardly be possible that a man 
could get a Jaw degree without some 
knowledge that the most important prin¬ 
ciples and concepts of American Constitu¬ 
tional law and government came from 
sources other than the Talmud. 

Examples of Talmud Law 

Talmudic law is coercive, putting the In¬ 
dividual in a narrow groove of hair split¬ 
ting legalism. It was from the old north¬ 
ern tribes of Europe that the concept of 
individual freedom came. All the "Germ¬ 
anic" tribes had ttob concept. The individ¬ 
ual was an individual, a free man. The 
tribe elected its icing and his power was 
limited by custom and by the tribal moots, 
or gatherings of the leaders of the tribe, 
who formed a legislature, with veto pow¬ 
er over the king’s edicts. Normally, the 
kinc promulgated no new law or procla¬ 
mation without first getting the approval 
of the tribe. 

This old Nordic concept of the freedom 
of man was maintained by keeping the 
laws to a minimum, and these largely neg¬ 
ative rather than positive and coercive. 
Unlike the Jewish law which told the in¬ 
dividual he must do this and must do that, 
the law of the Nordic tribes primarily said 
you may not; do this and you may not do 
that. It was almost entirely limited to de¬ 
fense against crime and protection of prop¬ 
erty. 

Unfortunately for the tribes which re¬ 
mained on the continent of Europe, they 
fell largely under the influence of the 
Roman law of the later Empire, which haxl 
taken on the complexion of Jewish 'lai- 
imidin law— ns contrasted with the law 
of the Roman Republic, which was found¬ 


ed by blue-eyed northern tribesmen and 
based on the Teutonic-Celtic concept of 
freedom of the individual. 

The Angles and Saxons, who migrated to 
the British Isles, maintained their tribal 
concepts of freedom, and were only slight¬ 
ly affected by Roman law. It was from 
these tribes that we have the institution of 
trial by a jury of 12 men; our constitution¬ 
al, limited government and our parlia¬ 
mentary system. 

The Talmud, though purportedly reli¬ 
gious and basing its law on the Torah (the 
first five books of the Old Testament, the 
Jewish Bible) actually is the most im¬ 
moral and unmoral, and in fact the most 
sickening compilation I ever looked into. 

It turns one's stomach to read it. By hair¬ 
splitting legalistic maneuvers, while ruling 
out some sex crimes, it excuses others 
the most revolting, stomach-turning sex 
crimes. 

On a ohotostat from the Library of Con¬ 
gress, Washington, D.C.. of English-lang¬ 
uage translations of Talmudic books (the 
translations done by prominent rabbis) we 
find in section 52b of the book of 
Sanhedrin the following notes by the 
translators: 

"Our Rabbis taught: (And the man that com¬ 
mitteth adultery with another mans wife , even he 
that committcth adultery with his neighbor's wife, 
the adulterer and the adulteress shall surely bo 
put to death)." (I am using the peculiar form of 
punctuating shown in the photostat). 

The explanation or analysis is given 
thus: 

" 'The man excludes a minor: 'that committeth 
adultery with another mans VW 1 excludes the 
wife of a minor; 'even he that committeth adultery 
with his neighbor's wife excludes the wife of a 
heathen .' 

This hair snlitting analysis does not con¬ 
sider adultery wrong except in certain 
specified instances: A minor may commit 
adultery with impunity. Adultery between 
a man and the wife of a minor is ex¬ 
cused. Adultery between a Jew and his 
neighbor's wife is criminal and subject to 
the death penalty, but this is because she 
is the wife of another Jew—and the above 
analysis specifically excuses adultery if 
done with the wife of a heathen. Thus, 
the Talmudic writings use the expression 
“man" to mean a Jew, and "neighbor" to 
mean Jewish neighbor; and heathen to 
mean a non-Jew. f 

And it is legal and excusable to commit 
adultery with the wife of a non-Jew. 

If you have any doubt that the Talmud 
through and through treats the Jew as a 
man, but the "heathen" as less than hu¬ 
man, you have only to pursue a lewot tts 
pages. The Sanhedrin says so, quite blunt¬ 
ly. The translators’ notes froip Sanhedrin • 
'52d say: 

" * Cufhean' (Samaritan) was here substituted by 
ihe censor for the original 'goy (heathen). 

Thus heathen means goy, or gentile. 

The manner of executing the death pen¬ 
alty often was stoning, hut unless speci¬ 
fied, a death sentence meant death by 


strangulation. Notes by the rabbis who 
translated the book of Sanhedrin tell us: 

"Strangulation was thus performed: the con¬ 
demned man was lowered info dung up to his arm¬ 
pits. Then a hard cloth was placed within a soft 
one, wound round his neck, and the two ends 
pulled in opposite directions until he was dead.' 

The filthiest sex crime is permissible 
against a boy under nine, by the edict of 
one rabbinical authority; but only against 
a boy under three, as ruled by another 
rabbinical authority, and the two differ¬ 
ent positions were analyzed in the notes 
by the translators of the Sanhedrin. It was 
a crime to commit the particular sex act 
against a boy above a certain age but no 
crime if the victim was below a certain 
age! 

This is the Talmudic law which Chief 
Justice Earl Warren of the mighty United 
States Supreme Court Is studying as the 
source of American justice and to which 
he paid high tribute. This is the legal, "re¬ 
ligious" and social code of Felix Frank¬ 
furter. who rules the Supreme Court with, 
his proselytes. 

It is of more than incidental interest 
that the Angles, Saxons, Jutes, Goths, 
Lombards and related northern tribesmen, 
our ancestral kinsmen, did not even have 
a name for the above sex crime. This 
crime simply did not exist among our 
ancestors, who gave us our law. 

The Sacramento Bee, September 14, pub- ,) 
lishing an Associated Press dispatch about ^ 
Warren’s three-day course in the Talmud, 

said: 

"In attending Sabbath eve services at the sem¬ 
inary last night, the chief justice donned a black 
skull cap in keeping with both orthodox and con¬ 
servative tradition of keeping the head covered 
in houses of worship." f/J - ’ 

Is there an American anywhere so low 
he does not resent this odious descent by 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court? 
What can we* do about it? Why not try 
a letter-writing campaign to editors ana 
Senators and Congressmen throughout the 
nation, quoting the filth of the Talmud and 
showing that it is not the source of our 
laws or principles, but in fact Is the great.. 
opposing legal force, threatening our free¬ 
dom bending the court more and more-^ 
toward Jewish and Communist type co¬ 
ercive law.

For it seems to this writer that Brown¬ 
ell resigned as Attorney General to run for 
Governor of New York, there to pick up 
the pieces of the old Tom Dewey machine 
which he, Brownell, had a hand in build¬ 
ing; and to challenge Nixon and Know- 
land for the -I960 Republican nomination.

It is a fight against 
the terror that may lay behind Bill Knowland. 
We must beat him at the primaries. We must re¬ 
register as Republicans and vote for Knight. And 
above all we must do it now and advise every 
registered Democrat to do the same. After the 
Juno primary election you can re-register to De¬ 
mocrat.“ ' 


In view of Knowland's voting record and 
his recent boast that he voted 91 percent 
with Eisenhower during the past year, he 
obviously does not deserve the compliment 
paid him by this hysterical appeal to the 
Jewish voters. But he Is getting a buildup 
as a genuine conservative, while Knight is 
increasingly radical, and Brownell is rising 
(we think) in the Red East. 

It is my private opinion that Knowland 
would prefer to be a conservative Gov¬ 
ernor and a conservative President; but he 
is a politician and I have a report from a 
reliable source that while in the California 
legislature he tried to help impose an 
FEPC bill on this state, and in view of

gence Summary and my little booklet Un¬ 
told Story of State Medicine as early as 
1948 had warned against Elsenhower, as 
the "power-minded” personality boy being 
built up by the Anti-Defamation League 
of B'nal B'rith and other Communist 
fronts as their future presidential can¬ 
didate. 

Forgive this reminder of the long, bitter 
fight against the Marxist forces. As I write 
this and Sputnik spins overhead, I find be¬ 
fore me on my desk a copy of one of my 
small booklets, Is There Still Time, pub¬ 
lished January, 1954, (now out*of print) 
winch says on the front cover:

“Soviet Union reportedly has fust perfected a 
trans-ocean rocket which can deliver iha bomb info 
interior United States, whereas with many pro 


Communist scientists in our laboratories dragging 
their feet, we have produced only a thousand- 
mile rocket. 

“Still, Eisenhower refuses to take the only steps 
which could keep Ihe Soviets from using atomic 
sabotage against our industrial confers or having 
Rod China attack us with H-bombs. 

We learned In March of that year that 
we at last had a hydrogen bomb, and April 
1, Lewis Lichtenstein Strauss (of the In¬ 
ternational banking firm of Kuhn-Loeb & 
Co.) then head of the Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission, publicly admitted that the Soviets 
had indeed exploded a hydrogen bomb in 
the summer of 1953 and that they had got 
ahead of us also In some Important de¬ 
tails of the bomb's production. The UP 
summarized Strauss’s statement as follows: 

Reds Ahead By 1QS0 

"When this country actively started the 
H-bomb development in 1950 scientists 
figured the weapon's vital ingredients 
would be triple-weight and double-weight 
hydrogen-tritium and deuterium. Both are 
costly, particularly tritium. But after last 
August’s Soviet hydrogen explosion, un¬ 
official reports were heard that the Rus¬ 
sians had hit on something less expensive 
than the heavy forms of hydrogen. 

“In yesterday’s statement, Strauss said the Rus¬ 
sian explosion 'derived a part of its force from 
the fusion of light elements’. Ho added, There is 
good reason to believe that they had begun work 
on this weapon substantially before we did / 

Mr. Strauss might have added "Thanks 
to David Lilienthal." But Mr. Strauss could 
not say that, for he himself was one of 
the five-member Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion during the first two of Lilienthal a 
three years with the Commission. Mr. 
Strauss himself either had not known 
about the existence of our blueprints for 
making a hydrogen bomb (and that is most 
unlikely, in view of his identity and his 
standing among the revolutionary Jews), 
or else he was as guilty as Lilienthal for 
not having taken steps to make the bomb 
for the piotectlon of our country. 

This reminder shows that the Commun- - 
ists got ahead of us with their concen¬ 
trated, crash programs in super weapons, 
not with the advent of the remarkable- 
and ominous Sputnik in 1957, but with the 
hydrogen bomb as early as 1950. This 
brings up the question: What other wea¬ 
pons have the Soviet scientists and en¬ 
gineers produced, with or without our 
blueprints since they took the lead seven, 
years ago? They obviously have a sizeable 
stockpile of hydrogen and atomic bombs, 
enough, we must suppose, to blast our 
principal cities off the map. 

The Soviets have had all along the ad¬ 
vantage of an underground force in our 
country unprecedented in * histpry, - 
which to place super-bombs in key lndus- 
. trial and communications centers, whence 
to detonate them by radar with never a 
Communist agent in sight. We have had 
the big long range bomber fleet with 
which to deliver the bombs to the targets, 
but we had reason to believe, and reported 
to you, in January, 1954, that the Reds

even then had a trans-oceanic rocket whn 
which to deliver the big bomb into our 
cities from bases across the ocean. 


Does it not seem likely that the Reds 
by now have perfected and begun to pro¬ 
duce in quantities, their long range mis¬ 
sile? If they have a propellant — a fuel — 
powerful enough to put a 180-pound mis¬ 
sile five hundred miles into the sky at a 
speed of 18,000 miles an hour, is there any 
doubt or argument about their ballistics 
capabilities? 


New Weapons Yet To Come 


We are now, or will soon be, fully 
matched or outclassed by the Red war ma¬ 
chine. As of now we must conclude that 
either power could virtually destroy the 
other. 


And thus we have, so very soon, ar¬ 
rived at the Wall of Time. We have lost 
— given away — the fabulous advantage 
we always had of destroying the Com¬ 
munist machine before it could retaliate. 


Time has proved us right when we 
warned that all Truman, Eisenhower and 
Dulles had to do to help the Communists 
was give them time. The all-important 
thing to the Communists has been to gain 
time to develop weapons with which to 
blast our cities. The administrations have 
given them that time by refusing to lift 
a finger to seriously injure them. 


The Truman - Eisenhower administra¬ 
tions thus, in the name of peace, have 
made possible the third world war, the 
Armageddon which is foretold in “The 
Jewish Utopia” (and analyzed in my book, 
The Ultimate World Order). Unless there 
is a radical awakening and change of po¬ 
licy by the Eisenhower administration 
very soon, it is inevitable that millions of 
our sons will he drafted and sent to de¬ 
struction in the Zionist-Communist war, 
and blood will run deep In the streets of 
American cities, in the Armageddon plan¬ 
ned long ago by the Zionists. 


The Intelligence Summary is not re¬ 
viewing its many warnings with any boast¬ 
ful spirit; any man with one eye could see 
the luind-writing on the sky from year to 
year. I repeat them to show the extreme 
guilt of the Marxist administrations and 
a small body of influential scientists. 


Senator Styles Bridges, in the October 
19 issue of Human Events, puts the guilt 
on the pro-Communist scientists in this 
way: 


“The sad record of the last ten years . . 
is that a small but Important and vocal 
segment of American science entered the 
realm of politics, beguiled by the promises 
of peace and light emanating from the 
Kremlin.”

There was never any need or excuse foi^ 
the first or the second world war. Tha 
record shows that both were deliberately 
brought about by a small circle of inter¬ 
national financiers who finance both Com¬ 
munism and Zionism as their gangster 
machines to throw the .power of govern¬ 
ments into their hands. And can there be 
any doubt as to the planned nature of the 
pending third world war? 


What can or must we do now? 


The Soviets have (we must suppose) 
enough super weapons to destroy most of 
our cities; we certainly can destroy theirs. 
But there still are more fantastic weapons 
to rise out of the witches' kettle; for in¬ 
stance, the cosmic ray weapon, which, if 
perfected and used in connection with a 
“space platform” — a bigger Sputnik — 
can wither whole regions, destroying all 
life therein. 


In the cosmic ray field the Soviet Union 
is known to have been working for years, 
at least since the foremost “Western” 
(Jewish) scientist in the cosmic ray field, 
Prof. Pontecorvo disappeared behind the 
iron curtain in 1952. 


Three Courses Open To U. S. 

Three courses are open to us; 


(1) A speed-up in the arms race to such 
proportions as we have hardly dreamed 
of, leading to bankruptcy and political dis¬ 
aster, possibly a Red dictatorship here at 
home; 


(2) A show-down war now with the Red 
empire; 


(3) Adoption of the only sane course, 
that of counter-subverting and softening 
the Soviet power by some adaptation of the 
Victory-With out-War formula. 


Even now, the Victory-Without-War 
formula is the right one, and it still is 
highly promising. The “intellectuals” and 
“liberals” and pro-Communists and timid 
souls still will raise the cry that if we 
start helping Chiang back to the China 
mainland or helping the Hungarian or 
other anti-Coramunist underground forces, 
we will start a war with the USSR. 


In view of the advanced stage of Soviet 
weapons, It is possible at long last that 
we would do so; we have fiddled away the 
many years we had when the Soviets could 
not retaliate. 


But if such strategy by America starts 
a war with the Communists it will be only 
because the Communists at last are ready 
and would soon make war anyway. 


There is another side to this coin which 
it is just about impossible to make the 
one-worlders see: If the President, for 
once, adopted the policy of helping the 
captive peoples liberate themselves, the 
Soviet masters would be afraid to make 
war, fearing that our new, policy ’woukl 
turn millions of Red Army soldiers against 
the Moscow regime. 


jTh^be is no nightmare which could 
frighten the Soviet political and military 
leaders like a policy of counter-subversion 
— the Victory-Without-War formula. If 
we adopted this strategy, just about the 
last thing they would dare do would be to 
start a war against us, thus giving their 
troops a chance to come over to the West 
by the millions, or even march on Moscow. 


We Still Could 
Gaunter-Subvert Reds 


The situation in Hungary, Poland, East 
Germany, Roumania and Russia proper, 
and the situation in China still is favor¬ 
able to us, if we resort to such strategy. 
Hungarian anti-Communists were bitterly 
disappointed last year when Radio Free 
Europe promised them that Eisenhower 
would send aid if they revolted, then — 
during the revolt — Eisenhower and Dul¬ 
les publicly stated they would not. The 
President would have to convince these 
natural allies of ours that he would not 
again leave them out on a limb. 

Reports from China show that more 
than ever before the hundreds of millions 
of Communist-enslaved people want to be 
liberated. Dr. Hollington K. Tong, Nation¬ 
alist China’s Ambassador to the United 
States, was quoted in the Los Angeles 
Mirror-News September 3 as saying: 


"Within Communist China the domestic scene 
is very serious, with opposition mounting against 
the Red regime from students, farmers and 
workers." 


Chiang Kai-shek made a similar state¬ 
ment early in August. 


It is unmistakable that if we saw 
Chiang’s troops onto the China mainland, 
their beachhead would be swamped with 
volunteers asking for weapons with which . 
to fight the Red slave masters.

Unfortunately, the one and only sane 
course open to us is the one which the 
Communist-coddling Eisenhower admini¬ 
stration is least apt to pursue. 


But we can try again, with some slight 
hope, now that the USSR is revealing 
weapons and evidence of weapons which 
may wake up our Congress, to force 
Eisenhower to do something. 

Action in Asia is doubly urgent just now, 
as a diversion to stop the Red aggression 
in the Middle East. If Eisenhower so much 
as posed a serious threat of helping Chiang . 
Kai-shek across the Formosa Strait, Mr. 
Khrushchev would be quick to quiet down 
in the Middle East. 


The Victory-Without-War course is so 
promising, so obviously the right and only 


one: let’s keep hammering at Washington 
to adopt it.

Since the Soviet Union objected to departure of gen¬ 
tiles, but was reported to be furnishing transportation for 
the Jewish "Displaced Persons" crowding up to the U.S.

What is the Significance? 


Long ago it became common knowledge that many 
Communist agents were among the Jewish "Displaced Per- 
sons." The whole movement was undoubtedly designed by 
the strategists who map the campaigns for Communist and 
Zionist conquest; for it has served both machines in the 
taking of territory from the Arabs and in feeding the pow¬ 
erful Minority Machine in this republic.

As commander of American forces in Austria, Clark 
talked hard to Communist officials. We may hope he meant 
it. We must hope that he does not approve of either Com¬ 
munism or Zionism, puts no loyalty above loyalty to the 
United States, even to its traditions. 

But if he served the invisible Minority Machine in 
such a sinister maneuver how can we be sure he will not, as 
commander of all our sons in Army combat units, once 
more serve the machine, when the fate of this republic and 
Western civilization is at stake? 

That hour may not be far off. It now is more or less 
common talk in Washington that the British and American 
general staffs think the West must be prepared for atomic 
warfare at the hands of the Soviets by about 1952. 

Docs the appointment of General Clark to command

A Jew (Mekhlis) was the political commissar over the 
entire Red Army during the early part of the war and per¬ 
haps is again.

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COHEN GANG BEDEVED 
FRONT FOR "BIG SHOTS" 

Cohen and aides, interested in the lucrative bookmak¬ 
ing and other rackets, have made Los Angeles police look 
futile, have outsmarted the District Attorney and the sher¬ 
iff, and have made some progress in creating public sym¬ 
pathy by such devices as buying and giving to an elderly 
woman the cottage which she had lost. 

In the investigation, already more than two years old, 
it is impossible to tell whether or not police, high and low, 
were involved in racketeering. It is impossible for the 
public to know whether the grand jury, which turned the 
heat off Cohen and onto police, was what it should have 
been. Confusion is complete; the people do not know whom 
they can trust. 

One section of Los Angeles police succeeded in plant¬ 
ing a microphone in Cohen’s new house and made record¬ 
ings for a year. But nothing came of the recordings; the 
mayor, the sheriff, the District Attorney claim they never 
were told about the recordings and only found out about 
them last month, more than a year after Cohen had dis¬ 
covered the microphone. 

A transcript of the recordings reportedly was sold 
to Cohen for $20,000 about the time he discovered the 
hidden microphone, but nobody has named the seller of 
the transcript. 

When the DA heard about tbe recordings he demanded 
and got them. Later he said somebody had held out 14 
records. He got them, then pronounced them "duds.* 9 
Again he said five "hot” ones were still missing. To date 
he has not found them. 


High Priest of Gambling 

American gangland, since the coming of the Roosevelt 
New Deal, has been taken almost entirely away from the 
Mafia, an importation from Sicily, perfected under the late 
Scar Face A1 Capone, by Murder, Inc., and the Cohen 
Gang, all Jewish. They have been used in pro-Communist 
and Zionist politics, but politics seems to be a sideline with 
them, perhaps in exchange for protection in high places. 

Judge Isaac Pacht, head of the Los Angeles Jewish 
Community Council and therefore a man of tremendous 
local political influence, a man with a long record of Com¬ 
munist fronting, whose Community Council is itself strongly 
Communistic and wholly Zionist, for years added to his 
fortune by defending such underworld characters as the 
late Bugsy Siegel and friend, one Smikhoff, alias Smiley, 
recently convicted in connection with illegal entry into the 
United States. As long as Pacht represented such char¬ 
acters they escaped the law. Cohen succeeded Siegel as 
gang boss. 

Art Samish, featured in Colliers August 13 and 20: as 
"The Secret Boss of California,” is associated with Cohen 
in some way which has not been fully, revealed. He was 
seen dining with Cohen just before the gangster was wound¬ 
ed from abush in July. It was Samish who, apparently 
working with the California B’nai B’rith, helped kill the 
Tenney bills which would have required certain persons to 
take loyalty oaths and would have enabled employers to 


rid their plants olSrtf^versivcs. B’nai B’rith crusaded against 
these bills, instructing members to defeat them. 

Colliers said Samish was the influence which slipped 
through the California Joint Resolution No. 26. This reso¬ 
lution was written by the subversive United World Fed¬ 
eralists. It calls for a constitutional convention to rewrite 
tbe Constitution of the United States to authorize a world 
president and world parliament above tbe self-government 
of tbe American people. 


Samish, the Boss 

Some Californians of influence say Colliers exaggerated 
Samish’s power; that it isn’t what it used to be. Some 
strange bedfellows defend him—including men known to . 
hate him and all that he stands for. Governor Earl Warren 
goes a long way around not to step on Samish's toes, though 
it is necessary for Warren to make a show of repudiating 
Samish and die liquir interests which are Samish’s principal 
backing. 'g v 

Through the Jewish liquor interests, the mighty power 
over California, Samish holds long time contracts with ; 
Kleiser and Foster and the Pacific Outdoor Advertising Co., 
tying up most of the billboards, which mean votes in an 
elecdon. To a friendly candidate or issue Samish will re¬ 
lease billboard space during an elecdon, even use billboards 
in support of gentile tools without bothering to tell the 
stooges. He uses his slush fund in going into districts to 
elect or defeat Assemblymen and state Senators. Through 
him, the liquor interests and their allies reputedly hold 
about 30 votes in the Assembly and sometimes a balance-of- 
power handful in the Senate. 

Back of this power is the unseen whip, the spying on 
private lives of officials, the threat of smear. Apparendy 
few men care to offend the arrogant, self-estemed ring¬ 
master. His tactics are reminiscent of those of the And- 
Defamation League and it would be naive to suppose that 
he does not work with the League and the League widi him. 
No anti-Communist, anti-Zionist candidate could have the 
use of the Jewish liquor interest’s billboards. 

Every attempt to investigate Cohen has hit a snag and 
stopped in strange silence. A self-constituted citizens com¬ 
mittee now promises to reveal that Cohen is small fry, front¬ 
ing for three "big shots.” What relationship have Pacht 
and SauJj>h to the Cohen Gang? 

We may never know the facts. We may never be given 
a glimpse behind the little iron curtain, to see the extent 
to which Jewish gangland, with many rich friends, has been 
able to corrupt public officials and by what devices it has 
been able to frustrate police. We cannot know what revo-/ 
lutionary use, if any, is to be made of these gangs. For 
back of these three figures, Samish, ‘ Pacht and Cohen, 
stand the Jewish voting and smearing machine, which no 
public official wants to offend.

FEPC DRIVE THREATENS 
JOBS AND LIBERTY 

A powerful drive is on for the enactment of so-called 
Fair Employment Practices ordinances and laws in indus¬ 
trial cities, notably San Francisco and Los Angeles; and 
Congressman Adolph Sabath, Bohemian-born Jew, on Au¬ 
gust 20 told President Truman he intended to try to push 
an FEPC measure through Congress this session. 

FEPC is a commission, largely of minority races, to 
require employers to hire so many of this and that race. It 
cannot create any jobs, therefore it must displace employes 
because they are white. This measure will make a Tower of 
Babel out of many firms, destroying their efficiency, al¬ 
lowing Communists and Zionists to plant minority trouble 
makers inside key industries, denying freedom to employers 
and employes. 

But in the bigger picture, it is to enable agents of sub¬ 
version to encourage importation of more and more minori¬ 
ties, principally Negroes and Jews, into the industrial states 
to vote them as political captives and to inflame them and 
turn them into the streets with revolutionary demands when 
hard times come. 

FEPC will not pacify and appease the minority races; 
it will enable agents to incite them still more. It will not 
eliminate racial discrimination in employment; it will create, 
by law, the most vcious racial discrimination. It wll not 
prevent unemployment; it will aid the manipulators of peo¬ 
ples to import more and more, on extravagant promises of 
jobs, and thus create unemployment. 

FEPC is Communist. It is pushed by the Civil Rights 
Congress, labeled by the Attorney General a Communist 
front; by the American Jewish Congress, official Zionist 
body, and by the Civil Rights Division of the Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League of B-nai B’rith. * 

The April issue of Intelligence Summary stated that appar¬ 
ently none of Tito's strong men were Jewish.

LEGION ©ALLS FOR 
CIVILIAN DEFENSE 

American Legion committees at the annual convention 
in Philadelphia expressed alarm at the lack of preparedness 
of this country for defense of cities and civilian popula¬ 
tions, a condition often referred to by Intelligence Summary. 
Legion posts will offer their services as "dynamic civil 
defense” centers in case of widespread civilian warfare. 

Legion spokesmen took a backhanded slap at Truman 
in urging that the President put civil defense back under 
the Department of Defense, whence he transferred it to 
die National Security Resources Board last April, when he 
was being prompted by leftist advisers to put the small time 
leftist, Mon Wallgrcn, in charge of the NSRB. (Forrestal 
had been blocked in the attempt to organize civilian defenses 
through local police.) 

A Legion committee charged that civil defense against 
internal atomic, chemical and bacteriological warfare and 
airborne warfare have been ignored; that the administra¬ 
tion has not even put plans on paper. 

This neglect is comparable to the neglect of Alaskan fe 
defenses. 

The Legion called for a five-point community-level pro¬ 
gram to set up adequate plans and agencies for enforcement 
of law and order during and after attack; protection of 
civilian populace from effects of atomic bombs, poison gas 
and planted bacteria; to control traffic; to maintain com-, 
munications, and to provide relief and medical services. 

Though California’s three principal coast cities have 
enormous subversive problems and are easy targets, 
apparently Governor Earl Warren, like Harry Tru¬ 
man, has been so busy courting left wing support that he 
dares not see how his people are exposed to left wing 
revolution.

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GOVERNOR EARO,>ARREN IS TOOL 
OF POWERFUL MARXIST APPARATUS 


In the August is¬ 
sue I reported that it 
was Earl Warren’s un¬ 
willingness to attack 
New Deal and the 
Marxists, plus his 
championing of such 
Marxist measures as 
socialized medicine, so¬ 
cialized housing, con¬ 
trols and FEPC, which 
cost him his home 
state in the 1948 elec¬ 
tions. Here are more 
facts about Warren’s 
disappointing record, 
which makes him so 
unpopular with the 
anti-Communist voters 
of California:

Opposed Loyalty Oath 

It was Governor Warren and he alone who 
blocked the move by the Board of Regents to 
require a ihorogoing loyalty oath of employes of 
the University of California. Warren delivered 
the main speech in Board meetings against the 
oath requirement. 

The first show-down fight inside the 
Board of Regents was scheduled for the 
night of March 80, 1050. The day before, 
Warren filled the only vacancy on the 
Board with the appointment of his old 
friend and adviser, Jesse Steinhart, San 
Francisco attorney, a national commis¬ 
sioner of the Anti-Defamation League. 

It goes without saying that Steinhart 
voted against requiring the anti-Com- 
munist oath. He thereby tied the vote, 
10 to 10, winning a delay, and for weeks 
Warren fought the loyalty oath, succeed¬ 
ing in watering it down. This fight raged 
during Warren's campaign for redaction, 
and this catering to the powerful minority 
bloc might have defeated him had he been 
opposed by a fighting American. But, as 
usual, his opponent was more radical than 
he, and therefore again Warren's Red 
record was not exposed to the voters. 

In the morning papers, July 22, 1950, tho 
Associated Press reported: “Governor Karl 
Warren cast the deciding vote today as 
the University of California board of re¬ 
gents voted 10 to 9 to retain high rank- 
ing professors despite their refusal to sign 
contracts disavowing Communism." 

A sort of loyalty oath finally had gone 
through but newspapers of April 8, 1951, 
carried tho following INS report: “Ruling 
of the third district court of appeals de¬ 
claring unconstitutional the special loyalty 
oath requirement of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia was greeted today by Governor Earl - 
Warren. The Governor said: 

“ T was happy to read the decision of 
the court, and I hope that the final judg¬ 
ment will be in accordance with its pro¬ 
nouncements." 

And July 24, 1951, Warren vetoed a 


bill “which would have permitted the dis¬ 
charge of 6tato college professors advo¬ 
cating Communism on or off the campus 
or joining Communist front organizations." 

To be sure, Warren always finds some 
excuse for his position. So does Dean 
Acheson. So does Felix Frankfurter. So 
does Harry Truman. So does any Com¬ 
munist Tho important point Is: Warren 
has fought consistently to keep university 
personnel from having to swear that they 
are not Communists. There is no possible 
excuse for his stand. 

If you follow the Jewish newspapers 
and magazines, and the official Commun¬ 
ist papers, you will see that B’nal B’rith 
the ADL, the Central Conference of Amer¬ 
ican Rabbis, the American Jewish Com¬ 
mittee and the American Jewish Congress 
—collectively the mighty power of the or¬ 
ganized minority machine which consti¬ 
tutes the Marxist revolution in America— 
you will see that they oppose and con¬ 
demn all tho measures designed to seri¬ 
ously hamper Communists, and they are 
especially sneering and contemptuous of 
loyalty oath requirements. 


Met With ADL 

The ADL and the Communist Party in¬ 
fluence several million votes in the. key 
industrial states, those states which dom¬ 
inate the presidential conventions and 
elections. It is to this alien revolutionary 
power that Warren is catering, after the 
fashion of Harry Truman, though this 
power is on the verge of destroying the 
Republic. 

Perhaps; these brief reports about the 
salient features of Governor Warren^ re¬ 
cord will answer the question as to why 
Warren could not_cgrty his home stale in 
1948 against Harry Truman. California is 
a rugged, conservative state, and to quote 
again the Annual Report to Republicans. 
"400 000 Republicans stayed at home" in 
California in 1948, rather than vote for 
Warren and Dewey. 

I reported the following incidents in the 


/ ivember, 1949, issue of the Intelligence 
w otlmmary: 

“Governor Earl Warren of California 
met with the secret world ‘Zionist frat¬ 
ernity*, B'nai B’rith, at the Biltmore Hotel 
in Los Angeles at noon, Oct. 20, 1949, and 
•extended the congratulations of the state*, 
according to a report and pictures ... in 
the California Jowish Voice, Oct. 2L 
*« << ^ 1 ® occasion was the celebration of 
the 50th anniversary of the local B’nai 
B’rith, which promotes Jewish world na¬ 
tionalism, known as Zionism, the ambi¬ 
tious movement now threatening world 
peace." 

‘J h « meeting of Warren with B’nai 
Brith in October was not his first ses¬ 
sion with the Zionist brotherhood. On the 
night of May 6, 1948, he met at the Am¬ 
bassador Hotel In Los Angeles with the 
national commissioners of the Antl-Do- 
faniation League—tho men who make and 
break Presidents, and whoso chairmen for 
years, tlio late Henry Monsky, was often 
called ‘the kingmaker’" (Warren was 
guest speaker at that meeting.) 

Won’t Disturb Fifth Column 

The important thing to bear in mind 
is that these alien forces promote Warren 
and Eisenhower because these men_ in¬ 

timately associated with all breeds of 
“liberals" and Reds—cannot distinguish 
between the dangerous .and .the .jelly- 
spined revolutionaries. Neither man, as 
President, would seriously interfere with 
the great Marxist fifth column which hides 
behind the Zionist tolerance curtain, pos¬ 
ing as persecuted minorities.

of the newly organized Military Government 
Association in Los Angeles in June spoke 
repeatedly and confidently of the coming 
military government of this country. One 
public official, occupying a highly re¬ 
sponsible office, who seems to have been 
fooled by the ruthless and bloody-handed 
Zionists in their humanitarian and perse¬ 
cution pose, said, "We are going to have 
military government whether we like it or 
not." We could doubt and dismiss the plan 
were it not so likely an enemy capability. 

Marxists 9 Last Chance? 

If seems a distinet possibility, fhaf the enemy 
can create an emergency, chaos and hysteria, then 
turn over the Republic to the military units hand¬ 
picked by agents of Mrs. Rosenberg, taking orders 
from the Department of Defense in which she is 
the new center of power, the representative of the 
invisible government. No editor, official or 
patriotic leader with whom I have discussed the 
matter, sees any sure way to prevent it from 
coming about. (I shall suggest some resistance 
measures later in this article.) 

There is not only the possibility of this 
"coup,” but there is the urgent necessity, 
from the enemy point of view. The Com¬ 
munists and their Zionist backers from 
Eastern Europe and Russia who brought 
Marxism to America and built power 
through hundreds of secret propaganda 
and gangster organizations, to destroy 
Christianity and the white race, know 
they are losing ground among the people. 
They are "crying" in their newspapers 
and magazines, calling for government 
intervention against the anti-Communists, 
whom they always characterize as the 
anti-Semites (thus tacitly admitting that 
Communism is a Jewish movement). 

The men and women who spend their 
lives thinking up strategy and working for 
our destruction must take some drastic 
action to prevent or influence any future 
presidential election. They must hot allow 
the American people another free national 
election. The signs are unmistakable; if 
the election were today MacArthur or some 
other conservative would sweep the nation. 

The Danger Is Here 

In the growing crisis, when any day 
may see the initial explosion, it is sicken¬ 
ing that most of our national leaders divert 
their eyes from the real danger, the 
internal enemy. Gifted left wing propa¬ 
gandists, including Winchell, are support¬ 
ing the crime headlines, not because they 
want to lose the Truman who obliges them 
almost abjectly, but they perhaps want 
to draw another red herring across the 
trail of the entrenched Communist agents. 
What do they care which party wins an 
election if they can steer the political 
battlers away from the government en¬ 
trenched spies and saboteurs? 

They do not want the public to believe 
there are more than a few thousand Com¬ 
munists in this country. They want the 
voters to howl down Joe McCarthy when 
that fighting Senator shows that Dean 
Ache son’s record is the record of a gifted 
Communist tight rope walking to hold high 
office. They do not want the record of 
Frankfurter or Anna Roseberg to be 
mentioned. 

For this and additional reasons they 
try to keep the eyes of our foremost politi¬ 
cal and military men focused on the inter¬ 


national scene. Both the crime and the^ i 
international situation are nailseating 
enough, thanks to the confusers them¬ 
selves, but, as MacArthur said in his 
Boston speech, the danger is here at home. 

The world will be won or lost in the battle for 
the United States of America, the battle inside our 
borders. Stalin will not risk war unless he can first 
destroy much of our mighty industrial potential by 
atomic and other sabotage. 

Air Secretary Finletter goes around the country 
making headlines about what the Soviet air power 
may do to us and what our air power may do to 
the Soviets. Never a word to remind our people 
that if the Marxists who have virtually captured 
our Department of State and Department of De¬ 
fense, tighten their grip on our people, the Soviets 
will only have to make warlike noises—enough war 
or threats to enable the Frankfurter machine, Anna 
Rosenberg et at, to have the President proclaim 
and maintain a state of martial law. 

Mrs. Rosenberg has said that the war emer¬ 
gency must be expected to last fen years. 

Only a war emergency, with an ex¬ 
ternal enemy threatening, will enable this 
or any other administration sufficiently to 
bamboozle and suppress the American 
people to make them submit to full-scale 
Stalin-type dictatorship. Even the cautious 
and stealthy approach of the Marxist dic¬ 
tatorship eventually would reveal itself and 
be opposed, probably destroyed by an 
aroused citizenry. 

Mr. Finletter is a successful lawyer, 
but he seems to be blinded to the designs 
of the Marxist revolutionaries. Evidently 
he holds high office only by virtue of the 
fact that he is blindly tolerant toward the 
Jewish nationalists. His mental condition¬ 
ing perhaps is due to the fact that his wife 
is Jewish, (the daughter of Walter 
Damrosch). 

General Eisenhower likewise talks only 
about the foreign enemy. If he ever has 
pointed the finger at the internal enemy 
I did not see the gesture. This is all the 
more lamentable because he might have 
saved his country. 

Politically stupid Bradley and the ma¬ 
jority of the Senators likewise are blind 
to the internal threat Why will they not 
look down at their feet? They are stand¬ 
ing on dynamite, planted by the enemy, 
who will detonate the charge whenever the 
time suits him. 

We are walking into the trap not only 
because our people are naive but also be¬ 
cause most of our principal political 
leaders cannot or will not recognize a 
Marxist revolutionary unless he displays 
a Communist Party, membership card. The 
Senate took the step which may have 
consigned us to civil war or worse when 
it permitted itself to be stampeded into 
confirming the appointment of Anna 
Rosenberg. It was obvious from the fierce¬ 
ness and vehemence with which the 
massed forces of the Marxist world rushed 
to the defense of Mrs. Rosenberg that they 
attached extreme significance to her con¬ 
firmation. 

It should have been evident to any Sen¬ 
ator that the defenders of Mrs. Rosenberg 
were tbe Communist and related Marxist 
elements. They raised the cry of anti- 
Semitism, which is their chief weapon 
' (in a land blinded with tolerance propa¬ 
ganda), and so frightened ^and confused 
the Senators that they were happy to find 
an excuse for confirming the noted Red, 
and washing their hands of the case. 

They should have known that the 
technique of the Communist revolution* 


J khe final show-down, always hinges on 
the cry. of anti-Semitism. The strategists 
have made their greatest gains in modern 
(as in ancient) history on that phony cry. 
They deliberately push forward a danger¬ 
ous Jewish agent, or otherwise force the 
issue, then beat the air blue with the cry 
of persecution and anti-Semitism If 
gentiles oppose their plot. 

Mrs . Rosenberg Wrote for Reds 

All or nearly all the papers owned by 
Jewish nationalists, the New York Times, 
the Washington Post, the Philadelphia 
Enquirer, the Wichita Beacon, the New 
York Post, etc., ran smear articles paral¬ 
leling those run in the admittedly Com¬ 
munist papers, completely evading the 
facts about Mrs. Rosenberg’s record and 
attacking her critics as anti-Semites. The 
New York Post, published by Dorothy 
Schiff, granddaughter of the late Inter¬ 
national banker, Jacob Schiff, who princi¬ 
pally financed his fellow Jewish national¬ 
ists to power in Russia, devoted an entire 
page to attacking a few of us, running 
photographs of Conde McGinley’s Common 
Sense and of my Intelligence Summary. 
We and all other opponents of Mrs. Rosen¬ 
berg were just anti-Semites, therefore the 
facts we presented about the appointee’s 
Communist record did not count! 

As for Mrs. Rosenberg’s record, I have 
published parts of it in past issues. In the 
August issue I ran a picture of part of an 
article of hers published in the Dec. 8, 
1942, issue of the official Communist organ 
New Masses (now combined with Masses 
and Mainstream).

ATTACK WILLIAMS 

This is to thank the many good 
friends, including a considerable num¬ 
ber of new ones, who wrote in about the 
smear by Congressman Samuel Yorty. 

Yorty recently wrote the House Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities asking 
the committee to investigate what he 
called my “anti-Jewish” publications. He 
said my “entire attack seems to stem from 
the one Bcintilla of evidence that a number 
of Communists happen to be Jews.” 

His charge seemed to be that “we are 
now at such a point of danger in world 
affairs that any group dedicated to the 
gospel of hate instead of union constitutes 
a threat to our security,” This is the new 
battle cry of the Communists and their 
agents. Hoping to hide their own hate- 
fomenting activities and to silence the 
Anti-Communists, they now raise the cry of 
“dis-unlon” in a war emergency—which 
they themselves created. 

For the sake of union we must quit op¬ 
posing the Communists. 

The Long Beach Press Telegram and 
several Los Angeles and New York dailies, 
including those Jewish owned, ran Tarty's 
smear story, the former paper bannering 
it, quoting only one sentence of my reply. 

The Santa Ana Register bannered my 
reply, which it ran almost in full, showing 
that Yorty comes from Helen Gahagan 
Douglas old Red 14th District of Los An¬ 
geles and must oblige the Marxist minority 
machine in order to be re-elected next 
year. 

My reply also broughf out the fact that my 
attack is not against "the Jews" but only against 
those Jews who brought Marxism to America and 
who have organized here to make us destroy our¬ 
selves. 

Naturally, I would welcome an opportunity to 
appear before the House Committee, which has 
done such a good job in exposing Communism. 
But Mr. Yorty would bo the last man to really 
want me to appear before that committee, be¬ 
cause I have many documents which the commit¬ 
tee should release officially, which would expose 
the guilty face of York’s Red friends. 

The Communist and Zionist press and 
their front sheets including the little 
weekly throw-away called the Santa Ana 
Independent, which was bought recently 
by a friend of the Anti-Defamation League, 
a former editor of the Wichita Beacon 
which openly praised Stalin, greatly rel¬ 
ished the Yorty release. The National 
Jewish Post devoted an entire page to 
name-calling my publications. 

The Communists smears have all but 
worn out their influence. Our neighbors 
are beginning to see through the smear 
curtain and wonder about the smearer. 
The Yorty attack was, in fact, helpful to 
this cause ,giving wide publicity to some 
facts which I have been trying to get our 
people to see.

thousands of their fellow Marxists to Aus¬ 
tria and Germany, while refusing asylum 
to Gentiles fleeing the NKVD, who was 
to have retired in May, still is in com¬ 
mand of all Army Field Forces. 

We can try again to get Congress to 
remove Truman, Acheson, Marshall and 
Rosenberg. But now the elections ap¬ 
proach, and politicking Republicans in 
Washington want these Reds and stooges 
for opponents next year. They are taking 
the risk that the Reds will seize the 
country in the meantime, a risk they have 
no right to take. 

I am going to suggest three moves, 
which seem possible of realization: 

1) Persuade Congress to revise the definition 
of the duties of the Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion to mako it unmistakably clear that the FBI 
will at all times have full responsibility and 
authority over all civilian loyalty cases. A presi¬ 
dential proclamation in 1939 pdf the FBI in charge 
of oil investigations of civilians regarding loyalty 
(espionage, sabotage, treason, etc.) Congress 
should extend this definition of duty to leave no 
possibility of encroachment by the military, even 
in time of martial law, except as directed by the 
FBI. The military, in other words, would use its 
forces to execute FBI policies, if such forces were 
needed. 

I am aware that the revolutionaries utterly 
scorn and will disregard our laws But J. Edgar 
Hoover will not. If Congress says it is his duty 
to handle all civilian loyalty cases (including the 
outlining of policies for Army action in the case 
of mass civilian demonstrations), then Hoover will 
carry out such duties, if it is within his power to 
do so. And, in a showdown with the Marxist 
machine, he could certainly rally the people to his 
support. Martial law then would increase the 
power of Mr. Hoover, instead of nullifying it. 

The threat alone of thus dividing the country, 
of giving the Anti-Communists a great official, 
legal leader, mighf well deter the revolutionaries 
from bringing about a situation requiring martial 
law. 

2) Repeal the UMT act. 

What You Can Do 

I urge you to write many Senators and Con¬ 
gressmen, and to go seo some of them, showing 
them the necessity of taking this or other suitable 
action, now, while there Is time. You may not 
be allowed to communicate with your Senators and 
Congressmen 1 after martial law is invoked, throw¬ 
ing all facilities into the hands of the Rosenberg 
element. 

3) My other suggestion is that you or¬ 
ganize at once a few small cells In your 
city. Choose one courageous, dependable 
friend; educate him. Then choose another, 
till you have not more than eight. Then 
build another like cell. Let no member 
of one cell know the identity of a member 
of any other cell. Secrecy makes the 
enemy powerful, and we must now defend 
ourselves intelligently. 

Do not act; do not talk. Get names, 
office and home addresses and pictures of 
the Marxists who are likely to dominate 
your city machinery if the enemy, suc¬ 
ceeds in capturing the national adminis¬ 
tration and- clamping a Marxist dictator¬ 
ship _on this Republic. 


JjThc new military government common- 
aers probably will be steered by political 
advisers or commissars, since this was the 
practice we followed (adopting it from the 
Soviets) with our military government 
organization ruling conquered territories 
just after the war, and since it is the pat¬ 
tern we now follow in Germany. You may 
be sure that the advisers to unit comman¬ 
ders in American cities will be Anti-Defa¬ 
mation League agents. These already 
exist in 1200 American cities, just a few 
in each city. They will be the master 
minds behind the revolution. 

Be prepared to act offensively, if the 
time comes that you have to fight for 
your family and your country. Know your 
objectives. It is not illegal to devote 
your loyalty to the country and the Con¬ 
stitution, rather than to some official who 
may be a usurper and an enemy. 

Only a few hundred men and women, 
Zionists and gentile stooges, constitute the 
real threat of a Marxist dictatorship. 
A few small cells of honest, intelligent 
and fearless Americans can free a city 
or furnish the necessary rallying leader¬ 
ship. 

If the Russians had organized in small 
cells in advance and singled out no more 
than 200 of the leaders, striking offensively 
at the right time, they could have saved 
millions of their countrymen. Take a 
few hundred ADL officials and propa- 
gand agents out of circulation, and you 
will have freed Congress and the govern¬ 
ment from its machinations, its smear and 
fear power. 

Make clear that you are not attacking 
the Jews, but only the power cult which 
alms to destroy America. 

Act locally, on your own determination 
not to lose your country. Do not look for 
a national leader. Any national figure U 
so closely watched that he would only 
draw fire on your cells. It Is your country; 
don't let the enemy have it. 

Tills is not a sensational article; It is 
merely a factual preview of the revolu¬ 
tion which will come unless YOU stop It 
The enemy would be foolish to undertake 
such direct action, for overt action failed 
in Hungary, Italy, Germany, Spain, and 
would surely fail In the end here, after a 
bloody struggle. If you organize secretly 
and the enemy realizes that you are so 
organized and determined to fight for your 
freedom, your preparedness might prevent 
bloodshed.

Foremost among the ‘'anti-fascist and 
tolerance organizations” mentioned above, 
with which the Communists were in¬ 
structed to work, is the secret Anti-De¬ 
famation League, of B'nai B’rith, friend 
and supporter of Givens. 

Givens repeatedly attacks anti-Com¬ 
munist leuders, and using the same smear 
words as the above Communist order di¬ 
rects. In his editorial of Dec. 7, 1951, he 
tried to make it appear that R. C. Holies, 
David Baxter and Robert H. Williams 
were former buddies of Gerald L. K. 
Smith. 

Williams stated in an article in the 
Santa Ana Register: 

“An example of the character of the 
editorial which the Anti-Defamation 
League wrote and Givens ran is seen In 
the insinuation that I was In some way 
associated with the man whom the Com¬ 
munists seem to hate and fear more than 
any other in America, G. L. K. Smith, and 
whom they have thoroughly tarred as a 
whipping boy. I have never met or talked 
with or otherwise been associated with 
Mr. Smith.

By branding anti-Comiuunist leaders as 
anti-Semites, Givens rfot only pleases the 
Communist Party and Anti-Defamation 
League; but ho also thereby caters to the 
left wing Jewish advertisers and the 
Marxist Indoctrinated minorities.

And ever since that fighting ex- 
Mari ne, Senator Joe McCarthy, tried to rid the 
State Department of Communist influence, Pearson 
has trained his artillery on McCarthy. Likewise, he i 
makes snide and often dishonest and uncalled 
for remarks about the staunch patriot, Senator , 
Pat McCarron, author of the McCarran Com¬ 
munist Control law and therefore the object' of 
hatred of the Communists and the Anti-Defama- 
iian League, both of which fought a last-ditch 
fight to kill the McCarran bill.

Now, surely wo are not so dumb, even If we 
are tolerant Americans, that we cannot see the 
consistency of this role. There is not a reason 
on earth for Pearson and his buddy, Givens, to 
attack all these men whose only "oflense" has 
been their war on the Communists. 

Congressman Wood had this to say 
about Drew Pearson, in a speech on the 
House floor, June 15, 1950 (See Congres¬ 
sional Record, in Santa Ana Public Li¬ 
brary) : 

“Mr. Speaker, Drew Pearson heads a 
group who, for many years now, have 
made it their business to destroy public 
confidence in public officials, which con¬ 
fidence is the very bedrock of the con¬ 
tinuance of a free republic. 

“On January 14 thlB year he published 
a scurrilous attack on Hon. J. Joseph Don¬ 
ahue, United States attorney, who was at 
that very moment engaged In prosecuting 
for perjury ono Harry Bridges, one of the 
most notorious Communist leaders and 
Russian agents in America today. 

“The chief leg man and stooge of Drew 
Pearson today is one David Katz, a former 
member of the staff of the Dally Worker 
of Now York, the official publication of 
the Communist Party In America . • . 

“Drew Pearson has consistently mis¬ 
represented, slandered and abused every 
person—man or woman—who, because of 
love of country and constitutional liberty, 
have raised their voices against the spread 
of alien ideologies and against those who 
would overthrow our form of government. 
He has been the most effective weapon 
thnt the Stalinttes have been able to use 
in America for the undermining of our 
whole constitutional system. To him there 
is nothing under the heavens that is 
sacred. He befouls and means to befoul 
everything he touches.” 

Mind you, this appraisal of Drew Pear¬ 
son, friend and cohort of Hank Givens, 
comes from the chairman of the House 
Committee which investigates Communists 
and Communism In America.

says Pearson is Stalin’s most useful agent 
in America. 

It was quite proper and fitting that 
Given3 should cherish the support of 
Pearson and boastfully publish Pearson's 
letter to him, one page one of the little 
green sheet (Dec. 7, 1951).

“Dear Mr. Givens: I have been slow in

Several people have sent me 
clippings from time to time from the 
Independent, and I would just like to say 
that it was darned good to know that 
someone like you la in my corner ■ • • I 
hope you beat the hell out of him (Hoiles) 
in Santa Ana. Best wishes.** 

If there ever was any doubt that Givens 
is in Pearson’s corner, we know now. We 
may be sure that letter went into the files 
which the FBI keeps on Givens and 
Pearson. 

Communist Daily Defends Givens 

The Communist official dally, People’s 
World, twice in the past few months has 
rushed to tKe defense of Givens*and the 
Anti-Defamation League. The Communist 
paper, May 28, 1951,. accused the “Asso¬ 
ciated Farmers of Orange County, The 
Santa Ana Register, Major Robert H. 
Williams” and certain others of stirring 
“incipient fascism” (that is, of opposing 
Communism); reported an alleged attack 


) 1 Givens by unknown persons, after Wil- 
( '.ims had visited Givens’ office—an “at¬ 
tack” which never was reported to police 
and which evidently existed only in the 
mind of Givens, who perhaps wanted his 
Jewish readers to think him persecuted. 

The Communist paper said: “Givens 
laslied back with new editorial blasts di¬ 
rected at the fascist leanings of Williams, 
with the result that ‘the Major* . . . ad¬ 
dressed a four column, solid type letter 
to his ‘dear friends and neighbors' in the 
advertising columns of the Register. 

“The Givens articles were used as the 
pretext for the harangue in the Register. 
Mainly It was a vitrolic attack on Jews— 
Zionists, as Williams calls them—and par¬ 
ticularly upon the Anti-Defamatioii 
League, which Williams charged, ‘1 b tear¬ 
ing down the Christian traditions on 
which this Republic was founded’.” 

Mind you, this Is the official West Coast 
Communist daily rushing to the defense 
of Givens and the Anti-Dofamation 
League. The Red paper continued: 

44 . . . The Register allowed Major Wil¬ 
liams to use its columns to make a thinly 
veiled appeal to violence against the 
Santa Ana synagogue where, Williams 
charged, ‘the ADL keeps Its secret files on 
Orange County citizens in a small room 
In the back of the temple annex.” 

The paper then takes a rap at “Senator 
Tenney’s good friend, ‘Major’ Williams”, 
and once more uses the familiar Com¬ 
munist smear words used so often by 
Givens, characterizing Williams as an 
“anti-Semite” and the Associated Farmers, 
Williams and the Register, as constituting 
the “hate groups” of this county. 

Secret Gestapo Paying Givens? 

Givens, in his little throw-away sheet of June 
16, 1951, showed himself to be on the side of 
the Chinese Communists when he made derogo- • 
lory remarks about the leaders of the Chinese 
nationalists, the one great anti-Communist leader 
in all Asia, Chiang Kai-Shek. And in his issue of 
October 26, 1951, Givens rushed to the defense 
of the perverted New Deal with an editorial which 
said only "ono ten-thousandth of one percent ” of 
the bureaucrats were criminals, as if he might 
thus absolve all the bribery, espionage, sabotage, 
subversion and perversion in the alien monstros¬ 
ity called the New Deal. Not a word of indigna¬ 
tion about the filthy traitors: only resentment 
that anybody would mention the subject.

In the summer of 1953, the NRP announced plans to run a 
candidate for Congress from the Yorkville district. Nothing 
further was heard of the scheme, however. The would-be 
candidate was H. Keith Thompson, Jr., who was identified in 
the National Renaissance Bulletin as a former registered agent 
for Maj. Gen. Otto Remer’s Socialist Reich Party—a neo-Nazi 
group in West Geribany now banned by the German Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The NRP had previously publicized Thompson as the na¬ 
tional director of a newly formed American Committee for the 
Advancement of Western Culture. James Madole, Kurt Mertig, 
Frederick Charles F. Weiss, and other “officers and members” 
of the NRP also were represented on this committee, which 
had the grandiose role of serving as “a high policy-planning 
group for the co-ordination of racial nationalist activities in 
America, Europe, Africa, and Asia.” 

Last year, the NRP tried to extend its activities into other 
sections of the country. 

A guest speaker at one of the NRP meetings in Yorkville on 
June 26, 1953, was one James R. White, who was billed as an 
“organizer” from Los Angeles. Madole claimed that White had 
“already organized a fully uniformed group in his city and 
distributed thousands of copies of National Renaissance Bul¬ 
letins Committee -.inquiries disclose tha* James White’s 
activities in Los Angeles have been confined to a small group 
and that no effective,,efforts in organizing the NRP in that city 
have materialized. 

A youth in his early 20s, White was the publisher of his 
own newsletter, Reason, in 1952. Committee information 
shows that, several years prior to his involvement in neo-fascist 
activities. White had been a member of the Spartaeus Club of 
the American Youth for Democracy—a front organization of 
the Communist Party. It might be noted at this point that 
Mana Truhill, previously mentioned as head of the NRP over¬ 
seas bureau, has admitted having attended the Communist- 
operated Jefferson School of Social Science in New York. This 
is another illustration of the common ground often reached by 
fascists on the extreme right and Communists on the ex¬ 
treme left. 

Madole announced in his June, 1953, Bulletin that a local 
NRP headquarters had also been set up at 2627 Hale Avenue 
in Louisville, Ky., under the leadership of J. W. Mitchell, a 
high-school student. Subsequent inquiry by the Committee 
revealed that the branch in Louisville never attained any sig¬ 
nificant success and that it has since been dissolved. 

In December, 1953, the party’s Bulletin stated that an NRP 
branch was being formed in Pennsylvania under the direction 
of E. R. Barron and Frederick Polzin, and that another branch 
was being created in New Jersey by Lawrence Sestito. 

The numerical strength of an organization such as the NRP 
is difficult to measure. Such fanatics exaggerate their influence, 
and the Committee would do no service in overestimating the 
importance of an element which will undoubtedly take pride 
in being publicized as a “menace.” Membership of the NRP 
has been estimated at anywhere from 200 to 700 persons. All 
indications point to a diminished following in 1954. 

The NRP charges a nominal $1 membership fee, and its 
monthly Bulletin, which has a $2 yearly subscription rate, is 
often distributed gratis. _ 

The NRP has stated it held 22 street meetings in 1952, and 
regular Friday meetings during the seasonable weather in 
1953, its most-active year. The combined total of indoor and 
outdoor meetings of the NRP in 1952-53 has been estimated 
at 70. 

A certain decline in the organization’s activities was evi¬ 
denced in 1954. Investigation reveals that the new head¬ 
quarters address adopted by the NRP early this year is the 

• 
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address of a commercial Ann. It is apparent that the NRP is 
largely a nomadic group, meeting in hotels and private homes, 
at times under the cover of another name, and using privately 
operated mail boxes as mailing addresses. Its Bulletin is being 
issued sporadically, and in mimeographed rather than in its 
usual printed form. 

The Committee is encouraged by the relatively restricted 
nature of National Renaissance Party influence. iThe Commit¬ 
tee believes, however, that such organizations have no place 
in the American scene and that the full force of exposure and 
prosecution must be employed to eradicate them. 


The Hate Group 

"COMMON SENSE" 

Growth of the hate group in recent years is exemplified by 
the publishing endeavors of Conde J. McGinley and his soni 
C. J. McGinley, in Union, N. J. The McGinleys, senior and 
junior, operate as the Christian Educational Association, for 
the purpose of publishing a semimonthly paper, Common 
Sense, as well as a mass of individual printed matter. 

Common Sense represents itself as “the nation’s anti-Com- % 
munist paper.” Subscriptions are sought from “lc^al and pa¬ 
triotic Americans” in order to “help save our republic." 

Such patriotic claims provide poor disguise, ijbwever, for ; 
some of the most vitriolic hate propaganda ever to come to 
the attention of the Committee. Common Sense defines Corp- 
munism as “Judaism” and devotes its pages almost exclusively 
to attacks on the Jewish and to a lesser extent the Negro 
minorities in our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi regime 
Germany also is injected into this propaganda, which Is 


in Germany also is injected into this propaganda, which is 
hardly distinguishable from that of the National Renaissance • ^ 

Party except for the latter’s open appeal for a fascist govern-.. J’, 
ment in the United States. 

Despite its patriotic claims, Common Sense has in fact cm- 
ployed and/or carried the writings of a number of individuals ‘ 
associated with the National Renaissance Party. Through the ;•> 
columns of Common Sense and innumerable booklets printed' ^ 
and offered for sale, the McGinleys appear tq serve as a dear- 
inghouse for hate propagandists throughout the country. . / * 
Among these are many of the native fascists and hate rack- . 
eteers who were active in the 1930s. ( ' . 

In contrast to the limited appeal of the openly fascist Na- 
tional Renaissance Party, the McGinley enterprise appears, to ; V; 
be a shrewd and going business. 

ORGANIZATION OF "COMMON* SENSE" 

Conde J. McGinley, Sr., began editing a miniature weekly ’ 
paper in Newark, N. J., in 1946, under the various titles of 
Think , The Think , and Think Weekly . In June, 
paper was issued under the name, Comhion Sense, and - in. - > 
November, 1947, it was expanded to its present tabloid size 
and the headquarters transferred from Newark to Union, bi. 

It became a semimonthly publication in 1948. McGinley re-. ^ 
mained the sole owner and publisher until early tin's year, 
when the so-called Christian Educational Association was 
created to serve as owner and publisher. Officers of the hew . ; 
association are Conde J. McGinley, Sr., president; Conde J*. 
McGinley, Jr„ secretary and treasurer; and Alex Jefimow, vice ' / 

jjresident. Jefimow is employed by the .McGinleys in a sub*

Street in Union, N. J. The building is owned . 

erine Littig, of Newark, N.J., who has worked for Common 
Sense on a voluntary basis almost; from the inception of the ^ 
publication. 
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The building also houses the press which prints Common 
Sense and other hate literature sold through Common Sense. 
This mechanical equipment is owned by the Union Patriotic 
Press, which gives the Chestnut Street building as its head¬ 
quarters. A corporation resolution of the Union Patriotic Press 
lists its officers as president, Charles Kane, of Tampa, Fla.; 
secretary, John J. Reynolds; and treasurer, Edward J. Byrne, 
Hightstown, N.J., farmer. Byrne is known to have been a 
volunteer worker in the Common Sense enterprise. Both Byrne 
and Reynolds have attended rallies held by McGinley for his 
followers; Kane has also been in attendance prior to his re¬ 
moval to Florida. 

McGinley was forced to rely on other presses prior to 1953 
and he admittedly encountered difficulties in assuring con¬ 
tinuous printing of his propaganda. After Common Sense 
moved into its headquarters on Chestnut Street in the spring 
of 1953, an addition was built for a press later acquired by 
the Union Patriotic Press. McGinley announced to his readers 
that the press had been set up ‘Tor our use” and would insure 
prompt service in the future. Technically, however, McGin¬ 
ley leases the press from the Union Patriotic Press for a $75 
monthly rental. 

NATURE OF PROPAGANDA 

During 1946 and 1947, McGinley’s allegedly anti-Com- 
munist publication gave little indica^’^n of its subsequent 
level of propaganda. At the outset, its columns earned a cer¬ 
tain amount of factual information on Communism. Beginning 
in 1948, however, Common Sense became increasingly out¬ 
spoken in its statements of a pro-Nazi and anti-Semitic na¬ 
ture. It was soon almost exclusively a vehicle for the exploita¬ 
tion of ignorance, prejudice, and fear. 

The paper devoted considerable space in 1948 to the sup¬ 
port of the late Robert H. Best, American newsman who was 
convicted of treason and sentenced to life imprisonment in 
that year as a result of his broadcasts for the Nazis in World 
War II. A eulogy of Best appearing in Common Sense for Dec. 
15, 1952, described him as a “patriot,” “Paul Revere,” and 
“true Christian American.” 

An arrogant letter written by Herman Goering to Winston 
Churchill just before the Nazi leader poisoned himself ap¬ 
peared in Common Sense for July 1, 1950. An editorial note 
recommended that the letter be “read carefully by members 
of Congress and all others who are shaping the destiny of 
America.” 

Common Sense adopted the National Renaissance Party 
line which alleges the United States Government is plotting a 
new world war: 

. . . Now that the matchless German army is destroyed, 
Germany laid in ruins, and Europe helpless, Eisenhower 
asks the German people to help him prepare for another 
war purporting to be a war against Communism, while he 
protects and coddles in Washington the same people who 
prevented Germany from wiping out Communism. This is 
to be a war against the Russian people—not Commu- 


In this statement, McGinley’s “anti-Communist” and “pa¬ 
triotic” publication apparently is not adverse to serving the 
Communist propaganda cause. Indeed, McGinley has even 
printed such statements as the following, which he identi¬ 
fied as being from a “European” correspondent: 

... If your paper is to continue its excellent work of 
opposing the policy of the Jew, please do not fight Russia 
also, for we. in Europe look upon it as the only hope to 
prevent Jewish and world domination by means of its 
stupid, willing, technically clever American slaves, the 
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destroyers of Europe’s cities, the hatemongers of the vile 
occupation and the hangmen of Numbevg. 

Anti-Semitism is the chief stock in trade of Common 
Sense, which now distortedly defines Communism as “a 
false face for Judaism.” Typical of headlines which appear in 
the publication are: “Jewish Leaders Are Crazy For PowerPC 
“Zionists Threaten Russia With War;” “ ‘Brotherhood—Jew 
Trap For Christianity;” and “Invisible Government Rules 
Both Parties; Adlai and Ike Marxist Stooges.” Articles in 
Common Sense have even attacked water fluoridation as a 
Red plot by “the invisible rulers” aimed at mass destruction 
of the American people. 

The violent nature of this propaganda is illustrated by an 
article written by George Thomas Adams in the issue of 
Common Sense for Dec. 1, 1952. In the course of a discussion 
of anti-Semitic pogroms in Communist countries, Adams 
stated: 

... If the Russian people wish to throw off their 
Jewish yoke, what right have we to criticize them? . . . 
We should be doing the same. 

Conde McGinley, Sr., uses the oblique method in an article 
in the issue dated June 15, 1952: 

. . . The German Government, facing the same situa¬ 
tion as the United States does today/, put these Red Jews 
in concentration camps. . . . (Italics supplied) 

A survey of Common Sense propaganda fails to reveal any 
outright advocacy of a fascist government for the„ United 
States, The solution customarily, offered by Conde McGinley* 
Sr., to “save America” is an increase in the circulation of 
Common Sense. It is apparent that this publication represents 
a modern example of the racketeers who made a business out 
of un-American hate propaganda during the 1930s. 

CO-OPERATION WITH OTHER 
PROPAGANDISTS 

Information in the possession of the Committee reveals a 
significant interchangeability of propagandists working for the 
allegedly patriotic Common Sense and the avowedly fascist 
National Renaissance Party. 

A good example is provided by Eustace Mullins, who 
frankly eulogizes Hitler in the pages of the National Renais¬ 
sance Party’s Bulletin and who has been observed at an NRP 
street session in New York City last year. Articles written by 
Mullins have been appearing in Common Son.se since at least 
September, 1951, and, last year, he became a writer on the 
staff of Common Sense. 

W. Henry MacFarland, Jr., is another individual Who has 
been simultaneously active in both the National Renaissance ' 
Party and Common Sense. A resident of Philadelphia, Mac¬ 
Farland in 1948 had organized a Nationalist Action League 
which was promptly cited as a fascist organization by the 
United States Attorney General. In 1949, MacFarlund spoke 
at a number of meetings of the National Renaissance Party ! 
in New York. He presided at a branch meeting of the NRP 
held in Philadelphia in October* 1949. Meanwhile,.bis name, 
.alstf appeared as “associate editor” of Common Sense in the 
issues which appeared during July and August of 1949. 

At that time, Conde McGinley, Sr., was planning to 
combine forces with MacFarland and his cited Nationalist . 
Action League and with another organization, the Loyal 
American Group, headed by William J. O’Brien. The scheme, 
as announced in Common Sense, called for McGinle/s \ 
publication to serve as official organ of the Nationalist Action 
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League, with O’Brien disbanding his group to serve as na¬ 
tional secretary of the new combination. The plan fell 
through, however, and McGinley resumed sole editorship of 
Common Sense. O’Brien, a printer from Montclair, N. J., was 
later taken on the staff of Common Sense. 

The interlocking of Common Sense and the National Ren¬ 
aissance Party is further demonstrated by the fact that 
Common Sense has carried articles by Frederick Charles F. 
Weiss, chief propagandist for the NRP, and by Kurt Mertig, 
New York City chairman of the NRP. 

Common Sense is also a channel for hate propaganda 
being issued by numerous other individuals and organizations 
scattered throughout the country. The literature of these 
fellow hatemongers is disseminated either through reprints 
in the columns of Common Sense or in booklets published and 
sold by Common Sense. 

One of the most frequently reprinted “authors” is Robert 
H. Williams, of Santa Ana, Calif., who issues the Williams 
Intelligence Summary , a monthly newsletter. Common Sense 
also sells his writings in pamphlet form. Williams advertises 
himself as the possessor of vast intelligence information which 
he gained as a member of Army Intelligence during World 
War II. The deception is evident from the fact that Williams's 
intelligence duty comprised less than a year as an adminis- 
* trative officer for the intelligence section of a bomber wing. 
In this position, he would havf received no intelligence in¬ 
formation dealing with the C< .nmunist conspiracy. His as¬ 
signment to the military intelligence was merely in the 
Reserves, from which commission he was relieved by official 
action of the Army, effective Dec. 21, 1950. 

Conde McGinley, Sr., has maintained a particularly co¬ 
operative relationship with two disseminators of anti-Semitic 
literature from Chicago: Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling and Mrs. 
Lyrl Clark Van Hyning. Mrs. Dilling’s writings have been 
circulating since the 1930s. Mrs. Van Hyning is the head of 
an organization known as We, The Mothers, Mobilize For 
America, Inc., and is editor of the publication, Womens 
Voice. 

Messages have been sent to members of Congress over the 
joint signatures of Mrs. Dilling, Mrs. Van Hyning, and Mc¬ 
Ginley. 

Mrs. Dilling is a constant source of violent articles for 
Common Sense which prints them under such headlines as 
“ ‘Brotherhood’—Jew Trap for Christianity” and “World Cruci¬ 
fixion and the Master Race.” Mrs. Dilling has also authored 
• appeals in Common Sense for support of the propaganda 

activities of McGinley and Mrs. Van Hyning. McGinley in 
turn has recommended Mrs. Dilling’s “Bulletins” to his readers 
and has offered for sale reprints of her book, “The Plot 
Against Christianity.” He has also appealed for financial con¬ 
tributions for Mrs. Van Hyning and occasionally carried in 
Common Sense statements either credited to her or to her 
publication, Womens Voice . 

A number of individuals notorious for their efforts to create 
a nationwide fascist organization in the United States in the 
1930s are also propagandizing again through Common Sense. 
McGinley has printed articles and letters from Gen. George 
Van Horn Moseley (Ret.), Col. Eugene N. Sanctuary, and 
Charles B. Hudson. He has advertised for sale a new book 
by Robert Edward Edmondson. The Special Committee on 
Un-American Activities reported in 1940 that General Moseley 
was being seriously considered as a national leader*oif an 
attempted union of fascist and hate groups in the United 
States until the plans were exposed and Moseley was called 
as a witness before the Committee. The special Committee 
named Sanctuary, Hudson, and Edmondson as being among 
the individuals who took part in this unsuccessful attempt to 
.create a united fascist movement. 

j Preliminary Committee investigations have thus far failed 
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to reveal any indication that present-day fascist and hate 
groups are seeking national organizational unity. 

The co-operative efforts of the hate groups, however, have 
actually extended • to ■ tfie point of national' conventions. 
Common Sense reported the proceedings of one such con¬ 
vention held in Chicago, July 4-6, 1952. Conde McGinley, 
Sr., and William J. O’Brien spoke as representatives of Com* 
mon Sense at this gathering, which was referred to by Mc¬ 
Ginley as an “annual convention” of “nationalists.” Mrs. Lyrl 
Clark Van Hyning served as moderator of the convention, 
which was chaired by one George Foster. The 200 delegates, 
from all sections of the country, heard speeches and adopted 
resolutions following the lines of the propaganda which they 
issue. The most significant statement was in a speech by 
O’Brien of Common Sense. He urged the delegates to back 
each other “to the limit" whenever any one of them is “under 
attack.” 


CIRCULATION AND FINANCES 

Information available to the Committee on the circulation 
and financial status of Common Sense indicates that Conde 
McGinley has developed a shrewd and flourishing business 
out of hate propaganda. 

Common Sense reported in October, 1948, that the number 
of copies which were distributed to paid subscribers during 
the preceding 12 months averaged 7,072. In October, 1949, 
the average paid subscriptions were reported at 9,660, and by 
October, 1950, the figure had jumped to 21,255. The ConK 
mittee has not observed any further publication of subscript 
tion figures in Common Sense since then. However, figures 
filed by the publication with United States postal authorities 
show that an average of 15,796 copies of Common Sensf 
were being distributed through second-class mail to paid> 
subscribers during the 6-month period from March 15 to' 
Sept. 15, 1954. 

These figures do not reflect the thousands of copies of 
Common Sense which are sold by other means or distributed 
gratis. For example, McGinley has been known to make 
bulk deliveries of an issue to various individuals for remaikf 
ing or distribution in other ways. McGinley asserted that ' 
he had “120,000 readers” in 1952. Committee investiga¬ 
tion indicates that the circulation of Common Sense tops- 
the 100,000 mark for certain issues, but averages approxi-T 
mately 50,000 copies. The number of free copies averages ■ 
at least 30,000. 

Subscriptions to Common Sense sell for $1 a year and pro¬ 
vide a' minimum of $15,000 annually, based on second-cJas*i_ 
mailing alone. On-the-side sale of books and pamphlets* 
brings in an estimate^] maximum of $1,000 a year. However/ 
the publication also receives financial contributions, the exact' 
amount of which has not been ascertained. 

McGinley solicits contributions in urgent messages printed j' 
in Common Sense as well as through special fund-raising 
letters. A typical letter sent out by McGinley in the spring of 
this year [1954] stated that due to a low subscription rate 
and lack of advertising revenue, “we must depend on real 
patriots to subsidize us in keeping with their ability.” 

McGinley invariably represents himselfiin-these appeals as 
a penniless patriot who has used up his life’s savings of 
$15,000 on Common Sense yet continues to work “full•time”' 
without salary or profit in order to save his country. “When I 
am reminded of my duty, and it is not for myself,” he has 
stated, “I take courage to warn you that if you do not get into J 
this work personally and actively, or give money quicldy to 
those who are active, the hidden, invisible Government plot 
will have proceeded so far that dictators will be giving;, 
j orders.” McGinley adds the sly reminder that mone y order s? 
can be sent under fictitious names. - -"— 1 i - r? — 





Such broad fund appeals appear with irregularity. They 
usually occur when McGinley requires large sums for a 
special project, such as the remodeling of his new headquar¬ 
ters building. Constant solicitations seem to be unnecessary as 
a result of very substantial financial support rendered Mc¬ 
Ginley by a few well-to-do-patrons. 

One of the financial "angels” behind Conde McGinley has 
been Benjamin Harrison Freedman, a retired toilet-goods 
manufacturer of 960 Park Avenue, New York City. 

Freedman estimated that he had spent $15,000 on Com - 
mon Seme by December, 1950, according to testimony he 
gave on December 12 of that year before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. In a propaganda sheet published by 
Freedman in New York on Jan. 2, 1951, be detailed his 
support of McGinley in this way: 

... In 1948 Freedman met McGinley. They found that 
they had much in common. Freedman became interested 
in “Common Sense” as one of the most aggressive organi¬ 
zations fighting Marxism (Communism) to which Freed¬ 
man had lent financial assistance. 

Since 1948, Freedman has given unsparingly of his time 
and his efforts to increase the circulation of Common Sense 
and has advanced a small fortune for that purpose. Within 
the past two months alone, Freedman has advanced to 
and/or for Common Sense in excess of seven thon r and 
dollars ($7,000.00). 

Common Sense was rapidly becoming an important factor 
in the nationwide fight against the worldwide campaign of 
the Marxists (Communists) for world conquest. . . . 
Freedman advanced funds to McGinley to cover the cost of 
printing and mailing fifty thousand (50,000) copies of 
Common Sense (No. 126) . . . 

In addition to his financial contributions, Freedman is a 
prominent figure at various meetings held for supporters of 
Common Sense. He spoke as a "noted authority on Zionism” 
at a meeting held as recently as November 14 at Common 
Sense headquarters in Union, N. J. Common Sense advertised 
the meeting as a pro-America rally sponsored by Americans 
Against Communism—an organization name occasionally used 
by McGinley. 

McGinley himself has not publicized sucb major financial 
support for fear of discouraging his smaller contributors. 
However, rumors that Freedman and others have been pro¬ 
viding substantial aid to Common Sense have become wide¬ 
spread enough to force a recent public statement from 
McGinley. 

fund-TAfsing letter sent out in the fall of 1954, Me 
Qinley stated, “I have learned recently that some people 
are under the impression that Mr. Beil Freedman ai\d a 
prominent manufacturer are backing us.” McGinley ^ac¬ 
knowledged in the letter that Freedman’s assistance \Vas 
“a help in making Common Sense the most widely read, 
factual publication on Marxism,” and that Freedman to- 
.. day continues to “give all his time and is a tower of inforr 
mation.” McGinley attempted to persuade his readers thaC^ 
nevertheless "for some time, Mr. Freedman has not been 
in a position to be olSnaterial financial assistance to us.” 
With respect to the unidentified "manufacturer,” McGinley . 
also insisted .that the contributions have been "nominal” al¬ 
though' “vefyTifelpful.” ‘ 

The dirivihgjnature^f t;hc Common Sense enterprise is nt- 
*4£flted to by McGinley himself on numerous occasions. He 
cannot avoid boasting of his accomplishments, even in the 
course of His urgent requests for funds. 

He reported, for example, that in 1953 he had made "much 
progress.” He referred to his excellent new headquarters f 
‘ extensively remodeled and enlarged; a press at his 


disposal for the first time; and the addition of an.investigito 
and a writer to his staff. 

A fund-raising letter issued this fall [of 1954] boastei 
that "we have now built Common Sense into a large operatioi 
to reach numbers.” However, McGinley continued to an 
nounce ambitious plans, including the installation of ne\ 
mailing equipment in his headquarters at a cost of $3,00< 
McGinley has also stated hopes of soon stepping up publ; 
cation to a weekly basis. 

McGinley s claim to full-time work in behalf of Commo 
Sense without salary or profit is misleading in view of th 
facts developed in the Committee’s investigation. Voluntec 
workers perform many duties in connection with the public; 
lion. The Committee has learned, however, that Conde M( 
Ginley, Sr., has no employment or income outside of th 
Common Sense operation. Ke has for a short period in th 
past served as caretaker of property in Union, but his paymei 
did not exceed $1,000 a year. Conde McGinley, Jr., suppl< 
ments his Common.Sense activities by serving as a free-lanc 
salesman of aluminum windows and siding for houses. Com 
McGinley, Sr., and Mr. and Mrs. Conde McGinley, Jr., resAc 
in the headquarters building of Common Sense at 530 C&es 
nut Street in Union. 

Since contributions form an admittedly important part < 
Common Sense income, the true state of its finances is difficu 
to determine. The Committee has been denied access to fe« 
eral income tax information on the principals involved, 
minimum income of approximately $30,000 annually is e\ 
dent from a study of bank deposits made in the name < 
Common Sense or its new corporate cloak, the Chiistu 
Educational Association. A total of $25,965.97 was deposit 
in the publication’s account in a Union, N. J., bank during tl 
10-month period from January 1 to Oct. 29, 1954. During tl 
12 months of 1953, deposits totaled $29,320.78. 

It is regrettable that any American may have contributt 
to the perpetuation of a hate factory such as that operitf 
by the McGinleys. If loyal Americans seek to play an acti' 
part in protecting their country from subversion, they won 
do well to lend their support to legitimate patriotic organiz 
tions rather than to those whose real objective is another for 
of subversion. 

Conclusion 

In this preliminary report, the Committee has concentrat* 
on a few examples of subversive propaganda activity ci 
rently to be found in the United States. The Committee 
well aware that this report conveys only a small part of|tl 
total picture of such activities in this country today. 

The Committee believes, however, that this preliminary i 
port will provide useful information to the Congress. Bo 
the National Renaissance Party and Common Sense ha 
made unsolicited distributions of their un-American prop 
ganda to members of the Congress, and the members ha 
consequently made frequent inquiry of the Committee i 
garding the nature of these organizations. 

The Committee further hopes that this report will alert bo 
the Congress and the American public to dangers wluch §ni 
not be ignored. The National Renaissance Party and the o 
erators of Common Sense illustrate two types of subversi 
from the extreme right. The Committee condemns any *u 
resurgence of pro-fas<55lT arid hate activity. . „ 

The Committee is continuing its investigation and expose 
_ of Communist conspirators wherever they may be found. 7 
Committee is convinced, however, that there is a concurn 
need for continuous investigation, exj^osure, and, where nee 
sary, prosecution, to the end that no activity of a pro-fasc 
nature will ever be permitted to gain substantial stature 
influence in the United States.

BULLETIN: As this warning, wriffen fast 
week, goes to press (Apr. 27), word comes 
over radio that use of the Salk polio vaccine 
has been suspended in Los Angeles and one 
or more states, bceause of an outbreak of 
polio soon after injection of the vaccine. 

The drive for “mental health” and 
“mental hygiene,” which for years has 
been getting up steam, suddenly is 
breaking like a storm over America. 

Throughout the propaganda tpresa, sup¬ 
ported by the fabulous funds Of tbe tax- 
exempt foundations, the theme is echoed 
every hour of every day, like a. broken 
phonograph record. It is being re-echoed 
m the revolutionary political literature 
which Marxist ministers supply their con¬ 
gregations and Sunday School children as 
religious literature. It is a favorite theme 
among the bleeding hearts on public 
school teaching Btaffs. 

Millions of readers must have the im¬ 
pression that some terrible mental sick¬ 
ness has stricken the robust, extrovert 
American. 

Actually, what is happening is that all 
this propaganda about mental sickness 


is making the school children worry about 
themselves, and thus turning them from 
their natural inclination to swagger and 
dare fate, and thus is making them men¬ 
tally “sick." And from what I have 
noticed in recent years of the alien leaders 
of this cult, I have been convinced for a 
long time that It is just one more phase of 
the plan to Induce self-destruction.

Some of the most influential men in 
public life are now working toward recap¬ 
turing the Republican Party for conserva¬ 
tive policies before the next presidential 
convention.

CIVIL DEFENSE INVOLUTION TO EMPU CITIES, SEND

Federal Civil Defense officials are 
telling us we must get out of the cities 
when the enemy threatens or begins to 
bomb us.

Wall of Freedom

Dear Editor: 

I congratulate the Prescoff Senior High School 
student, Virginia Crosswhite, on her concern for 
our country in the threatening crisis. We cer¬ 
tainly do need well-organized and well-prepared 
cirif defense forces. However, the FEDERAL Civil 
Defense forces, as presently constituted, are one 
of the great threats of the time, os well as a 
fraud and a hoax. I have watched the growth of 
this super-power movement from its inception and 
noticed it was initiated by ono-worlders who be¬ 
lieve in a world government and who support the 
Marxist revolution of which Communism is a part. 
....The Federal Civil Defense threatens to usurp 
complete power at a time of hysteria, destroying 
the city police authority, the authority of the 
mayor, the authority of the county sheriff, state 
governor and legislature. If you will turn to the 
Constitution of the United States, you will notice 
that Sect/on 4 of Article IV guarantees the integ¬ 
rity of the state government: 

"The United Stales shall guarantee to every 
state in this Union, a republican form of 
government ..." 

The same section of the article states that 
Federal forces may never interfere with state and 
local justice and police procedures except: 

"on application of the legislature, or of the 
executive (when the legislature cannot be 
convened)," 

It is this section of the Constitution which the 
Marxist revolutionaries behind the New Deal and 
behind the presently constituted Federal Civil 
Defense set-up, most violently hate. They have 
made repeated efforts since 1932 to break down 
the wall of freedom which the Constitution built 
around each state and the wall of freedom which 
it built around each city . 

A close reading of the Constitution indicates 
that these walls were not to protect us from 
rattlesnakes or Indians but primarily to protect us 
from any power-hungry federal government. For 
instance, Article II of the Amendment reads: 

"A well-regulated militia being necessary to 
the security of a free state, the right of the 
people to keep and bear arms shall not be 
infringed." 

To get the full signifiance of this Article, un¬ 
derscore the word free. It is the Federal govern¬ 
ment which shall not infringe the right of the 
people to keep and bear arms and preserve their 
freedom. It is the people who must organize 
themselves into militia when and as "necessary 
to the security of a free state." It it the people 
who must guard the walls of freedom round 
fheir city and state. 

Unfortunately, a good half of our people in 
this brain-washed age, do not seem remotely, 
aware that such walls of freedom exist. They have 
come to look to the Federal government for 
everything. 

Save-Local Police. 

After all t isn’t it stupid to expect a hodge¬ 
podge of political appointees to have as much 
experience, Judgment and skill in handling a 
great crisis in my city and yours as the seasoned, 
trained, organized city police force? 

ft fakes only an instant's reflection to see that 


no outside force, not even the Army, could come 
into Sania Ana or Prescolt and handle a great 
civil defense problem with the efficiency of the 
local police—and certainly the attitude toward 
the local populanco would be very different from 
a super-imposed police force (the Federal Civil 
Defense hodge-podge or even the armed forces). 

Strangely enough, certain of the most influen¬ 
tial organizers and officials of the Federal Civil 
Defense forces have stated frankly or otherwise 
made plain fheir desire to establish a dictatorship, 
it and when the civil defense crisis strikes (or is 
deliberately created). You wilt find these state¬ 
ments and evidences in a little booklet which I 
wrote in 1952, CAN THE POLICE PROTECT US, 
a copy of which I am sending herewith.

ZIONIST PAPER YIP. >D HAND RE: 
TAMPERING WITH IMMIGRATION ACT 


I like, to think that it was I who started 
the move which got the left wing Repub¬ 
lican Edward J Corsi fired from his State 
Department job as adviser on the Refugee 
Relief Act. 

I had been reading for some little time 
in the Jewish papers that Jewish political 
leaders were much encouraged over pros¬ 
pects for softening and undermining the 
McCarran-Walter Immigration Act and the 
Refugee Relief Act so as to admit hordes 
of their friends. 

However, I got the real story from the 
London Jewish Chronicle of February 25, 
which reached me early in March. The pa¬ 
per said that “administrators” of the 
“United States Refugee Act have removed 
obstacles which hitherto impeded imple¬ 
mentation, of the measure.” 

I immeditately fired off a letter to a very 
influential person in Washington who in 
turn handed the letter to several other 
influential persons and a few days later 
Congressman Francis Walter made his 
famous speech on the House floor pointing 
out that Edward J. Corsi was an old Com¬ 
munist fronter and was tampering with 
the immigration laws. 

For the April issue of the Intelligence 
Summary I copied the article from the 
London Jewish Chronicle and had it set in 
type, but later found that it had got 
crowded out for want of space. I reproduce 
it herewith: 

Corsi Caught 

"Alterations in the regulations governing the 
United States Refugee Act have removed obstacles 
which hitherto impeded implementation of the 
measure, according to Mr. Arthur Greenleigh, the 
Executive Director of the United Hias Service." 

(Note: Hias is usually spelled with capi¬ 
tals, HIAS, meaning Hebrew Immigrant 
Aid Society, a Zionist inspired organiza¬ 
tion founded about 1883, which has offices 
in most or all the important ports of the 
world and which routes streams of immi¬ 
grants to our shores and to Israel,—RHW) 

"In a report to the first annual meeting of the 
new immigration agency, which now unites Hias, 
the United Service for New Americans, and the 
migration department of the American Joint Dis¬ 
tribution Committee, Mr. Greenleigh said that for 
the first time in 18 months, obstacles against 
which agencies such as the United Hias had been 
battling had been removed. It was now possible 
to make full use of the oppoHunity to bring re¬ 
fugees info fhe United States 'outside the harsh 
quota restrictions of the McCarran-Walter Act'. 
The administrators of the Act had, he said, agreed 
to liberalize the regulations of implementing 
fhe Act . The changes would allow the entry of 
'substantial numbers' of immigrants ... 

"The United States Solicitor General, Mr . Simon 
H. Sobeloff, said that twice as many visas would 
be issued in fhe next four months, as in the past 
18 months when fewer than 20,000 were granted . , 

"The United Hias budget for 1955 totals $3 
119,385." 

With my letter to Washington quoting 
this article from the London Jewish 
Chronicle, I set about trying to find out 
who were the officials thus destroy¬ 
ing the immigration laws. If you have been 
reading the newspapers in recent weeks 
you must he aware that Mr. Cor^i was one 
of them. 

The reason the politicians have gone 
crazy over Corsi is that he is one of a ra¬ 
cial element in New York state of approxi¬ 


mately 1,750,000 Italian Americans; and 
that he is the darling of Max Rabb, presi¬ 
dential adviser, and the Anti-Defamation 
League power machine. It was Rabb who 
got Eisenhower to appoint Corsi to the 
immigration job. (One report says many of 
the New York Italians are pro-McCarthy 
Americans, and thus no friend of Corsi.) 

Mr. Corsi has repeatedly stated that he 
is against the McCarran-Walter Immigra¬ 
tion Act and against the quota provisions 
of the immigration laws and he has made 
it clear that he bases his concept of Ameri¬ 
can immigration policies on the “needs” of 
the European populance. 

Scott McLeod, former FBI agent, ad¬ 
ministrator of the Refugee Relief Act, told 
a senate committee that Corsi told him he 
was going to run for the U. S. Senate next 
year. 

Ever since Dulles was pressured to let 
Corsi out, McLeod and Dulles have been 
under attack by the old friends and stand¬ 
bys of the Marxist revolution: Senator 
Herbert H. Lehman, Representative Eman¬ 
uel Celler and former Congressman Jacob 
K. Javits, self styled Republican, who is 
now attorney general for the state of New 
York. These three Jewish revolutionaries 
have long carried on the fight to destroy 
American immigration laws.

Who is this one-man jury and could we 
not wait just a little while to see what the 
recognized medical officials find regarding 
tho vaccine? 

No doubt you noticed that it was the 
Marxist, especially the Jewish press and 
radio, which took complete charge of Dr. 
Salk and the yaocine and arc furnishing 
the tidal vfravj of glorification, (as this 
machine alwajfe tries to Immortalize any 
member of its race who accomplishes 
something). You’ve got to admire tho 
Jewish strategists for their mutual sup¬ 
port.

Lucille Miller "Test” Case 

You doubtless have been reading about 
the seizure of the anti-Communist writer 
Lucille Miller by a left wing federal judge, 
known friend of the terrorist Anti- 
Defamation League and champion of New 
Deal Marxist causes, in Vermont. The 
judge did the impossible: he threw Mrs.

All right; the-judge couldn’t do that; it 
didn't happen and I am just talking 
through my hat. But I have seen excerpts 
from the record and the Chicago Tribune 
and my home town daily have had the 
integrity to tell us about it; and I have 
read several long letters written within 
the past few weeks to some of my sub¬ 
scribers by Lucille Miller; and if she 
is crazy so are we all. Anybody who could 
write those letters is crazy like any nutty 
nationalist who believes in God and coun¬ 
try, and is willing to fight for them. 

It is as obvious as need be that the 
.judge is being used by the alien revolu¬ 
tionaries, notably the Anti-Defamation • 
League which attacks all effective anti¬ 


communists, in order to silence her (' ) 
smear her as a lunatic because she i* 
told too much about the enemy’s doings 
in her part of the country. 

The latest development In her case is 
that the judge has “found” her insane and 
put her under the benevolent wing of the 
Dewey-ite New Deal Attorney General 
Brownell! By what legal meandering could 
he arrive at that arrangement? 

Dangerous Bill Pending 

The big drive to cure our ailing min ds 
is currently centered round a drive to 
enact state “mental health” laws with 
power to seize the individual in his home 
or on the street. The drive is powered and 
steered in part by tho front group, the 
National Association for Mental Health. 
It was kicked off by Public Affairs Phnm- 
Phlet No. 190, and the Public Affairs 
Pamphlets are among the major propa¬ 
ganda mouthpieces of tho Anti-Defama¬ 
tion League, sometimes using “Fifth 
Amendment”. Communists, and edited by 
Maxwell S. Stewart who was a teacher in 
the Communist Moscow Institute in Mos¬ 
cow, USSR 

The drive has managed to get dangerous 
“mental health” clauses into bills enacted 
in Texas, New York and Utah, and a 
light is now raging in the California legis¬ 
lature over a radical version of the plan. 
Sponsors of this 0168810*0 propose by this 
bill to subject to seizure anybody who 
is socially “maladjusted,’’ and further: 

'1. Creation of a 90-day observation period for 
involuntary admission mental cases, who could 
enter a public institution without the necessity 
and stigma of a formal commitment. 

2. Use of institution attendants to transport 
patients to hospitals instead of police or deputy 
sheriffs in order to remove the stigma of ‘ crim¬ 
inality.' 

3. Removal of much 'of the *red tape' in the 
form of court appearances and hearings on com¬ 
mitments and financial matters 

You can see at a glance that the above 
provisions would enable the sheriff or 
privately appointed hospital attendants to 
put you or anybody else in a mental ward 
without process of court—if in their opin¬ 
ion you are out of step socially (or let us 
say politically). 

They Seized My Neighbors 

But wait a minute: My next door neigh¬ 
bor, a very fin© soul of good rugged Scotch 
stock, but who, at 72, was beginning to 
hear little voices and see strange people 
under the breakfast table, was seized one 
Saturday night about three months ago 
by deputies from the Sheriff’s office of 
this county, and taken to the county, men¬ 
tal ward, where three days later my wife 
visited her and found her strapped in bed. 
This neighbor was the last person on 
earth who would commit violence, though 
it is possible she might forget to turn off 
the gas or might get in the way of an 
automobile at a busy intersection. 

•The -Sheriff's office took her, against 
her* cries of protest for my wife to inter¬ 
vene, and rail her crazy by holding her a 


soK-d ttcck strapped In bed. They held her 
eight days without a court hearing and 
then might have kept on holding her but 
for the intervention of her brother, whom 
I telephoned by long distance. 

This was not a political case- at alL 
•There'was no malice involved. The Sher¬ 
iffs appointees had tho best of intentions, 
I am sure. They were just crazy them¬ 
selves, as demonstrated by the way they 
ignored good American law and the Consti¬ 
tution and the way. they mishandled this 
kindly, harmless old,lady. Another neigh¬ 
bor, 80 , whom I did not know, who was 
a mental case, but harmless, who needed 
only kindly, quiet supervision, was seized 
recently in the same way—and was found 
dead the next morning. 

Now these cases I report with full 
knowledge. They are not just old wives 
tales. My neighbors and the County rco- 
ords (I am sure) will bear me out 

If it already is so easy to ignore tho 
law and seize a citizen, wo had bettor 
begin to act. 

Before signing off, I want to point out 
that for many years the revolutionaries, 
especially those In the Zionist power move¬ 
ment, have made clear, either by direct 
statement or by their obvious build-up to 
this end, that they want to make anti- 
Semitism a crime and Intend to brand all 
opponents (bigots and anti-Semites, as 
they call their opponents) as mental cases 
and send them to insane asylums. 

Rabbi Joshua Trachtenberg of Easton, 
Pa., many years ago called anti-Semitism 
a disease idigenous tb our economic sys¬ 
tem.” Rabbi Leon Spitz, ardent brother¬ 
hood propagandist, preaching to his flock 
in 3946, said: 

We must fill our jails with anti-Semitic, 
gangsters. We must fill our insane asylums with 
anti-Semitic lunatics We must harass and 

prosecute our Jew-baiters to the extreme limits 
of the laws. We must humble and shame our anti- 
Semitic hoodlums to such an extent that none 
will wish or dare to become (their) ‘fellow- 
travelers'.“ (Quoted from the American Hebrew. 
March 1. 1946.) 

If you oppose the subversive movement 
of Communism and Jewish nationalism 
which is undermining our traditions, 
morals and government and threatening 
a Marxist dictatorship over us, you are 
to be seized and “observed” and “treated” 
for mental sickness.

YALTA DOCUMENTS CENSORED; KNOV^AND SHOWS REAL 
ROLE OF HISS; F.D.R. CALLED SELF A ZIONIST 


Immediately after the State Depart¬ 
ment (after years of intense pressure) 
released the secret Yalta papers, there 
was a flood of propaganda on radio 
and in the newspapers purporting to 
show that at that tragic conference the 
convicted Communist, Alger Hiss, play¬ 
ed no important role. We owe a stand¬ 
ing vote of thanks to Senator William 
Knowland for atacking this Commun¬ 
ist propaganda. In his speech on the 
Senate floor he gave the real facts 
about the role played by Hiss, who was 
one of the influential advisors of the 
then Secretary of State, Stcttinius. 
Knowland read from Stettinius* own 
book, Roosevelt and the Russians—the 
Yalta Conference, published in 1949 , 
the following pertinent statements: 

"I refer those who hove tried to indicate that 
Mr. Hiss played no important part at Yalta, 
to former Secretary of State Stettinius' book. 
On page 30, for example, he mentioned that 
Mr. Hiss was there os deputy director of the 
Office of Special Political Affairs. He men¬ 
tions the various conferences ho attended. 

"On page 83, Secretary of State Siettinius 
says: 

" My usual daily schedule for instance, was to 
confer with Matthews, Bohlen, (the Bohlen, who 
is now Eisenhower's Communist-appeasing Am¬ 
bassador to Moscow—RHW) and Hiss just after 
I got up in the morning. I next discussed con¬ 
ference problems with the President.' 

"On the same page he says: 'After these 
dinners I usually conferred again with Mat¬ 
thews, Bohlen, Hiss and Foote.' 

"On page 103 of the same book, former Sec¬ 
retary of State Stettinius says: 

" 'The Americans sitting behind the President, * 
varied somewhat from session to session but 
Usually included (Harry) Hopkins, Matthews 
and Hiss and sometimes Foote.' 

'On page 138 the Secretary writes: 

sa * the President's right. Behind the 
President sat Hopkins, Matthews and Hiss.' 

On pages 196 and 197 former Secretary of 
State Stettinius mentions that, in dealing with 
the question of multiple voting in the United 
Nations, that question had been taken up in 
a subcommittee on which Hiss was the American 
representative. 

"I call this subject to the attention of the 
Senate because in the light of subsequent devel¬ 
opments, particularly the conviction of Hiss for 
giving perjured testimony relating to turning J 
over secret documents of the Government of 
the United States to an espionage ring in this 
country, it is apparent that Hiss did not have < 
to be an active negotiator and did not have 
to be a principal architect at the conferences 
to do great damage. 

"All he had to do was to sit in and be 
privy to the information available .at the con¬ 
ferences in order to be able to do tremondous 
harm to the Government of the United States 
and to the people of the United States, and 
indeed to the President he was supposed to bo 
loyally supporting," t 

Just how much the reluctant State De- C 
partment doctored and deleted the Yalta li 
papers before releasing them we may e 
never know. The papers as released give y 


the impression that Hiss was only a re¬ 
cording secretary; and leave out a reveal¬ 
ing remark by the doddering but still wise¬ 
cracking and pompous Roosevelt. Asked by 
Stalin (in full conference session) what 
concessions he was prepared to make Ibn 
Saud, whose cooperation Roosevelt was 
courting at the moment, 

The President replied that there was only one 
concession he thought he might otter and that 
was to give him (that is, Ibn Saud—RHW) the 
six million Jews in the United States." 

In deleting this remark, the State De¬ 
partment said it was "not pertinent his¬ 
tory/' 

The Department did not delete the fol¬ 
lowing exchange: 

Marshal Stalin said the Jewish problem was 
a very difficult one—that they had tried to 
establish o national home for the Jews in Vito- 
vidzhan (also spelled Birobidjan — RHW) but that 
they had only stayed there two or three years 
and then scattered to the cities. He said the 
Jews were natural traders but much had been 
accomplished by putting small groups in some 
agricultural areas. 

"The President said he was a Zionist and 
asked if Marshal Sfalin was one," 

Marshal Sfalin said he was one in principle but 
he recognized the difficulty." 

That brief exchange is extremely reveal¬ 
ing as well as intriguing. This took place 
only two or three days before the Yalta 
fiasco ended, and apparently after the 
President had put his political neck on 
the block by making the wisecrack about 
giving the Jews to Arab King Ibn Saud (a 
remark sure to get out among America's 
Jews). FDR could have made the remark 


about being a Zionist in an effort to find 
an anti-dote for the politically fatal earlier 
remark. 

Note that Stalin, the strong man of world 
Communism, which is supposed to be an 
arch-enemy of world Zionism, said he 
was a Zionist in principle! Small wonder 
the Communist propaganda press could 
find fault with the Yalta papers (as re¬ 
leased). 

Stalin, however, was more honest and 
far less ardent in courting the Zionists 
than was Roosevelt. 

We arc not to get the impression that 
Stalin moved all the Soviet Jews to Biro¬ 
bidjan. Perhaps only 30,000 to 60,000 Jews 
ever saw that province. Stalin's brother-in- 
law (by the left hand, if I may invoke my 
French), the powerful Kaganovich, re¬ 
mained (and remains) master of all heavy 
industry, including the' great cities of in¬ 
dustrial slave labor. Jacob Ashberg re¬ 
mains the dictator of Soviet finance. The 
chief Soviet propaganda organs apparently 
still are Jewish edited. Rakoai remains, or 
® again, the strong man of Hungry. As 
recently as early March the spy scientist, 
Pontecorvo (who ran from British labora¬ 
tories with secrets to the Soviet Union 
some three years ago) wrote an article for 
official Soviet organs condemning the 
capitalist, warmonger West and glorifying 
his chosen land of the People’s Democracy 
These Jews and their associates evidently 
still possess great power, perhaps decisive 
power, behind the iron curtain. 

If we can get Knowland into the White 
House in 1966 or 1960 we may eventually 
get the full story of Yalta. But more to the 
point: we will likely avoid future Yaltas.

GRASS ROOTS FlcO.^ RAGES IN MIAMI W CLEAN UP 
COMMUNIST RAT NEST BUT THE PAPERS DON'T TELL YOU 


A fighting district attorney and an 
honest grand jury at Miami, Florida, 
over a year ago launched a mighty 
showdown fight with the Communists 
and their allies; yet it's about 100 to 
one that your daily paper has carried 
no more than a few fragmentary men¬ 
tions of the fight, if in fact any men¬ 
tion at all. 

I get a flood of clippings from all over 
the nation, but I do not recall seeing a 
single comprehensive report of this genu¬ 
ine grass roots rebellion outside Miami. 

The way to clean out the Communist 
rat nests Is by local action of grand juries, 
prosecuting attorneys and courts. If tho 
cities and counties throughout, the na¬ 
tion went about the job this way it would 
not be long till we would be riding a 
tidal wave of Americanism which would 
sweep out the fools and traitors and put 
a genuine American in the White House. 
But our Weakest link may now be the 
“free press’', which is no longer telling 
the people the important facts. (And 
the weakest link of the press is the infil¬ 
trated wire news services.) 

The state attorney at Miami got some 
31 convictions and SO sentences—surely 
one of the big stories of the war for 
freedom—but did you find the stories, 
or a single"' comprehensive summary of 
th^.m, in your newspaper? 

Readers of the Marxist organ, the Na¬ 
tion—one of the “liberal line” publications 
supplying pablum to such “intellectuals” 
as Milton Eisenhower—published the 
story, all right. Or I should say all wrong, 
for the Nation is edited by the veteran 
Communist-fronters Freda Kirchwey and 
Carey McWilliams, and their report Is 
mangled and fights the air trying to pic¬ 
ture all the anti-Communists as the bad 
people, all the Communists as the good 
people. 

Any discerning reader who is opposed to 
the Marxist revolution can get much of 
the story out of the Nation’s mangled 
version, and at the same time observe 
the Nation’s hatred for anti-Commun¬ 
ists. So I quote that magazine’s report 
for you at some length. 

The article, titled The Miami Formula— 
An Expose of Grass-Roots McCarthyism, 
by Frank Donner, appeared in the Janu¬ 
ary 22, 1955 issue. The Nation currently 
is in a campaign of mailing out reprints 
of the article trying to rally forces to 
squelch the Miami (and other) Mc¬ 
Carthyism, which its editors call witch 
hunting, of course. 

I recently received some photostats 
showing that the Nation is now using a 
mailing list long used by the Communist 
Daily Worker. The give-away is found 
in the peculiar misspelling of certain 
names and addresses duplicating the mis¬ 
spelling by the Daily Worker. Carey Mc¬ 
Williams for years has been widely ad¬ 
vertised by the Anti-Defamation League 
of B'nai B’rith, which Zionist, or Jewish 
nationalist organization, is of course “anti¬ 
communist”. (We have their own word 
for it.) Nearly all those believed to be 


Communists were Jews, and notice that 
their friend, the Nation, cries “anti- 
Semitism”! If you indict a traitor who is 
Jewish you are an anti-Semitic. 


"29 Of 31 Are Jews” 

"More than a hundred persons have been sub- 
poened to testify about their political beliefs end 
affiliations before the Dade County Grand Jury 
and in the office of George A Brautigam, State 
Attorney. Thirty-one who pleaded the privilege 
against self-incrimination have been convicted of 
contempt, thirty of them receiving Jail sentences 
of one year. Established legal procedures were 
repeatedly and flagrantly violated; in one instance 
the judge issued orders from the bench, based on 
events in a Grand Jury room which had not yet 
taken place; in another, involving the disbarment 
of a local attorney for pleading the Fifth Amend¬ 
ment, the man who had instigated the action sat 

as judge in the proceedings. Citizens of the com¬ 
munity who for years enjoyed excellent reputations 
have been smeared by the press, in some instances 
with catastrophic economic consequences to them 
and their families, 

"The target is not just the Communist. The cur¬ 
rent campaign originated in a Grand Jury in¬ 
vestigation in January of 1954 of the politics of 
a Miami Beach councilman active in tho liberal 
wing of the Democrat Party. Witnesses havo been 
questioned intensively about membership in such 
organizations os the Southern Conference for Hu¬ 
man Welfare, the FDR Club, the American Vet¬ 
erans Committee and the Progressive Party. One 
witness was asked about postcards mailed to 
Florida's Senators protesting the Walter-Mc - 
Carran Immigration Act. It is noteworthy that a 
first peak of the campaign of repression was 
reached in the months immediately following the 
United States Supreme Court's desegregation de¬ 
cision. According to the Miami Herald of August 
29, 1954, the University of Miami Research Group 
reported to State AHarncy General Richard Er¬ 
vin that 'competent officials have been reluctant 
to take initial steps (toward integration) for fear 
of being branded Communist.' W. Hayden Ham¬ 
ilton, President of Florida Stales' Rights, Inc., hat 
charged that Communists were behind the move 
for immediate enforcement of the desegrega¬ 
tion decision. 

"An ugly threat of anti-Semitism also runs 
through the campaign. Twenty-nine of the thirty-one 
persons convicted of contempt were Jews, includ¬ 
ing five leaders of Jewish community groups. The 
Miami Jewish Cultural Center has been a re¬ 
peated object of Grand Jury investigations and 
on ai least one occasion „ of a bomb threat. In 
recent weeks a number of witnesses have been 
subpoenaed, all of them Jewish ; included among 
them were the Cantor of a Synagog whose spirit¬ 
ual leaders had been actively resisting the witch 
hunt. 

"I have referred to a 'first 1 peak in a Miami 
story. The second is still to come. The Miami 
Formula can be said to have evolved in two 
stages, the first - of which ended recently when 
the Florida Supreme Court completed tho re¬ 
versal of all thirty-one contempt convictions . The 
reversals were J>ased on United States Supreme 
Qourt precedents which clearly established the 
right of witnesses in political investigations to in¬ 
voke the Fifth Amendment. Bat in closing one 
avenue of prosecution the Florida Supreme Court 
opened another by suggesting in its decision that 
State anti-subversion statutes make if an element 
of a crime to be a member of the Communist Party 
or of a 'Communist-front' organization. 


"Snatching victory from defeat, State Attorney 
Brautigam immediately announced to the Press 
that the Court's decision was ’just what we are 
looking for. Now we con go forward and seek in¬ 
dictments on mere membership in the Communist 
conspiracy.' Early last week he declared that he 
would seek the first of the new indictments in 
a fortnight." 

Look For More Action 

The author himself noticed that the 
newspapers had not told the people about 
the Miami story: 

"The scene is now set for the second stage of 
the evolving Miami story, which for months was 
a sensation in the local press but never got out 
to the country at large." 

It is of some interest to readers who 
observed the degeneration of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities un¬ 
der Rep. Harold Velde, (“Republican”) 
that Velde held a committee hearing at 
Miami after the anti-Communist clean-up 
got underway—and whitewashed Miami. 
The Nation, which cannot forgive Velde 
for investigating Communists before he 
degenerated (In 1953 and 1954), seemed 
much pleased with Velde’s act in Miami, 
quoting him as saying “The situation Is 
not as bad In Florida as In other parte 
of the country” and quoting Damon Run¬ 
yon, Jr., of the anti-Communist Miami 
Daily News as having “condemned the 
(Velde) Committee’s performance as Inept 
and noted that few of sixty ‘friendly* 
witnesses which Brautigam has at his dis¬ 
posal cooperated with Velde.” 

“The “liberal” forces are getting or¬ 
ganized however, as the Nation pointed 
out, electing one of their kind, named 
John B. Orr, described by the Nation as 
“a forthright and courageous liberal law¬ 
yer” to the state legislature. Miami Is a 
suburban playground for the world's big¬ 
gest and richest ghetto, New York City, 
and many of the erstwhile vacationers 
have taken up voting residence and 
bought department and other stores In 
Miami. 

State Attorney Brautigam was acclaim¬ 
ed Dade County Democrat of the Year 
and the runner-up was Dan Mahoney, 
published of the Daily News, which back 
ed the fight against the Communists. 

The Miami fight Is still In full swing. 
Why don’t yon see your local editor and 
ask him to get on the teletype and make 
the wire services give him the facts, 
round by round, for you and other readers 
(including your grand jurors).?

The above Jewish population figures, 
photographed from the World Almanac, 
1953, p. 3D5, are so transparently manipu¬ 
lated they make the Jewish propaganda 
organizations who supplied them, look 
silly. 

For example, Los Angeles Jewish pop¬ 
ulation is given as 250,000, but Jewish 
papers three or four years ago were ad¬ 
mitting that there were 335,000 to 350,000 
Jews in Los Angeles. 

Absolutely ridiculous are the figures 
given for Jewish population of the smaller 
cities. For example San Diego, which 
sceths with immigrant Jews, is shown as 
having only 5,000. The same almanac gave 
the population of San Diego as 334,887. 
If the Jewish population of San Diego 
is the same percentage of the total as 
that of Los Angeles (18 to 20 percent), 
then that city had not 6,000 Jews but 
about 60.000, or twelve times what the 
American Jewish Committee and associat¬ 
ed agencies showed (for public consump¬ 
tion). 

Dallas, Texas, with a total population 
of 434,462, is given only 12,000 Jews, yet 
tho Jewish element has become so strong 
there that for years the newspapers have 
been hedging on editorial policies. Even 
as early as 1923 when I was a reporter 
on the Dallas Times Herald, the Jewish 
population was beginning to be conspi¬ 
cuous for numbers. 

If only 10 percent of the Dallas popu¬ 
lation is Jewish, the total is over 43,000, 
or nearly four times that given by the 
propaganda agencies. And 10 percent 
certainly is not an unreasonable estimate. 

Houston, Texas, with a population of 
596,163, was given only 14,000 Jews; yet 
they are overrunning that city. There are 
surely not less than 60,000, but a safer 
guess is 90,000 in Houston. 

Toledo, Ohio, with a population of 303,- 
616, is given a Jewish population of 6,500. 
Seattle, with a population of 467,591, has 
a Jewish population of only 9.500, ac¬ 
cording to the Jewish propaganda agen¬ 
cies.

The white man ruthlessly destroyed the Indians 
freedom and his way of living, swiftly building 
his own society on the conquered land. 

My point is that each race or homo¬ 
geneous racial element builds according 
to its own ideals. Had the Chinese or 
Japanese overflowed the new continent 
they would have erected a Chinese or 
Japanese society and culture here, with 
its outward material manifestations. Had 
the Africans been transplanted to the new 
continent they would have implanted their 
own tribal ways here. 

When we understand the simple fact of 
history that races are as different in tem¬ 
perament and ideals as breeds of dogs, 
and when we note the likewise simple 
historic fact that every nation in history 
which has risen to outstanding success 
was built or led by a single racial element 
with a high degree of homogeneity in 
racial ancestry, then we can readily 
understand the cause of the decline and 
fall of all these lost nations: 

In every instance they fell when and 
as the racial stock of the founders dis¬ 
integrated. 

Greece and Rome were the classic ex¬ 
amples. Both of these ancient great so¬ 
cieties of free men were built principally 
by northern tribes who poured into the 
southern peninsulas. After becoming "civil¬ 
ized’* under the culture of the leisurely, 
artistic Mediterraneans, the invaders 
poured their native energy into commer¬ 
cial, architectural, military and education¬ 
al developments, building institutions of 
law and order which reflected the llve- 
and-let-live ideal of the generous, tolerant 
Nordic nature. 

Homer’s Greek heroes were described as 
tall men with flowing golden hair, which 
moans that these early Greeks, the found¬ 
ers, originated in Northern Europe, and 
thus were descended substantially from 
the same stock as the present-day hardy, 
energetic Scotch, English, Irish, Germanic 
and Scandinavian and related Nordic 
strains—kinsmen of Washington, Jeffer¬ 
son, Lincoln, MacArthur. The blond and 
brunette strains of Nordic stock probably 
nre indistinguishable in other character¬ 
istics; but inasmuch as the only race 
which produces blonds is the Nordic, or 
Northern European, wc have indisputable 
evidence of the racial origin of early 
Greece. Skulls and skeletons confirm 
Homer, of course, revealing Nordic heads 
and bony structure. 

The late Madison Grant, curator of the 
Museum of Natural History, in his re- 
inarkably interesting book The Passing 
of the Great Race (1920), attributed the 
artistic flourish of Greece to the inter¬ 
breeding of the invading Nordics with the 
best blood of the North Mediterranean, 
or Southern European branch of the white 
race. But he pointed out that this inter¬ 
mixture also meant a softening of the 
Nordic driving force* 

And once the racial pride broke down 
among both these admirable racial ele¬ 
ments — the Nordics and the artistic, 
leisurely South Europeans — there no 
longer remained the protective barrier of 
race pride to prevent outbreeding with 
ANT racial stock including African. 


) Tower of Babel 


Every century or so a great wave of 
Nordic blood would pour into the Greek 
peninsulas; the new blood always retain¬ 
ing its own racial identity for a short 
time, perhaps a century, then melting 
with the increasingly motley black and 
brown masses. And soon after the mass 
Interbreeding began, the wave of energy 
which came into Greece with the Invaders, 
would dissipate Itself in easy and degen¬ 
erate living. 

Rome, too, was founded largely by kin¬ 
dred invaders, probably Celtic. The Ro¬ 
mans were peace loving, industrious and 
tolerant. Jewish writers generally claim 
that early Jews invented democracy, and I 
observe that these particular Jewish writ¬ 
ers mean the democracy which idealized 
eqjiality, attacks and maligns the leader¬ 
ship of dominant races In the Western 
countries, and incites the dark races 
against the white. 

Marcus Eli Ravage, for instance, in two 
articles in the Century magazine, Jan¬ 
uary and February issues, 1928, told in 
considerable detail how his Jewish an¬ 
cestors brought about the softening and 
degeneration of their enemy, the Roman 
empire, whose emperors had burned Jer¬ 
usalem. Ravage avoided the key word 
"race", but he showed how Jewish revo¬ 
lutionaries jumped into the new Christ¬ 
ian movement to incite the various slave 
elements (and most of them were Nubians, 
Numldians and other Africans) against 
the Roman government and military com¬ 
mand and against their masters. 

The subvorters induced the Roman sol¬ 
diers to "turn the other check" rather 
than fight for the empire; they maligned 
and attacked the successful Individuals, 
distorting the scripture that it was easier 
for a camel to go through the eye of a 
needle than for a rich man to get to 
Heaven. 

The New Testament itself speaks of the 
Judaizers and their machinations. These 
Jews in the name of Christianity, toler¬ 
ance and brotherly love, inflamed the 
masses throughout the empire, softening 
the Roman armies, finally undermining 
and discrediting the great Patrician fam¬ 
ilies which had built the free, individual¬ 
istic, Roman Republic. 

The Romans, being of the same stock 
as most of us, were suicidally tolerant (As 
J. Edgar Hoover said at the American 
Legion convention in San Francisco in 
194G, "In our vaunted tolerance has the 
enemy found our Achilles heel.") 


Spain Lost Out 

Failing to realize the suicidal trend, the 
tolerant Romans began to interbreed with 
their Negro slaves, instead of resettling 
the slaves in a region or country of their 
own. The Patrician who failed to show 
himself to be a tolerant good fellow was 
maligned by the Jewish-incited smear 
bund—-just as the Zionists and their fel¬ 
low Jewish nationalists behind the Marx¬ 
ist and “liberal" organizations today at¬ 
tack pro-Americans as bigots, hate mong¬ 
ers and white supremacists* ' * “ * 

The word "bigot" itself'recalls a whole 
epoch of such race warfare. The word 
originated in Spain. The ruddy, tall Visi¬ 
goths had gone from Northern Europe 
into the Iberian peninsula and, being men 
of strong character and leadership, had 
built great family estates and produced 


v-.'-yj \s wealth for those early centuries 
Uji Christian era. When Jewish revo¬ 
lutionaries infiltrated Spain and incited 
the natives against the Visigoths, the lat¬ 
ter, though few in number, fought for 
their Aryan Christian religion and their 
racial survival. The Jewish agents became 
so effective in organizing the masses 
against the Visigoth leadership that the 
latter had to retreat northward, and the 
name Visigoth, which the Jews could pro¬ 
nounce only as Bigot, became a bad word 
— though actually it harks back to one of 
the noblest and most gifted of all peoples. 

In the 7th and 8th centuries the Jewish 
organizers incited a great invasion of 
Moors, Berbers and other North Africans, 
into the Iberian peninsula, where the de- 
scendents of the Visigoths were gradually 
regaining their position. For over seven 
hundred years the Spaniards fought the 
invading elements. Not till 1492 did they 
break the power of the invaders. A green- 
eyed, reddish haired little girl of 20 named 
Isabella, becoming Queen of a chaotic de¬ 
generate Spain, in which even the Cath¬ 
olic church was dominated by Jews, set 
about to liberate her people and the throne 
itself. After 20 years of warfare, psycho¬ 
logical and military, this most remarkable 
of all women broke the power of the Moors 
and the Jews — who by now had become 
largely separate contending forces. 

Racial Russians Lost 

So extensive had been the interbreeding 
of the dark and white races on the Iberian 
peninsula, it is a wonder that any of the 
vigorous, proud Visfgoth blood survived. 
There remained in the mountainous re¬ 
gions, and remain today, many families 
who proudly proclaim that they have 
"neither Jewish nor Moorish blood". These 
are the Spanish Blue Bloods so sneered 
at by the liberals and bleeding hearts. I 
know some of them -who have moved to 
Santa Ana and other American cities. 

They look like any Scotchman. They seem 
to be an exceptionally energetic, self-re¬ 
liant strain. 

Spain rose to world leadership for over a cen¬ 
tury after expelling the Jewish revolutionaries, but 
was eclipsed by the vigorous northern countries 
which had not taken in deadly doses of African 
blood. 

Because Spain ran out the Jewish revo¬ 
lutionary element In 1492 and because 
Spain whipped the (Jewish inspired) Com¬ 
munists In the late 1930s, the Jewish na¬ 
tionalists even today keep up a sneering 
attack on Franco and pressure our New 
Deal Presidents and the United Nations 
to ostracize Spain. 

The brotherly-love movement, under a 
false interpretation of Christianity, soft¬ 
ened Rome In two centuries. Today it is 
softening America much faster. Just as ■, 
the once proud Patrician in Rome was so 
fearful of the attacks of the smear bund 
that he would at times seat his slaves at 
the table and serve them himself (a 
worthy enough act but for a cowardly 
purpose), today our leaders in education, 
religion, government and culture mouth 
sentiments for "integration" and the Zion¬ 
ist managed Brotherhood Week, and other¬ 
wise tend to make our children ashamed 
or afraid to speak up for the'righip, the : 
welfare, the ultimate survival of our own 
race. . y ’

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planted or succeeded them cared not even 
to drive the coyotes out of the magnifi¬ 
cent decaying temples. 

The Aztec civilization fell violently and 
almost suddenly — Its culture giving way 
to that of another race, the invading 
Spaniards. 

The Russians lost control of their gov¬ 
ernment in the “October Revolution’' of 
1917, when another racial element, entire¬ 
ly Jewish dominated, seized power under 
a front called Communism. I have quoted 
many historic and official government doc¬ 
uments and many prominent Jewish lead¬ 
ers in various of my publications, reveal¬ 
ing the influence of a small cult of apos¬ 
tate Jews behind the Communist move¬ 
ment, thus leading to the war on Christ¬ 
ianity and the “ruling class” — that is, 
the productive, leadership element. 

The Communist Revolution originally 
was racial; it enslaved the Russian peo¬ 
ple. Even today, after nearly 40'years, few 
racial Russians exercise any influence in 
the dictatorship over the masses. Molotov 
is one of the very few, and he is married 
to the Jewish revolutionary, formorly Iiar- 
penskaya (sister of Samuel Karp of 
Bridgeport, Connecticut). 

All the great power struggles of history 
were basically racial. We have heard every 
kind of reason given for the fall of Rome. 
It was immorality, it was the shifting of 
trade routes, it was the Socialism of the 
emperors, and so on. The fact is, all these 
were true, but they were results before 
they became causes. They were the result 
of the killing out by wars and the sup¬ 
planting by interbreeding, of the rugged 
racial elements. 

In America today we are swiftly moving 
in the same direction. Our gates stood 
open till about 1924, and are still nearly 
open; as the Marxist indoctrinated ghet¬ 
tos of Eastern Europe and Russia poured 
out into the West, notably into America, 
running not from persecution as our 
fathers supposed, but from the laws 
against Marxist sabotage and revolution— 
we took in several million. Whereas some 
of their kinsmen had organized Commun¬ 
ism and various forms of Socialism in Rus¬ 
sia, and finally rose to fantastic power 
with the secret-police dictatorship, others 
organized the same Marxist revolution in 
the W^st under the name of Zionism. 

It isi now well known that these revo¬ 
lutionaries, not the Negroes, set up the 
"National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People in 1909. The Zionist 
Organization of America, the American 
Jewish Congress, the Anti-Defamation 
League, the American Jewish Committee 
and related revolutionary organizations 
are behind the agitation to destroy states- 
rights and the right of the races to have 
their separate schools and communities. 
They are deliberately inciting Negroes in 
the South to provoke violence, so the 
bleeding heart press can smear the South¬ 
ern white man. 

In my January, 1956 issue I quoted from 
the thick mimeographed volume, the 


American Jewish Committee Budget, 1 k 
as-saying: vj 

"Local Jewish Community Relations Councils 
and comparable organisations, all of which are 
alert to local, slate and federal civil rights prob¬ 
lems, bring their problems to us for advice, guid¬ 
ance and expert assistance. Needs are presented 
by organizations, such as NAACP (National As¬ 
sociation for the Advancement of Colored People 
— RHW) on a national level . . . The Civil Rights 
Department maintains a particularly close liaison 
with certain matters where wo have a certain 
competence, and we look to them for aid in solv¬ 
ing what we consider to be mutual problems." 

In short, the mighty American Jewish 
Committee, the political-racial organization 
of the richest and most prominent Jews 
in America, maintains a Civil Rights De¬ 
partment and through it conducts pre¬ 
cisely the same “civil rights” revolution 
which the Communist Party conducts 
through its Civil Rights Congress, stirring 
the racial minorities against the white 
citizens. The American Jewish Committee 
here tells its directors and leading mem¬ 
bers (for whom the Budget report was 
compiled) that it is behind a great deal 
of the civil rights revolutionary incitation, 
including the activities of the vicious front 
group, the NAACP. 

And I am reminded that Arthur B. Spin- 
gam, a member of a rather prominent 
eastern Jewish family, has been president 
of the so-called Negro organization since 
1939.

NEGROES SICK OF RACE WAR ASK CONGRESS AND 
WHITE PEOPLE TO HELP THEM MOVE TO AFRICAN 
REPUBLIC; BILL NOW IN CONGRESS; SUPPORT IT 


Native human instincts are waking 
up and trying to develop an antidote 
to the race-relations poisons spread by 
the Marxist revolutionaries. 

As the white man becomes concerned 
over the threat to his freedom or choice 
in social, racial and economic activities, 
and to the survival of his culture and 
his race, those American Negroes who 
refuse to swallow the Communist race 
mixing hokum arc reviving old longings 
for a country of their own, where there 
will be no race war and no serious prob¬ 
lem of natural inequality in business 


For ten years or more I had been think¬ 
ing and planning for a time when I might 
find funds with which to go into the 
the Old South and into Negro districts of 
northern cities and find leaders who want¬ 
ed to organize a movement to help their 
fellow Negrpes return to Africa, to a Re¬ 
public of their own. 

Having spent most of the first 35 years 
cf my life In Texas and having super¬ 
vised the work of as many as 75 to 80 
Negroes at a time in that state, I was 
sure I knew the heart and mind of the 
typical American Negro. I believed that 
millions of these peace loving, happy citi¬ 
zens of African descent, who were here 
in a white man’s country by no choosing 
of theirs, would like to have a country of 
their own. 

So when, last March, I learned that an 
organization of Negroes already existed, 
with the specific aim of helping their fel¬ 
low Negroes to resettle in Africa, it is an 
understatement to say that I became eager 
to find out more about it.

icans welfare can best be found in allowing us 
io go fo Liberia where we con develop ourselves. 
The United Stales has been good to us and it is 
high time that we seek fo do something to help 
ourselves 

In another letter Mr. Gibbons said: 

"At the present time there are eight local 
units of our organization operating in the United 
States; in New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and representatives in each 
Southern state . These units contain members from 
10 to 15,000 and increasing every day . We are 
getting moral cooperation and support from prom¬ 
inent people, Black and White, but no assistance 
financially. 

"Enactment of S. 276 (the bill to provide Fed¬ 
eral aid to Negroes wanting to settle in Liberia — 
Ed.) appears to have a very good chance if 
something is done to urge Senator Alban W. 
Barkley (to schedule hearings for the bill — Ed.). 
Chairman Walter F. George of the Senate Com¬ 
mittee on Foreign . Relations, requested Senator 
Barkley to form a subcommittee to hear testi¬ 
monies on the bill, but as Senator William Lon¬ 
ger who introduced S. 276, advised us that on 
occounf of Subcommittee Chairman Barkley's Sen¬ 
atorial schedule, he (Sen. Barkley) has not had 
time to fix a day to hear witnesses . . . but will 
do so at the first opportunity." 


Leader Visited Liberia 

Gibbons added: 

"Due fo recent national racial temperament, 
there have been thousands of inquiries coming 
into our office from black people who wish to 
migrate to and settle in Liberia. We know there 
are millions of people who would be interested 
in this plan were they properly informed of its 
benefits and assured of U. S. Government back¬ 
ing. Approval of S. ,27 6 by the Senate and House 
would provide such assurance." 

A letter from Gibbons to the Richmond 
<Va.) News Leader, published July 27, 
1955, by that newspaper, tells more about 
the Negro resettlement move. The letter 
implied that Mr. Gibbons, or associates, 
had been working on the Africa resettle¬ 
ment cause for 25 years. 

"The matter is in connection with Senate Bill 
S. 27b, pending in the U. S. Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, designed to aid person* in 
the United States desirous of migrating to Liberia 
for permanent settlement, introduced in the Sen¬ 
ate in 1949 and reintroduced info each succeed¬ 
ing senatorial session up to the present one, by 
the Hon. William Longer, U.S. Senator, in be¬ 
half of the Universal African Nationalist Move¬ 
ment, Inc. 

"The Universal African Nationalist Movement, 
Inc., is a U. S. corporation, incorporated in the 
state of New York in 1946. The organization's 
purpose is to seek the friendly aid and coopera¬ 
tion of people in the furtherance of ifs aims fo 
assist in whatever legitimate way it can in pro¬ 
moting in Liberia and Africa, economic and so¬ 
cial betterment for African people; benefits for 
African people living in other countries and hu¬ 
manity as a whole. 

"Our immediate plan is to organize our peopfe 
here fo go to Liberia to live and put to use their 
acquired knowledge in the fields of agriculture, 
education, health, housing, business, industry, com¬ 
munity services and genera! welfare. 

"During my visit of six months in Liberia in 
1947 I learned much about the country. Apart 


am us being the same racial stock, Liberians anl 
rriendly and want us to come over and integrate 
with them in the present and future growth of 
the republic, help them and ourselves in the total 
economic development of the country, o nation 
of our own. Beyond any doubts, Liberia is des¬ 
tined to become a great trade center between 
West Africa, the United States and the Carib¬ 
bean. 

"Our recent survey of prospective settlers to 
Liberia shows a number of people running info 
the hundreds of thousands of families and mil¬ 
lions of skilled and semi-skilled persons who want 
to live in Liberia; who do not have the necessary 
means to go there, but who would gladly embrace 
such an opportunity with the assured backing of 
a substantial agency like the United States 
government to tide them over for a given time 
until said settlers could go on their own. 

"Bill S. 276 is to provide such assistance when 
Congress approves it. 

"Liberia was established by the American white 
people under the leadership of the illustrious 
President James Monroe fo provide a national 
home for United States black people in the land 
of their forebears. Our desire to go there to 
live is a natural sequence of the policy laid down 
by the people of the United States government. 

"The bill which is now under consideration in 
the Committee on Foreign Relations is simply 
a measure which proposes to carry through with 
the precedent set by the founding fathers, Pres¬ 
idents Thomas Jefferson, James Monroe and Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln, who knew long ago, and as we 
know now, that the solution to our problems lies 
in integration with our own people in Liberia and 
separation info a nation of our own in Africa. 

"We would be very glad for the United States 
public to know about this matter and help us to 
convince the United States Congress of the need 
of its authorization of the bill and an appropria¬ 
tion to carry if out." 

A leaflet which Mr. Gibbons sent me 
carrying the above reprint of his letter 
to the Richmond News Leader, told of a 
radio broadcast July 15, 1955, over WRNL 
by Dean Raymond B. Pinchback of the 
University of Richmond, in which the 
commentator “considered the bill as a re¬ 
vival of an ideal that can be traced back 
to the illustrious founders of Liberia and 
stated that the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People (a 
powerful Communist-aiding front—RHW) 
regard this Langer bill as a particularly 
offensive measure and officially oppose it, 
asking that it be killed." 

Mr. Gibbon’s leaflet went on: 


2,000,000 Petition Congress 

"Senator Langer's bill which would aid Negroes 
who desire fo settle in Liberia has the full sup¬ 
port of other Negro nationalist organizations such 
as the Universal Negro Improvement Association, 
founded by the late Marcus Garvey and the Peace 
Movement of Ethiopia. 

"The latter organization some time ago sub¬ 
mitted a petition to the Congress signed by more 
than 2,000,000 Negroes asking federal aid for 
those who wish fo migrate fo Liberia." 

Mr. Gibbons also sent me a photostatic 
reproduction of a letter from the Depart¬ 
ment of State of Liberia, dated September 
11, 1947, stating in part: 

"In rospect of your proposed 1 plan or immi¬ 
gration scheme which you were good enough to 
submit to Government through this Department, 
and your subsequent meetings with members of 
fhe Government as a Committee, to discuss with 
you certain phases thereof which needed clarifica¬ 
tion, I am instructed by Government fo advise 
its acceptance of the said plan as the basis upon 


j immigration into Liberia, under the aus- 
pic*i*‘of your League, will be accepted, with the 
following provisos: 

"1. Government will afford such facilities as 
might be available at the time, for their land¬ 
ing, temporary stay in Monrovia, and final em¬ 
barkation to the points of their desfinafiton for 
settlement; all expenses involved in sue h matters 
to be paid by the League. 

"2. After completing the settlement near Grand 
Cess, succeeding arrivals of immigrants shall be 
distributed over the several Counties and Prov¬ 
inces of the Republic, fhe immigrants being free 
to choose any city, town or settlement within any 
County or Province for their settlement. 

"That no separate set-up or distinct political 
entity /'nc/epenc/e/if of Government will be al¬ 
lowed; nevertheless appointment of Township and 
City Officials for the new settlement will bo 
permitted and made upon recommendation of the 
settlers in keeping with the laws of fhe Republic 
relating to same. 

"4. That the immigrants coming out to Liberia 
would be selective, without criminal records and 
bearing good nome, reputation and character in 
the United States of America." 

This letter, sighed Chas. T. O. King, 
Acting Secretary of State, was addressed 
to “Messrs. Benjamin Gibbons & Thorgues 
Sie, President and Associate Delegate of 
the Universal African Nationalist Move¬ 
ment, Inc., Monrovia, Liberia." 

Liberia is an extremely lush and fer¬ 
tile tropical land, about the size of Penn- "'; 
sylvania. Its present population is given 
in the 1653 World Almanac as Z, 500,000, of . 
whom about 100,000 living along the coast 
are civilized, some 20,000 of these being 
descended from American slaves. 


History Of Race War 

The World Almanac says: ^ 

"Most of the country is covered with tropical | 
forests, rich in timber and oil nuts but lacking 
in transportation. There were estimated (1937) 
to be 10,000,000 rubber trees ... the chief 
products are fibre, palm kernels, crude rubber, 
rice, cassava, coffee, and sugar. Mineral re¬ 
sources include gold, Iron ore. Diamonds have 
been found in some districts. Iron ore from the 
Bomi Hills mines is rated as highest now mined 
(68.8% pure). Production expected fo reach 
1,000,000 tons annually in 1952, is exported chief¬ 
ly fo fhe United States. It also furnishes 10% 
of U. S. rubber imports. The currency in circu¬ 
lation since 1942 is United States dollars. There 
h also a Liberian Coinage in silver and copper. 

"The population h entirely of the African 
race . . . Liberia was founded (1822) when a 
settlement was made at Monrovia by Negro freed- 
men from the United Slates with the assistance 
of /American colonization societies. It was de¬ 
clared a republic (July 26, 1847). Its Consti¬ 
tution is modelled on that of the United States. 
Electors must be of Negro blood and owners of 
land." 

Well, if I ever saw a dream just ready 
to come true this must be it. I find that 
at all times since the time of Jefferson 
and Monroe, there have* been Negro lead¬ 
ers trying to rouse their fellow Negroes 
in America to resettle in Liberia. Presi¬ 
dent fJncoln .had plans for resettling. all . 
the freed slaves in a country of own. K 
In the Emancipation Proclamation he de- ^ 
dared-that efforts to colonize the former-* 
slaves would be continued. The political 
cult which, then as now, was inciting 
Negroes to hate their white neighbors and 
using the Negroes as political footballs, 
and courting the Negro voters in tho 
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North, waged a vicious war on I 
Its friends in Congress held a confbj^# 
April 15, 1865,a few hours after Lincoln’s 
assassination, and declared that his death 
would prove “a god-send to the country.” 

To understand the present almost chaotic racial 
situation in America it is necessary to go hack 
at least to the days preceding and during the 
Civil War . The cult which opposed Lincoln's plan 
to resettle the freed slaves took root in America 
in those times. 

The cult was inspired in great part by 
Jewish Marxists who, after inciting and 
losing the revolution of 1848 in Northern 
Europe (a liberal revolution, but one which 
Karl Marx and fellow Communists 
thought they could use as a vehicle to 
seize Germany), escaped to America where 
they set the newspaper readers, church 
congregations and lecture audiences of 
northern states afire over the slavery is¬ 
sue. Gradually the leading citizens, both 
North and South, were coming to realize 
that -slavery must end. It would have 
been abolished peaceably, no doubt, but 
for the incitation to violence by the Jew¬ 
ish revolutionaries, seasoned trained and 
bloody from their European Communist 
outbreak. 


Jewish Red Tells All 

It was not their opposition to the im¬ 
measurable evil of slavery but rather their 
incitation to violence and bloodshed, and 
their program of using the freed slaves as 
political footballs to gain power, which 
made the Jewish revolutionaries objec¬ 
tionable. 

The world Anti-Slavery Convention in 
London 1840 which did much to create an 
atmosphere for the later violence in 
America, was led almost exclusively by 
Jews, with the most famous Jew in Eu¬ 
rope, Adolph Cremieux, Socialist revolu¬ 
tionary and member of the French Cham- 
bres des Deputes, practically running the 
show.

Thus, while the men of the South were 
all off fighting -the war, and while the 
fifth columnists of that day were increas¬ 
ingly able to incite some slaves against 
the white people, Miss Rose wanted to 
leave the defenseless Southern women and 
children at the mercy of four million 
armed Negroes, many of them directly 
from savage tribal life. 

John Wilkes Booth was, of course, the 
grandson of a London Jewish tailor and 
he killed Lincoln just as the war was 
obviously won and as Lincoln was plan¬ 
ning to resettle the freed slaves. 

Foner points out that Jewish traders 
were foremost among the slave importers, 
even in Colonial days. Aaron Lopez, who 
with his two brothers “had lived outward¬ 
ly as Christians but secretly as Jews,” in 
Portugal, “had complete or part owner¬ 
ship in over thirty vessels”—probably the 
biggest single owner of “Yankee” clip¬ 
pers. And Lopez was, of course, a slave 
trader. 

Foner also says, of the days just pre¬ 
ceding the Civil War; 

. . the largest auction house for the sale 
of slaves in Richmond, Virginia, was owned and 
conducted by a Jew." 

The freeing of the slaves was obviously 
not the ultimate objective of the revolu¬ 
tionaries. They had a plan to use them. 
We see that the Communist and those 
Jewish nationalist leaders and organiza¬ 
tions which today generally call them¬ 
selves Zionist, have built up a great ter¬ 
rorist war in this century, organizing 
some of the Negroes against the Whites; 
and Foner frankly states: 

"The Civil War was over but the battle for 
the full freedom of the Negro people in America 
was just beginning." 

There is no intent or desire here to 
charge the whole Jewish people with in¬ 
citing violence and warfare; but we could 
not possibly understand the forces which 
brought on the Civil War and today's 
revolution if we did not take a frank view 
of the racial character of the various com¬ 
ponents. But for the Jewish revolutionary 
element which came from northern Eu¬ 
rope and 1 began setting about for violence, 
the slavery problem would have been set¬ 
tled without bloodshed, in the opinion not 
only of this writer but of a great many 
others, past and present.

The bill is pending in 
Congress and needs only a little encourage¬ 
ment from us to get it before the com¬ 
mittee in open hearings. The state of Li¬ 
beria is willing and anxious to have all 
American Negroes who wish to go there.

substantive evils that Congress has a right to prevent. 

The language of such publications is also reviewed in light of

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advocating, advising, or teaching the duty, necessity, desirability 
or propriety of overthrowing or deatroyin.fr any government in the 
United States by force and violence. Further, the publications are 
examined to determine whether the material contains any matter 
advocatinr or urging treason, insurrection or forcible resistance 
to any law of the United States and is, therefore, non-mailable 
under the provisions of 18 USC 1717.

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CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE 
CONDEMNS NATO TREATY 

I am sure it will encourage patriotic 
citizens and service men everywhere, as 
well as their parents, wives and friends, 
to leam that the California legislature 
a few weeks ago UNANIMOUSLY voted 
condemnation of the Status of Forces 
Treaty, which throws our soldiers in 
NATO countries to the native police and 
courts, abandoned by their commanding 
officers, denied the protection of the U. S. 
Constitution, for the preservation of 
which they serve. 

The California resolution asked Congress 
to terminate that vicious treaty. The vote 
in the California Senate was 28 to 0; in 
the California Assembly (lower house): 
63 to 0. 

Hon. Frank T. Bow <R., Ohio) announc¬ 
ed this good news on the floor of the 
House of Representatives with the state¬ 
ment: 

"I congratulate the State of California on the 
patriotiim and discernment shown by . . . both 
political parties ... I hope that this fine ex¬ 
ample will be followed in other states ...” 


This is an urgent call for help in 
one of the most important legislative 
battles of the year. 

We have got one more chance at 
this session of Congress to mitigate the 
frightfully unfair provisions of the 
Status of Forces Treaty which deny our 
service men in NATO countries the 
right to trial in American courts if 
they violate laws in the country in 
which they are stationed. 

Never before in the history of the 
United States have our military men, 
stationed in a foreign country at the re¬ 
quest of and partly for the benefit of 
that country, been stripped of their 
rights of citizenship under the Constitu¬ 
tion which they fight to preserve. 

In 1953, as you no doubt remember, the 
one-worlders who shape so many presi¬ 
dential policies got the President to 
tell the NATO countries that whenever 
one of our soldiers allegedly violated a law 
of one of those countries, we would turn 
the soldier over to the native police and 
courts for trial and punishment. 


Many lawyers do not believe the Presi¬ 
dent had the authority to thus give away, 
perhaps for life, the citizenship rights of 
our soldiers. But the Presidents of re¬ 
cent years have assumed many of the 
powers of European and Asiatic dictators. 
Under intense White House pressure and 
gross misrepresentations, especially by 
the Department of State, the Senate was 
induced to rubber stamp the President’s 
executive agreement, giving it the status 
of a treaty. 

Trial In Kangaroo Courts 

The Status of Forces Treaty was rati¬ 
fied by the Senate October 27, 195S. Since 
then hundreds of American soldiers have 
been abandoned by their commanding of¬ 
ficers to the native police of some North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization country, few 
of which countries have any concept of 
Anglo-Saxon Justice. In some of these

JOHNSON'S VICTORY IN TEXAS A MAJOR TRAGEDY IN 
U. S. HISTORY; JOHNSON REPORTS TO B'NAI B'RITH 


When Senator Lyndon Johnson’s 
forces beat those of Governor Allan 
Shivers in the precinct, county and 
state Democratic conventions in Texas 
the other day, the victors crowed in 
the usual fashion of political winners. 

There were no doubt a lot of good 
people in the Johnson crowd, but for the 
most part they were people bent only on 
winning an election and keeping their own 
crowd in power. 

The fact is, these unthinking, perhaps 
well meaning people struck their country 
one of the most costly blows of recent 
years. I am sure if the rank and file 
who followed the Johnson lead should 
suddenly look at the two-thousand-year- 
old struggle of the WestCITi man to es¬ 
tablish and maintain human, freedom, if 
they could look back down the telescope 
of time and suddenly see what they had 
done—they would be appalled. 

For they probably killed the one great 
upsurge of indignation of recent years, 
which gave promise of overthrowing the

The Texas convention victory for John¬ 
son may well have killed the movement 
for a new conservative party, a movement 
v/hich had become so strong (especially 
after Eisenhower and Earl Warren en¬ 
gineered the de-segratlon tyranny over the 
48 states) that it was about to force 
the nomination of a conservative candi¬ 
date on one or both the old line major 
parties, or launch a new party.

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HERE'S PVT. KI©FE'S OWN STORY (© BETRAYAL BY U.S. 
AND TRIAL AND PUNISHMENT BY FRENCH GOVERNMENT 


Private Richard T. Keefe is out of 
the French dungeon and back in 
America, and the story he tells will 
make you see red—unless of course 
you have been socially adjusted by the 
mental-health psycho-politicians. 

You remember Private Keefe. It was he 
who, with another Yank, got full of vin 
rouge one night in France in 1953, socked 
a taxi driver on the nose and took over 
his voiture, later abandoning it by the 
roadside. 

President Eisenhower and John Foster 
Dulles had' told all the NATO countries 
that they could have any of our soldiers 
who violated laws of their respective lands 
—an "executive agreement” which later 
was rubber stamped by a yes-man Senate 
under the title of the Status of Forces 
Treaty. 

So Keefe’s commanding officer aband¬ 
oned him to the tender mercies of French 
gendarmes and the justice of a French 
court, in the kindly land of the guillo¬ 
tine. In this act, the commanding officer 
at least temporarily stripped Keefe of 
his American citizenship and his right 
to trial in an American military court, 
and imprisonment (if sentenced) in an 
American military prison. 


Keefe Back In U . S. 

When Keefe got out of prison and back 
to the States recently he gave the facts 
to Defenders of the American Constitution, 
Inc., that organization of fighting men 
headed by Lieut. Gen. P. A. del Valle 
and Col. E. C. Pomeroy, which organiza¬ 
tion had gone into court trying to force 
the U S. government to reclaim Keefe 
as an American citizen and nullify the 
Status of Forces Treaty. The federal 
court could not oblige because of the 
clause in the Constitution which says 
that a treaty shall become the supreme 
law of the land. The court could not re¬ 
quire Constitutional protection for Keefe 
unless and until Congress and the States 
or the people enacted some amendment 
(possibly a version of the Bricker Amend¬ 
ment) nullifying that treaty-supremacy 
clause. 

Keefe's story, quoted below with per¬ 
mission, from DAC's Task Force, ought 
to make the Senators who voted for the 
Status of Forces Treaty pretty sick at the 
stomach. 

Double Crossed By CID 

First, Keefe hit the wrong taxi-driver. 
It later turned out that the one he picked 
was a famous Communist He should have 
investigated the fellow's background be¬ 
fore hitting him. In Communist-loving, 
Ainerica-hating France, our expensive 
ally, he would have been handled less 
vigorously had he hit a friend of America 
t rather than a friend of the Soviet People’s 
i Democracy. 

Next, Keefe and fellow taxi thief were 
f double crossed by the U. S. Criminal In¬ 
vestigation Detachment, who got them to 
confess on promise of aid but who prompt¬ 
ly turned them over to the French police. 

Their defense attorney, a Frenchman 
and a total stranger appointed by the 


court, did not bother to see them till 
two hours before trial. 

They were held in a cell four feet wide 
by seven feet long for nearly four months 
before being brought to trial. 

The Status of Forces Treaty had not 
yet been approved by the Senate; the 
two American soldiers were held merely, 
on the strength of a promise by Eisen¬ 
hower—an "executive agreement" which 
is an innovation and a usurpation by our 
Europe-first Presidents and which pro¬ 
cedure has no status whatsoever under the 
Constitution or our laws. 

They wore tried the day after the Sen¬ 
ate ratified the Status of Forces Treaty. 

They were tried in a French court, 
with no witnesses on tlielr behalf, In 
the French language only fragments of 
which they could catch, with a French in¬ 
terpreter who translated for them only 
Buch fragments of the proceedings as 
called for their acknowledgement, and 
which interpreter at one important point 
refused to tell the court of their disargee- 
menfc and denial, but who, on the con¬ 
trary, told the court they agreed. 

They were sentenced to five years Im¬ 
prisonment, a penalty five to ten times 
as severe as might have been expected 
in an Anglo-Saxon court. 

Their attorney told them they could 
appeal but if they did so they might be 
sentenced to life impriso nm ent. 

They served their sentences in cells 
four feet by seven feet on rations which 
must have reduced them to a severely 
undernourished condition. 

Keefe Talks 

But read Keefe’s own story, if you can 
keep your blood pressure down long 
enough: 

"When Me incident occurred t hod no Idea 
that there was such a thing as the Status of 
Armed Forces Treaty or that it gave the French 
such liberties. I thought I had the right of 
American help or as the case may be—trial 
by U. S. Military Courts Martial. Instead 
we received something foreign to our principles. 
Betrayal to the hands of French justice. 

"I am not condoning our actions of that day. 
(July 3, 19S3.) We certainly had stolen a 
taxicab and the driver (who was a prominent 
Communist) had been assaulted. But there was no 
full realization of the nature or significance of 
the deed, due to a preliminary eight-hour drink¬ 
ing bout. Later, as we planned our escape, the 
fear of being caught and punished grew 
ominous. 

"Three days offer we abandoned the car near 
Pigalle, in Paris, we were picked up, hitching 
a ride to La Rochelle. At pistol point we were 
token to a nearby village precinct for ques¬ 
tioning. I explained that wo had been in Ger¬ 
many and were being transferred to Orleans. 
They weren’t convinced. I asked if they would 
contact the U. S. military authorities in Orleans 
and request transportation for us. (My error.) 

"When two men from the U. S. Criminal In¬ 
vestigation Detachment arrived, I knewjhey would 
find out sooner or later that we were from 
Orleans. We had heard stories about the French 
bad treatment of prisoners, 'so we decided to 
give them what information they wanted in 
return for their promise to personally conduct as 
to Orleans to be turned over to the French civil 
authorities. From the attitude of the fellow who 
did most of the talking, 1. gathered he con¬ 


sidered this a rare opportunity for him and he 
was taking advantage of the situation to play 
it up big. However, he accepted my proposal, 
and the statements were given by us, one at 
a time, as they had requested. 1 was tint. When 
he asked me who hit the driver and broke hh 
nose, I hesitated. What did he want me to say? 
Did he expect me to blame it on Tony? I had 
two choices. One was that 1 didn't romembor. 
He wanted to know definitely and then and 
there. Finally, under strain of his persistence, 
f suggested ho pot down that I did it. Tony's 
statement was a matter of routine. They had 
what they came for, so they omitted asking hint 
the leading question. We, along with our state¬ 
ments, were handed over to the French police 
and were loft In their custody. (This was violat¬ 
ing their promise personally to conduct as to 
Orleans.) On the way out the fellow / hod 
been. talking to stopped and helpfully added, 
'Don't got wiso with theso guys, thoy're pretty 
rough.' 

"That night we were brought bock to Orleans 
by Mo French police end thrown into a dirty, 
stagnant, 7 by 4-foot cell. The food was edible 
but unwholesome. We stayed In Orleans for 
three and a half weary months, ponding trial. 
This amounted io solitary confinement. During 
this time, we were taken before a 'judge of 
instruction' on three occasions. It wasn't as on- 
lightening as the word implies and consisted 
only of o clarification of our statements. A 
French lawyer had been assigned by the Court 
to servo our defense. This, our lawyer was pros- j 
ent of Iwo of these occasions. When we asked 
what was the maximum penalty for our offense, 

*e were told that five years was the maximum 
but most probably we would receiVe eighteen - , 
months to two years. We were advised by our 
counsel to sit tight; he would ’be in to see us 
and get things squared away. And so we did. 

"Two months later, on the day we were to 
be tried, just two hours before we were scheduled 
to appear in court, the lawyer came to see 
us. He informed us that the minimum penalty, 
for a crime of this nature, was five years and 
the maximum was life in prison. His only hope, 
he continued, was to prove the specifications 
of the case incorrect. This must have been hh 
idea of a joke because the so-called specifications - 
consisted of four facts, listing: the crime commit - j 
ted on a public highway; by two persons; at 
night; and that the driver was 'assaulted. What 
could be more simple and less possible to dis¬ 
prove. 

Railroaded 

"The trial moved rapidly through unfamiliar 
procedure. Witnesses directed their statements to 
the president of the court. He had interpreted 
for us only those things he thought we should ■ 
know. These things were made known to as only 
for our affirmation. I could not agree with cef- 
fain statements, and I made my feeling known 
to our interpreter, but against my wishes, he 
affirmed the statements to be exact. He said 
we would get a chance to speak. I understood , 
this to mean we would be called on the stand 
fo give our testimony. We were given no such 
privilege. Throughout the proceedings our counsel 
sat silent. I don't recall that ho cross-exam u 
wed anyone or even said a word. Just bofdrtf* ’ 
we were given our sentence we were asked if 
we had anything to say. I considered it too 
late to contradict any part of the cab driver's 
story; especially the point where ho testified ^ 
that we didn't seem to be drinking. /• look J 
the opportunity to explain that we knew the i

lotined the best of their neighbors and 
leaders in the streets of Paris.) One of 
their later prophets, Karl Marx, put their 
revolutionary front movement on the road 
with his Communist Manifesto. 

Another of their leaders (associated with 
Marx, but somewhat anti-dating him), the Jewish 
"German" poet Heinrich Heine, leader of the 
Communist youth of the 1830s and 1840s, fore¬ 
told that Communism would capture mighty 
Russia and the whole world would then become 
"one Hock" under "one shepherd —one free shep¬ 
herd with an iron staff, and a shorn-alike, bleat- 
ing-alike human herd! . . . The future smells of 
Russian leather, blood, godlcssness and many 
whippings. I should advise our grandchildren 
to bo born with very thick skins on their backs." 

The Jewish revolutionaries, gifted, crafty 
men dedicated to the age-old goal of ex¬ 
terminating Christianity and subjugating 
all nations, and willing to use their fabu¬ 
lous wealth to promote this end—were so 
sure of success, in view of their many 
successful revolutions of past ages that 
they would dare to predict, and could in 
fact predict, the Communist revolution in 
Russia eighty years in advance. 

After their descendants imposed the 
Communist power on the shorn-alike, 
bleating-alike Russians, many of the Jew¬ 
ish organizers began slipping out of Russia 
into the United States. Their forerunners 
already were here, including the late Jacob 
Schiff, head of the foremost Jewish bank¬ 
ing house in America, Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
and his associates, one of whom was 
Herbert H. Lehman (now a Senator, 
elected with the open support of the Com¬ 
munist Party, as you doubtless noticed 
in the newspapers). 

Our immigration gates stood wide open 
The revolutionaries poured in by the 
thousands. We were naive and trusting. 
Our newspapers received and published 
stories from Europe that the Jews were 
persecuted; so we accepted them with 
open arms, not realizing that the Euro¬ 
pean news wire services were Jewish 
founded and owned, and many of the 
correspondents were Marxist indoctrinated 
Jewish revolutionaries. 

While the kindly, blindly tolerant 
Americans still slept, the alien invaders 
set up a great revolutionary regime called 
the New Deal, surrounding and advising 
President Roosevelt, who apparently did 
not even catch an inkling of how he was 
being used till a few weeks before his 
death. 

Johnson Talks Like Communist 

The Jewish Reds, now with wealth far 
greater than ever before in their history, 
established several mighty -*-organizations 
and a movement which today they call 
Zionism. While the Communists make 
their principle vehicle of destruction of 
Western civilization and Western nations, 
the device of forcing race warfare and 
the inter-breeding and certain destruc¬ 
tion of the White resistance — White sol¬ 
idarity and its Christian religion — 
the Zionists promote the same Marxist 
destruction of all but their own race.

they keep them from falling for their own 
brotherhood, race-mixing propaganda. 


The New Deal was first an early, theuq 
an advanced stage, of Communist-Zlonlst 
Marxism. It was the device for throwing 
the reins of government and eventually 
all the property in America into a cen¬ 
tral government in Washington, which 
the Jewish missionaries of tho move¬ 
ment naturally expected to dominate. .. 

The one great obstacle in their way 
was the Anglo-Saxon conscious South, 
with its high percentage of good blood 
and Its fighting courage. 

After the New Deal got Eisenhower into 
the White House, Ike appointed their man 
Earl Warren, whose closest political ad¬ 
visers were his wife (who came to 
America from Europe, an adult, thorough¬ 
ly Indoctrinated with European Socialism), 
and Jesse Steinhart, San Francisco at¬ 
torney, and a national commissioner of 
the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith. 

Johnson Meets With

And of course Warren lead the already 
packed New Deal Supreme Court to des¬ 
troy racial segregation, greatly advancing 
the Communist-Zionist objective and fur¬ 
thering the destruction of states rights 
and the further centralization of power 
in Washington. 

The conservative citizens, North and 
South, Republican and Democrat, got so 
mad at long last that they were rebelling. 
We had a good chance to force the nom¬ 
ination of a President who would rees¬ 
tablish the doctrine of states rights, and 
perhaps bring the subversive Anti-Defa¬ 
mation League to justice and send its 
leaders to prison for plotting revolution 
and for protecting the Communist spies 
and other agents.

wrong we had done and expected to be pun¬ 
ished for it. 

"I hadn't expected anything like five yean, 
but that's what the president of the court was 
saying: 'Before I sentence you I want to tell 
you that if some night J should be working Imte 
and need a cab, I want to be sare that he 's 
out there on the street.' We were sentenced to 
five years' reclusion (solitary). The following 
day, we were instructed by our advocate that 
an appeal could be made if we sodesiretj, but 
if we did, there was tho possibility of getting 
the maximum penalty. We declined. 

"We were transferred on December 9, 1953, 
to Fontevrault Central Prison, a historic monas¬ 
tery converted info a prison by Napoleon in 
1804. King Richard the Lion Heart is buried 
there, also King Henry II of England. Inside 
large brick dormitories are tiers of cells made 


u 
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plaster board and chicken wire. We were 
confined in separate cells, each about 7'x4\ 
containing a bed, aluminum wash basin and small 
pot for toilet. Bed was like U. S. Army cot 
with spring and mattress. Mino was stamped 
U. 5. There was a 5-liter can which was filled 
with water every day by the sweeper. On our 
arrival there was an issue of shoes; we were 
given wooden sabots, also a heavy wool uni¬ 
form, to be worn Winter and summer alike. There 
wero about 35 or 40 prisoners in a dormitory; 
kept in the cells from 7 p.m. until 7:30 a.m. 
and during the day put to work at various Jobs. 

At first I was a sweeper in a dormitory, 
cleaning pots, etc. For food we were given 
in fhe morning 'coffee' (ground acorns) and a 
loaf of bread to last the day; at noon, soup 
and somo vegetable, usually potatoes; in the 
evening, soup again and another vegetable ; 
twice a week, meat, a small pieco of beef; 
twice a week a glass of milk; once a week, fish, 
codfish or herring. About 80 prisoners were to¬ 
gether in a dining-room. Discipline was quite 
strict at first, but later relaxed a little. 

Army Suddenly Concerned! 

"Fob. 9, 1956, wo were taken info quarantine, 
indicating our prospective release. On the next 
day tho U. S. Prorest Marshal from Orleans 
came, signed for us and took us out the gate, 
whore there were three staff can waiting (for 
security). Scaletti and I were each put in a 
separate car with an armed guard. We were 
driven to San Mur Signal Depot for physical 
examination and questioning os to our treat¬ 
ment during confinement; pictures were taken 
of us in shorts; we were then outfitted with 
new U. S. uniforms, taken to Paris and thence 
by plane, Paris to Washington, D.C . 

"On March 1, 1956, after a total of two yean 
and eight months imprisonment we were re- 
leased into the custody of the U. S. C/D for 
safe conduct back to the U£.A.—where we re¬ 
ceived the worst punishment of all—Undesirable 
Discharge. 

"In Washington there was waiting tor tn 
an army staff car to drive us to Ft. Belvoir, 

Va., where a plane was waiting to fly us to Ft. 

Dix, NJ. At Ft. Dix an eauivalant of a Grey¬ 
hound bus was ready to drive us to our bar¬ 
racks—about a mile. The driver of the bus asked 
us: "Which one of you h Eisenhower?" The 
Pub. Inf. Officer at Ft. Dix said: 'Anything yon 
want, no matter how trivial, Just call on me / 

We wero released Monday, March 5, given dis¬ 
charge, and bus and train tare to our homes. 

"I won't forget for a long time what one 
of the CID men told me about that cab driver 
being one of the biggest Communists in Orleans. 

"! now find that the Status of Armed Forces 
Treaty was ratified October 27, 1953. We were 
conveniently tried on the 28th of October, 1953. 
Quite a coincidence. 

"My case is a simple examplo of what lack of 
sympathetic interest can do. I know that oar 
military courts often hand out stiff punish¬ 
ments for similar offenses. But weuld they con¬ 
sider five years to life imprisonment? I think - 
not. It is not unlikely that such a free ex¬ 
ercise (according to American standards) of 
trial without adequate counsel, without due con¬ 
sideration of the cause (a lonely serviceman la 
a country that offers anything for a nominal 
price) without necessity of actual proof, can¬ 
not touch you. Who will be next? All countries 
concerned with this treaty now have a free 
hand.", . .. t.

“The red carpet for the returning con¬ 
queror was rolled out here last night for 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson . , . The Seriate ma¬ 
jority leader told the crowd that the issue 
in his victory over Gov. Allan Shivers 
in Democratic precinct and county con¬ 
ventions . . , was a question whether ex¬ 
tremists and forces of reaction or those 
of moderation would prevail, . . 

“Later at a B’nai B'rith dinner John¬ 
son praised the organization’s Anti-De¬ 
famation League and said,. 

.." 4 I want to call your attention that the 
people of Texas last Saturday, overwhelm¬ 
ingly rejected the politicians who stooped 
to bigotry/ Johnson added that Texas 
voters had ‘rejected efforts to inject race 
hatred into the campaign'.”

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ALASKA MENTAL OtALTH BILL 


SCORES COMPLETE VICTORY FOR ' SUPER PATRIOTS 


A gust of good news flows in from 
Washington this week: You and your 
fellow patriots have scored a complete 
victory in the fight to clean up the 
Alaska Mental Health Bill. 

Recently the Senate passed, and on July 
20 the House accepted, a version of HR 
6376 which contained not a single one of 
the dangerous commitment procedures of 
tho original bill. We got even more than 
we asked for: the bill left all commit* 
ment procedures up to the people of Alas¬ 
ka and their legislature. 

That is where the authority for com¬ 
mitment procedures should lie. It is not 
the business of the Federal government 
to tell the people of a state or territory 
hoy? they must handle their police and : 
insane cases. All laws enacted by legis¬ 
latures must stay within the bounds pre¬ 
scribed by tho Federal constitution; be¬ 
yond that, the state and the people reserve 
all authority for governing themselves. 

Many people have misunderstood this 
modified bill. You will doubtless remem¬ 
ber that the original bill Hit 6376, ripped 
the Constitution to shreds. It ignored the 
right of jury trial for anyone accused of 
being insane or needing treatment for 
‘‘mental health". It authorized Alaska to 
provide hospitalization at public expense 
for anyone believed to need treatmont for 
something called "mental health”. 

Original Bill Dangerous 

Such government paternalism is the 
underlying principle of state medicine. If 
the government assumes responsibility for 
mental patients< other than persons prov¬ 
ed to be dangerous) then what a short step 
to assuming responsibility for physical pa¬ 
tients too — everybody with a bad sinus 
or appendix or heart or kidney; every¬ 
body with, a sore thumb or stomach ache. 
There is positively no difference in the 
principle, and if we get in the habit of 
turning over to the government, responsi¬ 
bility for mental patients, then we will 
Have surrendered to the principle that the 
government owns us and is responsible for 
our health and welfare and we will have 
complete socialization of medicine In no 
ti m e — and God help us. 

The original bill authorized a policeman 
or even a welfare worker — even a wel¬ 
fare worker for a private hospital — to 
go into a home and seize a citizen, with¬ 
out a search warrant and on mere heresay 
evidence, and commit the victim to a hos¬ 
pital for the insane. You do not believe the 
bill did that, do you? Not unless you read 
it yourself. For it is incredible. But it did, 
and I still have a copy of the bill and the 
House of Representatives was so sound 
asleep that it passed that bill by voice 
vote, with only one noteworthy amende 
m ent — a provision reaffirming -the right 
of trial by jury if the patient requested 
such trial. 

The right of trial by jury already was 
a constitutional right of any victim, but 
In view of the widespread degeneracy A of 
our courts, it now must be written into 


every law, for fear the victim will be de- on this huge land grant in connection with 
nied the right. the booby-trap hospitalization bill. 


Under the House version, any welfare 
worker for a public or private hospital 
could seize anybody in Alaska and throw 
him into an insane asylum. This meant 
that the welfare worker would assume the 
powers of local police. They would of 
course be resisted and would then have 
to use a gun and perhaps break down a 
door to get in, and we would have Federal 
police, and without any code of conduct 
or restrictions. And the Commies and the 
political Zionists would have had a field 
day, sending their agents into hospitals as 
welfare workers (so many of whom al¬ 
ready are either bleeding hearts and 
stooges or outright revolutionaries) and 
they would have begun seizing the anti- 
- Communist leaders, whom : they calt'fa* 
scists and whom they have publicly called 
“mentally ill". 


" Super~Patriots” Protest 

There was also a provision in the or¬ 
iginal bill which many of us, including 
some very good lawyers, felt might be 
interpreted by some loft wing "liberal" 
judges (of whom there now are so many) 
as authorizing the Governor of a state to 
ship any citizen of that state off to the 
proposed Alaska Insane asylum merely by 
arrangement with the Governor of Alas¬ 
ka. The left wingers who got up this bill 
(notably in the Oommunist-leanlng De¬ 
partment of Health, Education and Wel¬ 
fare), and their friends who introduced 
the bill into the House and who pushed it 
through, contended that this clause could 
not so authorize a Governor; but all we 
asked, regarding this clause, was that law 
makers spell out In a single brief sen¬ 
tence a prohibition against such action, 
making the meaning clear. This some of 
them resisted, calling the tens of thous¬ 
ands of people who opposed the danger¬ 
ous bill, crackpots and super-patriots. 

The bill proposed to grant Alaska a mil¬ 
lion acres of land to finance the hospital. 
Alaska has hardly any source of revenue; 
the Federal government owns about 98 
per cent of the land there; and this grant 
was merely to provide a source of reve¬ 
nue for the proposed hospital. This was 
one of the few provisions in the bill with 
which there was nothing wrong; it would 
be good if the Federal government gave 
nearly all the land in Alaska to the Alaska 
government, as it soon would be home¬ 
steaded or bought, leased for timber or oil 
or mining or other uses, and Alaska soon 
would be developed. 

But this clause at first was misunder¬ 
stood; it looked as if the deal was to build 
a huge "mental health" hospital oif-a mil¬ 
lion acres of land, and, knowing how the 
Communist "dictatorship of Russia uses 
hospitals and barbed wire' cantonments 
for disposing of political enemies, and see¬ 
ing that it is the Communists and their 
Zionist backers who originate the danger¬ 
ous "mental health" bills in the various 
states in recent years — any patriot was

Whatever you may think of the use 
of fluorides in drinking water, you can¬ 
not escape the fact that the Communist 
Party is working dilligently toward get¬ 
ting fluorides into your city water sup¬ 
ply. Look at the photograph herewith 
from the Daily Worker, official organ 
of the Party. 

I am not a scientist; I am not a physi¬ 
cian. I have to depend on those who are 
scientists and physicians for tests and re¬ 
sults. But there are many scientists and 
physicians on opposite sides of the ques¬ 
tion of the use of fluorides in drinking 
water;, which means that the results of 
tests on human guinea pigs are far from 
cbnclusive. 'And as lo^g as so many phy¬ 
sicians and some recognized scientists 
warn that there is danger in the frequent 
use o-f fluorides, wouldn't we be stupid not 
to oppose such use? 

. .1,personally object to the Introduction 
of fluorides Into the city drinking water 
on the grounds that it allows the user no 
freedom to choose, and on the additional 
consideration that it is a major stetp to¬ 
ward government prescription of medicine 
— otherwise known as socialized medicine. 

The Communists know that American 
cities depend on a common water supply 
and they have a plan to poison the water 
when the order is given. The Jewish hel¬ 
lion, Ana Pauker, the first Communist dic¬ 
tator over the bleeding Roumanians, told* 
Roumanian Princess Heana (as reported 
in her book I LIVE AGAIN) that among 
the principal weapons which Communist 
agents would use to knock America to her 
knees would be the poisoning of our city 
water supplies.

Here is an unforgettable statement on 
the effects of fluorides oh the human 
brain. It is from one of the nation’s fore¬ 
most industrial chemists, Charles Eliot 
Perkins, who was sent by the United 
States Government to help take charge of 
the giant L G. Farben chemical plants in 
Germany at the end of the second world 
war. The statement is taken from a letter 
which Perkins wrote the Lee Foundation 
for Nutritional Research, Milwaukee 3. 
Wis., October 2, 1954: 

Red Scheme for Mass Control 

"I have your letter of September 29 asking for 
further documentation regarding a statement made 
in my book THE TRUTH ABOUT WATER FLUOR¬ 
IDATION to the effect that the idea of water 
fluoridation . was fought to, England from Ansja 
by the Russian Communist Kreminoff. 

"In the 1930's Hitler and the German Nazis en¬ 
visioned a world to be dominated and controlled 
by the Nazi philosophy of pan-Germanism . . . 

"The German chemisfs worked out a very In¬ 
genious and lar-reaching plan of mass control 
which was submitted to and adopted by the Ger¬ 
man General Staff. This plan was to control the 
population in any given area through mass medi¬ 
cation of drinking water supplies. By this method 
they could control the population of whole areas, 
reduce populations by water medication that would 
produce sterility in the women, and so on. In this 
scheme of mass control, sodium fluoride occupied 
a prominent place. 

"We are told by the fanatical ideologists who 
ore. advocating the fluoridation of water .supplies 
in this country that their purpose is to roduce the 
incidence of tooth decay in children, and it is the 
plausibility of this excuse, plus the gullibility of 
the public and the cupidity of public officials 
that is responsible for the present spread of ar¬ 
tificial water fluorination in this country. 

However — and I want to make this very de¬ 


finite and very positive — the real reason behind 
water fluorination is not to benefit children's 
teeth. If this were the real reason there are many 
ways in which it could be done that are muai 
easier, cheaper and far more effective. The real 
purpose behind water fluorination is to reduce 
the resistance of the massos to domination and 
control and loss of liberty . • . 

"In the rear occiput of the left lobe of the 
brain thero is a small area of brain tissue that 
is responsible for the individual's power fo resist 
domination. Repeated doses of infinitesimal 
amounts ol fluorine will in time gradually reduce 
the individual's power to resist domination by 
slowly poisoning and narcotizing this area of brain 
tissue and make him submissive to the will of 
those who wish to govern him • . . 

"When the Nazis, under Hitler, decided to go 
into Poland . . . tho German General Staff and 
the Russian General Staff exchanged scientific 
and military ideas, plans and personnel, and tlie 
scheme of mass control through water medication 
was seized upon by the Russian Communists be¬ 
cause it fitted ideally into their plan to com- 
munize the world . . . 

"I was told of this entire scheme by a German 
chemist who was an official of the great Farben 
chemical industries and was also prominont In the 
Nazi movement at the time . ~ . 

“I say this with all of the earnestness 
and sincerity of a scientist who has spent 
nearly 20 years’ research into the chem¬ 
istry, biochemistry, physiology and path¬ 
ology of fluorine—any person who drinks 
artificially fluorlnated water for a period O 
of one year or more will never again be y 
tho same person, mentally, or physically.” _

spelled out in. any bill lor commitment 
procedures. 

The acute awareness of the importance 
of local self-government, as against Fed¬ 
eral interference, is perhaps the most re¬ 
vealing evidence of the completeness of 
the victory of the alarmed citizens who 
poured protests into Washington. It Is ex¬ 
tremely gratifying to some of us who have 
tried for so many years to make the law 
makers see our point of view: that we 
want to preserve local self-government 
and resent the growing disregard of our 
individual freedom by an increasingly 
overbearing Federal power machine. 

Senator Langer offered, and the Senate 
accepted, bn amendment “which carefully 
spelled out a prohibition against taking 
any of these (Naval oil reserve) lands or 
any other known mineral deposits” in the 
million-acre lard grant, I am informed 
by our Congressman, James Utt- 

The House accepted the Senate stripped- 
down version of the bill, though its back¬ 
ers in the House, notably Representative 
O’Brien of New Yoik, wailed that the 
super-patriots had ruined a good bill.

peace”; He offered to let the Communists 
fly over all our supposedly secret bases, 
supply dumps and other defense establish¬ 
ments—an Invitation to conduct complete 
espionage. He keeps on talking about 
outlawing atomic weapons or pooling 
them In the United Nations, under the 
Baruch plan. 

Most Selfish Man 

The plan would allow Communist in¬ 
spectors to inspect every cave, every ga¬ 
rage and home, every warehouse and fac¬ 
tory, every military base we have in the 
world. And whom would the UN send to 
conduct the inspection of the vast expanse 
of Soviet territory? Quite possibly friends 
of the Soviet Union, who would not see 
what they did not want to see, or would 
not warn us of new and dangerous Red 
weapons or maneuvers. 

As for his aim to “humanize and liberal¬ 
ize” the GOP, he has already split it and 
made it over into a reflection of the So¬ 
cialist New Deal-Fair Deal party; but ob¬ 
viously he wants to throw aside his mask, 
after reelection and push on toward the 
goal of the world revolution; an all pow¬ 
erful world government and a “liberal¬ 
ized”, disarmed America. 

Why is he hiding these plans till after 
the election? Because behind his disarm¬ 
ing smile lurks one of the most deceitful* 
crafty and misled men ever to sit in the 
White House. I can hardly think of a 
more selfish act than for a dying man to 
exercise his great power as President to 
maneuver to get himself re-elected. It is 
indeed a selfish thing to do to the Ameri¬ 
can ‘people, Ills deceitfulness has become 


increasingly conspicuous as his record un-, 
folds, showing that he is doing precisely *«• 
the opposite from the things he promised, 
in courting the old Taft-MacArthur Re¬ 
publican vote. A bitterly resented exam¬ 
ple is his promises to the Polish-Ameri- 
cans and other refugees and kin of ref¬ 
ugees from iron curtain countries to help 
free those satellites. He has done precise¬ 
ly the opposite: he has slapped the mil¬ 
lions of enslaved anti-Communists in the 
captured countries in the face by meet¬ 
ing with their monstrous and bloody 
overlords, showing the world that he con¬ 
siders the Moscow gangsters to be all 
right; showing that he Intends to help 
them keep their grip on the enslaved 
peoples. 

You doubtless remember the photo¬ 
graph I published in April, 1955, of an 
article in the London Times in which a 
Washington correspondent of the paper 
wrote that Eisenhower had disclosed pri¬ 
vately his strategy: He would say any¬ 
thing he had to say to get the nomination 
for President; he would do anything he 
had to do to get elected; but after the 
election his old friends in Europe would 
find him the same person they had 
known. 

Ike Following Red Line 

I have before me a copy of the Ameri¬ 
can Legion’s Firing Line, June 15, 1956, 
quoting J. Edgar Hoover, head of the FBI, 
as pointing out nine of the chief objec¬ 
tives of the current Communist Party 
program. Eisenhower is championing 
four of them wholeheartedly and is so 
close to embracing three of the remain¬ 
ing five that he probably includes them 
in his secret post-election program. The 
four in which he now obliges the Reds are: 
peaceful coexistence; admission of Com¬ 
munist China to the United Nations; ex¬ 
change of delegations between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, and Federal 
intervention, to guarantee “civil rights” 
of Negroes In the South. So far he has 
tried to give the impression that he is 
against the admission of Communist 
China to the UN, but he always has 
qualified his position by saying he might 
at some future time be for iit, when the 
Reds might show that they would not try 
to use force to settle the Formosa issue. 
They have quit trying to seize Formosa, 
and Washington is alive with the report 
that Ike and Palace Guard are maneuver¬ 
ing -to have other nations, not the US, vote 
Red China into the UN at the general 
assembly session in November. It is all 
cut and dried that Ike and US delegates 
will make a show of opposing the admis¬ 
sion; but US delegates will not veto the 
admission. 

As for the exchange of delegations, he 
has already let Air Chief Twining and 
party visit Russia. Watch for more and 
bigger delegations. As for Federal inter¬ 
vention to force racial integration, he 
forced it in the armed forces and he 
appointed the Socialist Earl Warren as 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court (after 
Ike’s Attorney General Brownell, bor¬ 
rowed from Tom DeweyT 7 secretly, con¬ 
ferred with WarrenX just when the big 
segregation battle was'due'in the Su¬ 
preme Court. Warren long had publicly 
advocated FEPC and other "integration" 
laws. 

The other three Communist-line goals 
which Ike seems to be following covertly 


% include* In his post-election plans are: 
‘Outlawing all nuclear weapons; diplo¬ 
matic recognition of Red China (after ac¬ 
ceptance into the UN) and disarmament 
of the United States, pooling arms in UN. 

To J. Edgar Hoover’s nine points, I 
would add one major Communist immedi¬ 
ate goal which Eisenhower also follows: 
destruction of the McCarran-Walter Im¬ 
migration Act. 

Though Bernard Baruch is getting old 
and gradually giving up the power to the 
much younger Jewish financier, Sidney V 
Weinberg (who spends part of most weeks 
in Washington, the other part in New 
York City, and who is in the White House 
frequently), Baruch is increasingly re¬ 
vealed as the go-between for the Commu¬ 
nist powers, with Eisenhower. David 
Lawrence, publisher of U.S. News and 
World Report, wrote In his newspaper col¬ 
umn in June or July, 1955 (I quote from 
an un-dated clipping) regarding Soviet 
scheming to get Ike to Geneva and event¬ 
ually get trade concessions in the West: 

"In the Russian delegation are such English- 
speaking officials as Andrei Gromyko, who, Inci¬ 
dentally, it a good friend of Bernard M. Baruch. 

The elder statesman fust happened on Wednesday 
of this week—one of the busiest times for Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower—to be visiting at the White 
House. 

"It may be conjectured that the ploy has been 
Gromyko to Molotov to Baruch (Molotov had 
fust visited Baruch — RHW), and now Baruch to 
Ike and maybe back to Zhukov in Geneva . . . 
if the Soviet leaders are really bent on making 
a success of the Geneva conference, they must 
necessarily develop a channel of communication 
directly to President Eisenhower." 

An inconspicuous INS report from 
Washington, March 29, 1956, hints that 
the President was getting on with his 
plans for throwing in with the Reds: 

”President Eisenhower conferred today with 
Secretary of State Dulles and Attorney General 
Brownell and the White House flatly refused to 
disclose the reason. Speculation that the discus¬ 
sion might have dealt with Russia's acceptance 
in principle of Mr. Eisenhower's *open skies' 
atomic disarmament plan was heightened when 
Bernard M. Baruch later made an unheralded visit 
to the President.

"Baruch was the principal architect of the 
atomic control plan long sponsored by the United 
States in the United Nations." 

I might add that Baruch and Commu¬ 
nist-liner Dean Acheson, the friend of 
Alger Hiss, were co-authors of Die atomic 
plan to disarm America.

ground work for the Communist revolu¬ 
tion). For the history of this machine we 
need only to turn to the Jewish publi¬ 
cations themselves. 

The Jewish Communal Register of 1917- 
1918, published by “The Kehillah of New 
York City”, 356 Second Avenue, reported 
on page 1418: 

"The danger that the enactment of repressive 
immigration legislation might deprive the perse¬ 
cuted (sic.) Jews of Russia, of Roumania and of 
Galicia, of the opportunity of reconstructing 
their lives in this country, caused the Committee 
(the American Jewish Committee — RHW) the 
greatest anxiety, and occupied much of its at¬ 
tention. Through the efforts of those favoring the 
liberal immigration policy, the harshness of the 
laws proposed at the opening session of Congress 
in 1906 was mitigated and the Act of January, 
1907, was passed, providing among other things, 
for the appointment of an Immigration Commis¬ 
sion. The Committee offered to put at the dis¬ 
posal of the Commission data that might be of 
use in the endeavor to reach a just and unbiased 
conclusion, and in cooperation with other Jewish 
organizations, submitted recommendations de¬ 
signed to end various injustices and abuses. 

"After three years of study, the report of the 
Commission evidenced but slight desire on its 
part to depart from the time-honored tradition 
that has made this country a refuge for the op¬ 
pressed in all lands." 

This is only one glimpse of the triumphs 
of these Jewish organizations to keep open 
our gates; the Register, like other Jewish 
publications at all times, year in and year 
out, since about 1905, had much to say 
about the activities of the Jewish mach¬ 
ine to bring in the “wretched refuse” of 
the Old World. 

Jews Not Persecuted 

It is important to understand the use of 
words in the above quotation. The Jewish 
nationalists, or Zionists, like their step¬ 
sons the Communists, often have a special 
meaning for key words. When they speak 
of “persecuted Jews” they usually mean 
Jews who have been working at revolution 
or organized crime and who have thus run 
afoul of the law; or of Jewish masses who, 
because of widespread revolutionary ac¬ 
tivity among them to overthrow the gen¬ 
tile government, have been restricted to 
certain sections of the city or territory— 
notably the Pale of Settlement of Old 
Russia and Russian Poland. Though this 
area comprised thousands of square miles 
of rich land with many 6mall cities, the 
Jewish revolutionaries battled to break 
out into the gentile cities, because other¬ 
wise they could not subvert the govern¬ 
ment and gain the upper hand. 

The late Communist Sidney Hillman 
and the still active revolutionary, David 
Dubinsky, leader of the Socialists, are ex¬ 
amples. Both these Jews were violent re¬ 
volutionaries in Russia in their 'teens and 
escaped to America—-the land of the free- 
to-commit-treason. Anna Rosenberg, Jus¬ 
tice Felix Frankfurter and tens of thous¬ 
ands of Jews still living and active in pro¬ 
moting Marxist revolution against our gov¬ 
ernment and people, came from the Red 
ghettos of Eastern Europe and Russia. 

When their fellow Reds, the late Rosen¬ 
berg spies, were found guilty and con¬ 
demned, the Jewish Reds cried persecu¬ 
tion. So many Jews were at that time be¬ 
ing exposed as traitors selling us out to 
Communist Russia, that the machine had 
to take the heat off the Jews in Amer-

\ )by getting the Rosenbergs tried be-^ 
lhYo a Jewish judge. 

Knowing they could not be cleared, the 
masters of strategy had to have one of 
their own number pronounce the sentence 
to make it appear that “the Jews are not 
Communists”. The confused, uninformed 
American could not know that while only 
certain Jews are Communists, Commun¬ 
ism was and is a Jewish front to destroy 
the hated Christianity and make way for 
Jewish leadership and control. 

Pressured Presidents 

The Jewish Communal Register repeat¬ 
edly speaks of the revolutionary activities 
of its people in Russia; for example, on 
page 1376: , . the Jewish masses, who 

were Socialist through and through”. 

On page 1419 it tells how the American 
Jewish Committee and fellow Jews lost 
some battles to Congress, but got presi¬ 
dential vetoes, 

"One by President Taft, and two by President 
Wilson. In the three instances the Committee pre¬ 
sented arguments to the President of the United 
States urging his disapproval of the bills passed. 
In the third instance, despite the emphatic veto 
of President Wilson, the bill is claimed to have 
passed over his veto. 

"The Committee opposed this legislation at 
every stage and succeeded in having incorporated 
several modifications which make dearer its in¬ 
tent and slightly mitigate its vigor. If also suc¬ 
ceeded in procuring the adoption of a clause 
which excluded from the application of the liter¬ 
acy test, those who came to this country to avoid 
religious persecution, whether induced by overt 
acts, by oppressive laws or by governmental reg¬ 
ulations." 

Think of it: “whether induced by overt 
acts . . The Jew could bomb the Czar 
(as a Jewess and her gang did in 1881) or 
burn down the police station or desecrate 
n Christian church or cheat a farmer. No 
matter. Blindly tolerant America would 
reach out for this victim of “religious 
persecution” and bring him in past the 
Statue of Liberty, whose filthy verses, 
written by the Jewish revolutionary Emma 
Lazarus, ask Europe for the “wretched 
refuse of your teeming shore”.

Herbert 
Lehman, son of a co-founder of the great 
international banking house of Lehman 
Brothers and a co-founder of the Amer¬ 
ican Jewish Committee, has been a lead¬ 
ing member and most of the time an of¬ 
ficial, of the AJC; and it is he today who 
always introduces in the Senate a bill to 
admit more and more and more of Eu¬ 
rope's undesirables.

GOLDSMITH BACKED SI^ 
IN DUMP'NIXON DRIVE 


Do you know who was behind Slassen’s 
move to replace Nixon with a more thoro- 
going one-worlder? The old “familiar” 
Anti-Defamation League high-echelon po¬ 
litical fixer, Arthur J. Goldsmith of Wal¬ 
dorf Towers. 

The Los Angeles Examiner of August 
6 carried a column by one of :ts writers-

been denied to innocent, defenseless and suffer¬ 
ing people, fhe victims of war and the aftermath 
of wars . . ." 

Thus in effect the Democratic Party 
platform repudiates any right of Ameri¬ 
cans to decide whether they want any 
more aliens, or when, whence and how 
many.

that: 'I had nothing to do with the polls and I 
know nothing about the subject . . . 

"Confronted with the Goldsmith denials the Re¬ 
publican official (who gave Barnett the informa¬ 
tion — RHW) countered with new reports he 
said had been sent to him from New York. The 
reports alleged that Goldsmith has been 'brag¬ 
ging' to intimates of his part in fhe Stassen move. 

"The persistence of the reports of Goldsmith's 
part in the dump-Nixon affair lends credence to 
the current theory that the entire plan is part 
of a fight between the internationalists and the 
old guard (sic.) for future control of the Re¬ 
publican Party. Goldsmith, who lives in the Wal¬ 
dorf Towers, was head of the Stassen forces in 
New York in 1948.

Here Come the Asiatics 

The Republicans want us to feel that 
“our responsibility for world leadership”

It adds to the several 4 
million Mexican nationals—mostly of the- 
lowest Mexican-Indian blood, a brutal,. . 
mentally dull people — who have been 
brought in under a labor agreement with , 
Mexico. 

This usurpation of power to circumvent.^ 
the immigration laws is so important I — 
quote the dispatch in full: 

"Up to 21,000 Japanese and Filipino farm wort- ” 
ers ore going to join Mexican nationals in working 
California crops. The Japanese government said 
at Tokyo today that arrangements had been com¬ 
pleted to send 1,000 Japanese to this state (Cali¬ 
fornia) for three years. 

"Entry already has been approved by the US. 
government for the first 500 who will leave for 
the United States next month, the Agricultural 
and Forestry Ministry announced. Others will 
co me in October. 

"The program was negotiated by the Japanese 
government and a joint committee of California 
agricultural organizations. The Japanese said the 
men sent to the United States would bo between 
25 and 35, would get the same pay as Mexican 
nationals and would pay their own travel ex¬ 
penses. (NOTE: Who is in reality ’ paying the fore Js 
for the semi-savage, penniless Filipinos ?— RHW) 

"At Manila two Philippine congressmen said 
they had completed negotiations at Washington - 
by which the California Vegetable Growers At-, 
sociation would employ between 15,000 and 20,000 
Filipino laborers.

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Labor Secretary James P. Mitchell and Gov. Good¬ 
win Knight of California. The contract for Fili¬ 
pinos, Salvador said, included an 8-hour day, 
wages to be set by the U. S. labor secretary, and 
a charge to laborers for meals of $7.75 per per¬ 
son. 

“Unemployment in the Philippines is estimated 
officially at two million persons. As many as 
400,000 Mexican nationals havo entered the 
United States to help with crops. 

"Under all such programs, the laborers must 
return to their countries after the crop work is 
completed." 

NATO Behind It? 

I think .you will find the inspiration for 
this new device for breaking down our 
immigration gates, in a thing called 
NATO. This budding aspirant for world 
power, apparently being groomed to suc¬ 
ceed the United Nations if and when the 
UN becomes fully discredited, is preoccu¬ 
pied with shifting populations from coun¬ 
try to country, apparently hoping to abol¬ 
ish national citizenship in favor of “world 
citizenship”. Senator Jenner said in a 
speech in the Senate March 8, 1956: 

. . The NATO super-government is very much 
interested in labor, especially the movement of 
immigrants from country to country. It has re¬ 
commended that governments facilitate labor mo¬ 
bility between their countries. It praised President 
Eisenhower and the Congress for admitting 209 ,« 
000 immigrants in addition to quotas, as a means 
of strengthening the Atlantic community. The one 
worlders believe nations have no right to decide 
who may bo admitted or denied admittance 1o 
their country. 

"NATO is concerned with rules granting work 
permits to foreigners." 

I hope the American non-union laborer 
as well as the card-carrying laborer will 
lake note of this sell-out to Asiatic cheap 
labor by the U. S. Department of Labor 
and Governor Knight, which apparently is 
not opposed by the union bosses who are 
supposed to represent the interests and 
job security of their members. Apparently 
the Jewish labor racketeers who concur 
with their fellow Jewish nationalists in 
the program for flooding America with 
the colored masses of the world, have now 
almost complete control of labor union po¬ 
licies. Otherwise, how could you account 
for this throat-cutting of the American 
union member by his union? 

In the May, 1956, issue I published a 
statement from the Los Angeles Examiner 
of June 27, 1954, quoting the local Immi¬ 
gration Bureau chief, Herman Landon, as 
saying that in the year 1953 the Bureau 
had "caught 601,000 illegal aliens in South¬ 
ern California alone (from Mexico) and 
more than 1,000,000 nationally”, but he 
said the Bureau estimated that for each 
alien caught, “another two or three” slip 
into this country without being detected. 

This is why we now have several million 
Mexican nationals in our country, almost 
all of them of the very lowest type of 
“PachucO” and Zoot-suit Indians (with 
hardly any genuine Spanish blood in 
them). If you read the reports of rapings, 


\ /ings, thievery and street disturbance^ 
or'our Mexican border states, you cannot 
escape the fact that the overwhelming 
majority of them are revealed (by pictures 
and names) to be by this dull, brutal breed. 

Separately I am showing, in brief, the 
source of the 50-year-drive to break down 
our immigration gates. 

Sands Preserved Ancient Bodies 

The Communists and the Zionists (other¬ 
wise known as Jewish nationalists) alike 
know from long experience that they can 
incite and fool and use the often unsus¬ 
pecting colored peoples, against the indi¬ 
vidualistic, self-reliant white man. They 
know they can similarly regiment and. use 
only limited numbers of the white race 
and therefore their over-all objective is 
to make the white race (not including 
their own fellow Jews) destroy themselves 
by out-breeding with the docile, easy- 
gohig, dark races. 

The Marxist revolutionaries make their 
primary aim that of inducing race suicide 
among the Whites, and mass immigration 
is the goal of highest priority among the 
Reds of all categories. 

I have recently been reading one of the 
great books, now rare, on this subject: 
White America, by Colonel Earnest Sevier 
Cox of Richmond, Va., first published in 
1923, republished in 1937, with commenda¬ 
tions from many famous university pro¬ 
fessors, anthropologists and other schol¬ 
ars. Colonel Cox showed, with the most 
fascinating documents, that the Egyptian 
civilization was founded nearly 6,000 years 
ago by a white populace, mostly of the 
Mediterranean branch of the white race; 
that its great achievements covered a per¬ 
iod of 3,000 years; that its sudden decline 
began about the 15th century before 
Christ, coinciding with the beginning of 
mass interbreeding of the white populace 
with Negroes; and that by the 8th cen¬ 
tury, B.C., the population had become mu¬ 
latto in character. In the 8th century 
Egypt's long line of white dynasties was 
broken, a mulatto becoming the Pharaoh 
— and a small then-white country, the 
Assyrians, easily conquered the once 
mighty Egypt; 

"Taharka, the mulatto prince of the Twenty- 
fifth Dynasty, was the son of Piankhi, priest-king 
of Nubia, and a Nubian woman . • . Taharka 
suceeded his father upon the throne of Ethiopia 
and Egypt. The Assyrians conquered Syria and 
invaded Egypt. Taharka was easily defeated and 
fled . • . The color line had vanished" 

And the once great Egypt with its sci¬ 
ence, mathematics, astronomy, its great 
builders and engineers, its code of laws 
and its many capable, energetic individu¬ 
als became only a memory. 

Some of the Pharaohs had tried ±o pre¬ 
vent the race suicide but the Negroes were 
docile and easily enslaved; and the selfish, 
short-sighted white men and women pre¬ 
ferred luxury to racial survival. 

Colonel Cox quoted one of England’s 
foremost authorities, G. Elliott Smith, pro¬ 
fessor of Anatomy at the University of 
Manchester, (from his book*; The Ancient 
Egyptians and Their Influence Upon' Eu¬ 
ropean Civilization, 1911); > 


£r"\Jiot, dry sands of Egypt have preserved 
through a span of more than sixty centuries fhe 
remains of countless multitudes of the earliest 
peoples known to have dwelt in the Nile Valley; 
and not the mere bones only, but also their skin 
and hair, the muscles and organs of the body ; and 
even such delicate tissues as the nerves and the 
brain, and, most marvelous of all, fhe lens of the 
eye, are available for examination today. We are 
able to form a very precise idea of the struc¬ 
ture of the body of tho Proto-Egyptian (First 
Egyptians) . . . it presented no resemblance what¬ 
ever to the so-called 'wooly" appearance and 
peppercorn-like arrangement of the Negro’s hair." 

The historians on ancient Egypt thus 
do not have to guess; they have traced the 
descent of the population from white to 
mulatto by examination of countless num¬ 
bers of preserved human bodies, as well 
as by documents and artist's drawings and 
carvings. Incidentally, in the early cen¬ 
turies of Egypt’s greatness there was a 
scattering of persons with red hair and 
blue eyes—the Celts, kinsmen of the 
Scotch and Irish, and the engineer who di¬ 
rected the building of the Cheops pyra¬ 
mid, the biggest of the pyramids, was like¬ 
wise a Nordic. 

The story of the out-breeding of the 
white founders of the Egyptian civiliza¬ 
tion is the same as that of the founders 
of Greece and Rome, only these were pre¬ 
dominantly of the hardy, energetic Nor¬ 
dics (largely blond) interbred with the 
more artistic, if less ambitious and ener¬ 
getic, Mediterranean brunet Whites. 

The great Anglo-Saxon race, builder of 
the highest order of civilization, with gov¬ 
ernments protecting other races with 
“bills of rights”, and a kindly, generous 
Jive-and-let-live racial temperament —* is 
now on its way out. Unless they resist, 
they are going to disappear from this 
earth, leaving behind a brown homogen¬ 
ized mongrel breed — sure to become 
slaves under the hardy, fanatically am¬ 
bitious, self-worshipping Jewish masters 
of Marxism.

STANDARD OIL K^VaBDLOUS PROPAC£$W)A WAR TO 
CONTROL CALIFORNIA OIL FIELDS VIA BALLOT 


Standard Oil, master of political stra¬ 
tegy in the use of governments to ad¬ 
vance its interests, has cooked up a 
scheme in California which, if success¬ 
ful, will choke off many an independent 
oil producer, making it easy for "big oil” 
to buy him out. 

The plan will affect practically every¬ 
body in the state, directly Or indirectly, as 
we shall see. 

It is known as Proposition 4 on the bal¬ 
lot for the November election. Though 
popularly called an oil conservation act, it 
is in fact a production control act, and 
the importance which the big companies 
attach to it and the fear it has struck 
into the small producers are shown by the 
colossal propaganda battle being waged 
for and against it. 

Whereas the sum of half a million to a 
million dollars is considered a suitable 
amount in backing a candidate for Gov¬ 
ernor or Senator of this big state, several 
million dollars already have been spent in 
this battle. Independent oil spokesmen es¬ 
timate that “big oil” already had spent 
nearly four million by early September, 
and the Independent producers themselves 
may spend) two or three million or more 
in this fight for survival. 

Proposition 4 provides for the appoint¬ 
ment of a commission of three, who will 
act as oil czars over any field in the state, 
if and when the owners of three-fourths 
of the “working interests” of the field 
vote to have the commission take over. 

Tricky Wording 

Backers of the proposition say it will 
bring about “unitization” of production 
methods and enable the oil commission to 
see that the best engineering practices are 
used to prevent waste. The independents 
say they are not wasting oil, are using the 
best engineering methods; are as anxious 
as anybody to get all the oil out of their 
leases. 

The wording of the proposition is such 
that the voting power in a given field will 
be by surface area, or acreage, rather 
than by the number of persons owning 
production in the field. 

A. C. Rubel, vice president of Union 
Oil Company, says in the majority of Cali¬ 
fornia oil fields the big companies own the 
required three-fourths of the surface area. 

That makes the scheme pretty clear: 
The big companies {who now are urging 
us all to vote for Proposition 4) worded 
the proposition in such a way as to throw 
the voting power in a majority of the 
fields into their hands. They thus can force 
all the other owners of leases and pro¬ 
duction in the “unitized” fields to submit 
to the dictates of the oil commission. And 
the proposition gives the commission pow¬ 
er to regulate or shut down production, to 
say who may or may not drill new wells, 
where they may be drilled and what 
methods may be used to get the oil out 
of the ground (or keep it in the ground). 

Rubel told the San Joaquin Valley Oil 
Producers Association at their annual 
meeting, April 10, 1956: 


"If you will fake a map of the oil fields of Cali¬ 
fornia you will find that in the majority of cases 
a combination of a few of the larger companies, 
most of them the same oil companies supporting 
this measure, will constitute the necessary 75 per¬ 
cent "working interest", and the 25 percent minor¬ 
ity, even though they may numerically constitute 
over 50 percent of the operators, will be bound 
by the unit agreement forced upon them by the 
major interests. If this is not compulsory unitiza¬ 
tion, then what is it? 

"This is neither fair, just nor in the best inter¬ 
ests of the public or the oil industry. If a unit 
plan cannot be formulated which can be sold to 
the operators of a pool on its own merits, then 
something is wrong with the plan: and to force 
the operator into such a unit against his will is 
plain confiscation even if blessed with a sprinkle 
of conservation." 

Standard Imports Oil 

California consumers already use about 
130,000 barrels of oil a day more than 
California fields produce. The big com¬ 
panies—those who are putting out tons of 
advertising for Proposition 4—already are 
vastly benefiting by the many oil control 
laws of various other states, which allow 
the owner of an oil well to sell only a 
percentage of his potential production. 
These big companies are pouring into the 
American market 347,000 barrels a day, 
largely from their Middle East fields. I 
have this figure from an Associated Press 
report from Washington, D.C., dated Sep¬ 
tember 6, quoting Arthur S. Flemming, 
director of Defense Mobilization. 

The big companies principally behind 
Proposition 4 are those who own enormous 
foreign oil fields. Among them are Stand¬ 
ard Oil Company of California, Richfield 
Oil Corporation (a Standard Oil affiliate 
or subsidiary), Tide Water Oil Company, 
Shell Oil Company (about half of which 
is owned by the same Jews who principal¬ 
ly own the property of the State of Israel), 
General Petroleum Corporation, the Texas 
Company, Continental Oil Company and 
the Ohio Oil Company. 

A Union Oil Company pamphlet says 
that not one of these companies is incor¬ 
porated in California. 

(Union Oil is wholly an American com¬ 
pany with no foreign holdings and is head¬ 
ed by patriotic citizens who oppose gov¬ 
ernment domination of the individual.) 

If Standard Oil and associates can choke 
down California oil production they can 
bring in more oil from their foreign fields, 
benefiting by the Eisenhower-Truman low 
tariffs. 

Earlier in this article I stated that Prop¬ 
osition 4, if victorious, would affect almost 
every person in California, directly or in¬ 
directly: • 

It will affect every owner of an acre of 
land which produces or which might some 
day produce oil, for it will restrict drilling 
and production, in many fields and con¬ 
stitute an ever-present threat to restrict 
all fields. 

It will affect the price of oil and gaso¬ 
line, which in turn will affect the *price 
of nearly everything you-buy or selL 

It will distress every citizen who cher¬ 
ishes constitutional freedom, for it will add 
another dictatorial bureau to the growing 
bureaucratic state.

Picture the significance of this incident: 

The powerful international Jewish fin¬ 
ancier who was elected to the Senate with 
the open and avowed support of the Com¬ 
munist Party, who leads the fight for Com¬ 
munist measures and leads the attacks on 
the anti-Communist investigators; the man 
revealed during the war by an emissary 
from the Soviet Union to be “the veiy big 
boss” of the “coming” revolution in Amer¬ 
ica (see Major Jordan’s Diaries and our 
issue of March, 1953 for the documenta¬ 
tion)—this arch enemy of our country 
planted a microphone in his offices to spy 
on secret deliberations' regarding oiir de¬ 
fenses. 

He was not shot for treason or espion¬ 
age.

The newspapers protected him and the 
Senators actually rushed into print con¬ 
demning the Department of Defense for 
trying to safeguard our secrets.

ing disgust with both the old internation¬ 
alist parties, but also because at last the 
movement is following the right strategy, 
generally speaking. It is backing a con¬ 
servative Democrat from the South for 
President, and in fact is basing much of 
its operations in the South, thus appealing 
to many Democrats in all states, whereas 
in 1952 its operations only tended to splin¬ 
ter off the conservatives from the Repub¬ 
lican Party. Conservative Republicans in 
other states will much more readily fall 
in line behind a Democratic candidate than 
vice versa: Southern Democrats are still 
reluctant to back anyone identified as a 
Republican. Furthermore, a southern De¬ 
mocrat might carry several southern 
states, in a three-way split with GOP and 
Demo integrationists. 

The States Rigliters were on the right 
track in 1948, with Strom Thurmond up, 
and they carried four Southern states; but 
the northern wing of conservatism had no 
party ready, and except in Congress, on 
certain legislative measures, there was no 
cooperation between anti-New Dealers, 
North and South. 

Andrews Accepts 

In 1952 It was not possible for the many 
small fragmentary parties and patriotic 
groups to persuade a man of great nation¬ 
al stature and effective leadership to ac¬ 
cept the nomination for President. This 
year, such a man has accepted the nom¬ 
ination though he has not yet said whether 
or not he would get out ami actively cam¬ 
paign. 

T. Coleman Andrews, the presidential 
candidate, is a Virginian and a dedicated 
conservative in all respects, with empha¬ 
sis on the rights of the states to run their 
own affairs, as contrasted with encroach- 
ing federal dictatorial power. He quit as 
Eisenhower’s Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue in disgust with the unfair con¬ 
fiscatory federal graduated income tax 
system. He is fighting to get the Sixteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution, the Marx¬ 
ist graduated income tax provision, re¬ 
pealed, leaving It up to the various states 
to provide most of the revenue for the 
federal government, as the Constitution 
originally provided. 

On the ticket with him as Wee pres¬ 
idential candidate is former Republican 
Congressman Thomas H. Werdel of Bak¬ 
ersfield, California, a fighter for Consti¬ 
tutional government and human rights, a 
man with big fists, both physically and fig¬ 
uratively. 

Werdel ran againtt the California Socialist 
Governor Earl Warren in the state primary in 
1952, tor titular head of the state's GOP dele¬ 
gation to the presidential convention. He was a 
Taft-MacArthur man. Though almost unknown out¬ 
side his Congressional district and with little mon¬ 
ey to spend, he polled half a million votes, half 
as many as Gov. Warren. He was gaining strength 
fast at election time; he very likely would have 
beaten Warron had his advertising campaign got 
under way two or three weeks earlier.

Communists? Remember, during the war 
every man who opposed our being dragged 
into it and who opposed Die New Deal and 
the revolutionary Jewish machine, was at¬ 
tacked as a Nazi agent.

"After the assassination fourovsky said to me 
that I was to bring some guardsmen to wash up the 
blood in the room ... At three o'clock in the 
morning everything was in order. Then fourovsky 
went to his room and I went to the guardroom. 

"I woke up at eight o'clock and went to the 
commandant's room. I met there the president of 
the district soviet, Beloborodoff (the figurehead 
president — RHW) and Commissar Goloschekin and 
Ivan Starkoff . . . All the rooms in the house were 
in disorder . . . Suitcases and trunks were opened. 
Piles of gold and silver things were laid on the 
tables of the commandant's room. Objects of 
jewelry which were tak :n .'-am the members of the 
czar's family just before the murder, wore also 
there; as welt as things that were on them after 
their death . . . I took also several silver rings 
and a few other trifles . . .

One of the Russian soldiers, Philip Pros- 
kouriakoff, signed a sworn statement that 
he was called in immediately after the as¬ 
sassination to help scrub up the floors. He 
described the scene as he found it; and 
said Medvedoff told him immediately after 
the crime that Iourovsky had told the 
czar just before shooting him, "Your race 
must cease to live.” 

Other witnesses gave other versions of 
Yurovsky’s last words to the czar. 

Wilton reports: "Voikov, the Jew, boasted to his 
'lady' friends in Ekaterinburg after the murder that 
'the world will never know what we did with the 
bodies'." 

Fragments of Bodies Identified 

The bodies were so completely destroyed 
that the investigators found only frag¬ 
ments of them. But identification was pos¬ 
itive. False teeth, crown jewels overlooked 
by the murderers and readily recognized 
personal possessions were found both out¬ 
side and inside the mine shaft, with finger 
bones and other body fragments, and frag¬ 
ments of clothing. 

Wilton's comments (early in his book) on

What a sham this situation makes of 
Eisenhower's claim that our foreign aid 
billions are to “bolster the free govern¬ 
ments against Communism"!

Collusion With Reds? 

Now—is it not rather obvious that the 
Zionist Radio Free Europe and the State 
Department's Voice of America, chimed 
into the Hungarian revolution to encour¬ 
age the actual anti-Communists to revolt?

As we pointed out In earlier issues, the 
Soviet Union obviously started the Polish 
and Hungarian revolutions as shallow 
white-wash revolutions hoping to get out 
from under intolerable burdens of occupa¬ 
tion of increasingly antagonistic peoples; 
and at the same time to set up “indepen¬ 
dent" Communist regimes which would 
appear sufficiently pro-Polish and pro- 
Hungarian to appease the subjects. At the 
same time the U.S. Communist Party could 
declare its independence from Moscow. All 
would still be Communist, but Eisenhower 
could then perhaps get. Congress to let him 
send billions of aid to these “independent" 
Communist regimes as he has to Tito; and 
the “liberal" U.S. Supreme Court could 
then find excuse for “finding" that the 
Communist Party of the USA no longer 
was out to destroy the U.S.. 

All this analysis now is shown to have 
been correct. Even the Communist Party 
of the USA recently adopted a new con¬ 
stitution (reported in the Daily Worker 
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Dear Subscriber: 

You may recall that before the election some of us warned that Eisenhower was planning, if re-elected to swing 
far to the left, even of his earlier policies. 

We see already the leftward swing. He couldn’t wait for the inauguration. He has got rid of Herbert Hoover, 
Jr. (whom he kept on duty till after the election) against Hoover’s wishes. (Hoover said Dec. 9 he "does not 
know exactly what he’ll do”; he had no plans.) He has replaced Hoover with an extremely gullible internationalist, 
Christian Herter, who obviously is to succeed Dulles, and who is expected to forecast a shift in U.S. foreign policy 
to aid Israel against the Arabs.

He has virtually killed the Hungarian anti-Communist revolution; he is now in process of destroying the Me- 
Carran-Walter Immigration Act (see Jan. Summary herewith); and it has leaked out that he is covertly using and 
will soon appoint, the infamous General Walter Bedell Smith, who has done so much for the Communists, as his 
special assistant in the White House. 

When will the American voters learn? It does no good to say I told you so—or does it? We’ve got to keep on. 
Eventually the millions of Americans who now love to be sheep are going to realize they have been shorn. We must 
keep on insisting that they read the facts, so they will know whom to blame.

The phony revolution in Hungary got 
out of hand as the Hungarian people 
poured out of factories and off farms 
in a genuine rebellion against not only 
the Soviet Union but Communism itself. 
And the Israeli army, in connivance with 
France and England, invaded Egypt, 
and the British and French thereupon, 
to "protect” the Suez canal, bombed, not 
the Jewish soldiers who threatened it, 
but the Egyptians who defended it. 

The Soviets were thrown against the 
Jewish state which Soviet arms originally 
had made possible (just as Jewish finance 
had originally armed the first Red Army 
of Trotsky, making possible the Soviet 
Union). Western allies were split; Eisen¬ 
hower had to back down on his earlier 
statement that he would go to the defense 
of either Egypt or Israel if one was in¬ 
vaded; otherwise the U.S. would have been 
lined up beside the Soviet Union against 
England, France and the Zionists who hold 
so much power over the American govern¬ 
ment. Ike couldn't put that over. 

The fruitbasket was turned over: war 
threatened and but for the disclosure by 
the Hungarian uprising, of the extreme 
unreliability of Russian troops and satel¬ 
lite troops in the Red Armies—their sym¬ 
pathy with the West—the Soviet Union 
might have made good its bluff to rocket- 
bomb England (if England and France did 
not stop invading Egypt). 

The developments not only brought out 
interesting sidelights; they set the wires 
buzzing with fresh speculation about a 
thousand facets of the not-so-sparkling 
new world. They made the enigmatic 
question of the position of Jews in the 
Oonununist apparatus of more immediate 
importance than at any time in the his¬ 
tory of the Jewish-inspired Communist 
world revolution, a question which prob¬ 
ably no gentile this side of the Kremlin 
oould answer, and which even the highest 
non-Jews in the Communist machine may 
not fully understand. 

Several things, however, have become 
clear: For one thing, Eisenhower has ig¬ 
nored another golden opportunity to snatch 
the initiative from the Communist emphe 
by sending Chiang Kai-shek across to the 
Chbia mainland to liberate his homeland, 
while the Kremlin was entangled In the 
Middle East and while it9 masters were 
still jolted by the wide scale defections 
of Hungarians and Russians from the Red 
Armies. 


War is not yet. I am no predictor; but 
how could the Soviets afford to go to war 
just now? They are going to have to build 
a mighty army of Asiatics, Mongols who 
liave no kinship with nor sympathy for 
the Christian, White West. The only thing 
which could bring about war just now 
would be foolish rash judgment by some¬ 
body in the Kremlin, or else the belief by 
the Zionist leaders and financiers In Wash¬ 
ington, Wall Street and Tel Aviv that they 
are through with the Communist device, 
that hatred for Soviet Communism is too 
greatly frustrating their march to Social¬ 
ize the West; and that* through war con¬ 
trols and wartime hysteria, and domina¬ 
tion of the federal Civil Defense machin¬ 
ery, they can clamp a complete and per¬ 
manent dictatorship on the Americans and 
use our troops and industrial know-how 
to realize their age-old dream of world 
empire. 

Who knows the answer to these ifs? 

One thing is certain about the Jewish 
position: Whereas every single satellite of 
Eastern Europe was ruled by Jews a short 
time ago, not a single Jew today is in the 
spotlight in those governments. We dare 
not conclude that they are not giving the 
orders from behind the Kremlin; but we 
can no longer prove it 

Secret Arms Cache 

At the same time we speculate on the 
legitimate question: Did those Jews who 
still hold strong positions In the Commun¬ 
ist government of the Soviet Union, de¬ 
liberately connive to influence their non- 
Jewlsh comrades, Khrushchev et al, to 
adopt policies and moves which worked 
to the advantage of the Zionists in the 
West and Middle East? By arming Egypt 
and prodding Nassar to foolishly seize the 
Suez and promising to back him in that 
move, the Soviet Union threw the West 
against Egypt They gave the Jewish 
propagandists a chance to say they were 
fighting the “Egyptians and Communists’'. 
They gave Israeli strategists a chance to 
swing Britain and France (under a Jewish 
dominated regime) in as allies. 

But something smells of a Jew in the 
woodpile in all this mess, for, though the 
Jewish editors throughout America now 
almost universally cuss the Soviet Union 
which they so fanatically defended a few 
years ago, these editors still attack the 
genuine antl-Communists, McCarthy and 
the rest of us, who expose Communist 
agents. 

And there is that unforgettable, sug¬ 
gestive incident of the fabulous cache of 
Soviet arms in the desert right where the 
Jewish soldiers could find It and easily cap¬ 
ture it from the Egyptians. And the mili¬ 
tary leaders of Israel were tipped off about 
it, too. Milton Friedman, one of the most 


eager of all the Jewish revolutionary

fornia Jewish Voice of November 23 
writes: 

*WASHINGTON — Will the Soviet arms found 
stored in Sinai by advancing Israel troops awaken 
America to the arlarmingly c/oso relationship ol 
Egypt to Soviet Russia? 

”Israel uncovered an advance Communist build- 
up that aimed not only at Israel's destruction but 
also toward domination of the entire Middle East 
and Africa. The Red arms, some still in crates 
packed in the Soviet Union, were much more than 
Egypt could use by herself. These lanks and heavy 
guns awaited an airborne Red Army of 'volun¬ 
teers' . • . 

"Israel acted to prevent Tel Aviv from becoming 
a second Budapest. Words of praise came from 
French Premier Guy Mollet. He said ‘the soldiers 
of that marvelous little nation, Israel, mot the 
samo (Soviet) tanks, aircraft and arms at tho 
Hungarians' . . . Referring to the Russian arms 
cache in Egypt, Mollet said it had developed 
underground lor many monlhs . . . 

"Amidst criticism against Israel in Washington 
. . . The Washington Daily News said: 'll is con¬ 
ceded by military experts that the Israeli maneuver 
was . . . based on accurate advance intelligence 
and careful planning." " 

More Rebellion? 

Friedman added an interesting Washington side¬ 
light, a quotation from the New York Times (run\ 
by Zionist Sulzberger): 

" ‘Israel, in her Sinai operation, demonstrated 
more than expected military effectiveness. Thif 
means that more weight must be given to Israeli 
potentialities in defending the Middle East. (t.qllQ. _. 
means that Israel is likely to prove more difficult 
to handle than in the past. But tho fact that 
President Eisenhower's Administration sponsored a 
resolution condemning Israel's aggression on tho 
eve of the presidential election, and then won the 
election, is thought to ensure the Administration's 
immunity from Zionist pressure tor some time to 
come.' " (Note: Nearly 80 percent ot the Jewish 
vote reportedly went to Stevonson, much of it 
having formerly gone fo Eisenhower . — RHW) 

More from Friedman's column:

Pictures on this page skow the ruins 
of ckurckes under the blast of the first 
atomic bomb ever released on an enemy. 
Hiroshima was often called by mission¬ 
aries the Christian Capital of Japan. It 
was one of three targets chosen for the 
bombing; of the other two, Nagasaki 
and Kokura, at least one, Nagasaki, also 
was a center of Christian churches. I do 
not know about Kokura. 


Why were two of the very few centers of 
Christian churches in all Japan, chosen for 
annihilation, and who did the choosing? 


The book, Jews in American History: 
Their Contribution to the United States, 
by Harry L. Golden and Martin Rywell 
(1950; “printed by H. A. Stalls Printing 
Co., Charlotte, N. C„ for Henry Lewis Mar¬ 
tin Co., Charlotte, N. C.” says (on page 
249) “A specially selected personnel for 
the mission to deliver the atomic bomb to 
Hiroshima” included seven Jews. The book 
gives their names, rank and duties. 


They are also identified in American 
Jews in World War II, published by the 
Dial Press in 1947. The National Jewish 
Post of August 1, 1947, reviewing the book, 
stated: 

"NEW YORK — How Jews played their port 
in the delivery of the two atomic blows to Japan 
is told in American Jews in World War II, which 
is being published by Dial Press. Based on material 
gathered by the Jewish Welfare Board, the book 
tells of participation of Jews in the raids on Hiro¬ 
shima and Nagasaki on the occasion of the second 
anniversary of the first raid, Aug. 6. 

"When the time came to try for ihe knockout 
blow of Japan (sic) with the new and terrifying 
and even to its makers unknown atomic bomb, that 
duty was given as a matter of course to the 20th 
Air Force. It was given to the specially selected 
personnel of the 509th Composite Group, each 
man picked for reliability and skill in the par¬ 
ticular job assigned to him. Ground crew men as 
well as those who went on the two historic flights 
of Aug . 6 and 9 were on the atom bomb mission. 
And among both, a due proportion of officers and 
enlisfed men were Jews. (Editor's Note: seven 
Jews in a total of about IS from a nation in which 
Jews are supposed to constitute only five to seven 
percent of the population!)

"There was Capt. Joseph Slusky of Hartford , 
Conn., engineering officer of fhe Group, technical 
inspector and flight test engineer, Major Guy Cel- 
ler of Lebanon, Penna., was Squadron Adjutant. 
First Lt. William Schiller of Brookline, Mass., had 
the post of armament officer. Capt. Bernard H. 
Budmen of Philadelphia, ammunition and delivery 
officer, personally supervised delivery of fhe two 
atom bombs and their loading on the planes. 

"First Lt. Meyer Rothenberg of Denver, was 
adjutant of ihe squadron which maintained the 
atom-bomb planes. And First Lt. Richard J. Podol¬ 
sky of Ameria, O., was the Group's electrical of¬ 
ficer. 

"First Li. Jacob Beser of Baltimore was the only 
Jewish officer who flew in both the Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki bombing planes. Lt. Beser had been 
in charge of the radar maintenance section of ihe 
393rd Bomb Squadron during its training period . 
On the Aug. strike he was the radar counter-mea¬ 


sure observer in the plane that carried fhe atom 
bomb to * Hiroshima. 

• "The atom plane moved in over Hiroshima short¬ 
ly after 9 a.m., as scheduled, and exactly at 9:15 
a.m., Japan time, as scheduled, the bomb release 
was pressed and ‘the bomb cleared and fell toward 
the planned objective'. Then the plane 'headed 
from the area'. 

"Also on the Hiroshima mission, flying as radio 


operator, in one of the two observation planes, 
was Sgf. Abe H. Spitxcr of'the Bronx. He and Lt. f\

of Philadelphia. And four hours after the bomb's 
explosion a photo reconnaissance plane moved in 
oyer the devastated city, brought back photo¬ 
graphic evidence of the hay oc wrought. First it. 
Frederick Charnes of Los Angeles, who was the 
navigator, won the D.F.C." 

I do not pretend to know why Jewish 
officers were selected in such a great pro¬ 
portion to run this fantastic mission, but 
I do know that they pulverized the biggest 
Christian center in Japan; and it stands to 
reason that non-Jews would not, either by 
chance or by choice, use so many Jews. 

Jewish General Bossed the Bombing 

It is true also, that General (then Major 
General) Curtis LeMay who commanded 
the 20th Air Force, and thus directed this 
mission from his headquarters on Guam, 
is a Jew. (He is now in command of our 
mightiest defense weapon, the Strategic 
Air Command. As Counter Intelligence 
officer for the 314th Bomb Wing of B-29s 
on Guam, I served under LeMay, till I was 
granted terminal leave a short time before 
the atomic bombing took place.) 

It may well be that LeMay himself pick¬ 
ed- this Christian Capital as the target, and 
a secondary Christian Capital, Nagasaki, 
as one of the other two targets; for Le¬ 
May had been given, months before, vir¬ 
tually carte blanche authority in running 
the B-29 bombing of Japan. In the spring 
of that year, when his command still was 
called the 21st Bomber Command, it was 
LeMay who decided to bum Tokyo and 
other Japanese cities and residential areas 
off the map; and the tons of incendiary 
bombs with which our crews burned hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Japanese homes and 
huts, including untold thousands of wo¬ 
men and children, were shipped to Guam 
at LeMay’s request. 

The Japanese Emperor already had se¬ 
cretly sent a message to F. D. Roosevelt 
suing for peace. Roosevelt either was not 
permitted to get the message or was in¬ 
duced to ignore it, while LeMay, in the 
American uniform, using American planes 
and bombs, burned women and children 
and atom bombed the few Christian 
churches in the harmless cit.y of Hiroshima 
and a suburb of Nagasaki. 

Do we not have a right to conclude that 
whoever planned it that way, was deliber¬ 
ately trying not only to wipe out budding 
Christianity in Japan but also to make the 
Japanese hate the Americans for the rest 
of eternity? And perhaps drive the Jap¬ 
anese toward the Communist orbit? 

Somebody in Washington or in Eisen¬ 
hower’s command in Europe about the 
same time had our bombers burn and blast 
hundreds of thousands of women and chil¬ 
dren in the beautiful, strategically useless 
German cultural center of Dresden. It was 
of paramount importance to the Com¬ 
munist revolutionaries and their Zionist in- 
splrers to drive a permanent wedge be¬ 
tween the Christian r Nordic. anti-Com-

NEW VERSION OF 
STALIN S DEATH 


The following version of the death of 
Joseph Stalin is quoted from the Los 
Angeles B’nai B’rith Messenger of Oc¬ 
tober 12, page 21: 

"A sensational new version about Stalin's death 
reportedly based on revelations by Ilya Ehren- 
bourg, Soviet top journalist (Jewish head of the 
Sovioi propaganda apparatus — RHW), has been 
told by Jean Paul Sartre in Paris’ France Dim- 
anche. This was what really happened, according 
to this source: 

"On March 1, 1953, Lazar Kaganovich, the only 
Jewish member of the Supreme Soviet and one 
of the old Bolshevik guard, demanded at the 
Supreme Soviet meeting that a special commission 
should investigate the case of the nine Jewish doc¬ 
tors arrested for allegedly plotting to kill Stalin 
and other Russian leaders. Kaganovich also asked 
for the revocation of a decree ordering the de¬ 
portation of Jews. 

"When other members supported Kaganovich's 
requests Stalin bursting with anger insulted his col¬ 
leagues. The infuriated Kaganovich tore to pieces 
his Communist Party membership card throwing the 
scraps into the dictator’s face. Stalin flew into a 
rage. His face reddened and he reached for the 
bell to call for the guard. But he never made it. 
Struck by apoplexy of the brain he fell to the 
floor and died instantly. Five days later, on 
March S, it has been announced that Stalin had 
died after a long sickness

which are shown herewith. Father Schif- 
fer, described in the American Legion 
Magazine article, January, 1951, as a Ger¬ 
man Jesuit priest, some months earlier had 
been sent from Tokyo to the “quiet town 
of Hiroshima” for a rest. 

"Here he was to work at the Jesuit Church of 
the Assumption of Our Lady. 

"On the morning of August 6th (1945) Father 
Schiffer was quietly reading a Japanese newspaper 
at his breakfast table when the world went white 
about him . . . 

"The next thing the young priest knew he was 
lying down, recovering consciousness and very wet 
from his own blood. He could neither see nor hear 
... A few moments later, his senses returned and 
he gasped at what he saw. The walls, the windows, 
bad been shaitered into strange irregular designs. 
The furnishings of the room had crumbled to dust. 
His own clothing had been swept away,-His feet 
were bare. And he was in great pain ... 

"Tho pas1or~and fwb~othcr priests, who had been 
upstairs, rushed down to Join the gravely injured 
man. No one understood yet what bad occurred. 
The rectory was earthquake proof, and Us walls 
held. But the church nexf door had utterly dis¬ 
appeared." 

The American Legion magazine article 


ted the pilot of the bomber, Captain 
ert Lewis, as saying: 


"But of course the loss of life in that city was 
terrible. We had picked it because it was an 
important Japanese headquarters . . . the Second 
Imperial Command was there." 

" Yes', said Father Schiffer gently. 'But that 
was just on paper. Hiroshima was a debarkation 
point for China, with about 100,000 Japanese 
soldiers stationed there . But there were no big mili¬ 
tary installations. It was a city of 400,000 civilians; 
of fhose at least 200,000 died.' M 

It would be an important and deserving 
act if we could find ways to make the ' 
Japanese leaders and people realize that 
it was not the American people, the Christ¬ 
ian populace, who caused the burning and 
atomic blasting of homes, churches, wo¬ 
men and children. If we could find ways 
to make them know the facts, we might 
do much to preserve the friendship and 
cooperation of the Japanese people and 
their government.

various non-Jewish elements among the 
Communist masters want to rule the 
world; they want to dominate the Middle 
East; we have no reason to suppose that 
they love the Israeli state.

an agent of international Jewry on the 
secret mission into Hungary, was quoted 
as saying the Jewish masters were afraid 
the Hungarian borders would soon be 
sealed. 

"Now, certain prominent rabbis, businessmen 
and other leaden were to be ordered out of the 
country. The theory was that, leaderless, the masses 
would panic and flee for their fives." 

If the Jews were so favored by the 
Communist regime it does not seem likely 
that they were suddenly to be attacked by 
the regime which they so thoroughly trust¬ 
ed, unless some radical change was being 
planned, by the Communists or by. the Jew¬ 
ish strategists. We shall discuss this pos¬ 
sibility a little later. 

The unidentified Canadian official told 
how he and "the official envoy" of inter¬ 
national Jewry, a rabbi, met on a dark 
night in a darkened room, somewhere in 
Hungary, with several representatives of 
the Hungarian Jews. 

"Some of those present had taken as long as 


three days to get to the meeting from Budapest 
ond, while they were talking, another delegate ar¬ 
rived.

For years the overwhelming majority of 
Jews leaving Eastern Europe have arrived 
at two destinations, Israel and the United 
States, by far the greater number reaching 
the U.S. immediately and many of the 
others eventually, via Israel. 

If Israel is going to get only 20,000 of 
Hungary’s 150,000 Jews, how many of them 
is Eisenhower going to fly into the United 
States at our expense and in usurpation of 
dictatorial power over immigration laws? 

While the above quoted article put the 
number of Jews in Hungary at 150,000 the 
Toronto Globe and Mail of the preceding 
day (Jan. 2) quoted Moshe Shapiro, Min¬ 
ister of Social Welfare and Religious Af¬ 
fairs for Israel, as estimating the Jewish 
population of Hungary at 110,000.

EISENHOWER TO MaJe VICE-CHIEFS OF L^AY, LEMNITZ- 
ER; LATTER BETRAYED OUR ANTI-COMMUNJST ALLIES 


Eisenhower is gradually turning over 
the military establishment to Jewish gen¬ 
erals. The Associated Press, April 4 
said: 

"Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, ardent champion of long - 
range atomic air power, is being moved up to the 
second ranking command of the United States Air 
Force. 

"The Pentagon announced today the four-star 
general, head of the Strategic Air Command for 
more than eight years, will become vice chief of 
staff . . . The Defense Department announcement 
about LeMay's transfer to Washington headquarters 
followed by a few ■ hours official confirmation of 
a series of changes in the Army command. 

"These changes include the shifting of Gen. 
Lyman L Lemnitzer from the United Nations com¬ 
mand in the Far East and from commander-in-chief 
of U.S. forces in the Far East to the Pentagon to 
become vice chief of staff of the Army. 

"This becomes effective July 1, the date upon 
which the Far East command goes out of business 
and is merged with the over-all command in the 

Pacific • • • 

"The brief three-line announcement of LeMay's 
transfer gave no date when the change becomes 
effective, although it is expected to come soon 
offer July 1 * 

"There were reports that . . . LeMay agreed to 
move out of the SAC command only if Washington 
would let him name his successor." 

Damaging Testimony 

LeMay undoubtedly is a capable, hard 
driving general, and I have no proof of dis¬ 
loyalty on his part. But surely any man 
with half a brain can see that to place 
our security in his hands is too great a 
risk to take in these times when a whole 
nation can be wiped out with super-wea- 
pons and when the Jewish nationalists are 
more highly organized, more triumphant, 
more bloody and more daring than any 
force in the history of the world. 

As for Lemnitzer, we have compelling 
evidence, at least, of disloyalty to this gen¬ 
tile nation. I have published before a quot¬ 
ation from the official proceedings of a 
Senate committee which pinned Lemnitzer 
down on his role in denying arms to anti¬ 
communist South Korea. 

The questioning took place a short time 
after the Communists attacked the almost 
defenseless South Korea, in the early sum¬ 
mer of 1950. Lemnitzer had been in charge 
of shipping military supplies in conjunction 
with Red Dean Acheson of State Depart¬ 
ment, to anti-Communist nations. Con¬ 
gress had been so apprehensive over the 
precarious position of the South Koreans 
as to earmark a sum of $10,000,000 spe¬ 
cifically for weapons for that anti-Com- 
munist country. The Reds struck and 
caught the South Koreans almost un¬ 
armed, as you doubtless remember. A dis¬ 
patch in the Los Angeles Examiner July 
11, 1950 stated: 

"Shocking secret testimony that the State De¬ 
partment defied Congress and blocked adequate 
military aid to Korea remained under triple seal 
and locked in a Senate safe today, despite con¬ 
gressional and public demands for exposure. The 
■testimony left members of the Senate appropria¬ 


tions committee horrified and angry. A number 
wanted io take the entire case to the Senate floor . 

"Others held that the testimony was too dam¬ 
aging . . . They wanted the record destroyed ." 

Too damaging to whom? The record 
must have been destroyed; it was never 
published, or if so, never given note¬ 
worthy circulation. What traitor or trait¬ 
ors were being protected? Newsweek, July 
10 of the same year, gave us a fragment 
of the answer, telling a little of the Sen¬ 
ate committee hearing: 

"(Senator) Ferguson demanded to know haw 
much of the $10,230,000 provided for Korea in 
the MAP authorization of July, 1949, and the ap¬ 
propriation of the following October (for South 
Korea) had been spent and how much material 
had been delivered. Looking as though he'd rather 
be facing a Russian tank with a can opener, Lem¬ 
nitzer answered that only a small amount of signal 
equipment had actually been sent. How- much? 
prodded Ferguson . Very little, Lemnitzer replied. 
How much? Ferguson insisted. Well, not more 
than several hundred dollars' worth, Lemnitzer said. 
Ferguson insisted and Lemnitzer finally put the 
sum at $200. 

"Ferguson was shocked . . . Republican Senator 
William F. Knowland of California . . . said he 
knew the Koreon Republic had asked 'time and time 
again' for planes. He pointed out ihat our own 
military mission had recommended giving them 
some. Wasn't it true, he asked, that not a single 
fighter had been given to Korea? 

" Yes/ said Lemnitzer" 

Sabotaged U.S. 

A little later it was revealed in the press 
that Lemnitzer sent only worthless junk 
to Iran, instead of carrying out his as¬ 
signment of sending military equipment to 
help fortify Iran against Soviet attack, 
and thus help protect the oil and strategic 
bases of the Middle East. 

Thus Lemnitzer either deliberately sab¬ 
otaged the interests of the United States in 
two highly important strategic areas 
where th© Communist threat was immi¬ 
nent, or, at best, he permitted his office 
to be used to perform the sabotage. _ In 
any case, he is guilty, having been the 
responsible officer. And his testimony 
showed that he knew the material was not 
being shipped. 

Isn’t this prima facie evidence of trea¬ 
son?

SOUTHERN PRESBYTERIANS 
STAND BY AMERICANISM 

So many ministers and churches are so Red, es¬ 
pecially so anxious to amalgamate the races into 
a world state under the United Nations, that it is 
refreshing to read the Southern Presbyterian Jour¬ 
nal, which consistently opposes these subversive in¬ 
fluences. Below is part of an editorial from the 
March 27 issue. The magazine is published at 
Weaverville, N.C. For many years it has been 
edited by the stalwart American, Rev. Henry B. 
Dendy. The editorial follows: 

During the CBS news broadcast on Sun¬ 
day morning, March 17th, the announcer 
said: “And now we will take you to what 
many people hope will some day be the 
capital of the world — United Nations 
Headquarters." 


Some twenty minutes later, in a dif¬ 
ferent broadcast entitled, “Religion in the 
News/' it was announced that the National 
Council of Churches has approached the 
Council of Catholics and Jews suggesting 
that they unite in sponsoring a program 
“emphasizing spiritual values without re¬ 
ference to individual religious beliefs; 
beamed to the unchurched." 


While the above remarks came from dif¬ 
ferent sources they reflect a philosophy 
abroad — the Philosophy of Babel—which 
can have deadly consequences for the na¬ 
tion arud for the church. 

We believe every form of legitimate In¬ 
ternational cooperation possible should be 
fostered but we also believe that our na¬ 
tional integrity must be preserved at the 
same time, not only for national survival 
but also because the world needs nations 
with the spiritual and moral Ideals which 
are a part of our American heritage. 

This effort to belittle patriotism and na¬ 
tional pride and to submerge our Interest* 
in an international organization where we 
would no longer be the master of our 
own destiny, or able to exercise our in¬ 
fluence according to the dictates of our 
own judgment, is nothing less than perni¬ 
cious. The idealism of the one-worlders 
(if “idealism” Is the correct word) simply 
does not make sense. America does not 
have to surrender her God-given position 
in order to exercise the best possible in¬ 
fluence on the world. A philosophy which 
would lower all decisions to the one most 
acceptable to the largest humber of na- - 
tlo'ns possible is nothing less than a phil¬ 
osophy of national suicide. 

But this philosophy Is not restricted to 
the political or international level. There ( 
are some within the Church who have be- ( 
come so enamored with the Idea of "bro¬ 
therhood" that they would emphasize it to 
the loss of Christian truth itself.

The pictures of General Lucius Clay, 

Ike’s adviser, have always shown a strik- 
mg Jewishness, and. Clay has for many 
years been intimately associated with

The Russian people, yes; they have been 
Increasingly anti-Semitic for a century or 
so, and intensely anti-Semitic since cer¬ 
tain Jewish revolutionaries headed by 
Sverdlov and Trotsky, seized power in the 
October Revolution of 1917. The Red se¬ 
cret police was entirely a Jewish agency, 
always headed by a Jew till Beria was dis¬ 
posed of after Stalin's death. We have no 
knowledge of the racial identity of the 
present head of the secret police; he may 
not be a Jew; the invisible machine has 
lost some of its ability to produce secret 
terror; and there is reason to believe that 
its personnel enrolls fewer Jews than for¬ 
merly. 

But we have fully as much evidence 
that the Soviet government itself is not 
anti-Semitic as that it is. Here is an in¬ 
teresting letter from Rabbi Shlomo Shlifer 
of the Moscow Jewish community, and 
certain other key rabbis of the USSR 
(which letter appeared on page 24 of the 
May 14, 1957 issue of Look magazine): 

Your issue of November 27, 1956, carried an 
article (The Plight of the Jews in Russia )by Joseph 
Miller, o Brooklyn rabbi, one of a group of Amer¬ 
ican rabbis who toured the Soviet Union. The group 
• . . made use of their brief stay . . . to acquaint 
themselves with religious affairs of the Jewish 
communities . . . They were shown much attention 
by Jews as well as non-Jews. We (were) sincerely 
glad to have our coreligionists from America come 
for a visit. We hoped the visit would . . . strength¬ 
en our friendly ties. It seems, however, our glad¬ 
ness was premature. Rabbi Miller evidently did not 
come to us with good intentions. His task, it ap¬ 
pears, was to collect as much information as pos¬ 
sible to show the "plight of the Jews in the Soviet 
Union" so that he might present his "observations " 
... to be used by certain circles for their own 
purpose. We should like . . . with your co-opera¬ 
tion ... to tell the truth . . . The October Revo¬ 
lution brought Jews equal rights . . . They can 
live freely, hold public office in the government, 
army or any other organization . . . Anti-Semitism 
has been made a crime against the state . . . Our 
religion is free , . . Synagogues, as a rule, have 
mikvahs and . . . special places where poultry may 
be slaughtered . . . (We) observe the rite of 


WHO IS C. D. JACKSON? 


One of the men most responsible for the 
pro-Communist activities of Radio Free 
Europe is O. D. Jackson who has been one 
of Eisenhower's closest advisers. Eisen¬ 
hower made him his administrative as¬ 
sistant soon after he was elected Presi¬ 
dent, but Jackson continued to work close¬ 
ly with the so-called Crusade For Free¬ 
dom (National Committee for A Free Eu¬ 
rope) which financed and runs the prop¬ 
aganda stations called Radio Free Europe. 

The New York Times of March 4, 1954, 
when Jackson gave up his full-time job ns 
adviser to Eisenhower and went back to 
his old job as one of the editors of Time, 
Life and Fortune magazines reported: 

Washington, March 3 — C. D. Jackson, ad¬ 
ministrative assistant to President Eisenhower on 
'cold war' planning, resigned today. The resigna¬ 
tion, which had been expected, will become ef¬ 
fective on April 1. 

"In an exchange of letters, President Eisenhower 
expressed high praise for the man who has helped 
him to conceive important pronouncements and 
actions, including the proposal to establish on in¬ 
ternational pool of atomic energy for peaceful 
purposes. 

"Charles Douglas Jackson, who prefers to bo 
known as 'C.D.\ will return to the Time-Life group 
of publications. His office merely said today that 
he would return to Time, Inc. He had been pub¬ 
lisher of Fortune magazine, but has been on leave 
from that position while he was on the White 
House staff and before thaf, while heading the 
National Committee for a Free Europe. 

"In a letter to Mr. Jackson, President Eisen- 
however said thaf of course he had known Mr. Jack- 
son had planned to leave during the winter or 
spring, but it was a shock to face up to the actual 
resignation. 

' The President said 'he was particularly pleased' 
by Mr. Jackson's report on the improved coordina¬ 
tion of the work of felling the country's story 
abroad. 

"The President said that from time to time he 
would call on Mr. Jackson for 'some unexpected 
or unusual chore' ..." 

Time Hasn’t Changed Policy 

The effort to set up and drag America

The former Communist, Howard Rush- 
more, before the Hearst papers let him out 
in 1948, wrote for the April, 1948, issue of 
Plain Talk Magazine that the Communist ' 
Daily Worker had many friends on Time M 
Magazine. Ex - Communist Rushmore 
wrote: 

"I spoke at a closed ’ fraction ' meeting of 40 
employees of Time Magazine — all party mem- , 
bers — and they contributed liberally to the 
Worker's fund drive. NEW YORK HERALD TRIB- 
UNE also had a large ’fraction ..." 

Now, inasmuch as C.D. Jackson has been 
so far to the left and so influential in help¬ 
ing the Communists and in hindering our 
efforts to rid ourselves of Communism, we 
have a right and a duty to ask: was this 
presidential adviser a member of the 
Communist cell in Time magazine ?

Senator Knowland, one of the most 
astute politicians of this or any age, is 
splitting his political pants. In fighting 
for the Communist “civil rights” mea¬ 
sure before the Senate, he is making it 
impossible for the Old. South to support 
him' and he is scuttling several million 
of his staunchest GOP supporters. 

iHis position, is wrong in. principle: It is 
not at all the function of government, 
Federal or State, to interfere in race re¬ 
lations. It is up to each man to decide for 
himself whether he prefers his own kind 
or some other kind. 

Not only is Knowland making a moral 
mistake: he is making a mistake in po¬ 
litical strategy.

In an Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington, May 4, 1957, he took exactly 
that position regarding a “right-to-work” 
amendment to the “civil rights” bill which 
Senator McClellan of Arkansas had intro¬ 
duced. Knowland was quoted as saying 
that, in his opinion, the “right-to-work” 
legislation' “should be left to the decision 
of the states. He called it a matter of 
states' rights.” 

Even that is fence straddling; but he has 
been doing far worse in supporting the 
“civil rights” bill. 

Perhaps there still is time. If we bom¬ 
bard him with letters urging him not to 
scuttle his future, but to go down into the 
Old South and fight for states’ rights, it 
is conceivable that he might drop his fight 
for the coercive race laws. At least, the 
possibility justifies our effort. 

If he refuses to oppose or drop this Com¬ 
munist measure, he will leave us no choice 
but to hunt someone else for our Con¬ 
stitution Party candidate.

Dear Editors: By far the brightest highlight of 
our stay in England has been the boys schools. 
Jay, who is eleven, has been attending a "public" 
school, not of the some rank as Eton or Winchester, 
but still quite good. They begin Latin, French and 
what seems to me to be higher mathematics at 
age ninel 

Johnny is attending a place called the Dolphins, 
which is a pre-prep school, and since he is so 
much smarter than his father, and always has 
been, it is no surprise that he is near the top of 
his form. Jay, who had to jump from the multi¬ 
plication tables (which he didn’t know very well) 
to algebra and geometry and to second-year Latin 
and French, I was more worried about. I needn’t 
have been. He is mad about his work and does it 
incredibly well. He has been at the top of his 
form of ten for the post three weeks. Of course 
the very small classes account for a lot (and the 
six-day week with school until six in the evening 
on Saturdaysl), but the fact is that a ten-year-old 
can bo taught almost anything. I wouldn’t have 
believed if if I had not seen it. 

Our conclusion is that we shall send both boys 
to private schools when we return. At least a 
boy will not be allowed to sit idle in a small 
class. I have been somewhat reluctant to criticize 
the public schools in the United States, chiefly 
because / felt if reflected on the teachers—and 
most of them should have many stars in their 
crowns. But the fact is that standards throughout 
the public-school system in the United States have 
dropped to the point whore even mediocre ac¬ 
complishments seem excellent. Obviously, many, 
many boys can be taught the traditional "hard” 
subjects — languages, math and science—at an age 
far younger than high school. Indeed, ten is about 
where they should start. I know it is not saying 
much for mo, but I have visited in the scholarship 
form (thirteen-year-olds who have a chance to win 
a scholarship at a public school) and they were 
doing work in math and language superior to that 
for which I was awarded a master's degree in an 
American state university.

ing to Stalin that he considered himself 
a Zionist. 

Now another Jewish idol, the United Na¬ 
tions, is tumbling. 

Even though their leaders still dominate 
the hired staffs and failed to control it only 
on this one issue, the fact is indisputable 
that many Jewish writers are now attack¬ 
ing the United Nations. 

Could it be that the mighty Jewish 
power machine has passed the peak of its 
power? At least, for the moment? Maybe 
it is only in a trough between tidal 
waves, but as of now, it has definitely 
less power over the nations of the world 
than it had three, four or five years ago. 
Even Eisenhower and Dulles have refused 
to knuckle under to the Zionist machine. 
Sometimes Standard Oil and sometimes the 
USSE gets our preference in Middle East 
policies. Eisenhower’s position, of course, 
has not been one of favoring the Arabs 
or one of morality. It has simply been one 
of yielding to certain immediate pressures. 

We Have Made Gains 

Israel all but had the Suez Canal in its 
clutches but Eisenhower for once would 
not oblige Israel. And Britain, finding it¬ 
self suddenly without American support, 
became the timid lion. And, of course, 
France would risk nothing on her own. 
So Israel had to back out of Egypt. We 
had long anticipated that the Communists 
and Zionists would play a little game of 
push-pull in the Middle East, one of them 
or the other bringing about friction so that 
both could jump into the turmoil out of 
Which both could gain. But it cannot be 
proved that the Zionist Jews are still able 
to use the Soviet Union at will. Non-Jews 
in the Communist bureaucracy undoubted¬ 
ly have become suspicious of all Jews; it 
stands to reason that the Communist em¬ 
pire must be turning increasingly nation¬ 
alist and therefore the Zionists and also 
the Communist Jews must find it much 
harder to guide and misguide, trick and 
use the Communist machinery. 

Even inside the United States, even in 
the House and the Senate, the Jewish 
Marxist revolution has slowed down. Just 
now it only creeps forward. We have not 
been able to elect a President or Vice- 
1 President or enough stalwart Senators 
even in this time of comparative reaction 
against the Marxist action. The white man 
still is threatened with "Integration" and 
"civil rights" subjugation. 

We are still pouring millions of dollars 
into Socialist governments In Europe while 
frustrating the anti-Communist leaders 
of free China, free Korea and Spain. 

But I think many readers of the Intelli¬ 
gence Summary will agree that we have 
made fabulous gains since the awful days 
of 1946 and 1947 when the terrorist would 
harass an anti-Communist speaker with 
midnight phone calls and throw rotting 
garbage in his automobile. 

Let’s go on from here. Let’s really get 
back to fighting the way we used to fight 
We will never win if we give up as soon 
as we make a little gain.

was not going to release Chiang and that 
he was withholding gasoline and modern 
arms from Singman Rhee with which 
Rhee might hope to liberate North Korea 
■—he was bitterly disappointed. 

Frequently on Formosa, this man re-> 
fleeted the mood of those desperate fight¬ 
ers for freedom. 

At various times the Free Chinese could 
have bought back the friendship and co¬ 
operation of one or more of the Chinese 
generals who had taken their armies over 
to the Communists (after America de¬ 
serted them and left them at the mercy 
of the Reds). But the Eisenhower ad¬ 
ministration would not cooperate and in 
fact could not be trusted with informa¬ 
tion. 

’’Let Them Fall . . ” 

Obviously, Eisenhower’s policy toward 
the anti-Communist leaders was precisely 
the same as that of his predecessor, Tru¬ 
man. The only difference was that Eisen¬ 
hower did a. remarkably smooth job of 
double talking, professing friendship and 
promising aid to the anti-Communists, 
while simply doing nothing. Even a blind 
man could see that the anti-Communists 
ultimately would come to hate us for our 
double dealing and false promises. 

The inevitable now has arrived. The 
Chinese people, who have had to stand by 
on Formosa while the Communist invaders 
chopped off the heads of 15,000,000 to 
20,000,000 of their friends and relatives mi 
the mainland—these former friends of ours 
have com© to hate us, thanks to the du¬ 
plicity of the President. 

In short, Eisenhower has followed the 
injunction of Owen Lattimore, whJo in¬ 
structed a friend and fellow traveler in the 
Institute of Pacific Relations: 

"Let them fall (to Communists — RHW) but don't 
let it appear that we pushed them." 

Within the past seven months Eisen¬ 
hower has virtually driven away from us 
the two most valuable allies on the two 
great geographic fronts where we would 
have to operate to soften and destroy the 
Bed Empire without a war. Last Novem¬ 
ber, when the Hungarian anti-Red revo¬ 
lutionaries (on the Eastern European 
front), begged Eisenhower for arms or any 
help in their then promising fight for free¬ 
dom, Eisenhower refused and his man 
Dulles publicly stated that our policy in 
Eastern Europe must be acceptable to 
Moscow. 

You no doubt read Dulles' statement in the press, 
and I published if Yarbatim in the Summary. 

While the Hungarinans still were standing off 
the Communist divisions (partly because so many 
anti-Communist Russian soldiers went over to the 
Hungarian anti-Communists), the Hungarian lead¬ 
ers arranged with Franco to ship them the needed 
anti-tank guns. 

But Eisenhower and Dulles got wind o( the plan 
and scuttled it. They gave rrdneo to understand 
that he must not ship thb weapons. I published 


•ihese facts, also, in the Intelligence Summary, as 
you doubtless recall. 

Now the Hungarians, and their persecuted, en¬ 
slaved Christian neighbors in Poland and East 
Germany, have at last been forced to see that 
Eisenhower is not anti-Communist; that he really 
meant what he said three and four years ago, and 
what Dulles said during the Hungarian revolt: that 
we would not help the captive peoples free them¬ 
selves from Moscow. 

Can We Retrieve? 

Thus the President has—certainly for the pres¬ 
ent-denied us the great potential of the East 
European front; it will take a now President and 
a lot of proving to convince them that they dare 
trust us again, no matter what promises we make. 

In sealing off these two great geographic fronts 
from us Ike gives the Soviets still more time to de¬ 
velop their war machine. Back in the time of Tru - 
man and Acheson it became apparent that all our 
President and Secretary of State had to do to help 
the Communists was nothing at all. They had only ; 
fo do nothing. They had only to keep us from 
doing anything to hurt the Soviet Empire; for 
time was what the Soviets needed (while their 
spies supplied them our scientific sec rets). 

At any time In the past 10 years, prob¬ 
ably at any time since the Bolshevik re¬ 
volution in 1917, the President of the 
United States could have destroyed the 
monster without getting a single American 
soldier shot, or even sending one to a 
foreign battlefield. The President had only 
to send moral encouragement and the 
weapons of underground warfare to the 
border countries of the Communist captive 
empire, and let the captive peoples liberate 
themselves. In so doing they would cause 
the disintegration of the Red Empire and 
thus avoid a third world war. 

It still is not too late, in my opinion. 
If Knowland were President he could coiu 
vince our betrayed allies that we meant to 
help them at last. But Eisenhower may re¬ 
sign to let Nixon In and block Knowland, 
and in any case, we don't dare wait three 
years. -

WHO KILLED JOSEPH McCARTHY? 


June, 1957 


Dear Subscriber: 

Joseph McCarthy’s widow and some others said the Senator was crushed by the Senate vote of condemnation. 
She said he never was the same again, in spirit or physical energy. If Senator Watkins has any conscience left he 
must be ashamed to look at himself in the mirror. t 

There seems to be a growing suspicion that the Marxist revolutionaries are finding ways to kill (“liquidate” is their 
word) the most capable of our leaders by invisible means. It certainly was worth noting that the two-man team who w ere 
almost sure to recapture the government from the Socialist New Deal in the 1952 presidential struggle, Senators Wherry 
and Taft, both died of cancer in a short time, Wherry a few months before the 1952 GOP convention, Taft a few months 
after. It is well known that you can induce cancer by various ways, such as sprinkling radio active dust under a chair 
cushion or planting a tube of radium in the upholstery of a chair. 

Taft and Wherry, together, made an invincible team, extremely dangerous to the world Marxist revolution. Joseph 
McCarthy likewise was dangerous to that evil movement. Doctors attributed his death to hepatitis, a disease of the liver. 
While many things reportedly can induce or prepare the way for this ailment, Dr. Walter Alvarez, in his column in the 
Los Angeles Times a few months ago, warned against blood transfusions except where absolutely necessary, saying that it 
was not unconunon for one person to transmit hepatitis to another (without knowing it) by transfusions. McCarthy wa$ 
in the Naval hospital many times during his last years, once for a very serious operation, and it is a fact, obvious by 
merely walking through any federal hospital, that various of the badly indoctrinated racial minorities swarm these hos¬ 
pitals as doctors and nurses. 

I do not want to let my judgment become warped; we can do no more than speculate about the use of invisible death 
until and unless somebody is caught; and it is not easy to catch a skilled revolutionary in such practice. 

But we do know that the Communist and the Zionist revolutionaries are past masters of secrecy and practice crime on a grand scale; and 
we know that a former Communist identified a Party member who had boasted that he was assigned the Job of liquidating McCarthy. The accused 
Communist, under oath before the McCarthy internal security subcommittee, refused either to deny or admit the accusation, taking the Fifth 
Amendment. 

The sad fact is that McCarthy is dead and millions of us for whose freedom he fought , for whom he took so much abuse, ore saddened at 
his loss, and the forces fightinq to save the Republic are weakened. 

You and I carry on as best wo can, and must carry on, while others rise to take the place of Wherry, Taft and McCarthy. In my own fight 
I am so limited by the dribble of orders and subscriptions that I cannot say how long I can keep on. The federal tax bleeding period, up to Ap 
ril 15, cut our financial support drastically, and the response to our Mayissue, though greatly appreciated, was not nearly enough to meet post- 
due printing and other bills. I keep wondering if the fault is mine —or ore we letting the enemy discourage us in our fight? 

While thousands of us worked diligently mailing out and handing out quantities of booklets explaining the historic nai 
ture of the Marxist threat, we made glorious and gratifying progress. We have got to get back -to such basic educational 
work if we expect to keep on gaining ground. I am listing herewith all of our publications which are in print, in the hope 
that you can make good use of them. I especially hope you will want to concentrate on the June issue of the Summary, 
urging Senators and other leaders to fight for the Victory Without War strategy to retrieve our losses in the Far East and 
in Eastern Europe.

Do these policies sound pro-American 
to you? Or do they sound like Communist 
Russia? Let us do some further research 
along the same line, but regarding the 
USSR. 

A recognized authority Is A. L. Patkin, 
an authority on the “Russian" Revolution 
(which was really anti-Russian, against 
the Russian people and government), be¬ 
cause he was himself a member of the Re¬ 
volution, a member of the Moscow City 
Council in 1917; and was vice-president of 
the Jewish VolksparteL 
Patkin has written a history of the Re¬ 
volution under the title, The Origins of 
the Russian Jewish Labor Movement (F. 

W. Cheshire Pty. Ltd. Melbourne, 1947). 

He says of that movement, “Marxism is 
its shell, but its kernel is Jewish Sociology, 
Jewish currents of thought, Jewish re¬ 
ligious and social ethics — and above all, 
the Jewish emotional belief in the ‘end of 
days’ which has been the basic attribute 
of Judaism and Jewishness since the days 
of the ancient prophets.” 

His history goes on to describe the two 
Jewish streams of revolutionary thought 
which conditioned the Russian people for 
the Revolution: (1) Marxism, which In¬ 
fluenced Russian and Jewish intellectuals, 
and (2) Chassidism, which made possible 
the revolt of labor and the Rusian masses. 
How swiftly those streams broadened and 
deepened, Patkin pictures by stating that 
it was only 140 years from the time Cath¬ 
erine the Great opened the Polish Pale to 
admit Jews into Russia until the success- * 
ful revolution In 1917. 

In this connection, the percentage of 
Jewish persons before 1917 is interesting. 

It ranged from 12 percent of the popula¬ 
tion within the Pale to five percent In 
Russia proper. But they were 41 percent 
of the urban population inside the Pale, 1 
and ln Russia, practically all five percent g 











. 


were urban. Patkin shows then, this 
percentage, closely knit in group baeK-~ 
ground and of superior literacy — even 
if essentially Jewish literacy — as con¬ 
ditioning the more simple and generally 
rural Russian population. Clearly, both the 
inspiration or incitation, and the leader¬ 
ship of the revolution were Jewish. 

The explanation of the reason for Cath¬ 
erine's opening the Pale is interesting and 
a’ propos, since it was due to her personal 
friendship with Voltaire and Diderot. Vol¬ 
taire and Diderot were at that time op¬ 
posing the church and working toward re¬ 
volution in France. 

Names Authors of Communism 

Speaking of the process of the “Russian" 
Revolution, Patkin says, 

"The way fhe Jewish workers organized them¬ 
selves around their trade unions and political 
parties, celebrated their various revolutionary and 
Socialist festivals, as on May 1st, . . . was equally 
marked with traces of the Jewish traditional pat¬ 
tern . . . It was a faith emanating from the very 
depths of . . . (their) Jewish sou/. The inherited 
belief in the messianic 'end of days' . . . was only 
intensified by the new methods of Socialist and 
revolutionary propaganda ... It was fhe 'end of 
days' which prompted ... (them) to act, to strike, 
and to revolt." 

It may be said here that the “end of 
days" is to the Jew what the establish¬ 
ment of world Communism is to the Com¬ 
munist. This the Christian should ponder. 

"The Jewish youth, . . . some formally con¬ 
verted to Christianity, . . . worked underground 
under assumed names, now as teachers, now as vag¬ 
abond preachers . . 

Of the Jewish intellectuals zealously bringing 
on the Revolution, Patkin mentions, among many 
others, Mark Nafanson, who "was fhe first in Rus¬ 
sia to unite all the existing scattered revolutionary 
cells info one central organization, and as such, 
his services to the cause cannot be over-estimated. 

. . (he) played a great part in fhe moulding of 
the revolutionary spirit among the university 
youth." 

It W'as Nicolas Ufin who "formed the Russian 
section of the Internationa! and was appointed its 

representative on the General Council. _, . . Utin 

must be considered indeed the first (foremost ?— 
RHW) Russian Marxist." 

Reliqious - Communist Jews 

Paul Axelrod "has been ranked as the spiritual 
father of Russian Socialism in its Marxian interpre¬ 
tation, . . . occupies a unique position of authority 
... no/ only in the Russian but also in the General 
European Movement ." 

"Vladimir Jachehon . , . at fhe age of 12 . . . 
was already Yersed in Talmudic literature and 
knew the Bible (Torah) almost by heart, was an 
active member of the party 'Narodnaja Volia' . . . 
and took part in all its terroristic acts directed 
against fhe Tzar and the heads of the Govern¬ 
ment." 

The Narodnaja Volia was "a progressive revo¬ 
lutionary movement . . . resposibfe for a number 
of courageous terroristic acts, including the assas¬ 
sination of Alexander II himself,” 

"Grigori Galdenburg was entrusted with the as¬ 
sassination of the CharkoY Governor-General, 
Prince Kropotkin . . 

"The (Jewish Socialist) movement was engin¬ 
eered by Aaron Liberman, who was already active 
in the first Vilna revolutionary circle of 1872, or¬ 
ganized among fhe students of fhe Rabbinical 
school . . . a Sodalist-Zionist ..." 

"Liberman was fhe first to formulate the idea 
of Jewish Socialism in fhe following terms: "To us 
Jews, Socialism is not a strange phenomenon. The 
'commune' . . . is our very existence, revolution 


Js our tradition, solidarity is the basis of our Torahs 
. . . Our ancient social order was anarchy, our 
human relationships were based on tho principles 
of the International. The great prophets of our 
modern times, the Jews Marx, Lasalle, etc., were 
brought up in the spirit of our people . . 

. . the first Vilna revolutionary circle . . . 
consisted of members mainly recruited from the 
students of the Rabbinicdl College." 

"It was in the soil of Vilna that the seeds of 
the Jewish Labor Movement as a mass movement 
were sown, and it was from this 'Jerusalem of 
Lithuania' that the new gospel of International 
Socialism in its Marxian scientific garb went around 
. . . pre-revolutionary Russia . . 

Patkin himself later went from Russia 
to Australia and became the editor of The 
Zionist, the official organ of the Australian 
and New Zealand Zionist Federation. He 
is also considered an “authority on Rus¬ 
sian political and legal questions.” (Jack¬ 
et biography.) 

Notice that these ardent Jewish Com¬ 
munists are also ardent Zionists and many 
of them ardent students of the Jewish re¬ 
ligion ! 

Referring to Zionism, Patkin states that 
“Zionism and Socialism , . . have con¬ 
quered the minds of the Jewish masses and 
Intelligentzia in the last quarter of the 
19th century." He states further that “the 
high rate of Jewish active participation in 
the Red armed forces, (together with the 
Jewish situation in Germany in the sec¬ 
ond world war), have brought the Jewish 
people all over the world into intimate 
contact of mind and heart with the Soviet 
Nations”. 


Dual Citizenship of Zionists 

Speaking of the unification of the in¬ 
tellectuals and the masses under Zionism 
and Socialism, Patkin says, “Zionism gave 
the Jewish masses an enlightened intelli¬ 
gentzia; the Vilna Jewish Social-Demo¬ 
crats, not without the influence of the new 
wave of Zionist awakening, gave the intel¬ 
ligentzia hack to the people,” 

It was Jule Osipovich Zederbaum who 
developed the emphasis of the national 
element of this unity. Then Theodor Harzl 
“created a stir with a pamphlet, The Jew¬ 
ish State, in 1895”. In September 1897, 
Herzl summoned to Basle, in Switzerland, 
the first Zionist Congress at which the 
foundations were laid for the “restoration” 
of Israel. 

Of permanent significance is Patkin’s 
reminder that “The social code of Zionism 
and the newly emerged Socialism were al¬ 
most the same . . . They both joined and 
merged in time." 

A graphic example of the application of 
this “social code" is the Kibbutz or social¬ 
ized farms in present Israel. “Facts and 
Figures" states that the payment for worit 
on the farms is on the “basis to each ac¬ 
cording to his needs, and from each ac¬ 
cording to his capacities, . .- . each family 
. . . receiving money in accordance to the 
size of his family.” This Zionist slogan is 
a close paraphrase of the slogan of Karl 
Marx in his Communist Manifesto: To each 
according to his needs; from each ac¬ 
cording to his ability. 

Another Russia-like statement from 
“Facts and Figures” Is that jfO percent of 
all children in Israel from three to six 
years old are in kindergarten (where they 
are under State indoctrination). 

Patkin summarizes thus: “The Jewish 
people is a nation not only on account of 
its separate language, tradition, cultural 
pattern, etc., but because in all that inert 


i/ v Jer (the Jewish masses) a feeling of 
fcttdnging, a deep psychological attraction 
lives and breathes." 

So Patkin agrees with Zukerman that 
no distinction is made between the Jews 
of the world and Israel. “Facts and Fig¬ 
ures" states: “The acquisition of Israel 
nationality is not dependent upon renun¬ 
ciation of previous nationality.” 

Contemplate the significance of this dual 
citizenship; all Jews in our country who 
cooperate with and give aid and comfort .. 
to the Zionists aro in effect accepting the 
world citizenship of the Zionist world or¬ 
der. Tying this fact of Jewish unity to the 
process of the Russian Revolution, it is not 
surprising to find as a matter of further 
research, — and it is of the utmost import¬ 
ance for the Christian American — that 
the government set up in Russia in 1917 
should have been Jewish in leadership and 
personnel. A list of tile principal leaders 
of the new Bolshevik dictatorship was pub- ; 
lished by the London Post in 1920, the Post 
showing that of fifty persons who were 
“either the actual governing powers in 
Soviet Russia” or “responsible for the es¬ 
tablishment there of the . . . regime”, all 
but seven were Jewish. Two of the remain¬ 
ing seven were known to have Jewish 
mothers, and a third had a Jewish wife. 

Th© list gives their real names and their 
acquired pseudonyms. Thus Axelrod (Ak- 
selrode) became Ortodoks; Natansan (Na- 
tansson) became Vobrov; Rosenfeld be¬ 
came Kamanev; Bronstein became Trot¬ 
sky; Oulianov became Lenin; Apfclbaum, 
Zinoviev; Wallack, Litvinov (alias Finkcl- 
stein), etc. 

So much, from “Facts and Figures” ■ 
(1955) as to Israel; so much, from Patkin 
and the London Post regarding Communist; 
Russia and Israel. 

Israel to Hold Our Coat? 

Just now the emphasis on the activity 
of Soviet Russia and Israel is in the big 
half of the globe, an activity, if analyzed, 
to a great extent supported by the Ameri¬ 
can willingly or unwillingly. The American 
should take a long look to see where such 
activity is leading. 

Since the terms Christian and Jew have 
been used, let us include the other great 
religions and their millions of people—the 
Moslems, Buddhists and Hindus. And let 
us line them up in relation to Christians 
and Jews. In the heart of the greatest 
land area of the earth, it Is already Jew 
versus Moslem; also England and France 
versus the Moslem. And since thp U.S. has, 
in general set up and supported Israel, and 
is the avowed friend of England and 
France, she has to a far extent, alienated 
the Moslem. 

But Russia pretends friendship to the 
Moslem, the Buddhist, the Hindu — the 
Middle East, China, India. So the line-up 
seems to be Russia-India-China-the Middle 
East versus Israel - France-England-The 
United States. But since the majority of 
Israel's Cabinet pledges identification with 
no bloc of nations, apparently Christians, 
alone, are to fight the Moslems, Buddhists, 
Hindus, as well as former Christians in 
Russia —. we fighting Israel's war, while- 
Israel holds our coat. v *• /. 

Who wins, when the “religions” have 
exhausted each other? The man who holds 
the coats? And what will he win? The “end 
of days” and the World Revolution? 

It may be that just here, the Christian £ 
American, being Christian, may recall the 
very practical advice of a very practical . 




Jew, who—because the aim of Zionisn^ Id 
Socialism is really very old, reaching track 
to the time the Jewish people beheld such 
world empires as Egypt, Babylon, Greece, 
and Rome—knew both very well. He op¬ 
posed their aim, knowing the Jewish peo¬ 
ple were capable of something better. In 
fact, being practical, He gave His life and 
death for that purpose. Fear of that prac¬ 
ticality is doubtless why Bibles need to 
be flown into Russian territory now on a 
high wind. To the American Christian, He 
left some very a' propos advice—for He 
had just been speaking of the house of 
Israel and its desire for earthly power— 
Be ye therefore wise as serpents, He said, 
and harmless as doves. 

Jews Owned Suez Canal 

If the Christian American has done his own 
research along with his globe gazing, he will have 
doubtless seen, appearing hero and there, an in- 
teresting thread. After a while he may have sus¬ 
pected Us importance and that it pertains to him¬ 
self, since it seems to have been' kept a secret 
from him. He will have noticed, for instance, that 
Patkin relates Chassid ism — which together with 
Marxism, prepared Russia for the Revolution — 
to the word Kabalah (Cabala, Qabalah). And it 
is the word Kabalah which appears now and then 
in the research on Russian-Jewish Socialism; and 
after a while, becomes a tantalizing incidental . 
Let's look at it first in the dictionary , 

Webster's unabridged defines cabal as "a se¬ 
cret”, “an occult doctrine"; "the machinations of 
a few persons united in a close design"; "in¬ 
trigue ",. Webster defines Cabala as 'a kind . . . 
of occult theosophy or mystical interpretation of 
the scriptures among Jewish rabbis .,, at first 
handed down orally through chosen individuals, 
but later committed to writing . . "Secret or 
esoteric doctrine" Following Webster's lead, 
esoteric means "understood by the especially in¬ 
itiated alone." 

Patkin completes the initial idea by stating that 
"The origins of the Chassidic philosophy must be 
traced back to purely Jewish mediaeval sources of 
mysticism and Kabalah. This relation of the Chas¬ 
sidic movement to the Kabalah, Time Magazine 
amplified March 25, ‘57, in a footnote to a story 
under Religion. The story told how the Chassidics 
officially moved into and over the United Slates 
in 1940. (Time Magazine seems not to be aware 
o f the significance of their arrival.) 

But the footnote describes the cabala 
as: “An esoteric system of speculation or 
metaphysics, which went in for much sym¬ 
bolical manipulation of words and names. 
(The Christian might be surprised to learn 
that Christ’s terms, serpent and dove are 
cabalic symbols.) “The cabala”, continues 
the footnote, "originated in Palestine but 
came under strong Babylon influence . . . 
Its best-known work, the Zohar, compiled 
in the 13th century, had a strong influence 
on Hasidism (Chassidism).” 

Since Chassidism is revolutionary and 
has spread among Jews all over the United 
States since 1940, its religio-political na¬ 
ture and its relation to the Kabalah should 
impress the American Christian—and the 
FBI—as of importance. 

Going back to Voltaire and Diderot, 
whose personal friendship with Catherine 
the Great of Russia helped prepare the 
way for the setting up of the Soviet Gov¬ 
ernment, research would reveal that they 
also, working toward the French Revolu¬ 
tion, belonged to such a group. Another 
Frenchman contrived the esoteric doctrine 
which Webster defines as Saint-Simonisin, 
or “his socialistic system, in which the 
state" owns the property and the laborer is 
entitled to share according to the quality 
and amount of his work.” 


It may be noted here — the American 
being concerned for the fate of the Middle 
East, now caught between Russia and Is¬ 
rael — that it was the Saint-Simonians 
(termed a semi-religious group) who in 
that period set up as a program the cut¬ 
ting of a Suez canal. They were not very 
original in their idea since the first of a 
number of such waterways was opened 
there by Sisostris, a Pharaoh 2000 years 
B.C. (See Breasted’s “A History of Egypt”, 
Scribners) 

And so it logically was the Jew, Ferdi¬ 
nand de Lesseps, who undertook the 
scheme of the Suez for the Simonians. 
While he worked the Egyptian end of the 
scheme to appropriately weaken Egypt, it 
was the Jewish Disraeli who managed to 
secretly insinuate an advisor into the 
Turkish court whose unsound counsel be¬ 
gan the eventual break-up of the Turkish 
•Empire. (See Monypenny, Buckle, Life of 
Benjamin Disraeli, John Murray, London) 

So much for the Simonians, but it was 
also Disraeli, who in early life, said, "There 
is that within me which may yet mould 
. . . the fortune of my race.” (Ibid.) In his 
book “Alroy”, Disraeli pictured the “win¬ 
ning back of the independence of Israel 
and restoring her glory.” (Ibid.) 

“Alroy”, he said in its preface, “is cabal¬ 
istic and correct.” Its hero “sweeps 
through Asia on a tide of victory and con¬ 
quest.” 

Disraeli's artful effort brought the Sue i and 
Egypt under control of England, though fhc effort 
was his own and that of his French cousins, the 
Rothchilds. Disraeli considered its success the 
greatest of his long career. (See Monypenny.) 

Holocaust Planned? 

Another noteworthy secret group, according to 
one of its interpreters, J. E. Esslemont, built its 
"first temple in Ishqubad, Russia, its second a few 
miles north of Chicago." (Baha 1 UUah and the New 
Era.) This is the Bahai group, begun about 1845, 
with headquarters now in Israel, It centers its 
activities about college and university areas in 
the United States and elsewhere, receives excellent 
publicity from university publications, local press 
and Life Magazine. 

Esslemont, referring to the "end of days" men¬ 
tioned above, which so strongly motivated the 
Chassidics, explains that "Last Day" is interpreted 
as "dispensation", the day of the "Supreme Man¬ 
ifestation". It is the ‘Last Day because it is a day 
that shall never end 11 . The idea becomes clearer 
when Esslemont states further that "Abdu'l-Baha . . 
shall set up an ensign for the nations, and shall 
assemble the outcasts of Israel, and gather together 
the dispersed of Judah from the four corners of 
the earth". 

The Christian may feef that prophecy here is 
spoken intent when Esslemont relates that in 1875, 
Abdu'l-Baha fore cost "the establishment of a Uni¬ 
versal League of Nations and expressed the . . . 
assurance that the banner of international peace 
would be first raised in America . . . when 
we shall have the Parliament of Man, of which the 
prophets have dreamed”, 

He may also better understand the pur¬ 
pose of the United Nations when he learns 
that white addressing the Theosophists in 
1913, Abdu’l-Baha’s successor stated, “This 
century is'the Century of the Kingdom of 
God”. Theosophy is a kindred group to 
the Bahai; it was originated by the Rus¬ 
sian Jewess, Madame Blavatsky in 1875. 
H. D. Blavatsky lists “the great knowledge, 
the magic of the Kabalists” as the second 
of the four general categories of "esoteric 
knowledge”. (Practical Occultism, Theo- 
sophical Press, Wheaton, Ill.) 

In describing the newly set-up Kingdom, 


raaha’u'llah added: “The entire harbor 
from Akka to Haifa will be one path of 
illumination . . . Mt. Carmel . . . will be 
submerged in a sea of lights. A person on 
Mount Carmel will look upon the most 
sublime spectacle of the whole world”. The 
Kingdom’s “divine economy” will involve 
“some form of a super-state (which) must 
needs be evolved in whose favor all nations 
. . . will . . . h(ave . . . ceded every claim 
to make war, (and) certain rights to im¬ 
pose taxation”. “Such a state will have to 
include an International executive ade¬ 
quate to enforce supreme . . . authority 
. . . a world community in which . . . cap¬ 
ricious nationalism will have been trans¬ 
mitted into . . . world citizenship . . .” 

. . modes of life which have persisted 
from the dawn of history will be quickly, 
irrevokably, altered”. 

Mr. Esslemont says in setting up such 
a Super-State, “the forces of a world cat¬ 
astrophe can alone precipitate such a new 
phase . . . Nothing but a fiery ordeal . . . 
can succeed in implanting that sense of 
responsibility which . . . leaders of a new¬ 
born age must arise to shoulder.” 

Did Esslemont foresee the hydrogen 
bomb? 

The American Christian is not likely to 
find comfort in the assurance that “de¬ 
stroying is the cause of rebuilding . .. then 
verily this fury is a kindness itself.” (Ibid.) 
But perhaps he will take out hero to do 
some real digging on the personnel who 
develop, supervise, and use atomic power. 
Let him note too, that this esoteric group 
has been given by the Israeli Government, 

“a special Department in the Ministry for 
Religious Affairs”! (“Facts and Figures,” 
Israel Office of Information, 1956) (“Facte 
and Figures” says also that the Druzes 
have been given, by the Israeli Govern¬ 
ment, “the status of a separate religions - 
community with autonomy in their re¬ 
ligious affairs”. And it adds, “Their rites 
and dogmas are a close secret.” Every¬ 
man's Encyclopedia states that the Druzes 
profess an “esoteric unitarianbm”. 

So do the Balia’i adherents, the Theo- 
sophists, the Saint-Simonians, the Com¬ 
munists, and many another group with a 
different name but an identical program. 
The Baha’i doctrine says “A disciple must 
fully recognize that the very thought of 
individual rights is only the outcome of 
the venomous quality of the snake of 
Self.” Also “the embodiment of liberty and 
its symbol is the animal ... Liberty de- 
baseth ... to the level of extreme de¬ 
pravity and wickedness”. (Esslemont.) 

These sentiments from the cultists who, 
in our country, cry loudest for liberty and 
their rights! 

The London, newspaper correspondent, 
Robert Wilton, who barely got out of Rus¬ 
sia with his life and. with one of the five, 
copies of his report, says (Last Days of 
the Romanoffs) the Russian Revolution 
would have been impossible without Ras¬ 
putin—Rasputin who was a Baha'i or a ' 
Theosophist or of whatever name of the- 
same was prevalent just there. Wilton 
says it was very fashionable among the 
Russian royalty! He further calls Count 
Witte—Russia’s' Jewish minister of r fOo^ 
eign affairs—Rasputin’s “arch-apologist”. " 
Count Witte was a close relative of theg; 
Silvermasters in whose American home J/ 
Elizabeth Bentley and her Communist as¬ 
sociates used to meet. (Bentley’s own ac- l 
count.) U 

Dion Fortune’s “The Mystical Qabalah” 
(Williams and Norgate, Ltd. London, 1935) 
says “This ancient mystical tradition of 












the Hebrews possessed three literl^resl 
. . . the Old Testament; the Talmud . . 
and the Qabalah, or mystical interpreta¬ 
tion thereof. 1 ’ . . the closing clause of 
the Lord’s Prayer is pure Qabalism . . . 
Whoever formulated that prayer knew his 
Qabalah." Thus the "Thine" takes on fuller 
meaning, as does "Deliver us from evil."

Red Jews Launch Attack 
On German NATO C ommander 

Tile following excerpts from a column 
by the Jewish Marxist Milton Friedman, 
which appeared in the California Jewish 
Voice and numerous other Jewish papers 
in America, on or about Juno 14, 1057, will 
no doubt interest many Americans: 

"A storm may erupt over the emergence of 
facts revealing that the General commanding 
NATO s land forces in Central Europe helped ar¬ 
range the murder of Jewish and other hostages 
in World War II.

Washington hoped 
selection of a German for the NATO post would 
induce reluctant West Germans to support more 
extensive remilitarization. 

"Today British authorities have come into pos¬ 
session of official Wehrmacht documents of 1941- 
42. These documents establish that Speidel, as 
German i Chief of Staff in Paris, was personally in¬ 
volved in the Nazi hostage system involving brutal 
reprisals against the French population, especially 
Jews. 

"One document is a February 28, 1942 report, 
over Speidel's name, from Paris to the Supreme 
Command in Berlin. It reveals that when the French 
underground struck against the invaders, German 
revenge was exacted by shooting and deporting 
hostages described as 'Communists' and 'Jews'. 

"The 1942 Speidel report said: ‘The following 
security measures have been taken . . . six Com¬ 
munists and Jews were shot in Paris on 3.2.42. 
One hundred Communists and Jews were trans¬ 
ported to Compeigne for deportation to the East. 
As a reprisal for the attack in Rouen on a mem¬ 
ber of the Wehrmacht, 25 Communists and Jews 
were shot on 21.21.42 . As a reprisal for the at¬ 
tack in Tours, extensive raids on Communists and 
Jews were carried out, also leading to arrests. In 
connection with some of the above measures, 1,000 
Jews and Communists were ordered to be brought 
to German prisons in readiness tor deportation to 
the East.' . . • 

"The London Daily Express has opened a cam¬ 
paign to expose the Amen can-sponsored NATO 
commander . . 

Unfortunately, you and I cannot know 
whether or not the so-called document is 
authentic or is another of the many faked 
documents which the Communists and as¬ 
sociated Jewish revolutionaries have come 
up with since the war (including reports 
that Hitler killed several million Jews). 


And still another consideration is the 
fact, self-evident even in the report that it 
was "Communists and Jews” who were in¬ 
volved in the crimes described therein. As 
for use of the word "Jews” together with 
"Communists" they were almost synoni- 
mous in Germany and France during the 
second world war, in which the Germans 
were defending themselves against the 
frightening threat of annihilation by the 
bloody Jewish-organized Red Empire.

perpetrated by hate groups in United States by alleging anti-

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DAVID BURK, in articles in the "New York Daily News", 
1/20-24/59, claimed GERALD L. K. SMITH, FRANK L. BRITTON 
and ROBERT H. WILLIAMS are among a "hate corps^ acting 
in behalf of (President NASSER of) the United Arab Republic 
in publishing pro-Arab propaganda. Background information 
concerning SMITH, Director of the Christian Nationalist 
Crusade and publisher of its official organ. The Cross and 
The Flag," and SMITH'S associates; BRITTON, editor of The 
American Nationalist," and WILLIAMS, former publisher of 
the 'Williams Intelligence Summary', set forth. Alleged 
connections between Arab officials or propagandists and 
SMITH in 1952, 1954 and 1958; BRITTON in 1953 and 1954, 
and WILLIAMS in 1953, set out. 
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This Investigation is based upon a series of five 
articles entitled "Peddling Hate in America: Egypt's NASSER by 
DAVID BURK which appeared in the "New York Daily News" 
during January 20-24, 1959* 


In the first article of the series, BURK stated (in part), 
referring to the n nearly 90 dynamite blasts (that) have echoed 
around the country in the last two years aimed mainly at Jews, 
Negroes and sincere Christian citizens who have publicly backed 
these groups," that: "practically every operation fitted into a 
national pattern which, authorities believe, was etched by a loose- 
linked network of American neo-fascist groups peppered around the 
country. This hate corps.«.today has emerged as a fifth column 
acting in behalf of President GAMAL ABDEL NASSER of the so-called 
United Arab Republic and his dreams of empire,..The race groups 
here, coordinated rather than organized and with a total following 
throughout the country that officials estimate at not more than a 
few thousand, are zealously following NASSER's line. But what, 
you may ask, could NASSER possibly want with a fifth column in the 
United States? The answer, as officials at the Department of 
Justice explained it to me, is transparently simple....The NASSER- 
dominated segment of the Arab world, fed on an information diet 
prescribed by our native racists, frankly regards not only 
American Jewry but the U. S. Administration, too, as the 
fountainhead of Israelis moral and financial help* Looked at in 
this light, NASSER must knock out Israel's backers in the U. S. 
before he can keep his pledge to his followers to knock out Israel 
itself. The U. S. thus becomes a legitimate 'second front.' 

NASSER himself, back in the early 50s when he still was the 
unassuming Col. NASSER, Egyptian prime minister under fatherly 
Gen. MOHAMMED NAGUIB, whom he later liquidated as subtly as any 
trained Kremlinite, once told me bitterly in Cairo. 'America is 
in the hands of the Zionists. The Jews control the press and 
government. The Arab voice is never heard. How can we fight back?' 
For at least four years now he has been fighting back, using 
Egyptian military Intelligence officers and men who can hide behind 
diplomatic immunity as the contact men, and a group of individuals 
and periodicals as his mouthpieces. The periodicals, all neatly 
arranged in alphabetical order on the Attorney General's List of 
Subversive Publications, rarely go to press without some item of 
NASSER's propaganda, and their own outpourings turn up In Arab 
press and broadcasts• The basic hope is that, by breeding hatred 
and suspicion of the Jews,.outraged public opinionjnight force . 
Congress to stop official support for Israel. With a little -•

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additional shove. Congress might even be persuaded to legislate 
against support for Israel from Jewish organizations....Tt ; 

Atlanta Temple bombing, however, triggered a series of shocks.... 
thanks to a story carried exclusively in THE NEWS, the link 
between the Arabs and the hate-mongers held responsible for the 
blast suddenly emerged....At the New York information office 
maintained by the Arab League, but largely dominatedby NASSER, 
at the UAR delegation to the United Nations and at the UAR -mbassji 
in Washington, a firm front was maintained against 'these undesli ibl- 
elements.' The order had gone out: 'Deny, deny, deny. The hate- 
mongers I sought out have been less discreet....Even the Egyptians a 
apt to break down under stress. During a long talk one night in 
Washington with an official of the UAR embassy, I was repeatedly 
assured that not only would no one from his government have 
dealings with 'these scrum,' they would kick them out bodily if they 
dared to cross the embassy threshold. But finally he raised his 
hands shoulder high in extreme exasperation and snarled: Whau can 
we do if these people want to help tell our story? Is that our _ j 
fault? You know as well as I do that the Jews control your so-called 
free press here. Only the Zionists voices are heard.' He might 
have been quoting straight from an American hate sheet, or irom 
Cairo Radio."

In the second article of the series BURK stated (in part) 
that after the Atlanta, Georgia temple bombing on October 12, 1950* 
Cairo Radio, "which is under the personal supervision of...NASSER, 
announced that: "It is reported from the United States that unknown 
persons have destroyed a synagogue in the cltycf Atlanta. It is 
further reported that publications throughout the Southern states 
are carrying hostile articles against the Jewish communl 
Pointing out that such publications could only h *Y e been those 
put out by America's neo-fascist groups whose activities identify 
them daily more closely as a NASSER fifth column; BURK then mentions- 
that "such hate sheets as...and "The Cross and Flag put out in 
Los Angeles by GERALD L. K. SMITH, print a routine combination of 
pro-NASSER and anti-Jewish propaganda...(which) always f l°°b into 
the areas afflicted by racial Incidents and violence. Further on 
the article states: "In their anxiety to be ali-embracing, to 
reach the hearthstones of American families of different tastes _ 
and viewpoints, the raciest periodicals adopt a variety of fronts. 
From California, GERALD L. K. SMITH offers the Christian approach... 
ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, who calls himself 'major 1 although the Army 
stripped him of the rank in 1950, pretended he was in U. S. 
intelligence during World:War II for the benefit of those who like 
their hate diet served from the top-secret drawer. The House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, in a report on 'Neo-Fascist 
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and Hate Groups 1 in December, 1954, called the monthly Intelligence 
Summary WILLIAMS put out from Santa Ana, Calif., 'a deception'. 
(WILLIAMS recently went out of the publishing business, probably 
temporary.) Far from being a high-powered innercircle man, the 
committee said, 'WILLIAMS' intelligence duty comprised less than 
a year as an administrative officer for the Intelligence section 
of'a bomber wing.' Thus, adds the report, 'he would have received 
no intelligence information dealing with the Communist conspiracy.' 
FRANK L. BRITTON, a disciple of GERALD L. K. SMITH, thumps the ultra- 
nationalist, defend-America tub from California." 

In the third article of the series, BURK stated (In part): 
"Soon after the Atlanta Temple bombing. Ambassador KAMIL ABDEL 
RAHIM, suave, ambitious head of the Arab Information Office, was 
recalled to Cairo 'for consultations.’ Reliable reports say 
RAHIM, who inspired and founded Arab Information Office in early 
1955, has been sacked....Back In the early '50's, when RAHIM was 
posted to Washington as Egyptian ambassador, he and his senior 
aids were flattered by the attentions they received from some of 
the racist fanatics. An identity of viewpoint was found on 
several Issues, especially regarding the creation of the State of 
Israel and its support by Jews in the U.S....ROBERT WILLIAMS, who 
pretends to readers of his Intelligence Summary that he got the 
whole Inside dope on the Communist conspiracy as an intelligence 
officer In World War II, was in touch with OMAR HALIQ of the Saudi 
UN delegation, offering pamphlets and mailing lists. Subscriptions 
were taken to such hate sheets as GERALD L. K. SMITH'S The Cross 
and the Flag....RAHIM saw the potential in all these individuals 
and their outlets. Then, when he learned that the Arab Information 
Office officially sponsored by all the Arab League states, would 
have to register with the Justice Department as the agent of a 
foreign power, RAHIM quickly had himself transferred to the Yemen 
delegation to the UN to preserve his diplomatic immunity. The 
Foreign Agents Registration Act, 1938, As Amended, is specific. 

Any person or organization engaging in propaganda In behalf of a 
foreign power must send the Justice Department a half-yearly 
report listing its staff, activities, income and expenses. The 
Arab Information Office, which now has branches In Washington, 
Chicago, San Francisco and Ottawa, opened Its New York headquarters 
in March, 1955." After hinting the possible untrustworthy returns 
by the Arab Information Centers‘to the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section of the United States Department of Justice, BURK added: 

"But the propaganda field Is one In which money moves in mysterious 
ways. It is not even probable that; the Arab Information Office is 
cooking its books. The penalties for'any breach of the law are, ■ - : 
severe. But there is nothing to prevent the Egyptian embassy"or 
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UN delegation, or those of the other Arab states involved, from 
footing bills in behalf of the AIO. Moving behind their shield of 
diplomatic immunity their finances are not controlled in any way 
by the U. S. authorities. Whatever monies pass to the American 
racist groups would certainly be handed over in cash. Ever here 
there is no difficulty in avoiding, official scrutiny. In any 
free money market, like Lebanon or Switzerland, both handily on 
the route from Cairo to New York, dollars can be bought in any 
quantity without the transaction being recorded. Since diplomatic 
bags are sacrosanct, there is no way of telling how much cash, if 
any, is brought here in this way. Except for GERALD L. K. SMITH, 
none of the race groups has any special obligation under law to 
report either the amount of its income or its source, SMITH Is in 
a separate category because his Christian National Crusade takes 
an active, if never welcome, part in political campaigns and elec¬ 
tions. This obliges him to report his expenses and income to the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives under the Corrupt Practices 
Act. SMITH, whose Cross and the Flag carries even more than the 
usual quota of Arab propaganda, picks his favorite candidates in 
every Congressional and Presidential election and announces that 
his-'National Political Committee' will throw the full weight of 
Its support behind the chosen one3.,..0ne of the penalties of de¬ 
nouncing SMITH and his fellow-racists in this manner, as their publii 
tions show, Is that the denouncer will in turn be denounced--as a 
pawn of the Jews, a hireling of the Jews, or very often, however 
fantastically, simply as a Jew. 1 ' Further, suggesting that SMITH'S 
reports to Congress under the Corrupt Practices Act as a ''national 
political committee" list contributors who "seem to exist only 
on paper" BUHK stated: "SMITH, on his own printed admissions. Is 
virtually in constant contact with Egyptian officials and diplomats. 
In last January's issue of The Cross and the Flag, he boldly Identi¬ 
fies one of his friends In an article titled: 'A Guest From Egypt.' 

On a visit to Washington, writes SMITH, 'I was called upon by a 
brilliant young man who is a citizen of Egypt. His name is 
IBRAHIM BAGHDADY. He Is a journalist and a radio commentator.' 
BAGHDADY, however, is not a journalist and radio commentator. He 
Is a major in army intelligance, one of the platoon of intelligence 
agents NASSER spikes his foreign missions with. There Is little 
point in listing them all. But intelligence officers sent to the 
U. S. on short visits, generally in the role of 'diplomatic couriers, 
are worthy of mention. So also is the fact that the Egyptian 
State Information Department in Cairo, publisher of most of the 
tracts distributed and reprinted by America's racists. Is a branch 
of NASSER's security and intelligence network. Lt. Col ADBEL 
KHADR HATTEM, who took over the department during my years in 
Cairo and who now Is deputy ’minister for presidential affairs, had 
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to snoop on foreign correspondents, tap their telephones and steal 
open their mail. He is in charge of all press and radio 
activities. The NASSER agents who come here in sheep's clothing 
are naturally as free as any other visitor to travel around the

and racially segregated, is threatened by anti-Christian and 
racially ’ mongrelizing" forces such as communism and inter-^ 
nationalism, all dominantly motivated by international Jewry 
which controls this country financially and politically; and -v.;:

'the boy orator'.at his oratorical best in a Viroqua centennial 
address he was chosen especially to deliver. H. L. MENCKENS" 
said of SMITH In the Baltimore Sun in 1938 that he was the'£:4.'' ■ 

'gustiest and goriest, the loudest and lustiest, the deadliest 
and damnedest orator ever heard on this or any other earth.'

Unlike most professional bigots, BRITTON has the advantage of 
a college education. He may even have studied Journalism. His 
products are technically better, more polished than most. He 
makes judicious use of color, of two-page layouts^ for maximum 
reader appeal.

ALLEGED ARAB CONTACTS 


The book entitled "Cross-Currents" by ARNOLD FORSTER 
and BENJAMIN R. EPSTEIN, copyrighted 1956 by "The Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith," published by Doubleday & Company, Inc., 
Garden City, New York, which states in the authors' acknowledgment 
that "Only after reading this book from cover to cover can one 
truly understand the debt its authors owe to the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith. The work is based upon the files of an 
agency composed of many men and women whose actual memoranda make 
up page after page of this document. . . .," and which contains 
a two-page forward by HENRY EDWARD SCHULTZ, National Chairman 
of the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith, contains various 
passages pertinent to the subject of this investigation, which 
are as follows: 

"November 20, 1954 

"AF to BRE (ARNOLD FORSTER to BENJAMIN R. EPSTEIN): 

"KAMIL ABDUL RAHIM, Egypt's former ambassador to the United States, 
returned to this country this morning, this time t<^ assume the 
duties of executive director of the long-planned Arab League 
propaganda office In the United States.

"RAHIM made some interesting, off-the-record comments about 
American Jews.to friends the day he_arrived. If the Arabs in 
the United States were to minimize their anti-Semitic agitation,,. 
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said RAHIM, many American Jews might then lose interest in 
Zionism and Israel. But, added RAHIM, this was not the solution; 
there is a better answer. Most Americans do not distinguish 
between Zionists and Jews. This, he added, is 'something we 

.have to exploit carefully. 1 Understanding Americap public 
opinion as well as he does, RAHIM concluded, it won't be very 
difficult—although delicate.

"Library to BRE: 

"One of the professional agitators with whom the newly arrived 
RAHIM has been In touch, at least through intermediaries, is 
GERALD SMITH. 

"In 1952, SMITH sent out a number of letters to prominent Arabs 
conC'erning various aspects of the 'Jewish problem.' Among those 
to whom he wrote was KAMIL ABDUL RAHIM, ambassador from Egypt 
at the time, and when RAHIM'S representative; Colonel MOHAMMED 
ABDEL HALIM KHALIFA, attended the 1952 Republican Convention in 
Chicago, he had an hour's conversation with the Christian 
Nationalist leader. 

"In his report to RAHIM, KHALIFA indicated that he had been very 
favorably Impressed by SMITH, whom he characterized as one of 
the principal fighters against Zionism and Jewish influence in 
the United States. Always the salesman, SMITH boasted to KHALIFA 
of the 'wonderful cooperation' he had been receiving from various 
representatives of Syrian-Lebanese American clubs. Believe it or 
not, SMITH promised KHALIFA that he would exert great influence 
to see that the platforms of both major parties pay respect to 
the national aspirations of the Arab states. For a discredited 
rabble-rouser like SMITH to palm off successfully such a patently 
phony promise, KHALIFA must be a man who is quite ignorant of the 



American scene. 

But apparently SMITH has a way with the Arabs. Back in January 
1953, Dr. AHMED GALAL ABDELRAZEK, Egypt's permanent representativi 
to the United Nations, ordered SMITH'S pamphlets for his legation 
and found The Cross and the*Flag so stimulating that he purchased 
a hundred subscriptions-and -expressed an . interest in personally 
meeting its editor, DON LOHBECK. 
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"It Is interesting, also, to note that the Saudi Arabian delegation, 
subscribing to ten copies of The Cross and the Flag at a sub¬ 
scription rate of $2.00 each, sent SMITH a $120 check for the 
purchase; the $100 gratuity obviously reflected Saudi Arabian 
gratitude. 

SMITH must really have put his best foot forward in Arab circles. 

Our files also -show that back in October 1951 he was the subject 
of extended comment during a meeting at the home of MAHMOUD 
FAWZY BEY, permanent Egyptian representative to the United Nations. 
Six very top official representatives from the Arab world attended, 
including the Iraqi, Syrian, and Saudi Arabian representatives to 
the UN, and CHARLES MALIK, Lebanese ambassador. The Iraqi delegate, 
AWNI KHALIDY, was holding forth. Here is the substance of his 
remarks: 

"My brothers, my activities last week were concentrated mainly on 
reports from Iraqi students in American universities. I have 
given them the task of carrying on an intensive agitation against 
the gangsters of Tel Aviv. I received eighteen letters from my 
correspondents in which they reported distributing a considerable 
number of pamphlets and prospectuses in favor of the Arab cause 
at universities in Michigan, Massachusetts, California, Washington 
and at Syracuse and Philadelphia. In these universities my corres¬ 
pondents work quietly and secretly so that Jewish students do not 
learn about their activities or report about them to their 
espionage agencies. I sent ray correspondents 1800 copies of a 
pamphlet which I received from my very good friend GERALD SMITH. 

The sum of it was that the cause of the Arabs is our cause; that 
we must try to understand it; that we must try to fight for it 
and learn about it day and night; that we should understand that 
the cause that the Arab world defends is real anti-communist 
democracy, and that the Jews are the inventors of communism and 
are its largest supporters; that we must study the Arab world 
and understand it; that the Arab world is a world founded by 
honest people, sincere, frank, and cherishing democracy. I 
believe that such a pamphlet will touch the hearts of young 
Americans. Last week I also succeeded in obtaining from my 
government an appropriation of $2000 which I will spend exclusively 
to finance our friends organizing a number of meetings. . .

"An Arab League plan, nursed for five years, to organize a major, 
centrally directed, opinion-molding apparatus in the United States, 
becomes a reality with the opening by the League of its propaganda 
center at 445 Park Avenue in New York City. 

According to the current plan, this will be the main coordinating 
point for nationwide dissemination of pro-Arab, anti-Israel, and 
anti-Semitic propaganda; and here various activities will originate 
to rouse public feeling against Zionist and the 'all-pervading 
Jewish influence' on American opinion. 

"To attain these ends, representatives of the Arab Center will 
seek the aid of the nation 1 s well-known professional anti- 
Semites, such as GERALD L. K. SMITH, . . ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, 

FRANK BRITTON, . . and others. 

"Dr. OMAR HALIQ, Arab League representative in New York, in a 
comprehensive report submitted last August to his superiors in 
the Middle East, outlined the suggestions and offers of assistance 
he has already received from . . . BRITTON and WILLIAMS. On the 
question of how and under what circumstances the Arab Center 
could proceed to work with these people without provoking accusa¬ 
tions of anti-Semitism, HALIQ strongly advised 'steady' contact, 
carried out in secrecy, so as not to hinder or 'deeply impair' 
the work of the new Center. 

: Outlining the cooperation the new Arab office could expect from 
these men, HALIQ said his conclusions were based upon talks he 
himself had with them; . . with SMITH . . . some time later. 

(after last July). 

"HALIQ suggested In his report that to rule these men out of the 
Arab propaganda effort, as recommended by friends in the American 
Friends of the Middle East, would be unrealistic, because the 
Arab Center's mission with regard to Jews is Identical with that 
of the anti-Semites." (pp. 328-331.)

"Our library has just dropped on this desk the current Issue of 
The Cross and the Flag containing a malicious piece entitled: 

•The New Crucifixion in Palestine.* SMITH prefaces his very 
detailed story with an admission that it is actually based on 
a memorandum which came to him 'from Jerusalem.* Our files, 
however. Indicate that SMITH*s admission is somewhat of an 
understatement. This Is what we means 

"Some months ago, SMITH met with EZZAT TANNOUS In Washington 
about the possibility of publishing TANNOUS' propaganda material 
in his magazine for a fee. The cost would be on a 'per line' 
basis as though it were advertising matter. TANNOUS agreed; but 
since the cost was high, $10 a line, he has been careful about 
the quantity forwarded to SMITH. By TANNOUS' own admission, 
there is only one story in the current issue of The Cross and 
the Flag submitted by him. 

!: In all of SMITH'S distortions about alleged desecration of 
Christian holy places he finds no room to report the appreciation 
expressed by leaders of the Christian communities to the govern¬ 
ment of Israel for having safeguarded their property and for 
making prompt repairs to damage which occurred during the course 
of fighting. Such statements are available by the Latin Patriarch 
in Jerusalem, the Greek Orthodox Patriarchate and the Greek consul 
general in Jerusalem, the Greek Catholic archbishops of Galilee, 
the special delegate of the Lutheran World Federation, and many 
others. 

"And, of course, SMITH has maintained a very careful silence about 
the failure of the Arabs to show the same consideration for 
Jewish religious property in the Old City of Jerusalem. Twenty- 
seven synagogues were razed to the ground. The historic cemetery 
oh the Mount of Olives’where Jews had been laid to rest for 
generations was sacrilegiously plowed up and the headstones 
reduced to dust.

"When we first learned of the GERALD SMITH-EZZAT TANNOUS arrange¬ 
ment, we asked our Library to run through recent Issues of The 
Cross and the Flag and mark off the pro-Arab material. Of 
course we do not know whether the following two Items are the 
result of the SMITH-TANNOUS arrangement, but their substance 
fascinates us: 

"In the August 1954 issue we find the following:

'Dearest Mother,' reads in part as follows: 

"One of the most outspoken delegations concerning the world 
situation is the delegation representing Lebanon, which is 
one of the Arab states. We interviewed this delegation and 
confirmed many important and sensational facts which we already 
knew. Jew-Zionists captured Palestine with the help of England 
and the United States, driving a million Arabs out of their homes 
and their places of business to suffer and die in the desert. 

Many of these people were refined and cultured people living in 
lovely homes. The Jews not only came in and stole their homes 
and their farms, but they froze the bank accounts, looted their 
safety deposit boxes, stole their cattle, swine and orange groves. 
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using the prestige and power of the United States and Western 
governments to support their lootings. . . . 

"If-SMITH'S allegations seem vaguely familiar to you, there is 
good reason for it. You have read these statements many times 
before in Arab propaganda, the difference being that for the 
most part Arab literature uses less blunt language than.SMITH. 

But I suppose SMITH feels impelled to rewrite all his source 

material; he has earned the right to consider his style 

imimitable, after all the years he has spent on it. (Pp. 351-353;

"An examination of recent issues of SMITH'S The Cross and the 
Flag against propaganda emanating from the Arab Middle East 
shows that he has echoed a very large part of it, viz., editorials 
the 'Israeli Invasion of Palestine' combined with pleas for Arab 
refugees and charges of church desecration by Jews; articles 
accusing Israel of peddling opium; stores accusing the Jews of 
using the United Nations to create war upon the Arabs; items 
claiming that the Jews want peace with the Kremlin but war with 
the Arabs; editorials in behalf of the Arabs and endorsing such 
booklets as The Palestine Refugees, etc., etc.

"The answer as to why there is such a deadly parallel between the 
propaganda of official Arab representatives in the United States 
and local American anti-Semites lies in the close behind-the- 
scenes cooperation between the two groups. The fact of such 
cooperation is absolutely documented by such letters as the one 
Dr. TANNOUS wrote from New York to j. colleague three days ago. 
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Indicating with apparent regret that he will have to register in 
the United States as a foreign agent, TANNOUS goes on to des¬ 
cribe *the pro-Arab Americans* with whom he will have to deal 
on the domestic scene: 

'"These Americans can be divided into two categories. The first 
consist of decent and honest Americans who do not know enough 
about the Jewish plot in Palestine and who could be well in¬ 
fluenced. They are not aggressive but honest. They will not 
help us in any *big way, * but their influence on the US public 
opinion is steady and important. They include Church people, 
some relief organizations, and others. The second category con¬ 
sists of what the Jews call anti-Semites. I have seen some of 
them and although I cannot say the same thing of all of them, 
there are some who can do a lot of things to our cause. I have 
met people like . . . . GERALD SMITH, a strong anti-Zionist with 
a tremendous following (who helped us in his publications by 
som£ articles we have sent him), . . . Our contacts with them 
have been careful to avoid accusations by strong Jewish organi¬ 
zations, like the Anti-Defamation League (which is called here 
the Gestapo of the Jews). But we remain always on our defensive 
to prevent wrong interpretations of our actions. (P* 350).

It now stands at something over 500 pages of double¬ 
spaced typed manuscript and should be reduced to not more than 
300 pages, I should think. Furthermore, on the chapter dealing 
with the destruction of Rome and the two chapters dealing with 
the destruction of Russia, I must do some more research. 

"I doubt that the book can be ready before fall. 
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"Meanwhile, it occurs to me that your paper might want to publish 
in Arabic one or both of the two booklets which I am sending you 
separately: ’The Anti-Defamation League and Its Use in the World 

Communist Offensive' and 'FEPC and the Minority Machine’. 

"If your paper wants to publish them, in book or booklet form, 

I would be agreeable to the customary royalty arrangement. If, 
in addition to the booklets, or without publishing them a b 
booklets, your paper should want to print them serially in its 
columns, then I would welcome a reasonable offer of remuneration.

From time to time congressional com¬ 
mittees have done a fair job of exposing 
Communists and Communist fronts; but 
the really big, powerful revolutionary 
leaders and organizations go free. Only 
a handful of citizens, mostly patriotic 
leaders and investigators concerned over 
the threatened loss of America to alien 
influences, know about the constellation 
o f interlocking organizations which 
shape presidential policies and dominate 
the selection of presidential candidates 
at the national political conventions. 

These big league machines are Zionist 
fronts. By comparison, the Communist 
traitors constitute the bush league. 

CFR Launched IPR 

We have written much about the Anti- 
Defamation League and its parent B'nai 
B'rith, the American Jewish Committee 
and a dozen other hard-core Zionist policy 
shapers.

at some of their fronts, especially the 
Council on Foreign Relations (which is 
interlocked with the Foreign Policy Asso¬ 
ciation, the Institute of Pacific Relations 
and some of the big Red tax-free foun¬ 
dations). It is often called “Rockefeller’s 
Council on Foreign Relations” but that is 
largely because its masters have used the 
stupid, spoon fed Rockefeller boys to com¬ 
mit treason year after year against the in¬ 
terests of their country. This CFR was 
founded in 1919 at the Paris Peace con¬ 
ference chiefly by a handful of famous 
Jews—Zionist revolutionaries who sur¬ 
rounded and influenced Woodrow Wilson, 
Prime Minister Lloyd George, Socialist 
French Premier Clemenceau (their under¬ 
ling), and others who did so much to split 
the solidarity of Western nations. 

The Council on Foreign Relations is said 
to have founded the Institute of Pacific 
Relations. You doubtless remember the 
IPR for its many years of treasonous ac¬ 
tivities, resulting in inducing Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman and their State De¬ 
partments to cut the ground out from 
under our ally, Chiang Kai-shek and let 
China fall to the Reds. The late Senator 
Pat McCarran finally tore it to pieces a 
few years ago after Joe McCarthy had ex¬ 
posed its foremost strategist, Communist 
fronter Owen Lattimore. 

You remember, no doubt, the letter Lat¬ 
timore wrote to one of his fellow traitors 
in the IPR: “Let them (the Chinese) fall 
but don’t let it appear that we pushed 
them." 

Though tbe Council on Foreign Rela¬ 
tions was founded principally by certain 
Jewish revolutionaries — including some 
of the richest men in the world — the 
Rockefellers have been bled by it from 
year to year and have adopted Jewish in¬ 
ternationalism in both politics and fin¬ 
ance. Other substantial contributions have 
been made frum time to time by the Ford 
Foundation and the Carnegie Foundation 
for International Peace—both notoriously 
communistic and internationalist in their 
activities and policies. (Communist spy 
Alger Hiss was head of the Carnegie Foun¬ 
dation till convicted.) 

Three Rockefellers Belong 

The two important things to bear in 
mind in studying the Council on Foreign 
Relations is (1) the power and influence 
of its members and (2) its subversive po¬ 
licies, activities and connections. 

Three Rockefellers were listed in the 
1952 report as members, some holding 
committee chairmanships. They are^ Nel¬ 
son A., close friend and adviser to Eisen¬ 
hower; David, a vice president and mem¬ 
bership chairman of CFR, and John D.» 
3rd. (Another famous Rockefeller, Win- 
throp, not listed as a member in 1952, is 
nevertheless doing his bit for the cause; 
he went down into Aritansas some five or 
six years ago, bought a ranch and began 


taking over the state government and 
working to influence the school system. 
Since then Arkansas has elected as its Gov¬ 
ernor, one Faubus, who as a young man 
was a student at the Communist school 
at Mena, Arliansas, before the state 
closed it up for encouraging boys and girls 
to sleep together in the dormitory. Win- 
throp, a director of the revolutionary 
Negro organization, Urban League, was 
reported by the Washington Star of Feb¬ 
ruary 20, 1957, as inciting the members to 1 
intensify their fight to destroy segrega¬ 
tion—that is, in my words, to forcibly deny 
the white man the self-evident right to 
raise his children in a white moral and 
cultural atmosphere. 

John J. McCIoy is chairman of the board 
of CFR. His adult life has been spent In ■ 
serving the bankers of internationalist per¬ 
suasion, not only the Rockefellers but also 
their associates, the Jewish banking hous¬ 
es. In the 1952-53 Who’s Who in America, 
McCIoy reminds us that he was "appointed 
president of World Bank, U.N., Feb* 1957; 
appointed High Commissioner for Ger¬ 
many, 1949". He is now head of the Chase 
National Bank, a property of the Rocke¬ 
fellers and the Jewish banking firms, In¬ 
cluding Kuhn, Loob Company. 

Lewis Lichtenstein Strauss, Atomic Energy Com¬ 
missioner and thus one of the most powerful men 
in the world of politics, is a CFR member. He 
lists himself in Who's Who, 1952, as "consultant 
and financial adiser fo the Messrs. Rockefeller 
since 1950" (fill ho became chief of the Atomic 
Energy Commission). 

Secretary of State John Foster Dulles is a 
member of CFR. as is his brother, Allen W. Dulles , 
head of fhe Central Intelligence Agency. The 
Dulles brothers ore kinsmen of tho Rockefellers. 

A few of the other members holding positions 
of policy-making status in or over the government 
of fhe time of publication of fhe 1952 Report are: 
Pereira I F. Brundagc, Director , Bureau of the 
Budget; Arthur M. Anderson, Assistant Treasurer, 
Export-Import Bank; Lowis W. Douglas, former Di¬ 
rector of the Budget (and married to Peggy Zins¬ 
ser, sister of the wife of McCIoy); Eugene R. Black. 
President, International Bank of Reconstruction and 
Development; Ellsworth Bunker, recently appointed A 
to an Ambassadorship by Eisenhower (his brother, 
Arthur H., is vice president and chairman of the 
executive commiftc of the Lehman Corporation, 
center of power of Herbert Lehman, revealed dur¬ 
ing the war fo be the real head of the Marxist 
revolution in America); Herbert H. Lehman, then 
a U.S. Senator; Harold E. Sfassen, Eisenhower's 
friend for whom the President created a special 
cabinet job; Nelson Rockefeller, chairman of the 
President's Advisory Commission on Government 
Organization; Thomas K. Fin! el ter, Truman's Secre- * 
tary of fhd Air Force in 194 9 and for (per [y adviser 
to the US. delegation to the United Notions; W.';

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COURT RULES MENTAL PATIENT IN STf ELIZABETH S DID 
NOT HAVE FAIR TRIAL; DECISION COULD RELEASE 6000 
OTHERS LOCKED UP THERE IN SAME WAY 


Your long fight to restore Constitu¬ 
tional guarantees of a fair trial for per¬ 
sons accused of insanity or of being 
‘'mentally ill,” has won another major 
victory. 

The United States Court of Appeals 
in Washington, D.C, ruled February 28 
that "an alleged insane person has the 
right to be represented by counsel, and 
it not so represented independently then 
the court shall appoint either an attorney 
or a guardian”. 

The court was ruling in the case of Gen¬ 
evieve R. Dooling who was committed to 
St. Elizabeth’s hospital for mentally un¬ 
sound in the nation’s capital, in September 
1954. She claimed she was committed in. a 
mcinner violating the provisions of the 
Constitution of the United States, which 
guarantees every accused individual the 
right to a fair trial. 

Somebody had said she was “mentally 
ill". She was hailed before the Mental 
Health Commission which group of poli¬ 
tical appointees ruled against her and sent 
her to St. Elizabeth’s. She was not repre¬ 
sented by counsel and, presumably, was 
not permitted to call witnesses in her own 
defense. At first she had been represented 
by a court-appointed lawyer, but, finding 
him unsatisfactory, she had him dismissed. 

Her petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
was denied. It was this denial which the 
Appellate court reversed. In reversing the 
denial, the Court of Appeals ordered that 
new proceedings be initiated within five 
days after the case returns to District 
Court or else that the defendant be re¬ 
leased. 

6,000 Skeletons in Closet 

This ruling by the Court of Appeals, 
which actually did nothing more than in¬ 
voke the guarantees of the Constitution of 
the United States, had an electrifying ef¬ 
fect on the machinery by which persons 
are sent to St. Elizabeth’s hospital, and 
seems to have shocked the sensibilities of 
the 4i social welfare” bleeding hearts who 
have fought so hard in recent years for 
laws and procedures enabling psychiatrists 
and welfare workers to seize and commit 
persons to insane asylums without trial. 

Within 24 hours after fhe decision, "District 
Court Judge Matthew F. McGuire refused • . . to 
sign 14 commitment orders submitted by fhe court's 
Mental Health Commission", according to a re¬ 
port m fhe Washington Post of March 2. 

"The persons involved had not been represented 
by counsel at the Mental Health Commission hear¬ 
ings." 

United States Attorney Oliver Gasch, 

‘ who should be first to uphold Constitution¬ 
al government and principles, and the soft- 
brained superintendent of St. Elizabeth’s, 
Dr. Winfred Overholser, welfare stater, 
got excited, and made some statements to 
the press which suddenly unlocked closets 
and let nearly 6,000 skeletons tumble out. 

Gasch said if this ruling stands it not 
only win apply to future commitment 


cases but also to those already in St. 
Elizabeth’s; and Dr. Overholser estimated 
that “nearly 6,000 inmates" now locked up 
in St. Elizabeth’s “were committed on 
Mental Health Commission orders” with¬ 
out an attorney to represent them, to- say 
nothing of a jury trial. 

Gasch said “In the past there have been 
attorneys at the hearings when requested 
by the persons involved," but we know of 
some historic cases — notably the Finn 
Twins and Mrs. Miller of Vermont — In 
which the patients were stubbornly re¬ 
fused the right of counsel as well as the 
right to have their own physicians or psy¬ 
chiatrists among the examiners. 

Gasch’s own perturbed state and Dr. 
Overholser’s statement prove that Gasch 
was lying if he intended the above state¬ 
ment to imply that the patients and vic¬ 
tims In St. Elizabeth’s all were sent there 
by Constitutional means. If they had been, 
Gasch would not now be alarmed at the 
load of work liis department may have to 
shoulder. 

The Post reported: 

"Gasch met yesterday with Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Una Rita Morris, Mental Health Commis¬ 
sioner Thomas Gillespie Walsh and Hugh J . Mc¬ 
Gee, chairman of the District Bar Association s 
Mental Health committee, to discuss the Dooling 
case. 

"No decision was reached on what steps will be 
taken. But Gasch said that under consideration is 
a request that the full nine-judge bench of the 
Appellate Court rehear the Dooling cose. 

"Gasch, whose office represents St. Elisabeth's 
in all habeas corpus proceedings, pointed out there 
is nothing in the decision that makes it apply only 
to future cases. 

"If fhe decision that counsel must represent all 
persons allegedly of unsound mind is retroactive, 
Gasch indicated, St. Elisabeth's inmates might 
flood District Court with petitions for habeas cor¬ 
pus writs." 


Notice Gasch’s callous sense of Justice 
revealed in that remark. He Is not dis¬ 
turbed at the fact that thousands of citi¬ 
zens of this Constitutional Republic are be¬ 
hind bars in the insane, asylum without 
a fair trial, thousands thus imprisoned 
and publicly stigmatized without adequate 
proof that they are of unsound mind, some 
of them—not excluding the poet and pa¬ 
triot Ezra Pound—thus put out of circula¬ 
tion for purely political reasons and by 
political enemies. 

We saw the same political machinery 
railroading Lucille Miller and the Finn 
Twins, both of whom had to be released 
when the public began to find out the 
facts, and when publicity became suffi¬ 
ciently effective to force a fair medical ex¬ 
amination, Mrs. Miller was officially de¬ 
clared to be of sound mind. If she had not 
been a fighting tigress and if her husband 
had not been a stubborn Vermont Green 
. Mountain rifleman, she never would have 
been able to stir up enough public inter¬ 
est to get herself out of the nut house. 
Though perfectly sane, she doubtless 
would have been in St. Elizabeth’s today. 

The Post article said: 

’TAe overwhelming majority — 99 percent — of 


the persons committed (to St. Elisabeth s) are 
sent therein the basis of Mental Health Commis¬ 
sion orders." 

This marks the second major victory in 
less than a year in the fight to stop the 
growing practice of seizing citizens and 
locking them up in Insane asylums with¬ 
out triaL The first victory was in the 
fight over the Federal Alaska Mental 
Health bill in the spring of 1956, as you 
undoubtedly remember. Patriotic leaders 
and organizations got so riled up over the 
Communistic and unconstitutional pro¬ 
visions of the bill which slipped through 
the House that the Senate committee held 
extensive hearings, even offering this 
super-patriot ft chance to testify, which 
I did. 

So ninny of us so persistently hammered 
at the unconstitutional commitment .pro¬ 
cedures of the House bill that the Senate 
committee drew up mid the Senate and 
House accepted a good bill, stripped of all 
commitment procedures. It was a good bill . 
because the Federal government got com¬ 
pletely out of the business of dictating to 
Alaska the procedures for apprehending, 
trying and committing alleged mental 
cases. It is the obvious intent of the Fed¬ 
eral Constitution that no person should be 
oommited to an Insane asylum without a 
fair trial; but, under the Constitutional 
concept of a federation of sovereign re¬ 
publics, each state-republic is the proper 
political unit to draw up and enforce the 
laws for sending Its citizens to Jail or 
asylums. It Is strictly a police function, 
and thus a matter for local government. 

The first principle which stands out as 
the guide for both Federal and State con¬ 
stitutions as well as for laws under the 
constitutions, is that the state has no right 
or duty to take into ousody and care for,- 
au insane or ’‘mentally ill’ person unless 
that person gives definite evidenoe, by his 
behavior, of constituting a danger to life 
or property. If you go beyond this prin¬ 
ciple, if you ask the government, any gov¬ 
ernment, to provide for a member of your 
family who is not right mentally but who 
Is no threat to life or property, you- are 
a socialist, 'promoting ad ‘kll-powOHhl 
government. For If the government can 
take over any individual because he is In 
some way sick (but not a criminal), then 
the government can take over anybody* 
sick or well, you or - me included. Once 
you cut away the dam of principle there 
is no barrier against government Invasion 
of your home and seizure of your person. 

The next principle for which we are 
fighting—unmistakably clear in the Con¬ 
stitution but which the welfare-staters imd 
bleeding hearts want to abrogate in mental 
cases—Is the right to a fair trial, even » 

. trial by Jury If the accused so deelrea. . 


As regards the Federal Alaska Mental

acres of land and did not restrict its 
commitment procedures. 

We have already answered the ]ast ar¬ 
gument: the Federal Constitution restricts 
Alaska’s commitment procedures. 

As for the grant of a million acres of 
land it may be that Alaska does not need 
a hospital for the insane; maybe the ter¬ 
ritorial government should continue to 
hospitalize its insane in private institutions. 
Maybe there will be favoritism In selling 
out the million acres by the Alaska com¬ 
missioners to individuals and companies. 
It is almost impossible to prevent favor¬ 
itism in such matters. 

But personally I would like to see the 
Federal government give all its hoarded 
millions of acres of land to the respective 
states and territorial governments; for 
soon these lands would be sold to indivi¬ 
dual citizens and companies who would 
develope them. Texas showed favoritism 
in giving millions of acres’ to railroad 
companies to help finance the railroads; 
but the railroads had to sell the land to 
individuals to get the money to build 
the roads; and this chain reaction started 
a land rush which transformed the staked 
plains from Indian country to green fields 
and fenced ranches in 25 years—one of 
the most fantastic peaceful invasions in 
the history of the white man. 

Alaska is due for a land rush If the 
Federal government will break up its land 
monopoly and let the people buy. 

It would be logical to assume that our 
fight a few months ago, In which probably 
a million pieces of literature were circu¬ 
lated and thousands of letters written to 
editors and law makers reminding them 
that the Bill of Bights applies also to per¬ 
sons accused of “mental illness”, started 
the court reform reported above. 

We now have the opportunity to carry 
our fight further, into the courts them¬ 
selves. I see nothing unethical in writing 
judges reminding them that a person ac¬ 
cused of insanity or “mental illness” has 
a right to a fair trial, no less than an 
accused criminal. Why not write The 
Judges, District Court, Washington, D. C.» 
urging them to see that every alleged 
mental case is given a fair trial, with 
counsel and defense witnesses, including 
the patient^ own psychiatrist or doctor, 
: and Including a jury trial if the patient so 
requests. 

And why not write the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals, Washington, D. C., con¬ 
gratulating them on their decision in the 
Dooling case, upholding her Constitutional 
rights. 

If yon want the names of the individual 
judges in the District Court and on the 
Appellate bench, phone your librarian; she 
undoubtedly can give them to you. Let’s 
make sure that the trend back to the Bill 
of Bights catches on all across the country. 

I am sure you are not forgetting that 
the “mental health” drive is organized and 
•• vicious, and- wholly inspired by enemies 
of Constitutional government and Anglo- 
Saxon freedom. It sprang directly out of 
the drive in the 20’s and 30’s of the Com¬ 
munist International to bring about social¬ 
ization of medicine which Communist 
leaders called the “keystone to the arch 
of the Socialist state”. ';.

Coming back fo Ow-en Latiimore, he was called 
by McCarthy the nations foremost Communist.

(Lattimore’s Institute of Pacific Relations) meeting 
at Lucknow, India, in October of 1950”; and fho 
same article says ”The I.P.R. itself was underwritten 
by both Carnegie and Rockefeller foundations to 
the extent of }2,176,000 from 1925 through 1950.

These funds went to the promotion of 
Communism, especially the undermining 
of our anti-Communist allies in the Far 
East and the victory of the Communists 
there, with their growing fleet of atomic 
submarines equipped to hurl atomic rock¬ 
ets into our cities. 

"Foreign Aid” for CFR - 

I can’t go on. There isn't room. But let 
me ask you if you read all the names 
above? Did you notice the name of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower on the list of mem¬ 
bers? 

All these members of the Council on For¬ 
eign Relations are promoters of world gov¬ 
ernment, as well as their interests all over 
the world in disregard of America’s wel¬ 
fare. The only members I can identify as 
pro-American are three or four who have 
turned, in recent years. 

The CFR is hell bent on destroying the 
tariff which protects or used to protect 
American industry and wage earners from 
the cheap labor Imports from many lands. 
These CFR members, or many of them, 


have holdings in foreign countries; natur¬ 
ally they want to get their goods into this 
fabulous market, tariff free. They are 
promoting GATT, the so-called General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, which 
Eisenhower recognizes but Congress so far 
refuses to recognize. This GATT is trying 
to take from Congress and place in its own 
private hands the power to negotiate tariff 
agreements with all countries, and its ad¬ 
vocates are the advocates of free trade 
and world government. 

It is this CFR crowd of international fin¬ 
anciers who keep on pumping your “for¬ 
eign aid” tax money across the oceans. 
Much of the money Is handled by their 
underlings and goes into their foreign fac¬ 
tories or other developments. “Foreign 
Aid” is their baby. 

A paragraph on page 42 of the Re¬ 
port suggests that possibly the Council is 
not anxious to have its name well known, 
or its membership identified as such: 

"Members of the Council are sametimos obliged, 
by their acceptance of government posts in Wash¬ 
ington and elsewhere, to curtail or suspend for 
a time their participation in Council activities. It 
is perhaps not as well known that members of 
tho Foreign Relations Committees occasionally find 
themselves in an analogous position .“

people. The propaganda was self-defeat-' 
ing to a considerable extent. So many 
Jews had been found guilty of spying 
on our country or had refused to deny 
before Investigative committees that they 
were or had been Communists and spies, 
that stories In our newspapers about 
Soviet trials of high Jewish functionaries ?

On a single Sunday morning the two 
big Los Angeles dallies, the Examiner and 
the Times, featured as their lead story 
the reported purge of 30 top Jewish of¬ 
ficials in the Communist government of 
Hungary. 

You may remember the photostat I 
published in the Summary showing the 
big black headlines from the Examiner, 
“30 Top Red Jews in Hungary Purge."

The, Jewish, political and financial i 
strategists (in America and in the Soviet 
Union) couid not afford much more of 
that kind of newspaper reporting. Even 
though the reports told that the function¬ 
aries were being removed and some of

Zionists could not afford the words "Jewish 
Communists” and "Red Jews” in the 
headlines of American newspapers. A 
few weeks of that kind of reporting across 
the continent would have done irreparable 
harm to the world power cults, confirm¬ 
ing every charge the anti-Communist and 
anti-Zionist publications such as mine— 
ever had made, leaving the newspaper 
readers aware that Jews had been running 
the Communist governments. 

Was it this perhaps unexpected develop¬ 
ment which put a sudden stop to the 
stories from Iron Curtain countries of 
persecution of Jews and trials of Jewish 
officials? The Beria story was softpedaled 
and Beria not once in American news¬ 
papers (so far as I saw) was revealed to 
be a Jew. Some European dailies dared 
to say so, and you may recall the photo¬ 
stat of one such newspaper report which 
I reproduced in the Summary. 


Was It Fear of GOP? 

The reports of anti-Semitic, or at least anti- 
Zionist, purges, had a powerful appeal to the 
Arabs and to a great many Germans, and if 
this was the motive behind them, then obviously 
they did not represent a genuine anti-Jewish 
attitude in the Kremlin (whose finances still are 
under the direction of the Jewish financier, Ash- 
berg). 

There Is another approach to this ques¬ 
tion which often occurs to me: Was 
the outbreak of so-called anti-Semitic 
purges related to the election of a Re¬ 
publican administration? All political 
Jewry on both sides of the iron curtain 
must have felt safe about the election of 
Eisenhower, who always had been the 
protege of Baruch and friend of political 
and financial Jewry. 

But the Republican administration put 
McCarthy, Jcnncr and Velde in charge 
of the three big Congressional investi¬ 
gative committees: three strong, patriotic 
Americans, wise to the Communists and 
determined to destroy Communist power 
over the American government. 

Did the Communist leaders (both Jews 
and non-Jews) fear that the Republican 
regime might bring on war before tho 
Reds were ready or at least force tho 
appointment of good Americans to head 
the Voice of America, and thus begin to 
remind the anti-Semitic, persecuted 
Christian Russians, Hungarians, Poles and 
other East European captives, of the 
alien anti-Christian character of tlicir 
slave masters? The Kremlin’s most vul¬ 
nerable flank is Its violently anti-Com- 
rnunist, anti-Jowlsh, pro-Christian popu¬ 
lace. We can destroy the Soviet Commu¬ 
nist monster by appealing to Its enslaved 
subjects to rise up at a given hour, and 
by furnishing them tho weapons of un¬ 
derground warfare. 

It may well be that the Kremlin began 
the anti-Semitic purges to make its cap¬ 
tive peoples believe the Kremlin no longer 
in Jewish hands, no longer pro-Jewish, 
so as to nullify any pro-Christian, anti¬ 
alien propaganda which a Republican re¬ 
gime might decide to broadcast. 

The sudden end of the so-called purge 
trials against Zionists could certainly be 
explained on the ground that tho Re¬ 


publican regime was unable to get Eisen¬ 
hower and Dulles to oust the leftists and 
put fighting, gentile Americans at tho 
microphones of the Voice of America. If 
the purge trials were to prepare the Rus¬ 
sian people against pro-Christian, anti- 
Semitic appeals from the West, the trials 
were not needed because Eisenhower per¬ 
mits no such appeals. 

The fact that many of the high Jewish 
functionaries reportedly liquidated in the 
Hungarian purge of last winter later 
came alive and went back to their old 
jobs or assumed other Influential roles 
(as reported by the New York Times 
and other papers) weakens the entire 
case of the Communist purge trials against 
Jewish nationalists. Even Rakosi, the 
Jewish former dictator of Hungary, is 
reported to be steering the government 
from behind the scenes and some weeks 
after his removal from office, went on 
the radio to outline to the Hungarian 
people the new policies of the "peoples 
government.” And I have now a report 
(in the December, 1953, issue of the bul¬ 
letin published by the Roumanian Na¬ 
tional Committee, Washington, D. C.) that 
”, . . there have been recurrent rumors of fate 
concerning the impending comeback, not only 
by Ana Pauker (Jewish ex-dictator of Roumania 
— RHW) but also by such now almost for¬ 
gotten purgees as Lucretiiu Patrassanu, previously 
reported dead." 

These resurrections of the purged dead 
give support to the question I have asked 
for several years: Were any of the Jewish 
Old Bolsheviks really liquidated? Or was 
the show necessary to offset the anti- 
Semitic propaganda broadcast by the ris¬ 
ing Nazis to the enslaved anti-Semitic 
Russians? 

Have Beria and the Jewish Old Bolshe¬ 
viks been smuggled away to retirement In 
green pastures? 

Regarding the'position of the Jews in 
Russia, I recall a statement made In 1941 
by First Lieut. Jacob Djugashvili, the late 
son of Joseph Stalin by his first wife. 
The son had just been captured by Ger¬ 
man soldiers and was being interrogated 
by a German major. The Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, publishing the interrogation, Febru¬ 
ary 12, 1951, said: 

"The Nazi officers tried to establish that 
Jews held controlling positions in the Red gov¬ 
ernment. Yasha (Jacob) argued, on the other 
hand, that Russia yields to no country in its anti- 
Semitism. .-M 

"He scorned touchy on all aspect of fho 
Jewish question. When the Germans brought up 
the widely discussed subject of widowor Stalins 
'common-law marriage' 1o Rosa Kaganovich, 
sister of the only Jewish member of the Polit¬ 
buro, he literally sputtered denials" 

Question: "Why should there be such hatred 
against the . . . Jews in all the villages and 
towns we have passed so far?" 

Answer: "What do you expect me to answer? 
... As to the Jews, all I can say is that they 
cannot work; that the Jews are like the gypsies. 
They don't want to work. Business is~what they 

like" _ 

Question: "Do you know that your father's 
second wile is o Jewess? The Kaganoviches are 
Jews, aren't they?" 

Answer: "Nothing of the kind. A Russian wom- 
i an she was. Yes, Kaganovich is a Jew, all right . 
i My father's wife? What you are saving is just 
rumor. There is nothing in common . Never." 


Here is what appears to be a sincerely 
anti-Jewish attitude. But this was the off¬ 
cast son of Stalin, rarely allowed to see 
his father after the Man of Steel rose to 
dictatorship, never permitted to take the 
name Stalin (as were to two children by 
Stalin's second wife). Jacob failed in en¬ 
gineering and Stalin had him sent back 
to the province of Georgia. Later he work¬ 
ed in a factory in Moscow. 

We must expect him to have approxi¬ 
mately the same sentiment toward Jews 
as the peasants and "working class" 
among whom he worked and lived. It may 
well be that he had less actual informa¬ 
tion about high policies and personali- y. 
ties than many of his associates. 

Stalin' did live with Rosa Kaganovich 
as a sort of third wife, as is well known. 

In the summer of 1951 Stalin’s daughter, 
Svetlana (by his second wife) got rid 
of her husband by some means and mar¬ 
ried the son of Lazar Kaganovich, head 
of the powerful Jewish Kaganovich family, 
close friend of Stalin and ruler of all the 
great cities of gentile slave labor. 

It would seem absurd to call Stalin 
anti-Semitic. 

It does seem reasonable, however, to 
suppose that he was jealous of Zionist 
competition for world power, and in any 
case he could not but have been con¬ 
scious of the violent hatred of the people 
for the Jews, whom they held responsible 
for their secret-police enslavement. 

The situation is so confused and com¬ 
plex, the facts so censored and hidden* 
that we can do little more than watch 
and analyze, analyze and wonder. Let 
use bear in mind that the Jewish Com¬ 
munists must have the non-Jews m 
fronts; whereas tho non-Jews must have 
the support of tho massive Jewish fifth 
columns of tho world, and must not an¬ 
tagonize the leaders of Jewish nationalism, 
or Zionism, because under the names of 
Zionism, liberalism, Socialism, New Deal- 
Ism and other forms of Marxism, they are 
also promoting world government, are 
keeping America from adopting policies 
which could destroy the Soviet regime and 

_if antagonized, would throw the West 

into war against the Kremlin (whereas , 
the Kremlin must reserve for Itself the 
chance to strike the surprise blow, pro¬ 
bably through atomic sabotage of our 
cities). 

To appease tho populace (who furnish 
the armies) the Kremlin must no longer • 
appear pro-Jewish, as long as there is a 
war in the offing. The Kremlin remember* 
that some four million Russian soldier* 
went over to the invading German armies 
in the recent world war, looking to the 
Germans as liberators from the Jewish » 
secret police. Yet for reasons above stated, 
the Kremlin dares not appear genuinely 
anti-Semitic, even if Jews lose control. 

The policy seems to be about as It was 
described in the May, 1951, bulletin (No. 
6, "Jews Behind the Iron Curtain”) of 
the American Jewish Committee: 

"With Jewish Communists in control of every 
sphere of~-Jtwhh communal life, organized'^/*- • 
ligious and educational activities are faYt com¬ 
ing to an end, though some elderly Orthodox 
Jews arc making valiant efforts to arrange, on o 
small scale, Hebrew training to counteract the 
tendency towards assimilation . . .

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DAC LOSES FIRST ROUND BUT WILL FIGHT DULLES 
ET AL "CLEAR TO SUPREME COURT IF NECESSARY" 

Sanity Of America,, Citizenship under the U. S. Constitution is at Stake in this Legal Test- 
New Task Force Headed by Famous Generals Won’t Stop Short of Victory 


The judge of the U. S. District Court 
in Washington, D. C., denied the peti¬ 
tion of the Defenders of the American 
Constitution, Inc., on behalf of Pvt. 
Richard Keefe, but Col. John H. Coff¬ 
man, general counsel for DAC, has ap¬ 
pealed. 

The case shquld be heard in the next 
few weeks and Lieut. Gen. P. A. del Valle, 
retired Marine Corp field general, says 
DAC will carry the fight to the Supreme 
Court if necessary, and if that (packed) 
court also rejects the plea, DAC will carry 
the fight to the people. 

This is the fighting spirit America 
needs. 

You doubtless remember the Keefe case, 
mentioned in the January Summary as the 
very first project undertaken by the new 
pro-American task force, DAC, led by del 
Valle, Col. E. C. Pomeroy, Maj. Gen. 
Bonner Fellers, Maj. Gen. Claire Chen- 
nault, Dr. Lee De Forest and other 
patriots. 

Private Keefe allegedly stole a French 
taxi cab. On duty as an American soldier 
in France, he was delivered over by our 
Army and State Department to French 
police for trial in French courts, under 
French laws and concepts of justice, risk¬ 
ing the possibility of hatred and anti- 
American bias on the part of the court 
Keefe was sentenced to five years at 
hard labor. 


Our Soldiers "Abandoned” 

Never before Eisenhower’s administra¬ 
tion has our government agreed to turn 
our soldiers over to foreign governments 
for trial in alien courts. Eisenhower last 
summer signed what is called the Status 
of Forces agreement with the North At¬ 
lantic Treaty Organization members, agree¬ 
ing to deliver to their courts any soldiers 
who in their respective territories, violate 
their laws. 

DAC in its legal brief charges that, this 
agreement is unconstitutional, that the 
President and Senate have no authority 
to deny a soldier his rights as an American 
citizen, and asks that the government 
be required to rescue Keefe, for trial in an 
American court. 

Attorney Coffman Issued a statement 
to the press attacking the fantastic pro¬ 
ceedings. 

It is unthinkable,” Coffman said, “that 
American boys, drafted by the Armed Services 
and assigned to duty in a foreign country, 
should be abandoned to an antagonistic local 
Judiciary, resentful even of the presence of our 
protective troops on their soil. This in effect 
denies the protection guaranteed by our Con¬ 
stitution to EVERY American citizen to those 
who by reason of the fact that they are wearing 
fhejr country's uniform, are most deserving of 

Observe what Eisenhower is doing to 
Americans: In his fanaticism to build a 
world government, using NATO as a 


nucleus (In case the UN fails to accom¬ 
plish the purpose), the President already 
has gone so far as to lump American 
citizenship for some of our people Into an 
international political “sovereignty pooL” 
Mis fawning and subservient treaty threat¬ 
ens every homo in the United States which 
has a son or husband eligible for military 
draft, now or at any future time. 

That son or husband under this sell-out 
can be snatched up by the draft board, 
sent to some NATO country, and there 
charged, with or without foundation, with 
some crime and in a biased court perhaps 
with Communist-inspired inobs In tho 
streets howling for American blood— bo 
sentenced without proper defense or trial, 
under alien laws. 

This is on a par with the Korean dis¬ 
grace in which our young men were seized 
by draft boards and sent to fight In a 
farce-tragedy in which repeatedly, like a 
nightmare, they marched up the hill then 
retreated dow r n tho hill, under enemy fire, 
denied by their ou-n President the right 
to win tho fight, required merely to die 
a pointless death. 


DAC Can’t Lose 

But back to DAC: Its leaders now are 
fighting for the Bricker Amendment, and 
as some of the newspaper columnists have 
pointed out, the Keefe case has direct ap¬ 
plication here: If DAC wins and gets 
Keefe back from the foreign prison, tho 
court action will be a precedent binding 
the President and Senate against such 
violations of the Constitution by treaties. 
If, on the other hand, DAC loses the Keefe 
case, the loss will show all the more dram¬ 
atically the need for the Bricker amen- 
ment, to restrain the President and Senate 
from encroaching on American freedom 
by means of treaties. 

Word has just come that Dr. L. A. Alesen, 
recent past president of the California 
State Medical Association and noted patri¬ 
otic leader, has accepted a place on the 
executive board of DAC. 

.There is now accumulating evidence 
that contributions to this non-profit edu¬ 
cational corporation are tax-deductible.

EXIT "SECRET BOSS” 
ARTHUR SAMISH 

The illustrious Franklin Hichborn, Sage 
of Santa Clara, California, sent tho follow¬ 
ing article to editors and publishers, one 
of a monthly scries. It Is an Inspiration to 
observe this gentleman of tho old school, 
son of covered-wagon stock still fighting 
for his country and human freedom after 
CO years or more of active public service. 

Hichborn is author of a score of books, 
Including a series of biennial histories or 
the California Legislature, which make up 
part of the Hichborn Library, in the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California, and he led 
many a fight against organized corruption 
and usurpation of pow'er. 

Here is his latest letter to editors, this

At 
Samish s trial it was shown that tho Biow Ad¬ 
vertising Company, Inc., could and did pay 
Samish *700,000 to use his influence to secure fi 
for them the placing of the advertising of a 
single whiskey firm (Schenlcy's). 

Samish, in the days of his power, boasfed that 
no liquor advertising was placed with papers 
that showed unfriendliness toward tho liquor 
business. (See Philbrlck Report, Part IV, Page 
36.) 

Governor • Hiram W. Johnson's administration 
met a simitar situation by placing in the hands 
of the peoplo, power by their direct vote to 
compel tho liquor traffic to clean up or be 
shut up.

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STATEMENT OF POLICY 


This publication attacks no man because of bis raoe, but spans no subverter because of bis race. The publlehor 
believes that those basic carriers of Communism and political Zionism who attempt to hide behind the Jewish religion must be 
mercilessly exposed, both to discourage them and to make the Axnorloan oltlsen understand the nature of the subversive at¬ 
tack against this nation, its institutions and its people. The publisher urges the Jews of America to repudiate their vicious 
leaders and embrace Amoricanism, thereby preventing the tragio raoe conflict fomented by the revolutionists. 
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I don’t look upon this discussion today as a 
debate. This is serious business and little can be 
contributed to its peaceful resolution by contests 
in forensics, tests of memory, demonstrations of 
eloquence or the massing of scholarship. 

Nor can it be resolved in the hot atmosphere 
of emotion. There has been too much of that 
already. 

I am especially alarmed at efforts to make this 
a sectional issue by portraying the Middle-West, 
in which I am proud to have been born and 
raised, the domain in which there roam, more or 
less without the ornaments or faculties of civiliza¬ 
tion, a species of isolated beings unable to see 
beyond the moderate eminence of the Appalachian 
Mountains. 

I see* this meeting rather as an opportunity to 
present to a group of thoughtful men of the bar 
and the bench my reasons for believing an amend¬ 
ment to the Constitution to be necessary. 

We cannot establish this proposition by long 
discussions of legal rationalization and prece- 
dents. Nor can it be resolved by what might be 
called in rather vulgar Latin ^argumentum ab 
testimonium. (I am not using the word “au¬ 
thority. ) That is the method that Senator Wiley 
has been using. It reminds me of Senator Morse’s 
weekly encumbrance of the “Record’’ with an 
outpouring of his fan mail. 

We are not selling Pond’s cold cream by the 
massing of society women; not Calvert’s whiskey 
by the pictorial presentation of men of distinc¬ 
tion. It is, I believe, a good rule of law that a 
case is not necessarily made by a numerical pre¬ 
ponderance of witnesses. 

There are at least four reasons why this issue 
cannot be settled by the usual massing of pre¬ 
cedents. 

. ^rst, it is well nigh impossible to determine 
m advance how this particular Supreme Court 
will interpret anything. That Court is still the 
dwelling place of the capricious spirit that once 
occupied a body now in a grave in Hyde Park. 
The Court made by Roosevelt has chosen to put 
the stamp of judicial sanction upon a revolution 
in public policy. With that indeterminable future 
before .us, it would be folly to cope with nice 
predictions now. 

Second, stare decisis can throw only a feeble 
light upon the subject because of the fact that 
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porta nee because I have lived with men in power. 
We are dealing with men—men in the flesh,'not 
concepts, in a book of theory. 

When, as a young college teacher, I was con¬ 
ducting courses in government here at Western 
Reserve University thirty-five years ago, I had 
a great deal to say about executive responsibility. 
I talked about putting all the eggs in one basket, 
about the need for strong and untrammeled 
leadership by the executive. And to my shame 
and embarrassment now, I had caustic things to 
say about the imbecilities of legislative bodies. 

I never learned to appreciate the importance 
of the Constitution and the wisdom of those who 
" ac * niade it until I had lived, cheek by jowl, with 
men high in power. For three years I lived in 
direct and intimate contact with a President of 
the United States. For two years before that I 
. enjoyed the same relationship with him when he 
was Governor of New York. During those three 
years m contact with Washington I knew the bu¬ 
reaucracy of the State Department at first hand, 
r or a spell I held high, policy-making office over 
them. 

It was when I saw the malignant infection of 
power creeping over that once gracious and 
modest man that I fled from the Presence. I may 
say that in 1936 when I terminated a warm 
friendship and a position of influence for which 
many would give much, it was because I was 
afraid of what might happen. Particularly what 
would happen after another tremendous victory 
at the polls m that year 1936. Like Pyrrhus, the 
enemy of Rome, I reasoned that “another such 
victory and we are ruined.” I may add that when 
during the next two years the Executive attempted 
*V' s t to subjugate the Supreme Court and then 
the Congress, I found my apprehensions justified. 

And now let us revert to the present danger 
because of which an amendment is essential. 

Let me briefly note a few historical facts about 
the case of Missouri v. Holland. Congress passed 
a migratory bird act in 1913 which was deolared 
unconstitutional by two district courts. Chief 
Justice White seems to have ascertained that his 
court was divided 3-3. He asked his Librarian, 
later the distinguished Professor Borchard of 
Yale, for an opinion. Borchard's answer was 
that the lower courts were right Several stories 
are told about how it was then decided to resort 
to the treaty power to breach the Tenth Amend¬ 
ment. The possibility of such overriding of the 
Constitution was no secret, however. I, like Pro¬ 
fessor Borchard, was a student of the great John 
Bassett Moore. I learned in his class in 1915 
that the way was wide open for such an approach. 
But I wish here to let the distinguished co-chair¬ 
man of the committee now opposing an amend¬ 
ment, John W. Davis, speak. He was in that 
period Solidtor General. He said to the New 
York Bar Association last year: 

“I took it upon myself ... to march over to the 
Department of State and say to them—I think it 
was to Secretary Lansing in person . . . that if 
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negotiations which were shortly to take place in 
Berlin. In fact it may well be said that the 
German problem as it then stood originated in 
international conference and finally it was al¬ 
ready becoming evident that it could be resolved 
only in international conference. While much 
was written at the time about United States 
policy, based on expediency, being improvised in 
Germany, this appeared to be the case only be¬ 
cause the international discussions had been held 
in secrecy and neither the resulting agreements 
nor the basic policy directive had been or were 
to be published for some time. A study of these 
conferences reveals the degree to whicn they in¬ 
fluenced and molded our early Germany policy. 
While the full story of all these conferences is 
still not available, the published record suffices 
to show their import and to explain many of the 
administrative actions and decisions which were 
taken in Germany.”. 

And since the trouble originated in interna¬ 
tional conferences it cannot be resolved by inter¬ 
national conferences because the Soviet will not 
relinquish what it gained. 

Earlier, of course, there were the agreements 
at Yalta and elsewhere. We only escaped the 
Morgenthau Plan, an agreement written by Harry 
Dexter White and initialed by Roosevelt and 
Churchill, because of the vigorous protests of 
Secretaries Hull and Stimson. 

These are, of course, agreements which do not 
touch the internal affairs of the nation. They 
are in truth international in character, however 
their effect may affect the lives of all of us. I 
offer them to show the fallibility of an unre¬ 
strained executive and bureaucracy. That same 
executive and bureaucracy can under present 
conditions impose agreements upon our internal 
affairs with little notice to the public and with 
little accountability to Congress. 

Only recently I learned from members of the 
Administration itself the profoundly important 
restraints and rigidities that are in store for our 
economy by raw materials agreements on the 
order of the International Wheat Agreement, 
which has recently been roundly condemned by 
the Randall Report. In that case the President's 
commission in January condemned what the 
President promised in July. Tin is the next com¬ 
modity to be regimented by agreement. There is 
still in existence an international body known as 
the International Materials Conference, of which 
the Socialist Attlee is the sire and our State De¬ 
partment is the dam. This organization, set up 
without congressional authority, actually man¬ 
aged to impose a system of international alloca¬ 
tion of raw materials. Committees of this or¬ 
ganization. with offices in the State Department, 
met and decided the “total entitlement for con¬ 
sumption” of each country in the free world, in¬ 
cluding the United States. 

I am not wedded to, nor am I defending here 
any specific form of amendment. As a practical 
matter would accept either the most recent 
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land. And some which are pending would radi¬ 
cally alter our social and economic life. 

3. There is a new bureaucracy which, in the 
words of a man who under Secretary Byrnes was 
charged with the impossible job of reorganizing 
the State Department, is “a tortuous, labyrin¬ 
thine, bureaucratic assembly line which formu¬ 
lates, determines, interprets and administers our 
foreign policy. The faceless men in that line 
never see the President and Secretary of State 
but they have come to make the decisions that 
constitute our foreign relations." Their oper¬ 
ations are in secret and in most cases their prod¬ 
uct is unknown to the public and to Congress / 
until it is too late to do anything about it. More¬ 
over, we now know that there have been in that 
assembly line subversives and traitors. 

4. For years there has been a gathering storm 
of public resentment against this state of affairs, 
which we have a right to assume made itself felt 
in the election of 1952. 

5 ; After years of study, responsible lawyers 
decided upon a constitutional amendment, and 
nearly two-thirds of the members of the Senate 
attached their names to a draft. That has now 
rassed through many months of study and debate. 

6. After every reasonable effort of the spon¬ 
sors of an amendment to make certain that the 
legitimate need of freedom for the President in 
conducting foreign policy is assured, the issue is 
before the Congress and the country. 

7. If the opponents of any amendment have 
any assurance other than mere dependence upon 
the transitory personnel now in power, they ought 
to present it. The sponsors of an amendment 
have invited suggestions, but they have received 
no answer. 

The best possible for.-an amendment..can 
be made from the various, statements' and admis¬ 
sions of Secretary Dulles himself.’ In* Louisville • 
nearly two years ago, he made the statement 
that ‘treaty law can override the Constitution" 
and "cut across the rights given to the people by 
the Bill of Rights.” He admitted before the 
Judiciary Committee of the Senate a year later 
the evil and the danger in certain treaties cooked 
up or being prepared by the agencies of the 
United Nations. He and the President were 
willing in July to accept Section 1 of the old 
Bricker resolution because it was embodied, word 
for word, in the so-called Knowland amendment. 
He surely would be willing to accept a means for 
Congressional regulation of executive agreements, 
because he said before the Judiciary Committee 
last April that "the effect of any treaty as in¬ 
ternal law can be overcome by a simple act of 
Congress." Finally, he, as well as the President, 
admits the widespread apprehension of the public 
lest through agreements, Becret or otherwise, 
which according to the Court have "the same 
dignity" as a treaty, the rights and liberties of 
the people be impaired. I cannot understand the 
constant creation of new objections. 
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mines oners only the reassurance that so long 
as he is m office there is nothing to fear. This is 
frivolous and completely beside the point. Laws 
and constitutions are made for all men, present 
and future alike. We have seen enough of the 
recent past to know the perils that come with 
power-mad or ideologically beguiled statesman- 
snip. Every prominent member of the dominant 
faction of the opposition party has expressed i 
opposition to any amendment. No doubt Dean / 
Acheson detests the idea. That faction may again 
be m power three short years from now. 

There were prototypes in history for those who 
believe no amendment to be necessary. Those 
people opposed the addition of a bill of rights. 

But those blind prophets did not prevail. Now 
we know that the addition of those ten articles 
made the Constitution a stronger home for liberty. 

Let us not merely revere the Constitution as 
a venerable relic whose fabric, however tenderly 
preserved, yet bears mars and weaknesses cre¬ 
ated by heedless tenants and the storms of revo¬ 
lutionary change. Let us from time to time see 
that it is made still more habitable as an abode 
of free men. We march in the spirit of the 
founding fathers when we add perfecting amend- 
ments. They bu| lt in the light of experience. 
They would if they could tell us to do likewise 
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
